POSITIVE STATEMENT OF CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP ADOPTED 


That in accordance with the 1955 Convention of Synod that the following positive 
statement of Christian Stewardship be adopted: "Christian Stewarship is defined as 
the believers’ response to redemption. Christian Stewardship is consistent with the 
purpose of the church, strengthens the witness of the church in the community and 
encourages free-will offerings by all members motivated by love and gratitude. God 
stands ready to bless in the degree that we are faithful. We are happy that there is 
a steady increase in the Scriptural emphasis on giving by the congregations of Synod 
of the Pacific Southwest, Certainly, God has blessed us when we have been faithful 
in our Stewardship. 


We approve the official statements of the U.L.C.A. A. 1932 Convention: “That 
in view of the evil influence upon our missions, which are forbidden the use of 
questionable methods of financing, our United Lutheran Church commends Scrptural 
giving as the only approved method,” Unanimously adopted. B. 1936 Convention: 
“We request pastors and church leaders to urge upon Christians the need for con- 
scientious avoidance of everything that bears any taint of the gambling spirit; to be 
scrupulously careful that all money-raising efforts of their respective congregations or 
auxiliary organizations be Scriptural.""—Unanimously voted. 

We urge that every congregation review its Stewarship Program in the light of 
this statement. 


APPORTIONMENT BENEVOLENCE ON ELEVEN-MONTH BASIS ADOPTED 


That Congregations of Synod seek to remit their apportionment benevolences on 
an eleven-month basis instead of the customary twelve-month basis. 


PASTORS TO BE ENCOURAGE TO ATTEND SUMMER SCHOOL AT SEMINARY 


The Congregations of Synod are requested to encourage and assist financially 
their pastors to attend a Summer Session at the Seminary of three weeks duration 
once every three years. The time allowed shall not constitute vacation time,

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
(January 1, 1955 to May 1, 1956) 


Brethren of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of the Pacific Southwest: 


“Peace be to the brethren, and love with faith, from God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


“Grace be with all them that love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity.” Amen 
(Ephesians 6:23, 24) 


It was with this benediction that St. Paul concluded his letter to the Church at 
Ephesus. It is with this same warm spiritual note that I address my annual report 
to the members of the Synod of the Pacific Southwest. It is a gratifying experience to 
serve in the Church of the Living God. It is deeply humbling to serve as a President 
of Synod. I am grateful to our Heavenly Father and to my brethren, both clergy and 
lay in our Synod for the patience and kindness exercised during the year which has 
just closed. Strictly speaking it has been fifteen months since we last held our Con- 
vention of Synod in Berkeley and as I review these months, I am amazed at what 
can happen in such a short space of time when pastors and people “love our Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity.’ That which has transpired could never be called simply 
man’s work. It is rather God inspired, God filled, and God directed under the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. May I urge you again to continue your prayers to our 
Heavenly Father on my behalf. Strength, wisdom, and patience are so mandatory in 
the Office of the President of Synod that I earnestly ask you for your petitions that 
its duties and responsibilities shall be performed according to the will of our Lord 
Jesus Christ and to the enrichment of His people. 


The counsel of the full-time members on the Synodical staff has been most heart- 
ening to me. Dr. Spirer, Pastor Romeis, and Mr. Pfundstein have assumed great re- 
sponsibilities in the forward work of our Synod. Our conferences together in solving 
the intricate details of the Synodical work have been a rich experience. These men 
have all assumed with earnestness the responsibilities of the task to which they have 
been called. The joy of having a staff that is cooperative, intelligent, and consecrated 
to the Lord is a cause for great thanksgiving. Members of the Executive Committee 
and Conference Presidents have all shared in the responsibility for which I wish 
personally to thank them. Committee Chairmen and leaders in the organizational 
life of our Church have assumed their tasks with equal devotion. These are all 
wonderful things to report. The foregoing salutation of St. Paul to the Church at 
Ephesus is most appropriate here. 


OUR HOST CHURCH 


Typical among our many fine congregations in Synod is our gracious host 
Church for this Convention, Faith Church in Phoenix, Arizona, the Rev. Frank H. Clutz, 
D.D., pastor. Organized in 1945 it has had a remarkable growth so that at present it 
ranks fourth in communing membership among the congregations of Synod. We shall 
be privileged to meet in their newly erected sanctuary and shall have access to all 
the wonderful facilities of this congregation so necessary to the expanding program 
of our Synodical Convention. It will also be a real experience to meet in the ‘Valley 
of the Sun” and to see the aggressive work of the congregations in the Arizona 
Conference. 


U.L.C.A. REPRESENTATIVE 


Dr. Dwight L. Putman, President of the Central Pennsylvania Synod, has been 
named by the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church in America to be our 
official representative from the Church at large. Dr. Putman is a member of the 
Executive Board and is widely known throughout our Church for his able leadership 
and untiring efforts on behalf of the Church. We warmly welcome him and look for- 
ward with eagerness to his several presentations to the Convention of Synod. 
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EVANGELISM PROGRAM MOMENTUM 


Under the able leadership of Pastor Ross Hidy, Regional Director for the Two- 
year Evangelism Program of our U.L.C.A., the Evangelism keynote has been well 
sounded in several areas of Synod. Those sections that have already held their 
programs report an enthusiastic awakening in the lives of congregations and areas 
in general. It is our earnest hope that every congregation of Synod will participate in 
the Evangelism effort in their area and receive the great blessings attendant upon 
it. We reiterate the warning that comes from the National Headquarters that the 
Evangelism program is not to be construed as a single effort but rather in the main 
the establishing of a continuing Evangelism program in the life of every congrega- 
tion, That which we are doing in the territory of Synod now should be viewed as 
only a beginning with resultant benefits constantly returning to congregations and 
individuals throughout the years ahead. 


STEWARDSHIP IS IMPERATIVE 


There must never be a lessening of our Stewardship emphasis. While Christian 
Stewardship involves the total consecrated effort of the Christian Church in every 
area of Christlike endeavor, it is especially reflected in our financial obligation to 
our Lord and in the manner in which we meet these obligations. We did not meet 
100% of our minimum apportionment goal for 1955. As a result, we must of necessity 
“cut the cloth to fit the figure.” Although we met our complete budgeted amount 
for the United Lutheran Church, we should be very mindful that our Synodical needs 
were not fully met. A few of our congregations were woefully inadequate in their 
benevolence programs this past year. Help is available through the Stewardship 
Committee, the officers of Synod, and the officers of Conferences for those congre- 
gations who are experiencing difficulty in their Stewardship emphasis. We should 
be very certain that the Lord is our guiding light in congregational Stewardship, no 
other guide is acceptable in the Church of the Living God. 


SPECIAL NEEDS PROJECT 


Grave responsibility is laid upon us as a Synod to accomplish our goals in 
the Special Needs Project for 1956. We are happy to note that many of our congre- 
gations have laid adequate foundations for the ingathering of these funds. We hope 
that all of our Churches will let their people know about these expansion plans for 
our Home for the Aged, Midland College, and for the Lutheran Student Foundations 
on the territory of our Synod. We are committed to these projects for this year and it 
will be a joy to us as we successfully carry out our obligations involved in them. 


OUR HOME MISSION PROGRAM 


Pastor Romeis will present a detailed report on the Home Mission activities on 
the territory of Synod. We are thrilled at the prospect of receiving a large number of 
mission congregations into fellowship in Synod, as well as upwards of twenty-five 
pastors. The Lord has laid before us an open door of opportunity and we must be 
faithful to this trust that He has placed in us. Our growth naturally will be accom- 
panied by many problems but with faithfulness and diligence the Church can and 
will be planted according to His divine will and command. 

To all the pastors and laymen who so generously contribute time, interest, and 


sacrificial effort in promoting the vast program of our Synod, we offer our commenda- 
tion and gratitude.

MISS LOUISA A. MILLER: 


Miss Louisa A. Miller, a missionary for 35 years in India, was called to her 
Eternal Home on February 4, 1955, following a very brief illness. Born, July 6, 1883, 
at East Dubuque, Illinois, to Mr. and Mrs. Fred Miller, she began her life as a school 
teacher, but gradually the call to serve the Lord as a missionary impressed itself upon 
her heart. Assigned by the Church to the field in India, she served zealously and 
faithfully until retirement age. Since retirement she had been a resident of the Cali- 
fornia Lutheran Home for the Aged. She gave evidence of her continuing interest in 
missions by becoming a Charter Member of Our Saviour's Lutheran Church, Alhambra, 
where she gave her services untiringly in teaching and leadership until a few days 
before her death. Funeral services were conducted at Our Saviour’s Church, The Rev. 
Walter M. Stuhr, Pastor. The Rev. Ralph Rangeler, Director of the Home for the Aged, 
officiating. Burial was at Rosedale Cemetery, Los Angeles. Surviving Miss Miller are 
three sisters, Katherine, Beth, and Mrs. Emalin Bishop; one brother, Edward, and 
seven nephews and seven nieces, 


THE REV. EARNEST ANTON TRABERT, D.D.: 


The Rev. Earnest Anton Trabert, D.D., pastor emeritus of St. Michael's Lutheran 
Church of Berkeley, and former president of the California Synod, passed into rest 
on July 15, 1955,-in Los Gatos, California. Dr. Trabert entered the Synod in 1918 when 
he was called to become pastor of St, Michael's, Berkeley. Born on November 15, 
1872, in Ephrata, Pennsylvania, the son of a Lutheran Mission Pastor, he became an 
able musician and church organist. A graduate of Bethany College in Lindsborg, 
Kansas, he received his B. D. from Chicago Theological Seminary, and an honorary 
D.D., from Midland College. He organized Holy Trinity Lutheran Church in La Crosse, 
Wisconsin, while a student in the Seminary. Following his ordination he served con- 
gregations in Braddock, Pennsylvania; Uniontown, Pennsylvania; Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania; Brooklyn, New York; Lima, Ohio, and then came to Berkeley where he served 
until his retirement in 1944, A nationally-known leader in Lutheran groups, he served 
on the Committee on Church Architecture, the Committee of Church Music, and as 
representative of the Board of Foreign Missions of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. He served as President of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California for 
five terms. For many years he served as advisor for Lutheran students at the Uni- 
versity of California. He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Nancy Swanson Trabert of 
Los Gatos; his son, George W. Trabert, of San Mateo, two grandchildren, and three 
great-grandchildren. Funeral services were held on July 20, at St. Michael's under 
the direction of Dr. Carl V. Tambert, president of the Pacific Southwest Synod, the 
Rev. Ross F. Hidy, pastor of St. Michael’s Church, and the Necrologist. Inurnment 
was held at the Chapel of the Chimes, Oakland, under the direction of his nephew, 
the Rev. Charles P. Smith. 


THE REV, EMIL MEYER: 


The Rev. Emil Meyer was called to his reward on August 14, 1955, in Oakland, 
where he had resided since his retirement from the active ministry. Born in Monroe, 
Michigan, 94 years ago, Pastor Meyer served congregations in Ohio, Michigan and 
Oregon prior to coming to the territory of our Synod. In 1902 he came to California 
to serve the former Bethel Lutheran Church of San Jose. Besides this congregation, 
he served as Pastor of the First English Lutheran Church of Sacramento, and of 
Temple Lutheran Church of San Francisco. Pastor Meyer was preceded in death by 
his wife, Mrs. Lydia Marie Meyer, on June 15, 1954. Upon his retirement he became 
a member of the First English Lutheran Church of Oakland. Funeral services were 
held at the family residence in Oakland, and at the Immanuel Lutheran Church, San 
Jose. The Rev. C. J. Rosenquist, a life-long friend, officiated, assisted by The Rev. 
George R. Flora, who represented the officials of Synod. Burial took place at the Oak 
Hill Mausoleum, San Jose, on August 16. 
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THE REV. JOHN ROBERT BROYER, Ph.D.: 


The Rev. John Robert Broyer, Ph.D., was born in Quincy, Illinois, to the Rev. 
Theodore Broyer and his wife Mary, on September 28, 1873, Educated at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, he later received the degree of Doctor of Philosophy from the New 
York University, He was preceded in death by his wife, Mrs. Meta Augusta Broyer, 
on July 17, 1954. Prior to coming to the territory of our Synod, he served pastorates at 
Jersey City, New Jersey; Seattle, Washington. He served the First English Lutheran 
Church of San Francisco, from 1913 until his retirement in 1945, at which time he 
was elected Pastor Emeritus of that congregation. He served our Synod as its Presi- 
dent for two terms between 1918 and 1920. He is survived by two sons, N. O. Broyer, 
of San Francisco; and T. C. Broyer, of Berkeley. Funeral services were conducted at 
the First United Lutheran Church of San Francisco, on September 4, by the Rev, Milus 
W. Bonker, vice-president of Synod; and the Rev. Kenneth Senft, president of the 
Northern Conference. Interment was private and was conducted by the Rev. Kenneth 
E. Hartzheim, pastor of the Church. 


MRS. JULIA TILLER FUNK: 


Mrs. Julia Tiller Funk, widow of the late Dr. Henry C. Funk, entered rest on Sep- 
tember 3, 1955, in Glendale. Born in Litchfield, Illinois, eighty-one years ago, she had 
lived in California for 41 years. She served with her husband in the formative years 
of our Synod, and enabled him to achieve the large measure of success in his work 
which he did. She served the Synodical Missionary Society as its president from 1919 
to 1922. Funeral services were conducted by her pastor, the Rev. Karl Kniseley, at 
the First English Lutheran Church, Glendale, on September 7, She is survived by two 
sons, Wilbur, of Barber City, California; and Harold T., of Grants Pass, Oregon; and 
two daughters, Mildred Dickley, of Glendale, and Esther Rose Majory, of Pasadena. 


THE REV. HERBERT JOSEPH WEAVER, D.D.: 


The Rev. Herbert Joseph Weaver, D.D., pastor Emeritus of St. Luke’s Lutheran 
Church of Huntington Park, was called to his Eternal Home on December 9, 1955, in 
Alhambra, California, at the age of 86 years. He had served his Church faithfully for 
61 years. Born in Greenford, Ohio, where his father was pastor of the Lutheran 
Church, he received his college training at Wittenberg College from which he gradu- 
ated in 1891, and Hamma Divinity School in 1894. Upon graduation he became pastor 
of the Church in Troy, Ohio, where he served until called to the First English Lutheran 
Church of Los Angeles in October, 1900. In 1904 he was married to Martha Smith 
Cate, and this union was blessed with two sons, Donald G. and John K., both of 
whom survive him. In 1912 Wittenberg honored him with the honorary degree of 
D.D. He served four terms as President of the California Synod, and over the years 
contributed much to the life of the Synod. Following his pastorate at First Church, 
Los Angeles, he was called to Trinity Church, Riverside, where he served from 1915 
until 1924. In that year he assumed the pastorate of St. Luke's, Huntington Park, where 
he continued to give yoeman service until his retirement in 1944, His beloved help- 
meet was called Home early in 1943, His declining years were spent at the Lutheran 
Home for the Aged in Alhambra. 


A fitting memorial service has been planned for this Convention of Synod for 
these our co-laborers who have been called from the Church militant into the Church 
Triumphant.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 
December 31, 1955 


Fathers and Brethern: 


Luther reminds us that it is the Holy Spirit who calls, gathers, enlightens and 
sanctifies believers. This 12th report I present as your statistician is an attempt to 
list and interpret for you the demonstration of the working of God in our midst, so 
far as outward gains in membership and giving manifest it. The Book of Numbers 
is not the only book in the Bible, but it is in the Bible, and we get our benediction

from it. There is a real benediction in numbers; other things being equal—it is better 
to add 100 new souls to a congregation than just 25—it is better to give $1,000 for 
the advancement of the kingdom than to put a mere $500 on the altar, Not just num- 
bers, but numbers as incidental proofs of our working in partnership with God; that 
is the goal of true pastors and diligent laymen. 


Some decades of interested observation of trends in church statistics has taught 
me one very interesting phenomenon: when an increase in apportionment is antici- 
pated many of our people absent themselves from holy communion for a whole year 
before. Despite that influence during 1955, we. show through Synod a gain of 1,779 
communicants. This does not include our three new missions (which we are not to 
report to the U.L.C.A. until they have been received at Synod): Resurrection Lutheran 
Church of Canoga Park with 232 communicants; St. Timothy’s Lutheran Church of 
North Highlands with 69 communicants; and St. Luke’s Lutheran Church of Walnut 
Creek with 61 communicants. 


The percentage of confirmed members who communed did hold up remarkably 
well. There was a microscopic drop from 75.92% to 75.91%. While five congregations 
reported a 100% communing list in 1954, none are in that class in 1955. Still, 46 con- 
gregations showed a gain in the percentage of confirmed members who communed, 
There are 41 congregations below the synodical average of communing members. 
What keeps the average so low is those who just keep up to the average. Let us who 
are pastors of congregations highly resolve that we will do our best to bring all our 
members to a renewed consecration to Christ that will make frequent communion a 
healthy spiritual habit.

Property owned by congrega- 
tions has reached the very respectable amount of $10,146,743, Total expenditures for 
the year totaled $2,338,380. The average expenditure per confirmed member took a 
big jump from $63.90 to $73.16. 

God has blessed our Synod richly. May we all be more faithful stewards of His 
Grace.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH VOCATIONS 


The Constitution of our Synod provides, in part, that the Committee on Church 
Vocations shall compile a list of the Synod’s ministerial students in college and in 
seminary, encourage and counsel and direct all ministerial students through inter- 
views and reports, and certify to the Synod such students as it approves. 


Our lists now contain the names of thirty-four students who have either been 
approved as ministerial students this year, or whose applications for renewal of 
approval as ministerial students have received favorable action. 

This Committee has been in contact with all of these students and has inter- 
viewed many of them. Through this Committee the Pacific Southwest Synod has pro- 
vided emergency financial assistance in cases of proven need amounting to $3,175. 
In addition to this the Board of Higher Education of the United Lutheran Church has 
provided transportation allowances to several of our students attending Midland 
College. 

During the year a good deal of time was spent in revising the ‘Procedures for 
the Supervision and Certification of Students for the Ministry,’ copies of which will 
soon be distributed to all of the pastors of Synod. 

Recruitment of students for the ministry is another responsibility of this Com- 
mittee. The current shortage of pastors for the parishes of the Church is increasingly 
becoming a matter of dire concern. As the United Lutheran Church marches forward 
establishing new congregations at a greatly accelerated rate, more and more of our 
finest young men must be led to heed the Saviour’s call for pastors. The challenge 
of the ministry must be forceably presented by our pastors at every opportunity, that 
the young men of our parishes may have an open mind to the calling of the Holy 
Spirit. This is a responsibility which no one can assume for the individual pastor. 
We, therefore, earnestly appeal to our pastors to present convincingly the pressing 
and growing need of men for the ministry. 

When young men have been found who have heeded or are considering the call 
to the ministry, it is urgently important that their names be forwarded to the Chair- 
man of this Committee, in order that the Synod, through the Committee on Church 
Vocations, might maintain constant contact with these young men and take such steps 
as are necessary to lead to their certification as ministerial students of the Synod, 
in addition to assisting them in whatever ways are necessary and possible.

CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME 


The Women’s Fellowship of the California Lutheran Home can report a year 
full of activity and service, rich in blessings and ‘’good works.’’ Through the Fellow- 
ship at large this past year, the sum of $6,274.96 has been contributed to the 
“Building Fund,” of which $2,357.00 were memorials alone. Many other useful gifts 
have been given to the Home both in furnishings and equipment, to lighten the work, 
and make pleasant the surroundings for those on the siaff, as well as the guests, 
all of which has been acknowledged through our “Sunset Herald.” 

In the “Fall Ingathering,” sponsored by the Fellowship, 42 congregations par- 
ticipated. The evaluated worth of canned goods and other foods given was $1,831..00 
—cash was given in the sum of $291.90. Through Chapter promotion, 28 groups 
visited the Home this past year, ladies groups, youth groups, and choirs, present- 
ing programs, bringing cheer and treats to the Home for its guests. 

The Los Angeles Chapter also sponsored the serving of refreshments at the 
Installation Service for the Director Pastor Rangeler on Sunday, May 1, 1955, and 
again on August 21 at the ground-breaking services for the ‘New Wing.” L. A. 
Chapter was also instrumental in bringing a number of the Lutheran Brotherhood 
Men on two Saturdays, to the Home, for a "Clean-up Day” of the grounds, serving 
a noon meal to all the workers. 

Your Director has attended the Annual Meetings of the Los Angeles, Bay Area, 
and Valley Chapters, bringing greetings and a message of the Women’s Fellowship 
work on all these occasions. She also attended a ’’called’’ meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Bay Area, at which time we held a “workshop day,” and set up a 
program for the year. This meeting was attended by all officers and keywomen of 
the Bay Area. 

It was my pleasure to attend the Valley Chapter picnic at Norco on June 1 and 
participated in the program and to serve on the program of the Women's Missionary 
Society Convention at Richmond April 13, presenting the work of the Fellowship 
at large. 
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The biggest event of the year was the “Hawaiian Holiday” festival sponsored 
by the L. A. Chapter. This was held on the Tennis Courts of Our Saviour’s Lutheran 
Church, adjacent to the Home. A colorful program carrying out the “Hawaiian 
Theme” with decorations and exotic foods, were enjoyed by an estimated thousand 
or more people. 

Summing up our year, the Women’s Fellowship has had a year full of blessed 
service to the Home. Since it is the conclusion of my five years as Synodical 
Director, I want to express my deep gratitude for the rich privilege of serving in 
this particular field of His Kingdom. It has been a wonderful, experience, that of 
seeing a vision become a reality, and now that the Cornerstone laying date April 
8 has been set for the “New Wing,” my feelings are that my hopes, prayers and 
work have had a fulfillment, and I pass on this leadership to my successor with a 
joyful and thankful heart, and praying God's richest blessings in her continuance of 
this work. 

May I take this opportunity to express my deep and heartfelt thanks to all 
those who in these past five years have given of themselves in time, material and 
money toward the furthering of this work. May God bless each and every one of 
you. Thank you for the fine cooperation and spirit you have shown me as your 
Director, and I bespeak for my successor the same spirit, in the days of great possi- 
bilities that lie ahead.

During the past year, several important matters have been started by your 
Public Relations Committee, 

1, The first project was the Survey Questionnaire sent to all Synod churches. 
The response was good and provided a cross section. view of pastors in many 
cities, 

Highlights of the survey report stressed the fact that there appeared to be a 
need for small ads which the average church could afford to use week after week, 
There also was an indication that follow-up literature is much needed in our churches, 

Many of ou rpastors also expressed the view that we should cooperate with 
other Lutheran Churches in a Saturday morning ad listing name, address, program 
and Synod affiliation, 

2. Our second big project of the year was the participation last October and 
November in the P.T.R. drives in our various areas. The P.T.R. project in Southern 
California was the largest one in the nation up to that date. 

All of these activities were regarded as successful and much worth while. 

3. This was the preparation of a poster and a two-color folder, together with 
special envelope, for the 3-Way Project—involving our Home for the Aged, Midland 
College, and University Service Centers. 

4, We also participated in a second national project; namely, the Indianapolis 
three-day meeting of Synod presidents and public relations leaders. 

A member of our committee spoke to this group. More information will be sent 
you shortly on this activity.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


The Committee on Student Work is pleased to present these summary reports 
from the three Lutheran Student Foundations working on the territory of Synod: 


THE ARIZONA FOUNDATION 


The Arizona Lutheran Student Foundation is pleased to announce the acquisi- 
tion of a property to be used as a Student House at 1059 N. Mountain, Tucson, Ariz. 
The house is located just off the campus of the University of Arizona, near the Stu- 
dent Union Building, and in the fraternity-sorority area, a most excellent location for 
our Lutheran ministry to the University Community. The house was purchased with 
a $23,000.00 grant from the Student Center Capital Investment Fund of the Division 
of College and University Work of the National Lutheran Council. The house was 
dedicated on Sunday, April 8, 1956, with the Rev. A. Henry Hetland, Western Re 
gional Secretary of the D.S.U.W. delivering the dedication sermon. The Foundation 
has expanded its work with provision during the 1955-56 school year of a full-time 
Lutheran counselor for students at the University of Arizona at Tucson, and a part- 
time graduate assistant at the Arizona State College at Tempe. Miss Gabrielle Saenger 
is the former; Mr. Duane Aasland is the latter. Pastor Garrett Genszler of Streams in 
the Desert Lutheran Church was elected President of the Board of the Arizona 
Lutheran Student Foundation for the year 1956. Other U.L.C.A. members of the Board 
include Pastor George Spindt, Tucson; Donald Arveson, Tucson; Dr. Loyal Grything, 
Tucson, and Dr. David Rubis, Tempe. 


THE NORTHERN CALIFORNIA FOUNDATION 


The ministry of the Northern California Foundation can be thought of in three 
areas: The Lutheran Student Center in Berkeley, the expansion to other campuses in 
Northern California, and the International Students’ program. All have been richly 
blessed this past year. The Tuesday and Friday luncheons at the Center now average 
near fifty, with 10 to 15 students attending the daily chapel service. The over-all re- 
sponse io the student L.S.A. program has increased. The teaching ministry saw some 
75 students in the five non-credit courses offered. This spring Pastor Bremer is teach- 
ing courses in ‘Basis Christian Ethics,” ‘History of the Christian Church,” and “Chris- 
tian Doctrines.” Dr. Harry Mumm of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary is 
teaching a course in ‘The Hebrew Prophets.”’ Pastor Otto Bremer is the Student Pastor 
with Miss Delphine Hedlund his staff assistant. 
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The College enrollment increased in Northern California last year some 25 per 
cent, and it will continue to increase rapidly in the future. At present organized 
L.S.A. programs reach students at 11 campuses. Area retreats and a successful work- 
shop for students from 10 colleges were held this year. The Foundation has voted to 
elect a campus pastor to serve San Jose State and Stanford University beginning in 
September, 1956. Budget has also been provided for part-time staff at Fresno State 
College. 

The excellent work with International Students which Lottie Kihls has done for 
3everal years continues. This year every Friday has been “International Night” with 
attendance from 20 to over 100, 


THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FOUNDATION 


The ministry to students in Southern California by the Lutheran Church goes 
back to the 1920's. Over the years this ministry has grown and expanded. The activi- 
ties for 1955 were the most extensive in our history. The Foundation now directs 
Lutheran Student work at six campus sites. We have a full-time ministry at two, The 
schools served are: University of Southern California, University of California at Los 
Angeles, Los Angeles City College, Los Angeles State College, San Diego State 
College and University of California at Riverside. It has been the emphasis of the 
Foundation to make the program one very closely related to the regular parish min- 
istry of local congregations. It has been the local congregations that have given 
support and encouragement to the work of the Foundation. 


There have been several staff changes during the year. Pastor Oscar Ice re- 
signed as Executive Director and Student Pastor at U.S.C. in October. His place has 
been temporarily filled by a graduate student, Knut Gunderson. Pastor Jeff Johnson 
served in the fall semester as program director at LACC and LASC for our program 
as well as the Methodist and Presbyterian programs. We were happy to have a 
Lutheran in charge of this joint program. Pastor Luther Olman served at UCLA and 
took over some of the duties of the Executive Director. Pastor George Carlson of 
Arlington serves as contact Pastor at Riverside. Pastor G. H. Hoffman of La Mesa and 
his interne direct the program at San Diego. 


The Foundation has made preliminary inquiries of the other Foundations in the 
area with the idea of setting up a State Foundation to control and direct student work 
throughout California and Arizona. 


All the Educational Institutions of Southern California are expanding facilities 
with the thought of serving more students. This expansion is a challenge to our 
churches. It is through a regular ministry of trained Pastors on Campus that we will 


be able to meet the needs in the coming years. This calls for the prayerful support 
and interest of every congregation. 


THE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS: 


1, That the Pacific Southwest Synod continue and carry through to completion its 
share of the Capital Fund for new student centers and facilities in the amount of 


$27,400.00. 


2. That each congregation be encouraged to assume a full proportionate share of 


responsibility toward the budget needs of the Lutheran Student Foundation serving 
in the area of that congregation.

Should the Synod be responsive to the above listed general program and desire 
its completion, the self-study and evaluation guide, upon completion, will be made 
available to all congregations of Synod which desire to make use of it.

REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Although the entire Synodical Parish Education Committee met but one time in 
1955, northern and southern segments of the Committee met separately many times 
in the year. 

The following accomplishments may be enumerated: 

FIVE PRE-CONFIRMATION RALLIES WERE CONDUCTED in Pasadena, San 
Francisco, Vallejo, Phoenix, Pacific Beach, and Glendale. Identical programs for these 
4:00 P.M. services were prepared and printed by the Committee, and distributed to 
the five areas. Reaction was almost wholly favorable and even enthusiastic, Attend- 
ance was excellent. 

FOUR VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL WORKSHOPS were conducted in May and 
June in Los Angeles, Berkeley, Sacramento, and San Diego. 

FIELD WORK by the Board of Parish Education Staff Member, the Rev. Dr. 
Earl Rudisill, was planned to cover the entire Synod, but Dr. Rudisill was called back 
to Philadelphia by the serious illness and consequent death of his father. He did 
participate in the Church School Workers’ Institute at Los Angeles, as well as in a 
number of seminars at the University of Redlands; he also managed to conduct 
Family Life Institures in three areas, representing 8 congregations. 

SYNOD’S FIRST CHURCH SCHOOL WORKERS INSTITUTE was held at First 
Church, Los Angeles, all day Saturday, September 24, 1955. Numerically and quali- 
tatively, the Institute was declared by all to be a marked success. Speakers were 
Drs. Rudisill and Tambert, and Pastor Garman; departmental seminars, held both in 
morning and afternoon, were headed by outstanding leaders in religious education 
in L. A. County. 180 attended. It was the thinking of the Synodical Committee that 
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this first CSWI should be a pilot project, and that if feasible, two should be con- 
ducted in 1956, one in the north, and one in the south. 

SYNOD’S FIRST LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP TRAINING SCHOOL was held on six 
Monday evenings in October and November, at First Church, Los Angeles. Incident- 
ally we wish to acknowledge the cheerful cooperation always afforded us by Pastor 
Schwertz and his Staff at First Church; we thank them very much. Dean Carl Moyer 
was largely responsible for this fine first Leadership School. The Synodical Com- 
mittee wishes to sponsor two such schools in 1956. (Perhaps the names of the courses 
and the names of the faculty would make this a better report; get them from Moyer, 
if you wish.) 

Registration fees were charged for both the CSWI and the LLTS, enabling the 
Committee to come out a little better than even during the year. 

The Committee recognized that we barely scrtach the surface in promoting 
Parish Education in our Synod. Chief reason for this is the limited time that pastors 
serving congregations may give to this demanding work. It has long been obvious to 
many of us, therefore, that a full-time Director of Christian Education is needed by 
our now large and fast-growing Synod. 

We would like it noted that the work of this Committee is promotional in nature. 
It holds Rallies, Institutes, Training Schools, Workshops—all for the end-purpose of 
leading congregaitons to the point where they become laboratories where Parish 
Education is applied.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE PACIFIC 
LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The Seminary looks with gratitude to God at the experience of the academic 
year 1955-56. As in other years, our Heavenly Father has blessed us far beyond our 
deserving. 

During the school year, 40 undergraduates were in residence and of these eleven 
were native “sons of the Synod of the Pacific Southwest,” and several other sons by 
recent adoption. 

The prospect for a substantial entering class in 1956-57 is encouraging. 

Our pastors and people everywhere must do their best to encourage the finest 
youth in our congregations to consider the ministry; some do not heed the call of 
the Lord to this service because they do not realize that He is calling them. If a 
young man has the qualifications, that in itself should prompt him to listen carefully 
for the Lord's call. 

On the other hand, we need to be increasingly concerned that we do not en- 
courage a young man for the ministry if he manifestly does not have the basic en- 
dowments. Such a man, upon ordination, too often is most unhappy in his work 
because he is not really equipped for it; and his congregations are unhappy also. 
Discrimination needs to be our watch word in seeking for ministerial candidates. 


GRADUATE PROGRAM 


The graduate program has also had a good year. Tuesday classes for pastors 
were well attended. The attendance at the summer session of 1955 was small; only 
a total of 20 students registered for the work. However, the program is becoming 
more widely known as the years go by. It is expected that this year’s attendance 
will be larger than before. The first 1956 summer term begins on July 2 and ends 
on July 20. The second term begins on July 23 and ends August 10. 


Each course consists of 30 classroom hours, two each day, five days k 
through the three weeks of the term. This summer's guests professors Saban Pro. 
fessor Richard Syre of Central Seminary, Professor Howard Hong of Stolaf College, 
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and Professor John von Rohr of the Pacific School of Religion. Of our own faculty 
Pastor Toivo Harjunpaa and President Foelsch will offer credit courses. 

Costs are kept low; and Berkeley is one of the few places in the United States 
which, during July and August, affords a cool and congenial place to study. 


LIBRARY PROBLEMS 


The Seminary’s financial picture is attractive, All bills are paid, and no cent of 
debt rests upon any of the property of the Seminary. The sums now in the capital 
fund will be sufficient we hope to take care of the cost of revamping the roadways, 
paths, parking places, and to provide a suitable recreational area, Whatever balance 
then remains will be at least a tiny nest egg toward the construction of additional 
library facilities. 


The library has grown phenomenally during the three and one-half years of the 
Seminary’s operation. The library, like the whole institution, had to begin at the zero 
mark, when instruction began in the fall of 1952. We have now a book stock which 
is nearing the ten thousand mark in total number of volumes. The present library 
rooms are today taxed beyond their basic capacity; to do acceptable academic work, 
it is imperative that library facilities be added. It is therefore hoped that the Synod 
will have prayerfully in mind the making of some new provision for gathering funds 
to permit this critical capital advance. If 80 per cent of the money needed for the 
new construction can be made available next year, it is altogether possible that 
building operations can begin before Christmas of 1957. 


ACCREDITATION 


The Seminary is looking confidently toward accreditation. One basic requirement 
was that the school graduate its first class ‘‘of its own.” That class graduated at our 
last commencement. The Seminary has become an associate member of the Ameri- 
can Association of Theological Schools, and is now in process of preparing the sev- 
eral schedules showing its plan of operation, its resources, curriculum, personnel, 
library facilities, and program for the future. When these schedules have received 
preliminary approval from the accreditation commission, a formal date will be set 
for the visit to the campus of an accrediting committee. This committee will make its 
investigation and then report its findings to the association. If all is in order, the 
formal accreditation will take place. Happily, the school has already received official 
assurance from a number of individual seminaries, including four in the Berkeley 
area, that its credits are even now accepted by those schools, without the require- 
ment of re-examination for the students presenting a transfer from our school, It is our 
opinion that other schools will make the same provision. The fact is that the Sem- 
inary stands well academically, as well as financially, and in other respects, and 
that it is well on the way to formal accreditation by the association. 


STUDENT INTERNE PROGRAM 


With the encouragement of the Synod, the faculty has taken steps to make 
student internships a normal and integral part of the curriculum. During the academic 
year 1956-57, it is believed that the number of PLTS interns in service, will be pro- 
portionately the largest among our ULCA seminaries. The faculty is particularly 
concerned that those congregations and pastors who are assigned interns shall under- 
stand clearly that they are acting as co-instructors with the members of the faculty, 
and that the students are serving with them primarily for the sake of the students 
own training, so that in the years ahead they may be thoroughly competent 
ministers. 


In addition to its concern for the academic advance of the institution, the Sem- 
inary makes provision for the nurturing of the spiritual life of students and faculty. 
The daily chapel services are normally attended by the whole student group and 
faculty, and bring soul refreshment and new strength to the whole campus com- 
munity. From time to time, guest preachers, from nearby and from faraway, proclaim 
the Word at chapel services and enrich the life of the group, spiritually. 


THEOLOGICAL CONFERENCE 


The most stirring event of the year, thinking in terms of contribution to the whole 
Church, was the Pacific Seminary Theological Conference which met on the campus, 
January 24-26, 1956. More than two hundred pastors attended the sessions, many of 
whom came from our Synod. President Tambert and all of our Conference Presidents 
showed a very great deal of imagination and devotion in publicizing the program 
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and making the arrangements for the Synod and to them goes no small part of the 
credit for the success of the Conference, as far as Pacific Southwest participation 
is concerned. 


Chief contributors to the lecture program were President Conrad Bergendoff with 
his series on ‘The Doctrine of the Church in American Lutheranism,” Dr. Edwin Moll, 
"The Chance of the Gospel in Palestine,’’ and Dr. R. H. Gerberding, ‘The Pastor.” 


Afternoons were devoted to workshops on Home, Foreign, and Social Missions, 
and Christian Education. 


The Seminary’s Faculty has agreed and is recommending to the Seminary’s 
Board that the 1957 Conference dates shall be January 22-24 but that no Synod-wide 
pilgrimage of pastors be planned for next year. Instead, in 1957 all who attend would 
be expected to make their own arrangements for travel and subsidies while in 
Berkeley. However, it is hoped that the 1958 conference, January 21 to 23, will wit- 
ness another general pilgrimage, with all pastors of both Synods planning to attend, 
and the Synod and the Seminary cooperating in making provision for defraying a 
large part of each pastor’s travel and other costs. The 1956 Conference made so 
strong a contribution to each pastor’s life, as well as to the solidarity of Lutheranism 
on the West Coast as a whole, that one may be sure it ought to become a regularly 
recurring feature of Lutheran life in the West. A pattern could be established, mak- 
ing the odd years, beginning in 1957, the years of each man’s financing his own 
attendance and the even years to be conference years with subsidy for all pastors 
who attend. 


The Women’s Auxiliary has continued to serve the Seminary effectively under 
the leadership of Mrs. Albert L. H. Gercke and her co-officers. The Auxiliary has 
reached and gone beyond its basic commitments in connection with the furnishing of 
Beasom Hall, our new dormitory, and now is seeking to provide the funds to com- 
plete the cost of additional dormitory furnishings not provided for or needed at the 
opening of the new building. 


As this report was being prepared, plans were taking form for the holding of 
the Seminary’s commencement on Thursday afternoon, May 3, in the Seminary 
Chapel. The 1956 class is small—only 6 students to graduate. The Rev. Dr. Gould 
Wickey has been appointed Commencement speaker. Graduates are: Max Feuerstack, 
John Lindstrom, Harold Malone, Christian J. Thearle, William A. Williams, George 
W. Taylor. 


We close this report with gratitude in our hearts for the blessings Almighty 
God has bestowed upon us. We pray that the Holy Spirit may guide both the 
faculty and Board of Directors that our Seminary may become Our Lord’s vital 
instrument for the Gospel proclamation.

REPORT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE TO THE SYNOD 
OF THE PACIFIC SOUTHWEST 


From Dr. Paul W. Dieckman, the President, we learn that Midland College goes 
forward with joy in the knowledge that more and more hands are reaching out to 
help her. This is most encouraging in these days of problems. Problems—economic, 
curricular, and administrative—but fo reach new demand there has been provided 
renewed strength and faith. It has been a good year. For it and the progress it rep- 
resents, we say our thanks again for Divine guidance and human assistance. 


The Board of Trustees would tell you that all of us deeply appreciate the very 
kind and generous assistance of the pastors and Synodical officers, their cooperative 
and helpful spirit in the propagation of the Midland program. We also wish to express 
our sincere gratitude to the Pacific Southwest Synod for its action in launching the 
Synodical-Midland Appeal, to all who have contributed to it—the many individuals, 
officers of Synod, clergymen, laymen and women—whose efforts have meant so 
much to this Appeal. 

It is a truism that no college, in these days, can operate on tuition income. 
The income must be supplemented by tax money, endowment income, gifts, or other 
subsidies. The Synods supporting Midland gave $96,131 for the current operating 
budget, and the Board of Higher Education of the United Lutheran Church, $19,500. 
These gifts, together with a frugal use of funds, and efficient management, have 
aided Midland College in sending the year once again financially in the black. 


The overall contributions to the College from many sources in 1955 were $131,380. 
Because of these generous contributions, it is possible for Midland to keep her 
student tuition at a lower rate than most colleges of a comparable size. 


In any financial report of the College, referral must be made to the generous 
grant to be made by the Ford Foundation in 1956 and 1957. In this case—$150,100. 
The most gratifying feature of all, in my opinion, is the Accomplishment Grant. 
Midland is pleased to be numbered among that group who have been given an 
Accomplishment Grant. It places Midland as one of five colleges in the nation at 
large, one of two among the Lutheran colleges and one of two among the institutions 
in Nebraska which receives the basic grants. Midland has increased the salaries of 
her teachers 32 per cent in the past three years. The interest from the Ford Founda- 
tion funds will be used for further increases in the future. 


Recently Midland was accpted as a member of the American Association of 


University Women. This has had great meaning and significance for many women 
graduates of Midland. 


The successful college must also have a student body that grows in wisdom and 
stature. Thanks to the efforts of our pastors, Midland opene dits 69th year in Septem- 
ber, 1955, with a higher percentage of Lutheran students than any other United 
Lutheran Church college, or 67.7 per cent of the total enrollment. 


The religious life of the College is good, wholesome, and, under the wise guid- 
ance of our Chaplain, Dr. Gerald B. Strickler, ever deepening. The 1956 Religious 
Emphasis Week was particularly moving under the wise and capable guidance of 
our guest preacher, Dr. Charles B. Foelsch, President of Pacific Lutheran Theological 
Seminary, Berkeley, California, thus quietly persuasively, insistently, the claims of 
the Master confront the student on campus with the result that there have been 
those who have been led to discipleship and full-time commitment to His work. 
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Each increase in enrollment brings with it certain inevitable problems. At the 
moment we are face to face with bottlenecks in the dormitories. In the fall of 1955, 
therefore, the Board of Trustees took steps to overcome one portion of the problem 
by proceeding with the erection of an addition to the women’s dormitory. It is 
anticipated that this addition, which will accommodate 80 women, will be ready 
for opening at the beginning of the fall term, 1956. With 50 per cent more men 
living in Men's Memorial Hall than it had been designed for, this becomes another 
serious problem with which we shall have to cope. Again, we are grateful for the 
Synodical-Midland Appeal. 

Believing that the soul of education is the education of the soul, Midland 
College constantly strives to render an ever-growing service to the Church and her 
young people. We hope for your concern, your prayers, and your substance to 
maintain this goal.

Careful studies will be made to ascertain needs and 
proper action will be taken to implement a program of stewardship emphasis, IF 
such an effort is deemed advisable. 

Lutheran World Action remains as a continuing program in a very special 
sense. The ‘‘Serving Arm” of the Church continues to call for prayers and material 
resources from our people. Dr. Frank M. Brown, L.W.A., representative, will address 
the Convention regarding this phase of mercy. 

Brochures and offering envelopes have been provided our congregations to assist 
in the gathering of funds for the Three-Way Synodical Special Needs Project. 
Agencies sharing in this project include: Home for the Aged, Midland College, and 
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Student Religion Centers. This objective is over and above regular apportionment, 
and calls for a sum of $96,000. 


Pastors and Councils are invited and urged to make every possible use of 
materials furnished free of charge by the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Steward- 
ship. A vraiety of aids are available throughout the year, By making full use of the 
"L LM” and their resources, stewardship can be made a lively and continuing 
program. 

Names of key members of the congregation, also names of Laymen who might 
be enrolled in the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement, should be férwarded to the New 
York office without delay. Reporting forms have been sent to each Pastor. 


By direction of the 1955 Convention, the Executive Committee will present a 
statement of policy to the 1956 Convention with respect to Christian Stewardship.

The Executive Committee of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific South- 
west, in fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions and the directives of Synod, 
held eight regular meetings since the last Convention of Synod. The actions listed 
below are a summary of the assignments given to the Committee by Synod or inher- 
ent in its constitutionally defined duties: 

Authorized that the Secretary write a letter recommending to all Seminary

year in a congregation. Further, that we strongly urge all graduates to serve a parish 
before any post graduate work is undertaken. 


Authorized that Mrs. E. Theodore Bachmann be appointed on the Lutheran Wel- 
fare Board of the Northern Conference. 


Authorized that the Executive Committee approve the recommendation of the 
Northern Conference that The Rev. Kenneth Hartzheim and Eugene Barber be ap- 
pointed members of the Lutheran Student Foundation; and that present members be 
Pehidsaea James Berdahl, Violet Hartap, Melvin Kerner, William LeDuc, Dr. Harry

Authorized that the Executive Committee of Synod suggest that the Executive 
Committee of the Southern Conference call a special meeting of Southern Conference 
on Saturday, March 26, 1955 with the purpose of the meeting to consider whether or 
not the Southern Conference should recommend to the Executive Committee of Synod, 


a capital fund drive in Southern Conference for Camp Yolijwa, the campaign to be 
undertaken this year, 
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, ._ Authorized the officers of Synod to be responsible for the chattel property of 
Bethany Lutheran Church, Los Angeles. 

Authorized inviting the Mission Pastors who have served in our mission con- 
gregations two years or less to meet with the Executive Committee. 


Secretary Simmons as President of the Southern Conference submitted the fol- 
lowing resolutions prepared by the Southern Conference at a specially called meeting 
of March 26 and urged their adoption by the Executive Committee of Synod: 
1. That we the delegates of the Southern Conference, in meeting called for this 
purpose, approve a capital funding campaign in the amount of $80,000 in 
1955 for an initial building program for Camp Yolijwa on the Oak Glen Site. 

2. That the Southern Conference Officers request the Executive Committee to 
employ on behalf of Southern Conference a fund raising specialist to direct 
the campaign in our Southern Conference churches between now and July 
LenS: 

3. That the pledge tenure for such a campaign be not more than six months, 
the first payment to begin not later than July 1, 1955. 

Authorized that the Committee of the Southern Conference be responsible for the 
raising of funds for Camp Yolijwa, making regular Teports on plans, procedure and 
progress, and furthermore, that they regularly consult with the officers of Synod and 
the Executive Committee of Synod. 

Authorized the Committee for Southern Conference be responsible for the ex- 
pending of all funds in the construction of buildings on Camp Yolijwa and the im- 
provement of of the property, and report prior to any commitments or expenditures of 
funds received in this campaign. Such commitments shall be approved by the 
Executive Committee of Synod and/or its officers. 

Authorized the President of Synod to write a letter to all of our representatives on 
the various boards within our Synod advising them that all capital funding drives 
must receive the approval of the Executive Committee before any commitments are 
made, : 
Appointed the following committee to study the RELATION OF THE PARISH 
EDUCATION COMMITTEE AND THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP CORPORATION: The 
Rev. Kenneth Senift, Chairman; Mrs. Arthur Alm, The Rev. Vlad Benko, Mr. John 
Lundeen, Sister Marian Maurer, Dr. Harry Mumm, The Rev. Franklin Schott. 

Appointed the following committee to study and survey THE LONG-RANGE 
CAPITAL NEEDS OF OUR INSTITUTIONS: Mr. Howard Logan, Chairman, Mr. Robert 
Brorby, Mrs. Clarence Crouser, The Rev. Carl Moyer, The Rev. Henry Scherer, The 
Rev. Albert Schwertz, D.D., and Mr. Paul Thomas. 

Authorized request of Our Saviour’s Lutheran Church of Tucson, Arizona, for a 
Grant-in-Aid for the salary of a Social Worker. This recommendation to be relayed 
to the Board of Social Missions of the ULCA by the President of Synod. 

Authorized that the Executive Committee of Synod be informed that since there 
is a Committee of Synod for Social Missions, that its duties are not to include Evan- 
gelism but rather only Social Action and Social Missions. 

Authorized that all funds on hand and received by the former Social Missions 
Society of the California Synod be turned over to the Executive Committee of Synod 
and that they be asked to use them in the work of Lutheran Welfare for case work. 

Authorized that we ratify the appointments to the Lutheran Student Foundation 
of Arizona of David Rubis, Dr. Loyal Gryting, Donald Arveson and Walter R. Weiss- 
bach, 

Authorized that we recommend to Dr. Karl Henry of the Board of American 
Missions that the Rev. Kenneth Senft be appointed to the Regional Home Mission 
Council of Northern Conference. 

Authorized that the Pacific Southwest Synod: Pledge to the ULCA its constant 
and sustained support of the Evangelism Program of The United Lutheran Church in 
America: Instruct its Synodical Committee on Evangelism to cooperate fully with 
the church-wide administration of this program: Call upon its congregations and 
pastors to make Evangelism a heightened activity in their lives, 

Authorized that the revised Procedures for the Certification and supervision of 
Students for the Ministry be approved and circulated. 

Authorized that the Executive Committee request the President of Synod to ar- 
range an itinerary to visit each of the congregations and/or council if possible before 
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the next Synodical Convention, to discuss the work of the Synod, to counsel with 
them about their parish program and plans in order to be of service in any way to 
the work of the Kingdom. 

Authorized the President be empowered to appoint a Committee to develop and 
present publicity helps in support of the Special Needs Budget for Synod in 1956. 

Authorized that we investigate the possibility of inter-racial work at Bethany 
Church and in the interim we lease the church for a one-year period. This motion 
is conditioned on Dr. Henry's decision concerning starting an inter-racial work at 
Bethany. ‘ 

President Tambert appointed the 1956 Nominating Committee: The Revs. George 
Spindt, Chr., Kenneth Senft, Christian Meyer, Charles Miley, Mr. Robert Brammer, and 
Mr. Bernard Wahl. 

Authorized that we as a Synod execute the contract for Camp Yolijwa with Orr, 
Strange, and Inslee Architects for the Southern Conference. 

Authorized that we look with favor upon the principles and plans for Camp 
Yolijwa as presented by the Executive Committee of Southern Conference and that 
we defer action on a Construction Loan until the next meeting of the Executive 
Committee. 

Authorized that the Secretary send a letter of appreciation to Howard Logan 
who has accepted the call to be the Executive Ssecretary of the Men's Brotherhood 
of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

Authorized that we request that the Executive Committee of Southern Conference 
to have an appropriate occasion to indicate appreciation for Synod to Howard Logan. 

Authorized that 25 per cent of the surplus of any future Luther League Conven- 
tion funds be retained by the local congregation to cover expenses. 

Authorized that the Secretary send a letter of appreciation to Gilbert E. Olson 
for the Mission Fund established by him. The Fund will be administered according 
to the agreement.

We approve the official statements of the U.L.C.A. A. 1932 Convention: “That 
in view of the evil influence upon our missions, which are forbidden the 
use of questionable methods of financing, our United Lutheran Church 
commends Scriptural giving as the only approved method.” Unanimously 
adopted. B. 1936 Convention: ‘"We request pastors and church leaders to 
urge upon Christians the need for conscientious avoidance of everything that 
bears any taint of the gambling spirit; to be scrupulously careful that all 
money-raising efforts of their respective congregations or auxiliary organi- 
zations be Scriptural’“—Unanimously voted. 

We urge that every congregation review its Stewardship Program in the 
light of this statement. 


Recommendation Number 4—That the United Lutheran Church's two-year Evan- 
gelism Program be pursued on the territory of our Synod so that a successful 
coverage of all congregations in Synod shall be effected.

To the Ministerium shall belong the duty of passing upon and reporting to 
the Synod all applications for ordination or reception of ministers recom- 
mended by the Examining Committee; of examining and trying cases of 
heresy in doctrine, or of teaching and preaching in conflict with the doc- 
trinal basis set forth in Article ONE, Section II; of hearing and trying cases 
in which appeal is granted by the Synod from the findings of a Com- 
mittee on Discipline; of hearing reports from the Committee of Presidents 
concerning the status of ministerial members of the Synod who are not 
serving under a call or by election to a full-time office in the Synod or the 
U.L.C.A. with the exception of those retired because of age or physical 
incapacity, and of making recommendations to the Synod based thereon; 
and of transacting such other business as the Synod may refer to it. 

(3) ARTICLE SIX, Paragraph 2. Strike out the semicolon after the words ‘ad 
interim” in the second line and insert a comma and the following phrase:

Synod; to fill vacancies not otherwise provided for; and to perform such 
other work as may be delegated to it by the Synod, to which it shall make 
full report of its acts. 

ARTICLE EIGHT, Section J-A, Paragraph 3, Line 3. Strike out the word 
"regular’’ and in Section I-A, Paragraph 4, Line 5, strike out the word 
“regular” and in Section I-B, Paragraph 2, Line 1, strike out the word 
“regularly’’ and in Section I-B-4, Paragraph 2, strike out the two words 
“regular” in lines 3 and 4. 


ARTICLE EIGHT, Section I-A, 3. The last sentence of the paragraph is to 
be stricken, beginning with "this and ending with “labor” and the fol- 
lowing shall be inserted: 

This call shall come from a congregation, this Synod, The United Lutheran 
Church in America or a board or agency, with authority to issue such 
calls, whose entire membership is elected by The United Lutheran Church 
in America, by this Synod acting singly, or by a group of synods of which 
this Synod is so that the item will read: 


3. Every candidate to be ordained by the Synod shall be at least twenty- 
one years of age and shall exhibit satisfactory evidence to the Examining 
Committee that he has received a call to preach the Word and administer 
the Sacraments and that he has accepted the call upon the condition of 
his ordination by the Synod. This call shall come from a congregation, 
this Synod, The United Lutheran Church in America or a board or agency, 
with authority to issue such calls, whose entire membership is elected by 
The United Lutheran Church in America, by this Synod acting singly, or 
by a group of synods of which this Synod is one. 


ARTICLE EIGHT, Section I-B, 3. Strike out the words between “America” 
on line 2 and the words “and applies” on line 3 and insert in their place 
the following:

or for special service as specified in ARTICLE ONE, Section IV, of this 
Constitution, so that the item will read: 


3. Any ordained minister of The Evangelical Lutheran Church, belonging 
to a Synod not a constituent of The United Lutheran Church in America, 
who has received and accepted a call to a specific field of ministerial 
labor or for special service as specified in ARTICLE ONE, Section IV, of this 
Constitution and applies for admission into this Synod, shall furnish satis- 
factory evidence of his ordination and of his Christian character, together 
with a letter of dismissal or testimonial of good standing by the body 
from which he comes. He shall appear before the Examining Committee 
for conference as to his acceptance of the standards prescribed in Article 
One, Section II, and as to his willingness to give loyal support to the 
organization and work of this Synod and of The United Lutheran Church 
in America. If, on favorable report from the Examining Committee to the 
Ministerium, two-thirds of the ministers present approve, he shall be rec-. 
ommended to the Synod for reception. 

ARTICLE EIGHT, Section I-B. Insert a new paragraph numbered 3: present 
3 to 4 and present 4 to 5. 

Every applicant of the types described in paragraphs 4 and 5 here follow- 
ing shall be in possession of a call from a congregation, this Synod, The 
United Lutheran Church in America or one of their boards or agencies 
which have authority to issue such calls. 


ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 2. Substitute the following for the entire 
Paragraph 2: 
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In addition to a) pastors of congregations, b) ministerial members who are 
retired by reason of age or physical incapacity, and c) other ministerial 
members who, with the approval of the Ministerium, are awaiting a call 
to a new field of labor, the Synod may include and continue upon its 
roll d) ministers called by this Synod or The United Lutheran Church in 
America for special service and e) such other ministers as hold executive, 
missionary, educational or editorial offices to which they have been 
elected or called by this Synod, or by The United Lutheran Church in 
America, or by one of their boards or agencies which have authority to 
issue such calls.* 


“A ministerial member of a synod engaged in religious work without such 
call or election prior to January 24, 1954 may be continued on the roll of 
the synod as long as he remains in the position which he held on that 
date. 


(9) ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 9. Insert the word “temporarily” between the 
words “his name may be” and “continued upon the roll as a member.” 


(10) ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 9. Strike out the words beginning in line 6, 
“who for a period of two or more years have not been engaged in regu- 
lar’’ and insert ‘‘who are not engaged in approved” 
so that the entire ARTICLE NINE, Paragraph 9 will read as follows: 
Should a minister belonging to this Synod find himself constrained to leave 
the specific work of the ministry with the consent of the President of the 
Synod, his name may be temporarily continued upon the roll as a member. 
In this connection the Committee of Presidents is to report annually to the 
Ministerium for consideration and reference a full list of all others than 
superannuated or physically incapacitated ministers on the roll who are 
not engaged in approved ministerial work as defined in Paragraph 2 of © 
this Article, and the Ministerium shall decide when it shall recommend 
to the Synod that the name of a minister whose status is in question 
should be dropped from the roll of members.

REPORT OF THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP 
TRAINING CORPORATION 


The influence of the Leadership Training program of summer camping was felt 
in all Conferences of Synod during 1955. ; a 

We are grateful to the Rev. John D. Foerster, our Executive Director, who has 
cooperated with all of our camp leaders on the territory of Synod to provide mate- 
rials, and furnish necessary literature; to integrate the camping program of our 
Church. 

Over 500 persons availed themselves of the opportunity of attending our own 
Synodical Camp Yolijwa, located ‘at Seven Oaks, California, this past summer. 
Our Lutheran Laymen’s Retreat attracted 75 men for a wonderful weekend of in- 


spiration and fellowship. Summer camp attendance was as follows: 


Senior Boys and Intermediate Boys — 61 
Senior High Girls — 64 

Intermediate Girls — 54 

Junior Boys (first week) — 60 

Junior Boys (second week) — 38 

Junior Girls — 70 


There were 347 campers in. attendance, 65 leaders, and 19 were on the perm- 
anent camp staff at some time during the summer, It is significant to note that 1266 
credit hours in Leadership Training were earned by all Senior High campers. 


The Hawaiian Conference held a two-week co-educational camp during 1955. 
They used suggested materials ‘by’ our Leadership Training Corporation, and we 
furnished the literature for the camp. 


The Northern Conference cooperated in ten weeks of National Lutheran Council 
camping at Mount Cross, where the influence of our United Lutheran Church mate- 
tials and program was felt in all of the camps. 


The Arizona Conference held a very successful one-week family camp last 
summer, on a National Lutheran Council basis. The program of the camp was under 
the supervision of our own Synodical Board of Parish Education. 


Director Foerster was instrumental last summer in setting up a weekend camp- 
ing School for the Blind at Tucson, Arizona, which was held at the Y.W.C.A. camp 
under our supervision and program. This weekend Camp for the Blind and Decaf 


has been set up during 1956 for the weekend of April 29th, and there will be at 
least 100 registered for the camp. 


Numerous conferences were held with the special Parish Education Study Com- 
mittee, and we have cooperated with them in working out a better relationship in 
the promotion of our Parish Education ministry on the territory of Synod. 


Much of the impetus for the new Camp Yolijwa funding program within the 
Southern Conference came from members of the Lutheran Leadership Training 
Corporation, who also became members of the Southern Conference Camping Com- 
mittee. Through the able cooperation and fine assistance of Mr. G. A. Lamphear, 
of Institutional Funding Systems, over $80,000 was pledged by Southern Conference 
congregations for the new Camp Yolijwa to be located at Oak Glen. With all of 
our compaign expenses paid, approximately $40,000 in cash remained in our balance 
for the new Camp Fund at the end of 1955. Southern Conference congregations have 
promised to complete this funding program in 1956, and to begin remitting a special 
apportionment of 50 cents per communing member this year, to cover the annual 
debt service on the first Trust Deed loan for the new camp. :

We wish to strongly encourage all pastors and: lay leaders of our Lutheran 
congregations throughout the Synod, to set aside one week during 1956 to assist 
with the tremendous potential of this Leadership Training Program in all areas of 
Synod. According to our Synodical leaders, this service should not be considered a 
part of the pastor's vacation, but is a concentrated effort on the part of all of our 
spiritual leaders to inspire and guide the young people of our Church. 

Director Foerster will be spending two weeks, from June 16 to 30, 1956, in an 
advisory capacity for our ULCA directed camp at Mount Cross, for the Northern 
Conference. The first week Junior Boys and Girls will be in attendance, and the 
second week Intermediate and Senior Boys and Girls will be camping. 

Camping programs for the Hawaiian and Arizona Conference are already in 
the formative stage, with dates to be announced soon. -;

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PARISH EDUCATION — LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP TRAINING 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


The purpose of this special study committee is to study the Synodical Parish 
Education Committee, the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation, and the pro- 
posal of Synod for a Director of Christian Education, With this study comes the 
obligation to review the whole Christian education program of Synd and to make 
certain recommendations as to its correlation and implementation. 


The chief function of a Synodical Parish Education Committee is to foster edu- 
cation in our congregations, to the end that each may have its own parish education 
committee, whose functions are completely, yet concisely, listed by the Board of 
Parish Education cf the United Lutheran Church in America (Parish Education, a 


Statement of Basic Principles and a Program of Christian Education, p. 8): 

“Tt is the function of the Parish Education Committee to plan and develop a 
total program of Christian education for the parish—for children, youth, and 
adults—and to keep the educational activities in proper relation to other activi- 
ties. This includes general responsibility for education in the home, for the church 
schools—Sunday, weekday, and vacation, and the other educational agencies 
of the parish. Its work should include such activities as: (a) developing con- 
cern for Christian education in the parish, (b) developing educational policies 
and program, (c) guiding in the selection of curriculum materials for all educa- 
tional agencies, (d) providing for recruiting and training leaders, (e) maintaining 
co-operative relationships with the homes and other agencies in the parish, (f) 
providing for a continuing program of enlistment for all agencies, this program 
to be integrated into the congregation's total evangelism program, (g) main- 
taining relationships with synodical and interdenominational educational or- 
ganizations, (h) conducting experiments and evaluating the educatioal program, 
(i) providing for special activities, special interest groups, and similar specific 
education enterprises, (j) arranging for participation in summer conference and 
camp programs, and (k) reporting regularly to the church council and the 
congregation.” 


To handle such a tremendous job, we recommend that the Synodical parish 
education program be organized as follows: 


A. A committee of Synod with subcommittees responsible to the Parish Education 
Committee in the following areas: 


1. Leadership Education 
a. Seek to establish and promote leadership training programs in every 
congregation, and emphasize such things as: 

1) Holding regular workers’ conference meetings. 

2) Encouraging leadership education projects, classes, and schools in 
congregations and communities. 

3) Encouraging promising young people to enroll in leadership education 
programs. 

4) Providing scholarship aid to persons attending camps, summer schools 
for church workers, community leadership schools, workers’ institutes 
and conventions, 

5) Having an annual induction service for all workers. 

b. Encourage congregations’ leaders to qualify for certificates of progress 
and achievement. 

c. Encourage congregations to use new literature helps as they become 
available. 

d. Keep in touch with camping opportunities available to our constituency. 

e. Give assistance to Synodical and conference Sunday school associations; 
incorporate reports of same in annual report to Synod. 

f. Seek to increase subscriptions to Parish School magazine. 

g. Arrange field work program of the Board of Parish Education when the 
emphasis is on leadership training.

Curriculum and Program 

This subcommittee shall seek counsel for the Board of Parish Education 

of the United Lutheran Church in America and all other subcommittees 

of the Synod’s Parish Education Committee concerning matters of curri- 
cula and program. It shall review curricula and program of Camps on 
the territory of Synod working through the official representatives to 

Camps held in cooperation. 

Sites 

a) Synod shall hold legal title or lease to all property used in camping 
sponsored totally by The United Lutheran Church in America. 

b) The subcommittee, in consultation with the conference parish educa- 
committee, shall have responsibility for review and approval of all 
camp sites or counsel with the official representatives to camp held 
in cooperation with other church bodies. 

c) The subcommittee shall recommend to the executive committee of 
Synod representatives to be elected or approved to Boards, agencies, 
or corporations of all multiple-church-sponsored camp sites where it 
is desirable to cooperate. 
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$) Financing 


a) Operating expenses 
(1) Synodical funds shall be allocated to each camp on a per camper 


per day basis. ; 

(2) The principle to be followed shall be to have expenses remain 
within a budgeted income provided by campers’ fees and synodi- 
cal per diem. 

(3) The subcommittee shall review the budgets for all camping Pro- 
grams, and shall give counsel on securing funds for operating 

expenses. 


b) Capital investment 
The executive committee shall review capital investment programs 
for camps on the territory of Synod, and in consultation with the 
subcommittee shall delegate responsibility for the raising of these 
funds. 


b. Summer assemblies 
This subcommittee shall establish policy and have control of summer 
assemblies. 


An Executive Director of Christian Education, whose call analysis is as follows: 


1. The Relationship of the Office to Synod 


a. The chief function of the office is to promote Christian education and youth 
work for the winning of souls: 


1) Through visitation to congregations, ministerial associations, conven- 
tions, and other groups. 


2) Through the printed page, such as synodical bulletins, letters and 
newsletters. 


8) Through pictures, posters, charts, and other types of literature and 
visual aids. 


b. The Director shall be called by the Synod through its Executive Committee, 
and be responsible to the president of Synod, the Executive Committee of 
Synod, and to the Committee on Parish Education. 


c. The Director shall:

2) Serve as advisor to the children's program. 


8) Promote Sunday Church School Conventions where requested and advis- 
able, and Leadership Training Schools throughout the Synod. 


4) Promote and direct confirmation rallies and form committees for all 
such rallies in consultation with the Parish Education Committee. 


5) Promote weekday and vacation church schools. 


6) Serve as an advisor to the executive committee of the Luther League 
of the Synod. 


7) Serve in a supervisory capacity in the camping program, retreats, and 
summer assemblies in Synod. 


8) Maintain contact with all prospective candidates for full-time service in 
the church. 


2. The Relationship of the Office to Congregations 


The Director of Christian Education would serve the individual congregation 
in the following manner: 


a. Meet with the teachers and officers of parish educational organizations 
to aid in solving educational problems— 


1) To plan curriculum 

2) To help promote regular pupil attendance and plan enlistment efforts. 
b. Help plan and promote: 

1) Weekday Church School 

2) Vacation Church School 

3) Children’s program 

4) Adult departments in Sundays Schools 
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5) Parent-teacher groups 


Aid in the continuous improvement and expansion of the program of 
Christian education in the congregation through: 


1) Development and enrichment of catechization. 

2) Guidance in finding the proper place of worship in the church school 
and suggestion of helpful methods and materials. 

3) Promotion of leadership training classes. : 

4) Observation of the teaching processes with a view to improving 
methods. 

5) Assistance in improving the teaching environment (equipment, building 
plans, and other facilities). 

Promote and improve the youth program by: 

1) Counselling with the local Luther League. 

2) Fostering closer fellowship of young people of the congregations in a 
more satisfactory inter-church youth program through the district and 
synodical Luther Leagues. 

3) Encouraging and assisting in the development of Life Service programs 
throughout young people's groups. 

Give inspirational and educational addresses in various types of group 

meetings, such as church schools, morning and evening services of wor- 

ship, young people's groups, and church councils.

The first term shall therefore begin with the election of the 
Director of Christian Education, and shall expire 6 months after the expiration 
of the term of the President now in office. 


WE RECOMMEND:

2. That the Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation be dissolved and all property 
now held by it be transferred to the Synod. 

3. That immediate steps be taken to call a Director of Christian Education.

The new Director of Chaplaincy Service for Northern Cali- 
fornia is the Rev. LeRoy B, Futscher, We also welcome to our territory the Rev. 


hd Holst, Chaplain of Donald M. Sharp Memorial Community Hospital of San 
iego. 
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The Social Missions Committee recommends that Synod go on record again as 
expressing appreciation to the Board of Social Missions of the United Lutheran Church 
in America for the grants extended to the agencies in our. territory. Requests should 
be made for further aid for the coming year in view of the special needs of the 
agencies in this area due to population trends which create many welfare problems 
in our Synod.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONS 


In accord with the instructions of the last meeting of Synod, we submit the fol- 
lowing amendment by addition to the By-Laws: 


ARTICLE XI, ELECTIONS, Sec. 6. The Committee of Tellers shall provide printed: 
or mimeographed ballots for all elections. The ballots shall contain the names, 
arranged alphabetically, of all who have been nominated for the office or offices 
involved in the election. 


The California Lutheran Home for the Aged is asking for Synodical approval to 
an amendment to their Constitution to provide for the filling of any vacancies that 
might occur on their Board. Their recommendation reads: 


ARTICLE III, Sec. 3 (add paragraph b) "If the vacancy be one of those nine 
elected by Synod, the Board may fill the vacancy by interim appointment until 


the next annual meeting of Synod when the permanent replacement will. be 
elected.” 


We recommend the addition, after the words ‘the Board may fill the vacancy’, 
of the clause “after consultation with the President of Synod.” This portion of 


the amendment would then read "the Board may fill the vacancy, after consulta- 
tion with the president of Synod, by interim appointment...” 


If this addition is accepted we recommend the approval of the amendment. 


This Committee has conferred with representatives of Hollywood Lutheran Church 
on several occasions concerning various proposals of changes or alterations in their 
congregational constitution. Recently the Congregation voted to amend their old con- 
stitution by substituting the Model Constitution as provided by the U.L.C.A. The 
variables are in keeping with our highest standards:

We have assisted several congregations by providing them with recommended 
form for congregational action to comply with the necessary changes in their consti: 
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tution to correct the name of the Synod. Congregations which have not yet made this 
correction are urged to do so at their next annual meeting. 

Having reviewed the Constitutions of the following newly organized congrega- 
tions, and found them to be proper, we recommend these congregations for 
membership in Synod, subject to approval by the Executive Committee:

ARTICLE XI, ELECTIONS, Section 6 was adopted. 

The Recommendation of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged—ARTICLE III, 
Section 3 with the additions by the Constitution Committee was adopted. 

The new Constitution of Hollywood Lutheran Church was adopted. 

New missions are to send to the Constitution Committee their Constitutions before 
they are adopted by the congregations themselves. 

Th new Constitutino of Bethlehem, Sanger was adopted. 

The following Churches are to be added to the list of the new congregations: 


Shepherd of the Hills, Sunland; Lutheran Church of the Cross, Rialto; Church of the 
Resurrection, Canoga Park; United Lutheran Church of Monterey with changes. 

The Committee recommends that Synod amend ARTICLE III, SECTION 2, Para- 
graph 2 of the Constitution by inserting a comma (,) after the word “ministers,” striking 
the following word “and.” and striking the word “over,” strike final period (.) and 
add “and all full-time and part-time officers and other employees of Synod.” 

This amendment was favored for adoption at the next Convention of Synod. 

The Report of the Committee on Constitutions was adopted as a whole.

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REPORT OF THE HAWAII CONFERENCE 


The Hawaii Conference was held September 9, 10, 11, 1955 at Lutheran Church 
of Honolulu. The Rev. H. Paul Romeis, synodical representative, was the speaker 
at the convention banquet which was held on the fifty-fifth anniversary date of the 
organization of the host congregation, 

The business session followed the service of Holy Communion, at which the 
Rev. James Fincher was homilist, assisted by the other clerical officers of conference. 


Annual reports of progress were made by each congregation. Three lay dele- 
gates and the pastor from each church were the official representation. Meetings of 
all conference committees were held during the sessions and reports made on the 
floor. The successful operation of Camp Yolijwa-Hawaii was reported. The congre- 
gations of the territory contributed $405.00, which, supplemented by $100.00 from 
Synod, was used to send the conference Luther League president to the Synodical 
and National Luther League conventions. 

The dates February 19 to 24, 1956 were accepted by the Conference for the 
Evangelism Mission on Oahu, and for the week following on the island of Kauai, 
with all congregations pledging complete support of the program. 

Additional mission fields in the Islands were suggested by the American Missions 
committee which also received the unanimous support of the Conference in requesting 
Synodical and Board of American Missions executives study the possibility of rais- 
ing the salaries of mission pastors by 20 per cent in order to enable them to live on 
the same standards as afforded mainland pastors supported by the Board. 

The grace system of 50/50 giving was urged by the Stewardship Committee 
which reported that most of the congregations of Conference would exceed their 
minimum apportionment goals. The conference budget was adopted calling for 
appropriations from congregations at $1.00 per year per communing member, with 
minimum contributions from congregations with smaller memberships set at $5.00 
per month,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


Evangelism, the primary job of the Christian Church, is being emphasized during 
1956-1957 through Lutheran Evangelism Missions in the United Lutheran Church in 
America. The results are most gratifying in those areas that have participated in 
Lutheran Evangelism Missions. Areas that have already had Missions since the fall 


of 1955 are: Fresno, Los Angeles, Sacramento, Hawaii, Lihue and San Francisco Bay 
Area. 


It must ever be remembered that the purpose of the Lutheran Evangelism Missions 
succeed when each congregation adopts and carries out a plan of year around 
evangelism. This must be emphasized again and again. 


Toward this end the United Lutheran Church in America is spending over $500,- 
000.00 in 1956-1957 to aid Pastors and Congregations in the Church’s primary task. 
This amount, which involves national and area Evangelism specialists, area schools, 
printed matter, film strips, news releases and the like, does not constitute Evangelism 
alone. Evangelism involves a belief in that the mandate of the Evangel must be 
carried out. The imperative must be felt. It requires genuine belief. Such feeling and 
belief is generated by the Holy Spirit through the Word of God. It is generated by 
fervent prayer. If the flaming spirit and imperative of the Evangel wanes, it is usually 


because God’s Word has fallen on unproductive minds and hearts. Prayer life be- 
comes passive rather than active. 


Some areas will have two Lutheran Evangelism Missions during this biennium 
1956-1957. Your Synodical Evangelism Committee has requested that a revised pro- 
gram with emphasis on the unchurched be made available to areas that are con- 
ducting more than one Lutheran Evangelism Mission. : 


All area chairmen will plan follow-up meetings and programs, and each area 
chairman is requested to clear dates for the follow-up with the Regional Director.

The Convention instructed the Stewardship Committee to Study the Grace System 
and report to the next Convention of Synod. 

The Executive Committee was instructed to provide for the dissemination of Rec- 
ommendations 3, 5, and 6 of their Report, The recommendations are as follows: 


Recommendation No. 3—That in accordance with the 1955 Convention of Synod 
that the following positive statement of Christian Stewarship be adopted: ‘‘Christian 
Stewardship is defined as the believers’ respsone to redemption. Christian Stewardship 
is consistent with the purpose of the church, strengthens the witness of the church in 
the community and encourages free-will offerings by all members motivated by love 
and gratitude. God stands ready to bless in the degree that we are faithful. We are 
happy that there is a steady increase in the Scriptural emphasis on giving by the 
congregations of Synod of the Pacific Southwest. Certainly, God has blessed us when 
we have been faithful in our Stewardship. 

We approve the official statements of the U.L.C.A. A. 1932 Covention: ‘That in 
view of the evil influence upon our missions, which are forbidden the use of question- 
able methods of financing, our United Lutheran Church commends Scriptural giving as 
the only approved method.” Unanimously adopted. B. 1936 Convention: ‘We request 
pastors and church leaders to urge upon Christians the need for conscientious avoid- 
ance of everything that bears any taint of the gambling spirit; to be scrupulously 
careful that all money-raising efforts of their respective congregations or auxiliary 
organizations be Scriptural’’ — Unanimously voted. 

We urge that every congregation review its Stewardship Program in the light of 
this statement. 

Recommendation No. 5—That congregations of Synod seek to remit their appor- 


tionment benevolences on an eleven-month basis instead of the customary twelve- 
mnth basis. 


Recommendation No. 6—That the congregations of Synod encourage their pastors 
to attend a Summer Session at the Seminary of three weeks duration once every three 
yars.

ARTICLE II, Section 8 
would read "Congregations of this Synod which are located in the Hawaiian Islands 
shall be allowed the expenses of transportation of the pastor and a lay delegate at 
the lowest possible rate to the Convention of Synod every other year be deleted effec- 
tive beginning with the 1958 Convention.” 

The delegates from Hawaii respectfully report and request:

FIRST SESSION 
May 13, 1957 — 4:00 P.M. 


The 66th Annual Convention of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific 
Southwest was opened in First Lutheran Church, Glendale, on May 13, 1957, with the 
service of Holy Communion, beginning at 4:00 P.M. with the following participants: 
Homilist, The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D., President of Synod; Liturgist, The Rev. John 
G. Simmons, Secretary of Synod, Administrants, The Rev. George Spindt, The Rev. 
Donald Wagner, The Rev. John Stump, Conference Presidents, and The Rev. Karl 
E. Kniseley, Pastor Loci. 

Following dinner and the meetings of the Ministerium with President Tambert 
presiding and the Lay Delegates, with Leo Johnston, presiding, President Tambert 
formally opened the sessions of the Convention at 8:30 P.M. with the reading of the 
Order for the opening of Synods from the Common Service Book. 

Pastor Failing, Chairman of Reference and Counsel moved the adoption of the 
printed program with changes.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Brethren of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of the Pacific Southwest: 


"KJ Power is given unto ME, 
Go ye therefore—" 


The commission of Jesus is either a weak cliche or it is a dynamic imperative. 
The reports that shall be recorded in these Minutes of Synod, the actions taken, and 
the responsibilities assumed by our Church shall be either trite and anemic gestures 
or they shall be commands from on high. It will depend on how we receive and how 
we use that which the Lord places before us. 


All authority comes from Jesus Christ. It must, therefore, be with considerable 
humility that we assemble in a Convention of Synod. It must be with an overwhelming 
sense of the nature of His Church that we debate, adopt, and receive the decisions 
that His Church makes in Convention assembled. The Church in Convention must be 
on its knees, even as the congregations week by week in the service of the King 
must constantly be face to face with the throne of grace. It is, therefore, with such 
a heart as this that we review the past and prepare for the future. 


OUR HOST CHURCH 


It is our great privilege to meet this year in one of the outstanding congregations 
of the United Lutheran Church in America, as well as one of the leading Churches 
in our Synod. First Lutheran Church of Glendale has a long and sparkling history 
of achievement in Synodical affairs, as well as in local congregational activities. It 
was served for many years by the Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., D.D., former President 
of Synod, and also by your President. The congregation is now under the capable 
leadership of the Rev. Karl E. Kniseley. The beautiful new Church edifice and educa- 
tional plant which this congregation has so graciously used on behalf of the many 
functions of the Synod and Southern Conference is again available for these our 
important meetings. Pastor Kniseley and his faithful people have prepared for our 
coming in every detail. We are assured of adequate facilities and physical comfort 


for our stay in Glendale. We would, therefore, express our appreciation to them for 
all these courtesies. 


U.L.C.A. REPRESENTATIVE 


A personal friend of your President and a Christian gentleman known to many 
of the pastors in the Pacific Southwest Synod is the Rev. Alfred J. Beil, D.D., Presi- 
dent of the Iowa Synod. Dr. Beil comes to us as our ULCA representative appointed 
by the Executive Board of our Church. It is with great joy that we welcome him, 
looking forward eagerly to his presentations of the work of our Church at large and 
the congenial contagion of his personality. Inasmuch as the lowa Synod was one 
of the pioneer projectors in the Stewardship Sector Plan of the Lutheran Laymen’s 
Movement, we are doubly privileged to have Dr. Beil with us during these days 


when we are planning for the Sector Plan in our own Synod. We extend our most 
happy welcome to Dr. Beil. 


COMMITTEES IN OPERATION 


One of the greatest joys of this past year have been the great strides forward 
that we have made in Committee responsibility. We are most fortunately blessed with 
dynamic leadership in all of our Committee chairmen. The Committees have met 
regularly, have assumed responsibilities, and laid plans and programs for the effective 
progress of the Synod. It is a joy to me to sit in with these Committees and to see 
how earnestly, sincerely, and seriously pastors and laymen under the chairman's 
leadership accept the responsibility to carry out the particular task which has been 
assigned to them. This has eased the President's responsibility greatly. 


NEW MISSIONS 1956 


It should never cease to thrill us when we report that there will be a number of 
new mission congregations received into the fellowship of the Synod at Convention 
time. We are:apt to feel that this can be taken for granted every year without real- 
izing that behind the scenes there are many faithful pastors and mission developers, 
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as well as consecrated laymen who are under pressure all the time to see that the 
boundaries of God's Kingdom are extended. In the mission congregations that will be 
received at this Convention there will be involved approximately 2,000 io 2,500 souls. 
How happy we would be if we could actually visualize the meaning of this. So it is 
with a sobering mind and heart that we remember again that our purpose as a 
Church, as a Convention, and as individual laborers is always the salvation of souls. 


AND YET—THE EVANGELISM RECORD 


Makes one pause to ponder, Statistician Ackerman has given your President a 
number of figures which he has thought over with mixed emotions. Exclusive of our 
new mission congregations, the average increase in communing membership per 
congregation was only 11 in 1956. The average increase in confirmed membership 
per congregation for 1956 was a mere 10. The average number of adults received by 
baptism per congregation was a terrifying 6. If you will turn to the Statistician’s 
Report, you will note the large number of congregations who suffered both commun- 
ing membership and confirmed membership losses. In spite of the vast increase in 
communing membership that we are permitted to report to the United Lutheran Church 
every year, these figures are stark naked facts of concern. What it simply means is 
that we shall definitely have to solve the problems of cur established congregations 
even as we move out into the mission areas of the Church to solve the problems of 
the new developments and the new areas of opportunity which the Lord has given 
to us. The elder brother must not wither away while we renew the life of the 
younger one. We must come under the fuller pressure of the Holy Spirit in all areas 
of Evangelism. The Synod must not be geographically half asleep and half awake. 
Your President solicits your deepest concern for those congregations which are having 
a difficult interval. There must be on the part of none of us a “ho-hum” attitude at 
this point. 


DOUBLE APPORTIONMENT 1958 


Double Apportionment—our appreciation. Of course we have said thank you to 
our United Lutheran Church for the many blessings and considerations that have 
been given to our Synod during these years of mission development. We have 
received many fine and aggressive pastors. We have received hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in Church loans. We have received similar large sums for pastors 
‘salaries and we have received encouragement and inspiration and a “big brother” 
security which perhaps no other Synod in the United Lutheran Church has received 
in the same degree. Now is our opportunity to show our appreciation, The Double 
Apportionment Budget which will be presented by the Executive Committee is one 
way in which we can turn our verbal thank you into a concrete expression of ap- 
preciation. There is not a single congregation in our Synod and perhaps not a single 
pastor who has not received these added blessings from our Church at large and, 
therefore, there should not be a single congregation in our Church that should not 
respond generously and enthusiastically to the grand program which has been placed 
before us. 


Double Apportionment—our responsibility. We often advise mission congrega- 
tions who are receiving blessings from the benevolences of others that they should 
begin to show their appreciation and assume the responsibility for other congrega- 
tions who will come along in the future years of our Church. That which holds good 
for them is good for us also. The Double Apportionment is a responsibility that is 
placed upon us by our Church and, therefore, upon us by the Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself. As a responsibility, we should be conscience stricken unless we do our duty 
to the utmost. Because of the gigantic nature of the responsibility every congregation 
will of necessity be urged to take its share seriously, not one must fail. 


Double Apportionment—our blessing. Flexing the spiritual muscles is good spirit- 
ual discipline. As we accomplish the goal that is set before us, we will receive the 
greater blessing. It will always remain an absolute from on high that “It is more 
blessed to give than to receive.’ Our Church is grounded in the strength of heaven. 
Our efforts must be captured in the same eternal purposes.

REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 


"Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; and their works do follow them.” 


Another Annual Convention of our Synod is upon us and we pause in humble 
gratitude before Almighty God for the countless blessings which He has so bounti- 
fully bestowed upon us. Among these blessings we number the blessed assurance of 
Eternal Life. This blessing is more real to us whenever we think of those of our 
number who may no longer answer the roll call of Synod. Today we pause in the 
midst of our active sessions in order that we may recall to memory those who have 
been called into life eternal since last we met. 


THE REV. DANIEL J. SNYDER, D.D. 


The Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, D.D., pastor Emeritus of Trinity Lutheran Church of 
Long Beach, and former President of the California Synod, passed into Rest on July 
14, 1956, at his home. Born in Liberty, Pennsylvania, he received his schooling in that 
state. His Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts Degrees were conferred by Susquehana 
University. His theological training was obtained at Susquehanna Theological Sem- 
inary which granted him the Bachelor of Divinity Degree upon graduation, and in 
1926 honored him with the Doctorate of Divinity. Dr. Snyder entered our Synod in 
1908. In 1910 he took charge of a newly organized Lutheran Mission in Long Beach, 
which dedicated its first building in 1910. From that time until his retirement, he 
served the same congregation. After his retirement he still continued to serve his 
Lord in the same congregation. On four separate occasions he was elected President 
of the former California Synod. He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Leona Snyder; and 
a foster daughter, Miss Mary Haggerty. Funeral services were conducted by his 
Pastor, the Rev. Orval W. Awerkamp. He was assisted by the Rev. Clarence Naugle 
and Edward Ray, assistant pastors of Trinity Church; and the Rev. Dr. Carl V. Tam- 


bert, president of Synod, Interment was in Sunnyside Memorial Park Cemetery, 
Long Beach. 


MRS, ERIKA EDERMA: 


Mrs. Erika Ederma, beloved wife of the Rev. Bruno Ederma, Pastor of Bethany 
Lutheran Church, Norco, California, entered into rest on August 5, 1956, following a 
lengthy illness. Born on February 7, 1907, in St. Petersburg, Russia, she received her 
early schooling in that nation. Following the Revolution in 1918 she fled with her 
parents to Estonia where her education was continued. On August 19, 1925, she 
became the bride of Pastor Ederma at a ceremony conducted by his father who 
was serving as the president of the Synod. She assisted her husband in two parishes 
in Esthomia prior to the Russian invasion of her new homeland. In 1944 Pastor and 
Mrs. Ederma were forced to escape into Germany where they made their home until 
coming to America in 1950. In 1951 he was received into our Synod and his wife 
was an able assistant in his work. She leaves, beside her husband, two sons, Heinz 
a research chemist of Bristol Meyers; and Arvo E., who received his degree of 
Doctor of Medicine at Bowman Gray School of Medicine. She was laid to rest on

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MISS FLORENCE WELTY 


Miss Florence Welty, for twenty-four years a missionary of our Church to India, 
was called Home on August 25, 1956, following an extended illness of more than 20 
years. As early as 1906 Miss Welty made known her desire to serve in a foreign land. 
At that time she wrote, “If there is any chance, I should prefer to go to India, but 
am willing to go wherever the Master sends me.” Her desire to go to India mate- 
Tialized after six years of additional preparation. During her 24 years of fruitful service 
she made many friends in India and in the Church at home. In 1936 her health made 
her retirement necessary, she returned to America where she has been an invalid 
until her death. Most of her service in India was given in the Stall School for Girls 
in Guntur. Her training was obtained at Wittenberg College, which granted her the 
Bachelor of Arts degree; and special courses at the Baltimore Deaconess Training 
School. Funeral services were held on August 29, 1956, at Hollywood Lutheran 


Church by her Pastor, the Rev. John Steinhaus. Interment was at Glen Haven, 
near Burbank. 


THE REV. NORMAN NEWTON HARTER 


The Rev. Norman Newton Harter, of Los Angeles, was called to his Reward on 
October 29, 1956. He was born near Akron, Ohio, on August 19, 1867. Graduated 
from Thiel College, he then entered Mt. Airy Seminary, He served several congrega- 
tions in Ohio and Pennsylvania before entering the California Synod. He served as 
Pastor of Our Saviour’s Lutheran Church of Salinas, California, from 1911 until 1916; 
and of St. John’s Lutheran Church, Gardena, from 1928 to 1929. Pastor Harter was 
an active worker at “St. David’s Camp” a forerunner of Camp Yolijwa. His closing 
years were spent in the service of his Lord as Chaplain of the California Lutheran 
Hospital in Los Angeles. Funeral services were conducted by the President of Synod, 
the Rev. Dr. Carl V. Tambert, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Howard A. Anspach. 


THE REV. ARTHUR HORMANN, Ph.D.: 

The Rev. Arthur Hormann, Ph.D., Pastor Emeritus of the Lutheran Church of 
Honolulu, T.H., was called to his reward on May 11, 1957, at the age of 87 years. 
A native of St. Louis, Missouri, he received his college training at Northwestern 
College of Watertown, Wisconsin. His theological education was taken at Milwaukee. 
The University of Berlin conferred the Doctorate in Philosophy upon him, He served 
for a time as a Professor of History at Northwestern College. He was called to the 
Honolulu Lutheran Church in 1916 and served that Congregation until his retirement 
in 1946. From 1918 until 1946 he also served the Congregation at Lihue on the Island 
of Kauai. He is survived by his wife, the former Maria Meyer; two sons, Bernhard 
and Helmuth; a daughter, Irmgard; two brothers, four sisters, and four grand- 
children. Funeral services were conducted on May 15th, at the Honolulu Church by 
his Pastor, The Rev. Glen O. Balsley. Interment was at the Lihue Lutheran Cemetery 
on Kauai. 

A fitting memorial service has been planned for this Convention of Synod for 
these our co-laborers who have been called from the Church Militant into the Church 


Triumphant.

Dr. Emory Ackerman presented the Report of the Statistician and explained the 
contents of the report. 


REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 
December 31, 1956 


Fellow workers in Christ: 

This has been another glorious year for our Synod in statistics and growth. 
There has been one of the healthiest growths in membership in our history. There 
was an astonishing gain of 3,226 communicant members reported to the U.L.C.A. 
This was a gain of 13.18%, next to the highest gain in the last nine years. It is 
fifty per cent greater than the preceding year. The apportionment paid has more 
than doubled in five years. Total expenditures of the congregations tripled that of five 
years ago. 
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The percentage of confirmed members who communed increased to the highest 
in recent years, and probably an all-time high of 77.29%. No congregation has gone 
back to the 100% communing list. For almost ten years the churches with the largest 
communicant memberships hovered, around the 1,000 mark. Last year, St. John’s, 
Sacramento, jumped over the 1,200 mark. This year, First, Glendale, also made the 
jump beyond 1,200. Eighteen congregations have grown into the next larger hundred 
communing members, One congregation, Lanikai in Hawaii, more than doubled its 
membership. Four congregations showed increases of 50% and thirty-five others 
showed gains ranging from 10 to 50%. = 

There has been added a table on Sunday School enrollment not including 
staffs. This proved to be revealing as well as interesting. The largest Sunday School 
had only 618 children, young people and adults enrolled in its classes. And every- 
where in our area the streets and recreational areas are teeming with children 
and adults on Sunday mornings.

Figures do not lie, but they say that liars do figure. However, if there are any 
figures on here that lie, the report is unintentional. Your new statistician is filled 
with pride to have been chosen to this important task. He enjoys statistics, but he 
can make mistakes as well as anyone. 

God has blessed our Synod in a special way this year as we have seen impor- 
tant growth all along the line. This only increases our responsibility to Him as good 
stewards of His Grace.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific 
Southwest, in fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions and the directives of 
Synod, held five regular meetings since the last Convention of Synod. The actions 
listed below are a summary of the assignments given to the Committee by Synod 
or inherent in its constitutionally defined duties: 

Authorized the Stewardship Committee to follow up with the Lutheran Laymen’s 
Movement on the Sector Plan, consulting with the President of Synod as to suggested 
dates and previous correspondence. Also, that the Grace System of Giving be studied. 

Authorized requesting permission of the United Lutheran Church in America 
Fxecutive Board to cooperate in the establishment of a California Lutheran College. 

Authorized the Constitution Committee to study and recommend back to the 
Executive Committee a change in the number of members necessary to initiate a 
Recall Petition of the pastor as per Synod’s action. Suggested ¥% of active legal 
voting members, 

Authorized that the Audio-Visual Depository be the Synod Office. 

Approved Synodical Committees appointed by the President. 

Authorized that we invite the Midland College Choir to our Synod Territory in 
late March or early April 1957 perhaps at: Phoenix, San Diego, Long Beach, Los 
Angeles, Glendale, and/or San Bernardino Valley area, Fresno, San Francisco (East 
and West Bay) and Sacramento. 

After evaluation of students to be approved for the ministry as submitted by 
the Church Vocations Committee, we approved them and authorized aid to be given 
to them. 

Authorized that the Fidelity Bond Endorsement to cover any and all Treasurers 
of Churches, whether the Church shares in the cost or does not share. 

Authorized and encouraged the attendance of the Synodical Stewardship Chair- 
man, Pastor Franklin Schott, at the Stewardship Conference in New York in 
January, 1957. 

Referred to a committee for study, the request of the Urban Church Planning 
of National Lutheran Council for Synodical help in planning a program for 1958. 

Authorized that we encourage congregations to support the second Sunday after 
Easter as Seminary Sunday. 

Met with all Committee Chairmen of Synod and heard reports from them and 
discussed with them their plans and procedures. 


Authorized that the Synodical Camp Director for 1957 be Pastor John Foerster 
under the Parish Education Committee. 


Authorized that President Tambert appoint a committee to study Syned office 
personnel and delineation of duties. 


Authorized that we instruct our representatives on the boards of the Church's 
agencies that whenever they are planning to hire new staff members that financial 
provisions for such an office be clearly in sight. 


Dr. Victor Gold of Pacific Lutheran Seminary is to be the Bible Study Leader 
for the Synodical Convention. 


Referred to the Board of American Missions of The United Lutheran Church in 
America the matter of holding an Urban Church Conference on the West Coast. 

Appointed a committee of the Executive Committee of Pastor Clutz, Pastor 
Bonker, and Robert Cummings to meet with the sub-committee of the Christian Edu- 
cation Committee of Pastor Garman, Pastor Durkee and Miss Virginia Butt to select 


for recommendation to the Executive Committee the calling of a Christian Education 
Director for Synod. 


Asked the Committee on Constitution to make suggestions for improving the 
conduct of elections at Synod meetings. 
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The Officers of Synod carried out the mandate of Synod and dissolved the 
Lutheran Leadership Training Corporation, 

Considered and approved for recommendation the Budget for 1958 which will be 
presented to the Convention,

All members of boards shall be elected by The United Lutheran 
Church in America except that, of the number to be elected to the Board of Pensions 
each biennium, two of the lay members thereof shall be nominated and elected by 
the Executive Board of the Church. Vacancies occurring in any board ad interim shall 
be filled by the Executive Board of the Church on nomination of the board in which 
the vacancy exists. No person shall be a member of more than one board at one and 
the same time. No member of any board, including the Executive Board, shall be a 
member of the Court of Adjudication and Interpretation, but the President of the 
United Lutheran Church shall at all times have a seat and voice in all the boards.

The annual meeting of the Northern Conference was held in First English Lutheran 
Church, Sacramento, October 25-26. The following officers were elected:

The program of this Convention was arranged so that all business was trans- 


acted on the first day of the meeting, and the second day given over to a program 
in the nature of a retreat. 


Of great concern was the camping program for the Conference. It was decided 
to give this further study before taking final action on the future hopes for a camping 
program for our Conference. The Executive Committee, with the Parish Education 
Committee of the Conference and the Synod were to meet to formulate a proposed 
course of action. In 1956 a two weeks program in Leadership Training was conducted 
at Mt. Cross by our Northern Conference Churches. 
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The October 26 sessions began with the Communion Service at 8:00 a.m., fol- 
lowed by breakfast and the following discussions under the general theme, ‘’The 
Churchman, and Churchmanship.”

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Dr. Schwertz presented the Midland College Report and introduced Dr. Dieckman, 
President of the College. Dr. Dieckman expressed his appreciation to the various 
churches for their continued support but warned that greater support was needed if 
Midland College is to continue among the Lutheran institutions of higher education. 


MIDLAND COLLEGE REPORT 


The members of the Board of Trustees of Midland College, elected by the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific Southwest, take pleasure in submitting the fol- 
lowing report to Synod. 

Midland College exists primarily for the purpose of providing intellectual, spiritual, 
social and the physical development of its students in accordance with recognized 
principles and practices of higher education. 

Through a well-organized and effectively administered program and under the 
responsible guidance of a Christian faculty, the College assists students in cultivat- 
ing their interests in the arts and sciences, and in preparing themselves for their 
future vocations as well as for active service in the Church, the Community, and 


the larger spheres of human society. 


RECRUITMENT OF STUDENTS 

The increased prestige of the College may be measured to some extent by the 
fact that for the fourth consecutive year the enrollment at Midland has increased, We 
repeat our sincere gratitude to Synod for constant encouragement, confidence, and 
help. We hope we shall continue to deserve and receive it, and respectfully request 
that the members of Synod keep in mind the Midland Teamwork Program. Through 
this program children of the Church may receive a twenty per cent tuition discount 
and children of pasttors a fifty per cent tuition discount. This is Midland’s way of 
expressing thanks to the Church for her kindness. 


PROPERTY 

The property has been maintained well and economically. The new addition to 
the women’s dormitory has aided in providing sufficient accommodations for women 
for the present. With the addition to Beegle Hall, it was possible to use North Hall 
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as a men’s dormitory, Momentarily, therefore, we have been able to provide sufficient 
space for the male population. 


The Library, a product of the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal, continues 
to prove a tremendous asset for faculty and students. 


RELIGIOUS INTERESTS 


The student body is taxing the existing chapel facilities to capacity and this 
situation will undoubtedly continue as long as we have required chapel attendance 
and are worshipping on the second floor of Clemmons Hall. The need for a new 
chapél on the campus is more urgent than ever if the College is to provide the con- 
ditions for reverence which are so necessary in services of worship. It is our hope 
that some dedicated Christian will give sufficient money to erect a chapel in the year 
immediately ahead. 


FINANCES 


We have continued to guard expenses carefully. In 1955-56 we incurred no 
deficit for the third consecutive year. This is the first time in the history of the College 
that we have been able to repeat this feat three consecutive years. 


CHURCH SUPPORT 


The Synods on the territory of Midland College are loyally continuing to support 
the needs of the College. Many congregations and organizations within the Church 
have and are continuing to make special contributions for special causes. There is 
increasing hope that these incoming gifts will be sufficient to permit the College to 
perform the necessary services for the students such as providing scholarships, student 
loans, work aid and improvement to the physical plant, as well as faculty salaries. 


The gifts of the Synods, through apportionment, the gifts from the Board of Higher 
Education of the U.L.C.A., the gifts of the alumni and friends, of congregations, pro- 
vide the funds for Midland to go forward now. Your trustees are most apvreciative of 
the loyal, consistent support the College receives from these sources. 


THE FUTURE OF THE COLLEGE 


The air waves and the printed page are full of comments upon the great increase 
which is expected to take place in the next few years in the number of students 
enrolled in colleges and universities. At present the enrollment in all colleges and 
universities in the United States is about two and a half million; it is expected that 
by 1970 the number will be almost twice as great. 


The increase will come about in some measure because of the large birth rates 
in the years in which the future college students were born. In some degree, how- 
ever, the increase will take place because, year after year, a larger proportion of 
young people of college age are actually attending college. 

The Board of Trustees, in an attempt to solve some of the facets of this program, 
brought Dr. Orville H. Dahl, Educational Consultant, to the campus. His analysis of 
the problem along with a planning program for the future will greatly aid the 
College in directing future action. 


The Board will endeavor to expand the physical facilities and the faculty to 


handle increased enrollment as fast as the Synods insist and the finances are in 
hand or available. 


OUR RESPONSE 


It is said of the apostles, "and every day in the Temple and at home they did 
not cease teaching and preaching Jesus as the Christ.” So, too, with Midland College. 
In the chapel the Word is preached; in the classroom the Word is taught and inter- 
preted. In this manner an attempt is made to make a lasting impact on each student 
generation, training them for Christian leadership. Thus Midland College constantly 
strives to render an ever growing service to the Church and her young people. We 
hope for your concern, your prayers and your gifts in maintaining this goal.

DELEGATES TO U.L.C.A. CONVENTION 


Harrisburg, the capitol city of Pennsylvania in the heartland of American 
Lutheranism, was the scene of the Twentieth Biennial Convention of the United 
Lutheran Church, October 10-17, 1956. Meeting on the capitol grounds in the Forum 
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of the Educational Building the 685 delegates enjoyed near perfect Convention 
facilities, outstanding hospitality, and beautiful fall weather. Synod’s twenty delegates 
had perfect attendance at all sessions and contributed helpfully both to the discus- 
sions and committees of the Convention. Several of our pastors and laymen were 
also present as visitors. 

The three officers of the ULCA were overwhelmingly re-elected, this time for 
longer terms as specified in a recently ratified amendment to the constitution. The 
Rev. Franklin Clark Fry, D.D., was elected for his seventh term as President, this 
time for six years; the Rev. F. Eppling Reinartz, D.D., was elected Secretary for a 
four-year term; and Edmund F. Wagner, L.L.D., was returned as Treasurer for an- 
other two years. 

Synod was honored to have Dr. Charles B. Foelsch elected to the Executive 
Board; Dr. Frank Clutz to the Board of Higher Education, and the Rev. H. Paul 
Romeis to the Board of Publication. Since the Convention, Eugene Heckathorn has 
been named to the Executive Board of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement, and Gilbert 
Olson to the Board of American Missions. 

Left-over items from the Report of the Commission on Organizational Structure 
to the 1954 Toronto Convention were acted upon; some of the mre important actions 
proviced that evangelism remain as one of the departments of the Board of Social 
Missions; the name and function of the Commission of Adjudication be changed, 
amendments embodying these changes are now before the Synods; the offices of the 
Board of Education be moved to the New York Church House as soon as space is 
available; and the Committee on Church Papers be continued, but Committee on 
Church Statistics and Committee on Military Chaplaincy be eliminated. 


The Convention authorized ULCA participation in ‘A Plan for Cooperation in 
a Long-Range Program of Parish Education’ among NLC bodies; looked a bit more 
favorably on Christian Day Schools; increased pensions; established a ULCA 
Foundation to solicit gifts; adopted a revised Plan of Operation for the Board of 
American Missions; authorized the AIDS program of the Deaconess Board for short- 
term full-time church workers; joyfully endorsed the work of the Commission on 
Relations to American Lutheran Church Bodies and enlarged the Commission to 13 
members; and extended the Lutheran Evangelism to 1960 with revised program and 
smaller field staff. 


For the 40th Anniversary Year of 1958 a record double-apportionment goal of 
$15,000,000 was set, and for 1959 a Budget of $10,113,400. In the closing sessions 
of the Convention after prolonged and oftimes bitter debate, the delegates adopted 
substantially the Board of Social Missions ‘Statement of Desegregation’’ and the new 
“Statement on Marriage and Family Life.’’ 

Missions, home and foreign, provided the thrilling highlights of the meeting. 
Celebrating its 30th Anniversary, the Board of American Mission presented the 
dramatic pageant, ‘Nets in the Deep,” the story of how a congregation is born, to 
a overflow audience of 1200 in the Hershey Arena on Sunday afternoon. The Board 
of Foreign Missions in an evening session crowded the platform with 55 missionaries 
from all parts of our foreign field and through them told the story of the needs and 
outreach of our Church in foreign lands. 

Saturday afternoon, the one free period in the whole eight days, found most 
of the delegates attending the football game at Gettysburg College, visiting the 
College and Seminary, and touring the Civil War Battlefield. Enough returned to 
Harrisburg in time to make possible a special Saturday night-session of Convention.

"The Lutheran” Synodical Plan was in effect during the three month period of 
October, November and December, During this time the yearly subscription rate was 


reduced from $3.50 to $1.86 for participating congregations. As of February 6, sub- 
scriptions received rose to a record high of 5,017. 
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Past circulation figures for our Synod are as follows: 1951—1745; 1952—2585; 
1953—2792; 1954—3423; 1955—4212; 1956—4415. Subscriptions for 1957 have thus 
far climbed to 5017 with more anticipated. 


The constant growth of this program is evidence that '’The Lutheran” is fulfilling 
a real need for our people.

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THE REPORT OF THE LUTHERAN LEADERSHIP 
TRAINING CORPORATION 


“I simply must write these few lines to let you know that YOLIJWA CAMPING 
has won me completely—the ‘YOLI[WA WAY IS A MUST FOR FUTURE CAMPING,’ 
I was completely speechless to discover how deeply these youngsters were touched 
by the Lord in my week's serving at Camp. What more can we ask?” 

The above paragraph, written to the leaders of our Leadership Training Program 
in Synod from a Northern Conference Pastor, indicates the spirit and the acceptance 
of this final report before the dissolution of this Corporation. 


By action of the 65th Annual Convention, the Lutheran Leadership Training 
Corporation was to be dissolved this past year and title to all property now held by 
it, be transferred to Synod. This action was officially taken on November 2, 1956. All 
future reports of the Leadership Training program on the territory of our Synod, after 
this year, will come to you through the report of the Parish Education Committee 
of Synod. 


This past year has been a transitional period, between the dissolving of the 
Corporation and the operation of Camp Yolijwa at the new site at Oak Glen. 


Through the dedicated efforts of our Executive Director, the Rev. John D. Foerster, 
the influence of the Leadership Training Program has been felt in every Conference 
of our Synod. 


Our Synodical Camp Yolijwa had a total of 349 Campers during 1956. In addi- 
‘tion, over 100 staff, counselors, and special assistants, were involved in the program. 
Four Senior High boys made a definite decision for full-time service in the Ministry, 
and several girls made their decision to go into Christian nursing. 

Dr, Edward N. Spirer, Director of Church Extension for our Synod, has informed 
us that the new site at Oak Glen will be ready for summer camping this year, The 
1957 dates for Camp Yolijwa are: 

Junior Boys, July l-July 8; Intermediate Boys, July 8-July 15; Junior Girls, July 
15-July 22; Intermediate Girls, July 22-July 29; Senior Girls, July 29-August 5; Senior 
Boys, August 5-August 12. 

Attendance at the Men's Brotherhood Retreat at Camp Yolijwa was 93, with the 
1957 schedule calling for their Retreat on the weekend of June 21, 22 and 23, with 
the theme to be, "The Gift of Power.” 


Almost 40 United Lutheran Women from the Southern Conference held a Retreat 
at Forest Home this past year. They plan to make this an annual event. 


Pastor Foerster gave personal supervision and guidance to the Northern Con- 
ference in their Camping session at Mount Cross this past year. Since this was a 
part of the total National Lutheran Council program, many hours have been spent 
in working out the details for our camping season for 1957 at Mount Cross. Our 
United Lutheran Churches will have the week of June 23 to June 29 at Mount Cross 
for their Leadership Training Camping for Juniors and Intermediates, in a co-educa- 
tional Camp, under the overall supervision of our Executive Director, Pastor Foerster. 

The Rev. Werner P. Welchert has been our liaison representative from the 
Northern Conference to the Mount Cross Camp Board. For your information, the San 
Joaquin Valley National Lutheran Council Pastors have invited all Senior Campers, 
from our Northern Conference Churches, to come to their sessions at Mount Cross 
the week of July 7 to July 14. 

The Pine Cross Lutheran Bible Camp, at the Church Conference Center in Prescott, 
Arizona, was the scene for our Arizona Lutheran Pastors’ Association Camping Pro- 
gram. Two hundred and twenty campers, and 32 staff were in attendance there, and 
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it is hoped that they will have a two week camping period during 1957, with the 
dates to be announced soon. 

Camp Yolijwa, Hawaii version, was held last August for the Hawaiian Confer- 
ence at Kokee, Kauai. One hundred and thirty-eight campers, including staff members, 
were present. They report that they had their best Leadership Training Camping 
program to date, under our overall supervision. Enthusiasm is high for a continuing 
program this year. 

A camp weekend for the Deaf and Blind was planned and conducted on the 
Sonora Desert near Tucson, with the assistance of Mrs. Paul Spindt, and the Luther 
League of Our Saviour’s, Tucson, the Rev. George Spindt, Pastor. The complete 
Yolijwa-type program was held that weekend, with 78 campers enrolled. 

This report does not tell the complete story of the many hours of counseling that 
have been involved to further these Leadership Training programs. Many materials 
and much necessary literature, have been provided from Our Board with the spe 
cialized assistance of our Executive Director, the Rev. John D. Foerster. 

Camp Yolijwa, even though Conference centered in its financial responsibility 
and administration for the coming years, will continue to be an experimental Camp 
where we can develop pilot projects in Leadership Training growth. Our Southern 
Conference congregations are now remitting a special apportionment, of 50c per 
communing member during 1957, to cover the annual debt service on the First Trust 
Deed for the new Camp. As of this writing, only $15,000 is yet to come in from 
Southern Conference congregations, which will complete their new Camp Yolijwa 
campaign fund in full, and assure the erection of all of the buildings in the original 
plan. 

During the past year, the L.L.T.C. Board was composed of Pastors Quentin P. 
Garman, David E. Robison, Charles P. Smith, George E. Steffens, George R. Flora, 
F. W. Heinecken, and George A. Spindt, and these lay members: Mrs. R. E. Inslee, 
Mr. Robert Brammer, Mr. Albert Anspach, Dr. A. G. Henrich, and Mrs. Arthur Alm. 
Garman, Brammer, Alm and Inslee served as President, Vice-president, Secretary, 
and Treasurer respectively.

REPORT OF THE HAWAII CONFERENCE 


The Hawaii Conference met at Lihue Lutheran Church on the Island of Kauai 
September 21, 22, 23, 1956. The meeting coincided with the celebration of the 75th 
anniversary of the organization of the Lihue congregation which was the first 
Lutheran church in Hawaii, having been established for the spiritual welfare of the 
German immigrants who came to work on the plantations. 

The President of Synod, Dr. Carl V. Tambert, represented the Synod in the pre- 
sentation of the work of the Church-at-large. 
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With one accord the congregations noted the most significant occurrence of the 
year was the Lutheran Evangelism Mission Week in which all congregations partici- 
pated and in which the other NLC congregations cooperated. Offsetting however, the 
magnificent results of the mission was the unusually high rate of movement of popu- 
lation from the islands to the mainland. While the population continues to increase 
in the territory, residents as well as visitors are constantly ‘on parade,” coming to 
or leaving the islands. 


Progress was noted in the organization of two Luther Leagues and one Brother- 
hood.

The convention endorsed completely the year-around evangelism program of the 
ULCA, and evidenced mounting interest in the Sector Plan of Stewardship, although 
no concrete information was available regard to this plan. The laymen‘s concern 
regarding pastors’ salaries was, ds usual, brought to the floor fer discussion. 

Three hundred townspeople, delegates and members of the congregation were 
served by the host congregation at a magnificent luau (a Hawaiian feast impossible 
to adequately describe to the uninitiated) to precede the grand climax of the conven- 
tion and anniversary celebration which was a service of thanksgiving during which 
the new officers were installed by the president of Synod. 

All previous officers had served their maximum length of time according to the 
rules and were ineligible for re-election. The officers for 1957 are: President, the Rev. 
Thomas Allport; Vice-President, the Rev. E. Gene Vosseler; Secretary, the Rev. Ernest 
W. Vetter; Treasurer, Mr. P. G. Jopson; and Executive Board members, Messrs, Dick 
Uyeda, John Miller, Harry Albrecht, Russell Fehr, and Fred Schumacher.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHERN CONFERENCE 


Southern Conference of Synod held its Annual Convention at Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Manhattan Beach on October 5 and 6, 1956. In addition a special session 
of Conference was held March 3, 1956 to consider and approve recommendations 
regarding the actual first phase construction of the New Camp Yolijwa at Oak Glen. 

During the past year many activities and committee projects were conducted 
under Conference auspices. A Councilman’s Institute was conducted in First Lutheran 
Church, Glendale, January 20, 1957. Also Conference participated wholeheartedly in 
the various area Evangelism Missions, the Theological Conference held at the Sem- 
inary January 22, 23 and 24 and the National Lutheran Council Urban Church Plan- 
ning program. 

Special attention has been given to the ‘New Camp Yolijwa Program.” Approval 
was given to finance the project and to suggest to congregations of Conference that 


a special apportionment of 50 cents per communing member be given to cover the 
annual debt service on the First Trust Deed loan. 


Conference also approved a plan whereby each mission church under develop- 
ment on the territory would receive as a gift, a church register, a six months supply 
of U.L.P.H. Bulletins and some local paid publicity via newspaper, etc.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


The following are members of the Public Relations Committee: Mr. P. O. Narve- 
son, Chairman; Rev. Richard Bennett; Rev. Louis Mertz; Mr. Bradley Riter; Rev.

The past year has been a very active one for our Committee, Rev. Louis Mertz 
acts as the correspondent for THE LUTHERAN. During the year, many of his articles 
and items have appeared in this national publication. 

One of our busiest members has been Rev. Richard Bennett, Editor of the PACIFIC 
SOUTHWEST LUTHERAN. Rev. Bennett has managed to squeeze more photographs 
and more stories into the small 16-page publication than the average. He always is 
able to condense important material and to leave the “meat in his writings. In 
addition, he has made excellent use of his press camera and has given our monthly 
publication much added interest because of his interesting photographs. 

Two of the most important activities of the year centered around the Evangelism 
Missions held in three parts of our Synod. Each one of the three was well covered 
by newspaper, radio and other media. 

As an example, we might cite the Southern California Mission held February 
10-15. Publicity-wise, we received over 400 stories in some 60 publications. Many of 
these carried photos of Lutheran leaders and gave our Church a good build-up in this 
widely spread out Southern California area. 

Included also were 55 large 24-sheet posters, nearly 300 21 x 44-inch two-color 
bus cards, and numerous free radio announcements. Newspaper space was also pur- 
chased in 18 daily and weekly papers. 

While the total expenditure was less than $3,000, it undoubtedly had considerable 
effect on the Mission, which resulted in 13,527 calls on approximately 28,000 persons 
—with 2,825 people joining the pastors’ classes, 943 transferring their membership to 
one of our Churches, 254 reaffirming their faith, 604 children received for baptism, 
nearly 1,000 new pupils for Sunday School—plus an attendance of nearly 37,000 per- 
sons in the special evening services. 

With the growth of our Church activities, it is the sincere hope of your Public 
Relations Committee that a definite budget and specific program be set up for the 
coming year,

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S FELLOWSHIP OF THE 
CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME 


The Women’s Fellowship has supported the California Lutheran Home during 
the past year through its prayers, memorials, gifts and services. The women rejoiced 
with the Synod of the Pacific Southwest and friends of the Home when the new wing 
was completed and dedicated. They are continuing in their efforts to help care for 
the aged and make their lives more abundant during their twilight years, 

One of the major projects during the year was promoting the cause of the Home 
on November 11, the day set aside by the Synod as California Lutheran Home Day. 
On this day all but 4 churches in the Synod participated in this effort. In most cases 
the local Key Woman presented the story of the Home to the congregation and dis- 
tributed the brochures that were printed for the occasion. 

There are almost 1400 women who are members of the Women’s Fellowship. 
During the year $2,079.00 was received through memorials, and $857.64 through 
ingathering and other cash gifts. The Bay Area Chapter furnished a double room in 
the new wing at a cost of $600.00 while the Los Angeles Chapter spent $2,523.05 
bringing the dishwashing equipment up to date. This included a dishwasher, garbage 
disposal, trays and a new sink. The dishwashing area was finished in wallboard 
tile and the entire kitchen painted. Countless other gifts and services were also 
rendered to the Home that were not in monetary form. 

The Fellowship Director has attended the annual meetings of all the chapters 
and many other meetings that were held by the groups. The Director works under 
the direction of the Board of the Home and tries to correlate the work of the chapters 
so that the best interests of the Home are served.

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S AUXILIARY OF THE 
PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


On March 27, 1957 the Women's Auxiliary of the Pacific Lutheran Theological 
Seminary held its 5th annual meeting at the Seminary. This year the Annual Meeting 
‘was preceded by a buffet luncheon served at the Seminary. 

Through the grace of God and with His guidance the Auxiliary has continued to 
grow. During 1956 our membership was 1670 with receipts for the year totaling 
$2611.04. ~ 

The Auxiliary continued to serve the Seminary during 1956 by paying the balance 
due on the furnishings for the rooms of Beasom Hall which amounted to $1,133.58. 
In all the Auxiliary has paid $6,833.58 to furnish the dormitory rooms. Our project for 
1956 also included an additional amount toward the furnishing of the new library. 
This sum is available and waiting to be used for a card file. 

With the news that the Seminary will offer a co-educational program beginning 
in the fall of 1957 the Executive Committee voted to present to the Annual Meeting 
as a project for 1957 3 one-year scholarships for women of $250 each. They also 
voted to again set aside $750 for furniture for the new Library. 


The Auxiliary is continually indebted to the tireless work of these women who 
have given of their time and talents in service of their Lord by serving the Auxiliary. 
We wish to thank the Executive Committee, Mrs. L. H. Steinhoff and Mrs. Thelma 
Lindstrom our area representatives, the contact women and especially the key women, 
the vital link between the Auxiliary and the local.congregation. We also thank the 
women of the neighboring congregations who have so graciously served as hostesses 
both for the Auxiliary and the Seminary. 


In closing, we thank Almighty God that He has continued to bless the work of 
the Auxiliary and we ask His continued guidance throughout the coming year.

REPORT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH WOMEN 


Our hearts are filled with gratitude to our Gracious Heavenly Father for His love 
and guidance during this year of change and reorganization on a synedical, confer- 
ence and congregational level as ULCW. 


The 64th Annual Convention of ULCW, Synod of the Pacific Southwest, was 
held at Christ Lutheran Church, Pacific Beach, April 10-13, 1956, with a total attend- 
ance of 403. The Program Chairman, Mrs. George Steffens, presented the program 
theme, “God Calling Yet.’ In accordance with changes made in the General Organi- 
zation of ULCW our Constitution was revised at this Convention and our name 
changed from that of Women’s Missionary Society to United Lutheran Church Women. 
A new simplified structure has been adopted. Formerly functioning through Depart- 
ments we now have four functional Committees: Membership, Education, Christian 
Service and Offerings, each with an elected chairman and as many members as the 
group needs. Conference constitutions were revised at Fall, 1956 conventions and 
congregational ULCW Constitutions are now in a process of change. 


In spite of changes in organizational structure our purpose as ULCW, Synod of 
the Pacific Southwest, remains the same: to disseminate missionary information, to 
promote missionary education, to organize the women of the Synod into congrega- 
tional organizations, to coordinate and unite the work of the conferences and to aid 
financially the total program of ULCW. It has been my joy and privilege io present 
this cause to many of our congregational groups during this past year at which time 
our relationship to the Church and its missionary outreach has been stressed. I have 


counseled with local Executive Boards and assisted in the organizational problems 
of new groups. 


The new method of working through committees has afforded opportunities for 
the strengthening of synodical and inter-conference unity and members of each Con- 
ference have been appointed to serve on each of the four Synodical committees. In 
preparation for this committee work a separate sharing session was held with each 
of the newly organized committees during the summer months of 1956. The informa- 
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tion received at a Synodical President's Conference, as we met with the Executive 
Board of the General Organization of ULCW in Philadelphia in May of 1956, was 
shared with members of the four Synodical Committees and kits of all available 
materials given to each. To further promote the work of our organization a four-page 
quarterly ULCW Bulletin is included in Pacific Southwest Lutheran, with Mrs. John 
Steinhaus as editor. We are grateful to our Synod for making this space available 
to us. ; 


I attended and participated in three of the four Conference Conventions held in 
October and November of 1956 and was thrilled by the fine demonstrations put on by 
the committee groups. Arizona Conference met at Our Saviour’s, Tucson, Southern 
Conference at St. Andrews, Van Nuys and Northern Conference at Vallejo, Grace. 
The Hawaii Conference Convention, held at Pearl Harbor, was honored to have as its 
guest Mrs. John Moose, president of the General Organization of ULCW, who brought 
inspiration and guidance at Convention sessions and in visits to. each of our five 
churches. She was also guest speaker at the Arizona Convention banquet, as she 
made a brief stop-over en route to Hawaii. The total attendance at the four Confer- 
ence Conventions was about 800. 


We were honored to have on itinerary in our Synod this past year and on Con- 
vention programs two full time Christian Workers: Miss Theodora Neudoerfer, mission- 
ary nurse on furlough from India, whose full support the women of Our Synod have 
assumed, and Sister Evelyn Holroyd of the Board of Deaconesses, both of whom 
brought much inspiration and information to us. 


We pay tribute to the memory of Miss Florence Welty, former missionary teacher 
in India, and resident of Southern California, who entered into Life Eternal in 1956, 
and to the memory of Mrs, Bruno Ederma, pastor’s wife at Bethany, Nora. 

During the month of October, 1956, it was my privilege to visit each of the 
Arizona ULCW groups and present the work of ULCW, as it functions through com- 
mittees, to them. A total of about 250 women attended these sessions. The enthusiasm 
and growth of this new conference has been a great source of personal inspiration 
and joy. 

We are growing in NUMBERS and in STEWARDSHIP. As of December 31, 1956, 
our membership totaled 5,558, with all but two churches (St. Paul's, Fresno and Mt. 
Zion, Yreka) reporting a group affiliated with ULCW. The Unified Plan of Organiza- 
tion (one Women’s Group, with or without Circles) prevails in an ever increasing 
majority. Nine new ULCW groups were organized in 1956 and others in the pre- 
convention months of 1957. A total offering of $33,756.88 was received during 1956 
and a proposed budget of $35,000 will be presented at the May, 1957 Convention. 
This represents the “over and above” giving of our women, most of which, sent 
through the General Organization of ULCW, goes through the Boards of our United 
Lutheran Church to further the many causes of the Church at Home, and Abroad. A 
sum is also given to our Synod as Aid to Mission Churches and, to promote the 
cause of full time Christian Service, a sum will be set aside as Student Aid in our 
Synod. 

Through the Committee of Christian Service, which includes in its scope all that 
we as women do in the life of a congregation and its outreach, local, Synodical, 
Home and Over-Seas missions, it is hoped that channels of Christian service will be 
found to interest EVERY WOMAN and thus draw her into a more active participation 
in the life of the Church. Recognizing ourselves as a PART of the CHURCH, and 
interested in all of its program, our prayer is that through this Organization of ULCW, 
EVERY woman may be drawn into a richer Christian fellowship and spiritual expe- 
rience, that she may grow in vision as to the scope of the Mission of the Church and 
may thus offer her life, her talents and her gifts to promote the work of OUR SAVIOR 
that HIS WAY MAY BE KNOWN ON EARTH, HIS SAVING HEALTH AMONG ALL

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH MUSIC 


During the year 1957, the principle activities of the Committee have been, as in 
past years, the assistance of pastors and churches, music committees, directors, 
organists, et al, when called upon to give advice or make suggestions in matters 
pertaining to the music and worship of the church. Numerous inquiries regarding 
such things as vestments, suitable anthems, personnel, remuneration for professional 
musicians, etc., have been received and answered wherever possible. We hope the 
Committee can continue to be of assistance in these matters, and will welcome in- 
quiries directed to the Chairman or any member of the Committee. 


In addition the Committee has consulted with the host church in preparing for 
the Synodical communion service, as directed in the By Laws. We desire to express 
our appreciation to the pastor and the responsible persons at First Lutheran Church, 
Glendale, for making the Communion service possible. 


We are happy to have received information from the Department of Worship of 
the United Lutheran Church in America regarding the introduction of the new 
Hymnal. According to our information the services from the Hymnal will be pre-printed 
in booklet form so that pastors, church musicians, choirs and congregations can 
become acquainted with them before the formal introduction of the book on Advent 
Sunday, 1957. Preceding general distribution of this booklet there will be area meet- 
ings for pastors, church musicians, choirs, etc., at which the services will be explained 
and suggestions made for their proper rendition. Recordings will also be available. 
Synodical Music Committees will bear major responsibility for the area meetings and 
the general promotion of the service book, and the expense for these area meetings 
will have to be borne by Synod. We, therefore, recommend the following: 


Recommended, that Synod look with favor upon the plans of the Department of 
Worship of the United Lutheran Church in America for the introduction of the new 
Common Service Book, and assure the Department of its hearty cooperation and that 
of the pastors, church musicians, and members of the congregations of Synod, to the 
end that the new Hymnal may be properly introduced throughout Synod, to the 
greater glory of God and the furtherance of the work of the Kingdom.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


Each year new gains are made on our Synodical territory in the field of Social 
Welfare. During the past year we have grown both extensively and intensively. 


The Lutheran Welfare Service of Northern California, Rev. A. E. Syverud, Ex- 
ecutive Director, with headquarters at 1445 Valencia St., San Francisco, has area 
offices at 1749 Grove St., Berkeley; 3973 No. Cedar St., Fresno; and 1126 18th St., 
Sacramento. Rev. R. E. Bayless is the Director for the Sacramento area. Rev. Leroy B, 
Futscher is the Director of Chaplaincy for Northern California. 

The Lutheran Welfare Service of Southern California, Dr. Frederick A. Smith, 
Executive Director, has its office at 2221 S. Grand Ave., Los Angeles. Staff member 
Rev. Paul Wharton serves as Chaplain at the California and the Santa Monica Hos- 
pitals. Rev. Arthur Holst is the Chaplain for Donald Sharp Memorial Community 
Hospital of San Diego. A new member of the staff, Rev. Morris Peterson, became full- 
time Institutional Chaplain for Los Angeles County General Hospital on January 1, 
1957, Sister Edna Schmid, who began her work with the aged on July 1, 1956, has 
for some time been carrying a capacity load. 

Other interest developments of Lutheran Welfare Service of Southern California 
during the past year has been the part it has had in helping to establish the Carlsbad 
by the Sea Home for the aged under the auspices of Lutheran Services of San Diego. 
Members of our Synod who have represented us on the House of Delegates of the 
Lutheran Hospital Society have been Pastors Chris Meyer and Holand. Notable gains 
have also been made in contributions for Southern Welfare by individuals giving 
through AID. 

In Tucson, Arizona, Christian instruction and worship is given for nearly eighty 
children from the Arizona School for the Deaf and Blind through Our Saviour’s Church, 
George Spindt, pastor. A program which includes visitation in the Veteran's Hospital, 
test homes and trailer visitation in Tucson has been developed through a grant-in-aid 
from the Board of Social Missions of the ULC, with Mr. Duane Jensen employed to 
do this work. 

Dr. C. Franklin Koch, who within the past year retired as Executive Secretary of 
the Board of Social Missions of the ULCA, is now residing in Tucson, where as Asso- 
ciate Pastor of Our Saviour’s Church, he is aiding in the Social Missions work of 
that area. His presence on our territory will enhance the cause of Social Missions. 
Your Committee makes the following recommendations: 


1. That we go on record again as expressing appreciation to the Board of Social 
Missions of the ULCA for grants extended to the agencies on our territory. Requests 
should be made for further aid for the year 1958 in view of the special needs of our 
agencies, and the population trends which create many welfare problems. 

2. That as soon as is practical one day meeting be held in major cities of our 
territory. The purpose of the meetings would be to inform the Pastors of the various 
agencies (Church, private and public) that are ready to assist them in their social 
welfare problems, (Pastors from other Lutheran bodies might also be invited to these 
meetings.) 

8. That our Synod participate as fully as possible in such ‘Faith and Life 
Institutes’ as may be outlined for the coming year by the Social Missions Committee. 
Consideration was given to such a program at an all-day meeting on April 11 with 
the following participating: Dr. Harold C. Letts, Dr. E. Theodore Bachmann, and 
Pastors Otto Bremer, Clifford Holand, John Simmons and John Stump. The meeting is 
set for January 10-12 at the Miramar Hotel in Santa Barbara, California. 

4, That we pray for and participate as much as possible in such national and 
international gatherings as the School on Race Relations to be held June 24-28 on 
the campus of Wittenberg College, and the Lutheran World Conference on Social 
Responsibility to be held at Wittenberg, August 7-10, 1957, and 

That we designate Pastors Jack Knight and Morgan Edwards as our Synod 
representatives to the School on Race Relations at Wittenberg College. 

That we designate Dr. Fred Smith, as our Synod’s representative to the Lutheran 
World Conference on Social Responsibility.

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REPORT OF THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY BOARD 


The Seminary thankfully reports advances in every area of its concern during the 
last year. The Board of Directors, augmented through the addition of four members 
as agreed to by the Synod at its 1956 meeting, now consists of 12 regularly elected 
members (three laymen and three clergymen from each of the two Synods) plus 
ex-officio, the President of each of the Synods, and advisory—the Executive Secretary 
of the ULC’s Board of Higher Education. The Rev. Mark A. Getzendaner is the new 
president of the Board, as the successor of the late Rev. John L. Sawyer. 


STUDENTS 


The student body included 58 undergraduates: 27 Juniors, 10 Middlers, 11 Interns, 
8 Seniors, and two part-time special students. Eight seniors were to graduate at the 
Seminary’s fifth commencement service at St. Michael's Church, Berkeley on the 
evening of May 9, 1957. It is expected that the 1957-58 student body will be somewhat 
larger than the current group. Cooperation, commitment, and humility marked the 
spirit of the total Seminary community. The academic work of the students was of 
superior order and the general morale of the Seminary family was high. 


The interne program is developing strongly. The values, both to pastor-congre- 
gation and to the student, potentially great, are in practice demonstrating themselves 
as realizable. The next year or two will see the iniern program really coming into 
its own, with every ministerial student spending the third year of his training in a 
parish under the instruction of the pastor, and returning to the Seminary for his 
fourth (Senior) year of undergraduate instruction, 


FACULTY 


The Faculty worked as a team. The Rev. Dr. Victor R. Gold, associate professor 
of Old Testament, is fitting strongly into our teaching program. His coming, on a full- 
time basis, again gives us four full-time faculty members; they continue to be assisted 
by three part-time instructors. The status of the Rev. Paul E. Moreniz, M.D., assistant 
professor of Pastoral Care, was regularized by the Board’s formal call to him, and 
the call's acceptance by him, effective as of September 1, 1957. The Rev. Dr. Edgar 
C. Cooper, formerly president of the Southern Seminary rendered devoted service as 
Chaplain and instructor during the Fall and Winter Quarters, on an unsalaried vol- 
untary basis. The Board has authorized the calling of an additional full-time Faculty 
taember to serve in the functional field, especially in the teaching of Christian 
Education. 


GRADUATE PROGRAM 


The post-graduate program enrolled fifteen students during the year. Fourteen of 
these took the Tuesday courses during the regular academic year. One student, the 
Rev. Devanesan Rajarigam, of India, gave himself to full-time graduate study on the 
campus, and became the first candidate to receive the Master of Theology degree 
from PLTS. 

The 1956 Summer Program was limited to one 3-week term. 


The 1957 Summer Program for Pastors is offering a strong group of courses, and 
an augmented teaching staff, Dr. Richard R. Caemmerer of Concordia Seminary, St. 
Louis and Dr, W. Kent Gilbert of the ULC’s Board of Parish Education, Philadelphia, 
will be our guest professors, and will assist our own Faculty during the two terms; 
June 24 to July 12, and July 15 to August 2. The Board has made provision for a 
limited number of summer tuition scholarships, available to pastors, upon application 
' to and approval by the President of Synod. 


COURSES FOR WOMEN 


The Board also approved the strengthening of the Seminary’s provision for the 
training of women. New courses, augmenting the current offerings of the curriculum, 
will help to prepare suitable candidates for full-time service to the Church in the 
area of Christian Education and general parish service. Women, basically qualified 
and presenting the Bachelor’s degree, at the time of admission may earn the Master's 
degree in Christian education during two years of resident study. Women without 
the Bachelor’s degree may if otherwise strongly qualified be enrolled as special 
students and will receive training calculated to fit them for stronger service as church 
workers. The Board and Faculty see the need of the Church for more trained women 
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as urgent, and believe the Synod should adopt increasingly strong measures to find 
more candidates for full-time Christian service—not only men for the ministry, but 
women of comparable spirit and gifts, to serve the Church in the work of its parishes. 


WOMEN’S AUXILIARY 


The Seminary’s Auxiliary during the year 1956 reached a total membership of 
1670, the highest since it was organized five years ago, contributed generously to the 
support of Seminary projects, and during 1957 is providing»important Library items 
(charging desk, catalog card file cabinet) and three scholarships of $250 each—two 
for our Synod and one for the Pacific Synod to be awarded to qualifying young 
women of the two Synods who feel the call and who are admitted to the Seminary as 
candidates for the Master’s degree in Christian Education. 


LIBRARY 


Through the coming of Miss Margaret Sihler, A.B., BLS, MA, the Seminary’s 
Library is again enjoying full-time professional direction. The Library's stock of books 
has grown steadily, and is now beyond the 10,000 total. Its shelves have comfort- 
able room for no more than five or six thousand volumes. The Board is planning to 
begin with the construction of additional library facilities the moment the money is 
available, and is grateful that the Synods are taking steps to provide the $100,000 
(approximately) of additional money needed to pay for the building. 


FINANCES 


As of March 15, the Treasurer reported about $33,000 on hand in the construc- 
tion fund, of which about $20,000 is earmarked for campus development, including 
roadways, walkways, parking, and recreation areas. 


The Seminary is free of debt. The Treasurer’s report attached hereto shows that 
the Synods and the Board of Higher Education made large contributions as provided 
by their budgets, toward the school’s operating needs. The Seminary operated within 
its budget, and is grateful that it has the boon of a moderate-size working balance in 
its operating fund, so that its bills may be paid promptly and the credit of the school 
and the good name of the Synod preserved. ‘Friends of the Seminary” in the East 
and in the West continue to make their needed and appreciated annual gifts to the 
school. Without their special gifts the school’s progress could hardly have been as 
rapid as it has been. Without the promise of their further gifts, the future would hardly 
be as bright as we see it now! 


ANNUAL THEOLOGICAL CONFERENCE 


Two years of experience with the annual Theological Conference project have 
shown the basic pattern to be good. The attendance total at the 1957 conference 
reached our best expectations, and was not much smaller than that of the year 
before when the pastors of both Synods enjoyed the synodically provided travel 
subsidy, making attendance a quasi-official assignment for pastors. 


In view of the rich gains that accrue to pastors who attend, and the importance 
of having our West Coast pastors meet for fellowship and inspiration on their Sem- 
inary’s campus from time to time, it is the Seminary’s hope that the Synod will 
authorize its Executive Committee to arrange for appropriate travel subsidies for 
1958 attendance at the Seminary's theological conference. The Conference dates are 


January 21 to 23, 1958, 

The Seminary’s Board joins the Faculty and students in fervent thanksgiving to 
God for His continued blessing upon the work, and also thanks the Synods, with their 
pastors and congregations, the ULC’s Board of Higher Education, the Women’s 
Auxiliary, and the ‘Friends’ here on the Coast and in other parts of the land, for 
their generous support of the Seminary. 


The dream of many years has become a solid fact: through five years of alert 
expanding service the Seminary has established itself as an institution of which the 
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Synods, indeed West Coast Lutheranism as a whole may well be proud, and about 
which we may all confidently believe that the next half-decade and the years beyond 
will be brighter still.

Pastor Franklin Schott, Chairman presented the Report of the Stewardship Com- 
mittee. 


REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


Stewardship—'"’Living Our Christian Faith’—a companion to “Evangelism” is one 
of the two foundation stones of the Christian Church. What*we do with our life after 
we say “I Believe in God the Father and the Son and the Holy Spirit’ is accountable 
unto God. 

Service to the Lord is our daily living pattern. Daily service is a must on the 
part of each one who confesses that Jesus Christ is Lord, This service must be in a 
total relationship to all our living—our job, our home, with our neighbor and through 
our Church. Our total being must be dedicated to the Almighty Father. 


The witnessing through the various channels of life’s activities tells the story of 
Christian Faith in action. The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific Southwest 
joined with sister synods in The United Lutheran Church to go over the 100 per cent 
mark in its gift to the U.L.C.A. This year our benevolence giving to the United 
Lutheran Church reached 105.35 per cent which helped to produce the largest income 
of the U.L.C.A.—$7,115,049.66. Our Lutheran World Action receipts contributed to the 
over 100 per cent for this cause. Total monies received by the U.L.C.A. amounted to 
$10,011,720.00 which included special needs of $1,582,244.00. The Special Needs of 
the Pacific Southwest Synod reached a total of $75,308.49 or 76.9 per cent. Allowing 
$1,024.21 for promotion expenses, the net receipts of $74,284.28 was distributed to 
the following: California Lutheran Home for the Aged, $57,258.32; Lutheran Student 
Work, $1,545.11; and Midland College, $15,480.85. For the work of the Synod the 
Churches contributed $308,402.75 or 100.3 per cent of the 1956 apportionment. 


Nineteen hundred fifty-seven will be heralded as ‘Stewardship Sector Plan Year.” 
A plan devised by The Lutheran Layman’s Movement to help each congregation raise 
its sights in the field of Stewardship through the use of “self-examination” and ‘’Do-It- 
Yourself’ program. Initial meetings with pastors and laymen have laid the ground- 
work for this task. The success of the program will only come about as pastors and 
laymen work together for Christ and His kingdom. 


Stewardship “helps'’ are available. New material is produced each year. The 
many films of past years are still available. "The Candle Maker’ a new 15-minute 
color cartoon on Stewardship, will be available soon. 


Your Chairman was privileged to share in the Annual Conference of Stewardship 
Secretaries and as a member of the Allocations Commiitee. The tremendous need of 
the Church just can’t be stressed too strongly. 


In the year 1958 the United Lutheran Church in America seeks an increased 
budget of $15,000,000.00. Great things are being planned for the Church. We will want 
to be a part of this expanding program. 


The Committee would call to the attention of each Pastor, Church Council and 
members of Stewardship Committees the wonderful aids made available by The 
Lutheran Layman’s Movement for Stewardship. A debt of gratitude is cwed to this 
Organization for its service to the congregation. The Synod must express its apprecia- 
tion to the LLM for the much needed assistance which comes from the materials 
and guidance of its various representatives. 


Lutheran World Action continues as an on going program. A program which 
demands our continued support and prayers. The clothing, financial helps and prayers 
which we give in response to this call is just another way we have in saying "I Love 
You"’—to our brethern around the world. 


The California Lutheran Home for the Aged at Alhambra, Midland College and 
The Lutheran Student Work are our special responsibility at Home.” The expression 
of our love to these organizations in terms of financial assistance is being counted 


upon. Youth and the aged are grateful to the Syned as we its members express our 
love in action. 


The results of 1956 were indeed gratifying. God has sh

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH VOCATIONS 


“The harvest is plentiful, but the laborers are few; pray therefore the Lord of 
the harvest to send out laborers into his harvest.’ Matthew 9:37, 38. 

During the past year it has been the privilege of this Committee to assist twelve 
more young men in becoming certified as students for the ministry in our Synod. 

In addition to this ten other young men have filed their applications and are in 
various stages of the process of becoming so certified. 

While we are far from satisfied, this is nonetheless occasion for much rejoicing 
knowing as we do of the critical and ever growing need for pastors, knowing also 
the joys which shall accrue to these young men as they enter into the parish ministry, 
and knowing also of the blessings which shall be brought through them, to countless 
souls during the course of their ministry. 

The churches of our Synod and particularly our pastors, are to be commended, 
but must never relax in their search for the finest of our young men who will be 
willing to heed the Master’s call for pastors. We need never apologize for seeking only 
the finest of our young men; only the strongest will be able to stand, and only the 
most dedicated will be found worthy. 

Again we appeal to our pastors that when such young men are found their 
names be brought to the attention of this Committee. In this way the prayers of 
others will be added to those of the pastor that God will make His will clear and 
that the individual involved will be receptive to His leading. Also the Synod will do 
everything within its abilities to be of such assistance as may be necessary through 
the several years of preparation for the ministry. 

Through this Committee the Pacific Southwest Synod has provided emergency 
financial assistance in cases of proven need, in the amount of $1,747.10. 


The Chairman of this Committee was privileged to deliver two addresses to the 
Luther League Presidents’ Conference on the theme of Christian Vocations. 

The Synod is’ reminded of its responsibility also to seek out our finest young 
women for the work of the Diaconate, for services as Parish Visitors and Parish 
Secretaries. Information concerning the AIDS program (Associates in Deaconess 
Service) both as to filling requirements of the local congregation and also in direct- 
ing our women towards this field of service may be obtained from the Board of 
Deaconess Work, through Sister Louise Burroughs.

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Pastor Garman, Chairman, presented the Report of the Parish Education 
Committee. : 


REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


The Parish Education Committee of Synod was reorganized on September 5, 1956 
in Los Angeles, in accord with the special Study Committee’s report on Parish Educa- 
tion and the Lutheran Leadership Training Program, which was adopted by the 65th 
Annual Convention of Synod, 

Since that time, four general committee meetings have been held with excellent 
attendance, and the Committee has given special consideration to the following areas 
in planning the program for the year ahead: Leadership Education, Children’s Work, 
Youth Work, Adult Work, Audio-Visual Aids in Christian Education, Enlistment, 
Camps, and Summer Assemblies. A special committee has been appointed to serve 
with the Executive Committee of Synod on the matter of calling a full-time Director 
of Christian Education. A report about this call will be given at the coming meeting 
of Synod, 


Almost three hundred Church School teachers and administrative assistants, 
attended the last Church School Workers Institutes, which were held in various areas 
of Synod. Dr. W. Kent Gilbert, Dr. S. White Rhyne, and the Rev. J. William Wahl, 
represented the Board of Parish Education. Excellent reaction has been received 
from all areas of the Church about these Institutes, and there is the plan to continue 
them during 1957 on the week end of September 14 and 15. It is hoped that all Con- 
ferences will follow up these Institutes with Leadership Training courses, centered 
in the local parish. 


Through the efforts of the Rev. John D. Foerster and Miss Mary Haemmerle, 
the Audio-visual Library of our Synod has been catalogued, and many film strips 
and recordings have been purchased for use by our congregations. The Library is 
now filed in the Synodical office, and your requests should go there, A directory 
of Audio-visual materials that are available, can be obtained from the Synodical 
Office. 


Pre-Confirmation Rallies have gained many enthusiastic supporters throughout 
the Synod. The Rev. Gerald Pedersen, one of our Committee members, has given this 
program excellent direction. We have now set the fourth Sunday in Lent for our Pre- 
Confirmation Rallies each year and, during 1957, we plan to have simultaneous 
rallies in 11 areas of Synod. 


Our sub-committee on camping, which includes Pastors John Foerster, Harry 
Durkee, and Garrett Genszler, have done intensive work on the total camping pro- 
gram for Synod. Many conferences have already been held under the direction of 
this Committee, about the future Leadership Training Program of Synod as it is de- 
veloping on a Conference basis. This Committee has reviewed the plans and made 
suggestions for the Mount Cross Bible Camp, the new Camp Yolijwa at Oak Glen, 
the Pine Cross Lutheran Bible Camp of the Arizona Conference, and the Camp 
Yolijwa of Hawaii. 


There is an indication that the Augustana Lutheran Church will be participating 
in the 1958 Camping program at Yolijwa, and an invitation has been extended to 
the American Lutheran Church to have their young people go to our Camp at 
Yolijwa during 1957. 


We are continuing the exploration of how we can further combine our camping 
efforts, in cooperation with other National Lutheran Council programs. 


Important conferences were scheduled between a representative committee of 
the Parish Education group and the sponsors and Executive Committee of our Synodi- 
cal Luther League. Closer integration of our Youth program has been developed with 
the full cooperation of our Synodical Luther League, as to times and frequency of 
their Rallies and Retreats. The Parish Education Committee is forming a committee 
which will give guidance as to the policy of the Synodical and Conference League 


programs, and interpret the League programs to the Synodical and Conference League 
Executive Committees. 


Much concern has been evidenced by the Committee about the relationship of 
the Pastor to the Sunday School. Studies are being made about this, and it is hoped 
that this can be dramatized at the next meeting of Synod. 
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Conferences were held in relationship to the coming meeting of Parish Workers 
and full time Church Workers, other than Pastors, which will be held at the Pacific 
Lutheran Theological Seminary in Berkeley, from June 16 to 19. This is an inter- 
Synodical meeting and information of this should go to those interested. 

Successful Vacation Church School Workshops were held this past year, under 
the direction of Chairman Pastor Harry Durkee. This program will continue in 1957 
and will gain momentum, with the following members of the Parish Education Board 
appearing personally to promote this program: Mrs, Mabel B. Fenner, Pastor Frank 
Klos, and Dr. Gustave Wiencke. 

For a number of months, the Committee has been studying the integrated pro- 
gram of Church and Sunday School. Many Churches are now using various methods 
of family worship and Church School simultaneously, multiple Church School hours, 
and variations of that approach. The Committee feels that Churches should be 
advised io retain the two-fold emphasis in their programs, that of instruction and 
worship. If there is a combined program in parishes, the importance of the Adult 
Church School department should not be minimized. 

The study of our Syncd has revealed that there are 2039 Church School and 
Week Day staff members, with 1107 of them receiving the Parish School magazine 
regularly. Our Committee has made a strong recommendation that all individual 
Church Schools throughout the Synod, follow the policy of giving a subscription to 
the Parish School magazine to each Church School and Week Day staff member. 

Those who have been serving on the Parish Education Committee of Synod 
during 1956 include: Pastors Titus R. Scholl, John D. Foerster, Gerald O. Pedersen, 
Harry D. Durkee, Kenneth E. Hartzheim, and Dr. Garrett F. Genszler, and these lay 
members: Mr. John E. Miller, Miss Virginia Butt, Miss Vera Karrow, Miss Mary 
Haemmerle, Mr. Glenn Lundeen, Mrs. William Rasmussen and Mrs. Robert Wheatley.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF 
THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 


More than ever we can be proud of our Home for the Aged! We are providing 
a Christian ministry that is important and we are doing it in a way that brings 
credit to our Synod and our Church. 

The Board of Directors has met regularly and has supervised the ae, oe 
gratifying program of caring for our aged family. We believe that we na can ie 
pleased with the results this past year. Briefly outlined, here are some o z= imp 
tant objects of concern that are appropriate to share at this Convention time. 
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1. The New Wing has been completed and it stands as an impressive witness 
of our foith in the program. The Cornerstone was laid on April 8, 1956 and 
the finished building was dedicated on February 17, 1957. The new facilities 
will make it possible to care for approximately fifty guests plus staff. 


2. The Special Needs program for 1956 was only partially successful and there- 
fore our Home is only partially as strong financially as it should be. Our 
concern is that a way be found to complete the entire Special Needs program 
in some way so that our program will not be jeopardized in any way. Until 
this is done our temporary program of financing provides an adequate safe- 
guard of our investment. “ 

3. During this past year our average guest list was approximately thirty with 

- q total of thirty-nine guests given care before the new wing was opened. 
These guests were given the finest in Christian atmosphere and were pro- 
vided with opportunities of worship, counseling and fellowship under the 
leadership of the Superintendent. 


4. The Rev. Ralph E. Rangeler, Superintendent, has represented the Home in 
many churches of Synod but the Board urges more congregations to take 
advantage of his services. 


5. The circulation of "The Sunset Herald,” our official quarterly news sheet, 
has been increased and it is urged that all congregations keep their members 
informed by distributing this paper diligently throughout the membership. 


6. "Home for the Aged Sunday” is the second Sunday in November (in 1957 it 
will be November 10) but even if another Sunday in November is chosen, 
each congregation is asked to reserve that special day and use the promo- 
tional materials and the personnel provided by the Home. 

7. Our gratitude is sincere for the help of the Staff, the good work of the various 
chapters of our Women’s Fellowship and the enthusiastic support and interest 
of the thousands of friends who have dedicated themselves to the task of 
oe a Christian Home for the Aged that is a great credit to the Kingdom 
of God. 


If there is any weakness in our program at our California Lutheran Home for 
the Aged, it might be found where there is a lack of familiarity of pastors and people 
with the ministry we are providing through this fine Institution. It is our conviction 
that each pastor and member of our churches has a responsibility to know well what 
our ministry at the Home can accomplish. We feel that there con be no excuse for 


anyone who is without enthusiastic support of all that our Synod is doing for our 
aged loved ones.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONS 


During the year basic Constitution requirements were discussed with several of 
the pastors during the organizational period of their new congregations. 


The proposed Constitution for Holy Cross Congregation at Pedro Valley was 
studied and returned for one required, two suggested and one correctional change. 


Suggested material was submitted to the Executive Committee of Synod to assist in 


their study of certain possible changes in procedure that are outlined in the present 
Constitution, 
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Temple Lutheran Church, San Francisco discovered that their original Constitu- 
tion was missing. Our Committee assisted them in their handling of the whole matter, 
including the adoption of a current Constitution. This new Constitution, which is based 


on the model ULCA Constitution, has been approved by this Committee. WE RECOM- 
MEND that Synod approve their new Constitution. 


We conferred with the pastor of First Lutheran Church, San Diego, before they 
submitted a proposed change in their Constitution for action by the congregation, 
Their change is proper and we RECOMMEND that Synod approve the change made 
in the Constitution of First Lutheran Church, San Diego. 


The proposed constitution for Prince of Peace Congregation, Saratoga, Calif,, has 
been found in order and WE RECOMMEND the admission of this congregation to 
Synod, subject to approval of the Executive Committee. 


After some correspondence to clear up several minor, but unacceptable points, 
this committee has approved the proposed constitution of Faith Lutheran Church, San 
Rafael, Calif., and RECOMMEND their admission to Synod, subject to the approval of 
the Executive Committee. 


We again point out the advisability of taking the necessary steps to properly 
change the name of Synodical affiliation from the former “California Synod” to the 
current name of our Synod. No congregation has informed us of this constitutional 
change within the last year. We also suggest that each congregation within the 
group organized more than forty years ago make certain their Charter from the State 
is one IN PERPETUITY and not one of the former FIFTY YEAR charters; this is impor- 
tant and could cause serious tax problems. 

The Committee recommends that Synod amend ARTICLE III, SECTION 2, Para- 
graph 2 of the Constitution by inserting a comma (,) after the word "ministers," striking 
the following word “and,” and striking the word “over,” strike final period (.) and 
add “and all full-time and part-time officers and other employees of Synod.”

The proposed Constitution and By Laws for St. Philip's, Pacoima and Prince of 
Peace, Sepulveda were found in order and we recommend the admission of these 
congregations, subject to approval of the Executive Committee,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


The Committee on Student Work conducted the census of students from congrega- 
tions of Synod attending institutions of higher learning. This work had been carried 
out by a Synodical committee of the Women’s Missionary Society, but under the 
new program of the women’s work, the Student Census was requested of Synod 
directly by the Board of Higher Education of the ULCA. 
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The Committee met in the office of Synod on February 6, 1957. The following 


recommendations were drawn up, and at the suggestion of President Tambert, were 
forwarded to the area presidents of the NLC churches for consideration by the Council 
of Presidents. These recommendations need to be considered on an NLC basis:

Request Parish Education Committee to give full study to greater emphasis on 
Lutheran doctrine of vocations. 

Request coordination be set up between Student Committee and Parish Edu- 
cation Committee of Synod (perhaps member of Student Committee ex-officio on 
Parish Education Committee). 

Request Western Secretary of the Division of Colleges*and Universities’ work of 
the National Lutheran Council to coordinate a study of the three area Founda- 
tions of Lutheran Student Work, giving guidance to the program of the campus 
ministries on the territory of Synod, taking cognizance of the projected growth 
up to 1970 in these institutions of higher education. 

Request permission be made in the budget of Synod to develop a study of re- 
sponsibilities of this Committee as outlined below. 

Request the name of this Committee be ‘Committee of College and University 
Work,” with the following responsibilities: 


A. Represent the concern of Synod in institutions of higher education. Be con- 
versant with the educational policies of state colleges and universities on 
territory of Synod, to seek ways and means of bringing adequate Christian 
philosophy to bear upon the students’ lives. 

B. Represent the concern of Synod for Christian nurture of all ULCA studenis on 
campuses in the territory of Synod. 

1. Develop adequate campus ministries on every campus in territory of Synod. 
2. Secure annual student census. 
3. Apply adequate referral system for campus contact pastors. 

C. Maintain supervisory responsibility in the work of Lutheran Student Founda- 
tions on the territory of Synod (including program, personnel, facilities, and 
budget). 

D. Interpret to Synod needs and opportunities of work among students and 
faculties in institutions of higher education on territory of Synod. 


1. Keep before Pastors and congregations their responsibility: 
a. to interpret Lutheran concept of vocations. 
c. to follow the student, away from home, with continuous concern for 
his Christian nurture, 
c. to encourage every student, at home or away from home, to take ad- 
vantage of the campus ministry. 
2. Keep before Synod its responsibility: 
a. to provide adequate funds for this ministry. 
b. to provide Pastors and other trained personnel for this ministry. 
c. to provide adequate facilities for this ministry. 
d. to study the relationship between this campus ministry and the min- 
istry provided by the church-owned institutions of higher education. 


E. Define financial responsibilities for this ministry to Synod and congregations.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


By this time most of the congregations in Synod have participated in the Lutheran 
Evangelism Mission. In human terms, the results have been added to the rolls of our 
churches. Printed aids, conference, special personnel, money, among other assists 
have gone into this Lutheran Evangelism Mission which officially ends October 31, 
1957. In divine terms, in terms of the invisible church, the numbers remain unknown. 

Under the Board of Social Missions, some Regional Directors will carry on with 
Evangelism work for at least another two years after Ociober of this year. This is not 
part of the Lutheran Evangelism Mission. Follow through ‘must be the keynote for 
congregations in Synod.” ‘Year around” Evangelism must be more than a phrase 
tossed about by church committees and: boards. The imperative of Christ's ‘go ye” 
must be permitted to remain virtually ablaze in the hearts and minds of congregations’ 
Evangelism Committees and pastors .The intensity of such a blaze is considerably 
determined by the working of the Holy Spirit through the Means of Grace and Prayer. 

All area chairmen are urged to conduct follow-up meetings after area Missions, 
even as some areas have already done so. The Regional Director and members of 
this Committee will give of their time in these follow-up sessions whenever it is 
feasible, should such help be desired. It would be well if dates for these are cleared 
as early as possible with the Regional Director. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


That special prayers be given at this Convention for the Lutheran Evangelism 
Mission, for its continuance, for Evangelism committees in congregations, for a grow- 
ing spirit of Evangelism in Synod, for the unsaved, for more workers in Evangelism 
in our congregations, and thanks for the harvest yielded and persons who direct and 
are now engaged in this work.

The Report of the Committee on Foreign Missions was presented by the Chair- 
man, The Rev. George Flora, who distributed pamphlets regarding the work of the 


Board of Foreign Missions. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The committee has held no meetings during the year. The chairman has dis- 
tributed two films, ‘‘Kezele of Zor Zor’ and "In the Face of Jeopardy” to the churches. 
A film strip on Liberia was made available to each conference, but was shipped out 


late for the Epiphany appeal. 
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You will be gratified to learn that the total receipts for the 1956 Epiphany Appeal 
for work in Malaya amounted to $86,936.34. The Synod’s contribution was $1,432.38. 


The world mission study theme for 1958 will be ‘The Christian Mission in Japan.” 
The adult study book will be ‘Cross and Crisis in Japan’ by Dr. Charles W. Iglehart. 
There will be many printed and visual aids available on this subject. We are joining 
with several other mission boards in introducing a new 16mm film in color bearing 
the title “Younger Brother—A son of Japan.” This will run approximately thirty min- 
utes and the rental cost to United Lutheran Church congregations will be $8.00, which 
represents a reduction of $4.00 from the regular price. We are planning to have 
twenty prints of the film available during the summer. There will also be several 
film strips suitable to the needs of various age groups in the Sunday School and 
Weekday School educational program. 

In 1958 the Epiphany emphasis will be the raising of funds to assist the Lutheran 
Church in Japan to establish three church camps in the Kyushu, Kansai and Kanto 
areas. These camps will be used for retreats by pastors and laymen, Luther League 
and women’s groups conferences, Sunday School and kindergarten teacher training 
workshops, organists’ and choir directors’ institutes, and the development of youth 
programs in the Church. The goal for the appeal will be $85,000.

We remember that as the Church of the Living God, we are totally dependent 
upon the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. His grace alone plants faith within our hearts 
and power to do His holy will. Every area of our Synod's work must be motivated by 
this understanding and conviction. There is no congregation, institution, committee, or 
specially authorized project by the Synod itself which can receive the blessing of our 
Heavenly Father unless it is activated by His grace. As we enter into our Synodical 
Convention and plan for another future year, this becomes a sobering and very exciting 
prospect for us all. He gives the Vision and the Task, and He is the Hope of the World. 
With deep humility and with a sense of sincere gratitude, we assemble before His 
Throne and seek His favor in these days. 


OUR HOST CHURCH 


We are happy indeed to have as our host Church, Christ Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of Pacific Beach, San Diego, the Rev. Quentin P. Garman, pastor, Organized 
in 1947, it has grown from a charter membership of 101 to a congregation of 981 com- 
muning members as of December 31, 1957. The congregation assumed total self-sup- 
port January 1, 1956. Under the inspiring leadership of Pastor Garman, it has had 
many major building fund drives almost continuous since the organization date. The 
congregation's fertile growth and program has been an inspiration to all the congre- 
gations of our Synod. 


The first day of our 67th Annual Synodical Convention will be held in the sanctu- 
ary of the Church. The succeeding days will be held in the Palm Room of the U. S.

Fellow Workers in Christ: 


The Pacific Southwest Synod moves ahead in rapid strides. This year was no ex- 
ception with a growth of 2,355 communicant members (8.42%). With much stint and 
pulling, we managed to eke over the 30,000 communicants mark. We had to have the 
help of three new missions organized before the end of 1957 and Synod’s meeting last 
year. Nevertheless, 30,028 communicants represents a doubling of the Synod’s member- 
ship in eight years and a tripling in twelve years. 

However, there was an indication of quite a bit of cutting back of rolls, probably 
due to the ULCA Double Apportionment. Thirty percent of the congregation showed a 
net loss in communing membership ranging from one to seventy. Our 110 congregations 
teceived 7,880 adults into confirmed membership during 1957, but we lost 5,001. More 
than one-half of these were just dropped from the rolls. 

The figures that should concern us greatly are in our Sunday Schools. The 102 
congregations on the rolls of Synod at the beginning of 1957 showed a net gain of 
308 Sunday School pupils or an average of three per congregation, Two out of every 
five congregations reported net losses totalling 1,449. The eight new congregations had 
enrollments totalling 739. This helped us to grow past the 22,000 mark, doubling the 
figure of eight years ago. 

The percentage of confirmed members who communed increased gain to an all- 
time high of 77.64%. Total expenditures of all the churches topped three million dollars 
or about $100 per communing member for all purposes. Twenty-eight congregations 
grew into the next larger hundred communing members. Five congregations showed 
increases of 50%, seven showed increases of 30% and 23 showed gains of 10%.

Subscription totals for our Synod in recent years were as follows: 1951—1745; 
1952—2585; 1953—2792; 19543433; 1955—4212; 1956—4415; 1957—7127. Sub- 
scriptions as of February 20, for 1958, had reached a total of 6135. Mr. Harry B. 
Ward, Circulation Manager for THE LUTHERAN writes, “As it looks now (Feb. 14), 
there should be a minimum increase of 1,000 in the Pacific Southwest Synod this 
year.’ Mr. Ward plans to attend our Convention at San Diego in May. 


At the time this report is being made, 24 congregations have sent in 100% 
subscription lists for every family in their membership. Six of these are new 100% 
congregations in 1958. When a congregation subscribes for every family, the rate 
drops to $1.86 per subscription per year over against the regular rate of $3.50. At 
this price it costs a little more than 3c (a postage stamp) per week to have “America’s 
Largest Weekly Protestant News Magazine” in our members homes. We are con- 
vinced that this item on our congregational budget is our best investment for getting 
a wide range of information about the Church to our people, and, among many other 


benefits, it is a weekly reminder that each is a member of the Lutheran Church— 
your Church. 


The cooperation of Pastors and Congregations in effectively using this tool of 
the Church is growing. We sincerely recommend that all seek to take full advantage 


of The Lutheran Synodical Plan” for the coming year and endeavor to have every 
family a subscriber.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH VOCATIONS 


During the year past it has been the high privilege of this Committee to assist 17 
men and women in becoming Certified Students for the Ministry of the Pacific Southwest 
Synod. With these additions, our list now contains the names of 59 persons who are in 
our colleges and seminaries preparing for service in the Church in response to the call 
of the Saviour. In this we rejoice and give thanks and praise to God Who continues to 
use men and women for the fulfillment of His purposes and for the extending of His 
kingdom unto the uttermost parts of the earth. 


Likewise we recognize the faithful witnessing of pastors and parents, of Sunday 
School teachers and others whom God has used and is using to speak to young men 
and women of our congregations that they may hear His voice and respond to His call. 


In addition to those already certified, this Committee is in contact with 30 more 
young men who have expressed manifest interest in the ministry as their life's service. 


In carrying out the directive of Synod to arrange a pulpit exchange on the theme, 
“Sons and Daughters for the Ministry’’ we are gratified that more than 90 percent of 
our congregations participated in this Good Shepherd Sunday emphasis. We are im- 
pressed with the statement that recruitment for the ministry is primarily involved in the 
giving to the Holy Spirit opportunity to speak to young men and women and we are 
grateful that Good Shepherd Sunday provided this opportunity in so widespread a 
manner throughout the Synod. May God richly bless the seed that was sown that it 
may bring forth much fruit! 

This Committee has also sought to be helpful to our students in a most tangible 
fashion in arranging financial assistance which is available in limited amounts and on 
the basis of proven need. During the year $3,541.10 from the Synodical budget was so 
distributed to certified students. In addition $595.91 was granted by the Board of Higher 
Education of the United Lutheran Church for travel allowance for students attending 
Midland College. We also recognize with much appreciation the contribution of the 
United Lutheran Church Men—Southern Conference, of $500 for financial assistance for 
our students. 

We commend to the careful study of all the Knubel-Miller lectures of Dr. Donald 
_R. Heiges on the subject, “Christian Vocation” as they were delivered at our Seminary 
and as they will be printed after revision by our Publication House. We likewise ex- 
press thanks to the United Lutheran Church for having made this study and this book 
possible. 

We would again appeal to the pastors of Synod to continue to seek out the finest 
young men and women to challenge and counsel concerning Christ's call for pastors 
and other workers in the Church. Then when pastors bring the names of these young 
people to the attention of this Committee, our Synod, through this Committee, will earn- 
estly seek in whatever way is possible, to be helpful to those who would serve our 
Lord in His Church.

REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 


"T am the resurrection and the life, saith the Lord. He that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and believeth in me, 
shall never die.” 

We bow our wills submissively to the will of our Heavenly Father, who, in His 
Infinite Mercy, has taken from our midst in the Church Militant to His Church Tri- 
umphant the souls of the following co-laborers of ours: 


THE REVEREND HARVEY MILTON LEECH: 


The Rev. Harvey Milton Leech was born February 9, 1869, in Mansfield, Ohio. 
He received his Bachelor of Arts Degree from Wittenberg College, with the Class of 
1891. The Master of Arts Degree and the Bachelor of Divinity Degree were conferred 
upon him by Hamma Divinity School in 1894. He was ordained that same year, and 
served congregations in Tipacanoe City, Ohio; Arcadia, Ohio; Bloomdale, Ohio; 
Charleroi, Pennsylvania; St. Mark’s Lutheran Church of Dubuque, Iowa; First Church 
of Oakland, California, from 1912-1913; in that year he organized St. Michael’s Church 
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of Berkeley and served it as Pastor until 1918. During the First World War he served 
as a civilian Chaplain from 1918 until 1923. He served his church ‘well as Northern 
California Chairman of World Service Campaign of the National Lutheran Council. 
He was preceded in death by his beloved wife in 1943. One son, Paul Leech, survives 
him. Pastor Leech became a resident of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged 
immediately upon its opening, and remained in the home until the time of his death 
on October 7, 1957. Memorial services were conducted for him in St. Michael's 
Lutheran Church of Berkeley on October 14th, with the Rev. H. Paul Schaeffer, 
Pastor, and the Rev. Donald E. Wagner, President of the Northern Conference, offici- 


ating. Interment at Mt. View Cemetery, Piedmont.

THE REVEREND JOHN EDWARD HOICK, D.D.: 


The Rev. John Edward Hoick, D.D., was born on September 27, 1866, at Oswego, 
New York, to Mr. and Mrs. Henry Hoick. Confirmed in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church 
of that city, he was shortly thereafter instrumental in helping organize an English 
speaking congregation of which he became a charter member. His scholastic training 
was received at Syracuse University and Gettysburg College from which he gradu- 
ated in 1891. In 1894 he graduated from Gettysburg Theological Seminary with high 
honors. He was ordained that same year by the New York and New Jersey Synod, 
and served for three and one half years as pastor of our Church at Ghent, N. Y, In 
1897 he attended the International Christian Endeavor Convention in San Francisco 
and became interested in California, and thus became receptive to an invitation to 
become pastor of the First Lutheran Church of San Diego which was extended to 
him shortly thereafter. Before leaving for the territory of our Synod, Pastor Hoick 
was married to Miss Grace Dietz on March 2, 1898. After eleven years of service in 
that congregation, he accepted a call to Grace Lutheran Church of San Jose, where 
he served for six and one-half years. St. Paul’s Lutheran Church of Los Angeles 
(now of Monterey Park) became his next field of service, During fourteen years of 
duty there, he established the work on a firm foundation. In 1930 he was called to 
St. Mark’s Lutheran Church of Los Angeles where he served faithfully for thirteen 
years. In 1938 he received the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity from Midland 
College. Three years later he became author of ‘‘Fruitage of Fifty Years,” a history 
of the California Synod’s first half century. 


Following his retirement from the pastorate in 1943, he was called to become 
Chaplain of the California Lutheran Hospitals in Los Angeles and Santa Monica, 
where he served for nearly eight years. Doctor Hoick served our Synod for six terms 
as President, besides having served fifteen years as Statistician and Chairman of 
the Committee on Ministerial Education for a similar period. Five times he repre- 
sented our Synod at our National Conventions. He was called home on November 
8th and services were held on November 12th at First Church, Los Angeles. He is 
survived by his wife and daughters, Mrs. Evelyn Bigsby of Hollywood; and Mrs. 
Marion Garber of San Diego; and also by three grandchildren, Mrs. Maralyn Moe, 
Miss Beverly Garber, and William Garber, One great grandchild, Gary Morgan 
Moe, also survives him. Officiating at his services were the Rev. Albert Schwertz, 
D.D.; the Rev. Arthur Knudien, Ph.D.; the Rev. Howard A. Anspach, D.D.; Dr. Rritz 
Heerman, and the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D., President of Synod. Interment was at 
Forest Lawn Memorial Park. 


THE REVEREND ALBERT LEE GROSECLOSE: 


The Rev. Albert Lee Groseclose, who was called home on March 3, 1958, was 
born February 15, 1875, at Ceres, Virginia, and attended Sharon College in his 
home town. Following his graduation, in 1894, he taught school in Virginia for six 
years, and another six years in Idaho. He felt the call to the Gospel Ministry and 
attended Western Seminary from which he graduated in 1909. He served the general 
Synod in Idaho and Washington as general missionary. He organized the Church 
of the Reformation at Pullman, Washington; and Sharon Church, at Arrow, Idaho. 
During this time, he regularly supplied seven parish stations and many outposts. 
Due to the distance from any Synod meeting, he was not ordained until 1911 by the 
Rocky Mountain Synod when it met in St, Paul’s Church, Denver, Colo. 

From 1918 to 1929, he served St. Paul's and St. Mark’s Congregations in the 
Norcatur-Long Island Parish, in Kansas. He also served Emanuel Congregation, near 
Stanford, Nebraska. Later he served Fairmount Church, Kansas City, Missouri, until 
1937, From 1938 until his death, he lived in Pasadena, supposedly in retirement. 
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However, for two years he served as interim pastor at Santa Barbara; and for two 
more years as interim pastor of St. Paul’s, Boyle Heights (now St. Paul's of Monterey 
Park). During these retirement years he made fourteen surveys, several for estab- 
lished congregations but mostly for new mission fields. He was a member of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Pasadena, where he served from 1948 to 1952 as Minister of 
Visitation. 


Funeral services were conducted at his home church on March 6, by his pastor, 
the Rev. Carl H. Moyer, assisted by the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D., President of 
Synod; and by two former pastors of Trinity Church, the Rev. H. Paul Romeis, D.D., 
and the Rev. Howard A. Anspach, D.D, Entombment followed at Mountain View 
Mausoleum, Pasadena, California, 


He is survived by his wife; a daughter, Mrs. John K. Smith of Pasadena; and 
five brothers, Grover, Edward, Huston and Marion, all of Juliaetta, Idaho; and 
brother William of Oregon City, Oregon. 

A fitting memorial service has been planned for this Convention of Synod for 
these our co-laborers.

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REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S FELLOWSHIP 
OF THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME 


The Women’s Fellowship continues to suport the California Lutheran Home for the 
Aged with its prayers, memorials, gifts and services. During the past year $1,710 was 
received in memorials and $2,770 was received from other sources. 

Efforts of the Women’s Fellowship this past year were directed toward the installa- 
tion of additional kitchen equipment and the refurbishing of Fellowship Hall and the 
east wing of the Home. The kitchen is now well equipped to serve the fifty guests of 
the Home with ease. Fellowship Hall and the large entrance hall have had new carpet 
laid wall to wall, and the walls have been painted. New drapes will be hung in the 
near future. After ten years of hard wear there is need of new mattresses, rugs, cur- 
tains, and many other items. The refurbishing will continue until the entire east wing 
is in excellent condition. 

Key Women are largely responsible for the success of the Women’s Fellowship. 
They keep the congregations informed about the needs of the Home, solicit memberships 
in the Fellowship, take care of the memorial gifts, sponsor the ingathering of food in 
the fall, and render many other countless services for the Home. Although most congre- 
gations have a Key Woman, the Synodical Director and the Presidents of the chapters 
are striving to have one in every congregation as soon as possible. 

The Synodical Director has atended the annual meetings of all the chapters and 
many other meetings that were held by the groups. The Director works under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Directors of the Home and tries to correlate the work of the chapters 
so that the best interests of the Home are served.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONS 


At the request of the President of Synod, the copy of the reprint of the Con- 
stitution and By Laws of Synod was checked against the previous official copy 
and all actions of Synod since the adoption of the present Constitution and By 
Laws. The presented reprint is correct and complete as of the opening date of 
this Convention of Synod. 
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Recommendation: al TA! 
1. The Executive Board of the ULCA (October 11-12, 1957) took action ‘‘to specify 


what constitutes a proper length of time a minister may be continued on the roll 
of synod while ‘waiting a call’.” Their action has been referred to each constitu- 
ent synod with the recommendation that it be included in the synodical constitu- 
tion by amendment: 

Therefore, WE RECOMMEND that ART Nine, PAR 9 be amended by the addition 
of two sentences reading “A minister awaiting a call to a new field of labor shall be 
given no more than two extensions of one year each of the original action recognizing 
him in that category. To assure that this last rule will be waived only under the most 
unusual circumstances, exceptions to it shall be made only by 2/3 vote of the Synod.” 

2. The California Lutheran Home for the Aged has requested approval for the 
amendment of their By Laws in order to regularize the organization of the Women’s 
Fellowship, already in existence: 

Therefore, WE RECOMMEND the approval of their amending their By Laws, ART 
Three, by the addition of SECTION 15, reading ‘The Board of Directors shall have au- 
thority to establish an Auxiliary for the California Lutheran Home for the Aged and to 
elect the Synodical Director of the Auxiliary. This Auxiliary shall be responsible to the 
Board of Directors.” 

3. St. John’s Ev. Lutheran Church of Glendale, Arizona, through Pastor Harry 
Baertschi have submitted information that they have adopted the suggesied Constitu- 
tion for Congregation. The variable factors of their Constitution have been examined 
and found to be in accord with requirements of Synod. WE RECOMMEND the approval 
of their constitution. 

4. Grace Lutheran Church, Riverside (Glen Avon), Calif., through Pastor Donald 
L. Albert have submitted information that they have adopted the suggested Constitution 
for Congregations. The variable factors of their Constitution have been examined and 
found to be in accord with the requirements of Synod. WE RECOMMEND the approval 
of their Constitution. 

5. Faith Lutheran Church, Fresno, Calif., through Pastor Goodwin T. Olson have in- 
formed of constitutional amendments to correct the name under Synodical affiliation, 
and to change the number of deacons. Their actions are all in accord with the require- 
ments of Synod and WE RECOMMEND the approval of the amendments made to their 
Constitution. 

6. The Lutheran Church of the Good Shepherd, Fresno, Calif. The Rev. Lloyd 
Jacobson, pastor elect, has adopted the Model Constitution. All of their variables are 
proper and we recommend the approval of their Constitution. 


7. The Shepherd of the Valley Lutheran Church, Phoenix, Arizona, The Rev. Dr. 
Lyle C. Burns, Pastor, has adopted the Model Constitution. All of their variables are 
proper and we recommend the approval of their constitution. 


8. Christ The King Evangelical Lutheran Church, Fremont, Calif., has adopted the 
Model Constitution. All of their variables are proper and we recommend the approval 
of their Constitution. 


9. St. John’s Lutheran Church, Sunnyvale, Calif., has adopted the Model Constitu- 
tion. Several technical corrections are necessary but they do not conflict with the 
basic requirements of Synod, and as they will be corrected, we recommend the ap- 
proval of their Constitution. 

10. Shepherd of the Hills, Sierra Madre, Calif., has adopted the Model Constitution. 
All of their variables are proper and we recommend the approval of their Constitution. 

| 11. The Lutheran Student Foundation of Northern California has requested permis- 
sion to amend their Constitution so as to change the basis for representation on their 
Board by the various Synodical Bodies from 2000 to 5000 confirmed members. 


This change is desired because the rapid growth of Lutheranism will, within a 
few years, and because of pending mergers, enlarge the Board as well as alter the 


eS structure within the Board. The Committee recommends that approval be 
granted. 


12. By Laws XII Memorials—The Committee recommends the adoption of the 
following By Laws to the Constitution: 


Memorials: may only originate within congregations or conferences of Synod. 
All memorials from congregations shall be submitted at meetings of the Conference 
in which the congregation has membership. All memorials from conference, 
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whether originating in Congregations or on the floor of Conference shall be trans- 

mitted to the Executive Committee of Synod. The Executive Committee shall, in 

any year in which memorials have been submitted, appoint a Committee on 

Memorials to which the memorials shall be referred. This Committee shall report 

their findings and recommendations to Synod. 

The Executive Committee of the ULCA is recommending an important amendment 
for the Constitution of each congregation. The present provision of the suggested Con- 
stitution is that ten members may demand a Congregational Meeting for the purpose 
of recall of the pastor. After discussion at ULCA Convention this was referred to the 
Executive Board (ULCA) with the power to act. The Executive Board discussed this 
with the Cabinet of Synodical Presidents and is now asking that Synods approve in 
principle the change of this factor from ‘Ten Members” to “25% of the active mem- 
bership.” 

13. We recommend that the suggested change in Congregational Constitutions be 
approved by Synod and that each congregation of Synod make such amendment to 
their Constitution promptly and inform the Synod Committee on Constitutions of their 
action.

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Pastor Werner Welchert introduced Mr, Harry B. Ward, Circulation Manager of 
The Lutheran. Mr. Ward brought greetings and talked briefly about the Board of 
Publication and thanked the Synod for its cooperation in promoting THE LUTHERAN 
last year. 
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The Report of the Committee on the Luther League was presented by Chairman 
Kenneth Hartzheim and a letter was read from Mr. Hardman, President of the Synodi- 
cal Luther League and highlighted the League plans for future dates. 


REPORT OF THE LUTHER LEAGUE COMMITTEE 


The Synodical Luther League Committee serves in an advisory capacity to the 
Luther League Executive Committee. The Committee is appointed by Synod; the 
members of the Synodical Luther League Executive Committee are elected and 
appointed by the members of the Luther Leagues. The Committee was appointed late 
in 1957, and has met once during that year. The members of the Committee have 
worked together with the Leaguers continuously. 

Luther League activities on a Synodical level have included: 

1. The promotion of the National Bi-ennial Convention of the Luther League of 
America. Seventy-five Leaguers rode two chartered buses to the Convention at 
_ Lawrence, Kansas, in August, Seven pastors from Synod served on the Convention 
staff: Pastors Thomas Allport, Kenneth Hartzheim, Paul Nakamura, Stanley Olson, 
Gerald Pedersen, John Stump, and Wayne Wickoren. Mrs. Gwenn Hansen of Fresno 
also was on the staff. Pastors Frank Clutz and Elvin Hansen were part-time visitors 
at the Convention. The Luther League is planning to send two busses to the next 
Convention of L.L.A. at Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., in August of 1959. 
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2. The annual Synodical League Convention was held at the First Lutheran 
Church of Glendale over the Labor Day week end. More than 600 Luther Leaguers 
attended. Officers elected were:

Vice-president—Betty Crouser, San Jose 

Recording Secretary—Paula Fries, Fresno 
Corresponding Secretary—Joy Drachman, La Canada 
Treasurer—Kris Romeis, Sacramento

In addition to the elected officers, the five divisional secretaries, appointed by the 
new President are: Christian Vocation, Duane Nelson, Richmond; Evangelism, Bruce 
Poole, San Diego; Missions, Susie Distel, Phoenix; Social Action, Ron Kell, Santa 
Monica; Recreation, Pete Kurce, Phoenix. 


3. The League is readying a deputations program to be available to the con- 
gregational Leagues for leadership training in the early fall of 1958. 


4. The League has redefined its relationship with the Conference Leagues, and 
rewritten the “rules of procedure” for Conference Leagues, These rules have been 
distributed to Conference League officers and advisors for ratification by the Con- 
ferences. 


5. At the 1957 Convention, the Luther League adopted the ‘grace’ system of 
benevolence giving for the Synodical apportionment and missions projects of the 
League. 


6. The League has adopted a $1,000 “service project’ for 1957-58, to be pre- 
sented to a new mission congregation at the 1958 Convention. The congregation 
will be selected by the Executive Committee of Synod. 


The next Convention of the Synodical League will be August 30 and 31, 1958, 
on the campus of the College of the Pacific, Stockton, California, Host League for 
the Convention is St. John’s Church Luther League, Sacramento.

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The Report of the Committee on Music and Worship was presented by Chairman 
Charles Smith and moved for adoption. 


REPORT OF THE MUSIC AND WORSHIP COMMITTEE 


This Committee was charged with responsibility for our Synod’s part in intro- 
ducing the new service book and hymnal in this area. The Chairman of the Com- 
mittee was the official representative of Synod to the Chicago Conference in No- 
vember at which the book was first introduced and promotional plans set up. Pastor 


Toivo Harjupaa of the Committee was also at the Chicago conference, representing 
the Seminary. 


All members of the Committee met with Tepreseniatives of other bodies at a 
planning conference in Los Angeles later in November, and the Chairman repre- 
sented our Synod on the inter-synodical committee for the New Liturgy workshops 
which were set up to introduce the new book in the area. Nineteen of these work- 
shops were held. The Chairman of the Committee conducted four and had a part in 
a fifth. Pastor Harjunpaa conducted three workshops. Mr. Burt Norlen of the Com- 
mittee was chairman of the local Committee for the Sacramento workshop, Pastor 
Henry Reenstjerna, Mr. Howard Loeffler and Mrs. Ruth Kuhl of the Committee were 
members of the local committees for the workshops in their respective areas. 


Final reports concerning the workshops h i 
ps have gone to the Department of Worship 
of the United Lutheran Church in America, and to synodical or district executives of 
the general bodies represented in this area. 
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The Committee has also during the year responded to many requests for 
information regarding church music, vestments, organs, etc., and is happy to respond 
to all such inquiries.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


In the life of Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary, the year 1957-58 will go down 
as one marked by continued progress under the guiding hand of Almighty God. His 
blessings were indeed rich and full; His presence was ever felt— in the chapel, in 
the classroom, on the campus. Morale has been at its highest to date; faculty and 
students have worked together faithfully. The Seminary’s new catalog went into 
the mails early in 1958. It tells in detail the story of the Seminary’s life and program. 
It is to be hoped that all pastors of the Synod will read it carefully that they may 
be well informed in all matters which relate to our institution. 


The Seminary’s Family 


During this year, enrollment of students reached a high point with 62 full-time 
undergraduates registered —58 as theological students and 4 taking the Christian 
Education course. In addition there were 7 part-time students attending one or more 
undergraduate courses. In the postgraduate department, 26 individuals enrolled for 
summer courses in 1957, and 14 took advantage of the fall-winter program. Including 
everyone who took work at the Seminary during the year 1957-58, the grand total of 
enrolled students exceeded the 100 mark for the first time — 105, to be precise. 


At the time of this writing, it is estimated that 10 or 11 seniors will complete 
their studies this year and will be eligible for ordination, with most of them receiving 
the degree of Bachelor of Divinity. 

The $1,000 scholarship awarded by Lutheran Brotherhood was granted to Wil- 
liam Wilbur Klover, Jr., ‘58, a candidate for advanced study in the field of musicology- 

The internship program is finding hearty approval on the part of the seminarians 
and the congregations which have cooperated in this training experience, Nearly all 


the members of the present Middler Class will be assigned to parishes during the 
1958-59 school year. 


The 1958 Theological Conference, January 21-23, 1958, was a thrilling success. 
More than 225 pastors and students shared in the excellent program which was pre- 
sented. Plans are now shaping up strongly for the 1959 Theological Conference. Chief 
lecturer will be the Rev. Dr. Lawrence D. Folkemer, Knubel-Miller lecturer for next year. 

The 1958 Commencement ceremonies are scheduled for the evening of May 8 in 
St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, San Francisco, The speaker will be the constant friend 


of the Seminary, the Rev. Dr. J. Gould Wickey, Executive Secretary, Board of Higher 


Education. 


The Seminary’s Facilities 


A most heartening development of this year was the approval by the Board of 
Directors of the Seminary of the architect’s basic plans for the construction of a new 
library. The cost is expected to be approximately $135,000. The Seminary’s policy of 
having 80% of building cost available in cash and pledges has been met. Almost 
$40,000 is in the Seminary’s Capital Fund. The Synod of the Pacific Southwest has 
$20,000 on hand in cash. Also assured is the $50,000 still to come in through the 
Special Needs Program of the Synod, thus making up the $70,000 guaranteed by the 
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1957 Synodical Convention. The Pacific Synod has voted enthusiastically to gather 
funds and will undoubtedly make a substantial contribution toward the remaining 
cost needed to construct the library, even though no stipulated amount has been 
pledged by that Synod. 


Pending the completion of the new building, the Seminary's library situation is 
most difficult. However, both faculty and students have been managing cheerfully. 
Our professional library worker, Miss Margaret Sihler, has been doing an effective 
job in spite of handicaps. Approximately 11,000 books have been processed and are 
on the shelves. 

Through the kindness of a New York friend, a substantial collection of classical 
and religious phonograph recordings has come to the Seminary, enriching our treas- 
: in the field of church music and encouraging a development of interest in this 
ield. 


All buildings and facilities of the Seminary have been in constant use, and the 
stewardship of space and equipment has certainly been commendable. 


The Seminary’s Finances 


The year has been a most satisfactory one from a financial standpoint, All opera- 
ting expenses have been paid, and the treasurer reports a fair working balance on 
hand. Friends of the Seminary, both in the East and the West, have provided gifts 
especially for capital funds. Their kindness and generosity is most greatly appreciated, 


The Seminary’s Future 


There is a continuing need for alert recruiting, both for service in the ministry and 
for service in the fields of parish work and Christian Education, Pastors are urged to 
give discriminating scrutiny to their congregations’ youth groups in the effort to seek 
and io find those who have the gifts, the spirit, and the will to become—under the 
power of the Holy Spirit—the men and the women to lead the Church in the years 
ahead. 


The Board of the Seminary has received sympathetically the faculty's eager hope 
that very soon a suitable chapel may be erected on the campus. Not only is this neces- 
sary to deepen the spiritual awareness and to have a structure that symbolizes the 
centrality of Christ in all educational process; it is also possible through a new chapel 
building to release space for additional dining space. Several gifts have been received 
for the chapel, and the fund is on its way. 

The faculty has made a critical re-study of the total curriculum; and though no 
radical changes are envisioned, there will be a modification of the hitherto prevailing 
pattern of having only required courses in the plan of study. Beginning with the 1958- 
99 academic year, Seniors and Middlers will be privileged to choose from certain 
electives and thus be able to give concentration to special fields of interest. 

Much thought and considerable effort has been given to further strengthening and 
enlarging the faculty. The special committee in this area is cautious that no ill-con- 
sidered moves be made. It is patiently seeking the right persons for positions on the 
teaching staff. 

Your Synod’s representatives on the Seminary Board desire to thank the officers, 
the pastors, and the congregations of Synod for the support given to the Seminary. 
They urge that you continue to remember the school in your prayers and with your 
gifts. They further urge that the Synod in Convention again make suitable provision in 
its budget for the current needs of the Seminary and whatever capital provisions seem 
desirable and necessary to assure the advance of Pacific Lutheran Seminary in every 
field of theological education.

STATEMENT OF INTERNSHIP - 
INTERNSHIP AND FIELD WORK 


As a part of his training the student is required to spend the third year of his 
Seminary course as a parish intern under an approved pastor in an approved congre- 
gational setting. Each internship assignment is made by the Faculty upon the recom- 
mendation of the Director of Field Work, following consultation with the student con- 
cerned. The internship on September 1, and ends as of August 31 of the next year. 
The intern then returns to the campus for his senior year, with the expectation of 
graduation the following May. 


For special reasons, in exceptional cases, with the approval of his synodical 
president, the Faculty may excuse a mature second-year student from the internship 
and permit him to meet the field work requirements in other ways, usually by his 
giving the weekends of two academic years to field work in nearby approved parish- 
es, under the Seminary’s direction. He may not, however, serve longer than the equiv- 
alent of one academic year in a single parish. 


In all assignments, the student is under the direction of the pastor-in-charge. 
Using the Seminary’s official forms, the student and the pastor regularly report to the 
Director concerning the intern’s program and progess. The Director will counsel with 
the pastor and with the intern, from time to time as to how the student's internship 
may best advance his ministerial training. The intern’s financial remuneration is 
nominal, Congregations and pastors sharing in this part of the seminary’s curricular 
Tequirements are co-workers with the Seminary in helping the student to attain minis- 
terial maturity and competence. 

Students or pastors wishing more internship information will kindly confer with 
or write to the Director of Field Work, in care of the Seminary. Field work or intern- 
ship arrangements are never made by direct negotiation between student and pro- 
posed place of service by only through the director. (Seminary Bulletin 1958-60, Pages 
12-13.)

MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN FOR UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH SOUTHWEST PACIFIC 
SYNOD EMPLOYEES, PASTORS AND THEIR DEPENDENTS 


This plan provides comprehensive hospital and medical benefits up to a total 
maximum of $10,000, on a basis of payment in full for the first $500 hospital expense 
incurred on each disability and all other benefits subject to a $50 deductible per 
calendar year in payment of 80% of all expenses incurred above the amount of the 
deductible. Shown below is a breakdown of this coverage: 


HOSPITAL 


100% of first $500 expense incurred for 
each disability. 

80% of hospital expense inclurred in 
excess of $500.

: Ae is a more complete description of your Major Medical and Hospital 
enefits: 


MAJOR MEDICAL BENEFITS: This Occidental group plan pays 80% of covered 
medical expenses up to a maximum of $10,000 after the deductible ha sbeen satisfied. 
The maximum applies separately to each member, herein referred to as employee, 
and each of his insured dependents and represents the total payable for all disabili- 
ties during the insured’s lifetime. If at least $1,000 has been paid on behalf of an 
employee or dependent, the maximum may be restored by submitting satisfactory 
vidence of insurability, except that if satisfactory evidence is not submitted, the bene- 
fits used in any calendar year will be fully reinstated automatically at the end of 
the Sth year, 2nd year, at the end of the 6th year, etc. 


THE DEDUCTIBLE: The deductible which applies to these major medical benefits 
payable is $50 per calendar year per insured person. 


CALENDAR YEAR DEDUCTIBLE: The deductible applies to the medical ex- 
penses of each calendar year regardless of the number of different disabilities. 
However, any expenses applied toward the cash deductible in the last ninety days 
of a calendar year may also be applied toward the deductible for the next calendar 


year. A separate deductible applies to each in i 
eas ch insured employee and each insured 
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COMMON ACCIDENT: If two or more insured members of a family are injured 
in the same accident, only one deductible amount will be charged against the total 
medical expenses resulting from the accident, 


BENEFITS AFTER TERMINATION: If an employee or dependent is totally dis- 
abled when his insurance terminates, policy benefits will be paid, subject to the 
deductible and maximum, for covered expenses incurred during the continuance of 
such total disability but not later than the end of the calendar year following the 
year in which the insurance terminated. 


HOSPITAL: The Occidental Major Medical Expense Plan will pay 100% of the 
first $500 of the folowing covered expenses incurred by an employee or dependent 
on any day during a period of hosiptal confinement, for which day a room and 
board charge is made, not subject to the deductible amount. 

Hospital Room and Board Charges: Covers actual charges incurred for ward, 
semi-private or private room. (Except that private room and board charges consid- 
ered covered expenses are $20 per day or the hospital's minimum charge for private 
Toom accommodations, whichever is less.) 


Other Hospital Charges: Hospital charges for medical services and supplies, 
excluding doctors’ and nurses’ fees except for the administration of anesthetics. (For 
example: operating room, medicines, drugs, anesthetics, X-ray and radium treatments, 
X-ray and laboratory examinations, surgical dressings and supplies are covered.) 

For all other covered medical expenses, the percentage shown elsewhere in 
this proposal will apply. 


MATERNITY BENEFIT: 


Coverage Is Provided, for pregnancies which commence while the employee is 
insured regardless of whether or not the insurance is in force when the benefits 
become payable. 


Hospital Expense Benefits: When the employee is confined to a lawfully-operating 
hospital, she is paid for the expense actually incurred, except for professional medical 
and nursing services up to a maximum amount of $100. This is in lieu of all other 
Hospital Benefits and Ambulance Benefits. 


Benefits Outside the Hospital: If the employee is not confined to a hospital but 
incurs expense on account of childbirth or miscarriage, 100% of the amount shown 
in the Benefit and Cost section is paid. 

Benefits shown above are for normal childbirth or miscarriage. The major medical 
plan provides complete coverage for complications of pregnancy subject to the per- 
centages and the deductible shown elsewhere in this proposal. 


PRE-EXISTING CONDITIONS COVERAGE: Benefits as outlined in this plan in- 
clude coverage for pre-existing conditions without medical examination, for all 
covered members (herein referred to as employee) actively at work on the effective 
date of the plan or upon their subsequent return to active work, and to all dependents 
who for a period of 31 days ending on or after the effective date of the policy have 
been able to perform their usual occupation or duties.

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The Report of Midland College was presented by Rev. George Flora. 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


The members of the Board of Trustees of Midland College, elected by the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific Southwest, take pleasure in submitting the 
following report to the constituency. 


"The proper education of youth is a matter in which Christ and the world are 
concerned,” declared Martin Luther. It was this common concern that stirred our 
Church fathers more than three score and ten years ago and thus brought. into 
being Midland College. Midland was conceived in the spirit of Christian service— 
to the students who have come to it for their formal education, to the Church which 
has sponsored it and whose support has enabled it to grow and to the State and 
Nation to whom it has striven to make contribution of constructive human activity. 


It is entirely possible that the years 1958-1968 will be as critical, decisive and 
challenging as the first seventy years of Midland’s history. The next decade will 
undoubtedly present some immediate and practical problems which must be faced 
creatively and imaginatively. One of these problems will most certainly be growth 
in all proportions. In this regard, we are persuaded that our church schools we have 
a special problem. If we really believe in our kind of education, we cannot become 
a small, precious, intellectual island in the sea of human need and human hope. 
Rather, we must be ready to accept the challenges that will affect our intellectual 
and spiritual climate and be ready for growth. 


ENROLLMENT 


Growth entails responsibilities and opportunities. Midland College began the 
school year 1957-1958 with a record enrollment of 489 students in the Day Session 
and 216 in the Evening Session, or an over all enrollment of 705 students. Thus for 
the fourth consecutive year there was an increase in the number of students en- 
rolled at the College. (For the past four years the average increase has been 9%, 
7%, 10%, 10%.) The second semester enrollment is normally nine to seventeen per 
cent lower than the fall semester; however, this year the percentage of difference 
is merely one per cent, with 485 students registering the second semester, or a 
twelve per cent increase over the same period of a year ago. 

The Lutheran enrollment also continues its upward climb with 74% of the 
student body being members of the Lutheran Church—for this we give thanks always, 
but we continue to urge you to send more well-qualified Lutheran boys and girls 
toward Midland College, 

It is interesting to note the increasing interest of business in liberal arts gradu- 
ates. An increasing number of firms are interviewing and employing our graduates. 
It is also interesting to note that more and more of our students are being interviewed 
for graduate fellowships and scholarships. 


FACULTY 


Very few major changes occurred during the past year. One newly created post 
will be filled this fall, in the field of education. A new member has been procured to 
teach Psychology and Parish Work. We believe that this will be extremely helpful 
to the work of the Church and the proper training of young women particularly. 


During the year one member of the faculty has benefited under the educational 
leave program authorized by the Board of Trustees. He is taking post-doctoral work 
at the University of Chicago. For next year a member of the faculty is being granted 


a leave of absence to study at the University of Minnesota under a Danforth Teacher 
Study Grant. 


MIDLAND AUXILIARIES 


The Midland Women and the Men of Midland have continued their splendid 
support of the College. During the year just past the Midland Women purchased 
new chancel equipment for the College Chapel and have as their current project the 
refurnishing of new window shades and drapes for the Chapel. The Men of Midland 
have had as their latest project the complete refurnishing of the College Dining 
Hall. These auxiliaries have also shown an increase in membership and their 
effectiveness in service to the College continues to multiply. 
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RELIGIOUS LIFE 


The Rev, Henry B. Kleinert became the College Chaplain this past fall and has 
aided in creating a deeper sense of religious responsibility among the students. 
Chapel services are conducted each Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, with 
students taxing the facilities to their capacity, 


The Chaplain serves as a counselor to the men and women students who are 
looking forward to careers in Church vocations. Last October there were 60 students 
who had indicated the ministry as their vocational choice, 13 had chosen Parish 
Work, 1 Foreign Mission Work, 1 Director of Religious Education, 1 Church Music, 
1 Church Social Work and 1 Church Institutional Business Manager. In addition, 
there were two young men preparing for the ministry in other denominations. 

Church vocations was stressed during the recent visit of Dr. Mildred Winston 
and Dr, Vernon Strempke, of the Board of Higher Education of the U.L.C.A. For 
several days they met with students in the dormitories discussing summer work and 
future vocations as related to the Church. 


Midland College is grateful to the Board of Higher Education for their continuing 
guidance and helpfulness and especially the aid rendered by Dr. Gould Wickey and 
the members of his staff. 

The Lutheran Student Association continued its energetic program throughout the 
year participating actively in the Campus Community Chest and local church 
programs, - 


FINANCE 


Midland College again ended the fiscal year with a small operating surplus as 
shown in the appended balance sheet, This is the fourth year consecutively that we 
have been able to operate within our income. This occurred despite rather heavy 
expenditures in carrying out our program of refurbishing campus buildings. 


Faculty and staff salaries were increased slightly in the fall and will need to 
be increased each year at an even greater pace if we are to continue to maintain 
scholarly faculty members. There is a growing competition for well trained scholars 
because of rising enrollments and the continued increase in the cost of living, all 
of which makes this problem more acute each year. We can never compete with 
business or the wealthier colleges and universities, but we must do the best we can. 


As of this writing there is still an indebtedness of $50,000 on the addition to the 
women's dormitory. We are grateful to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the 
Pacific Southwest for the contributions made during the past two years to date, 
totalling $44,980.85 toward this expansion program. It is our sincere hope that Synod 
will find it possible to continue this special needs program in which Midland College 
is permitted to share. In order to carry forward Midland’s development program to 
its ultimate conclusion, your Church College will need additional support. 


THE FUTURE 


Now and in the decade immediately before us the Church, more than any other 
part of our society, has the right and duty to be concerned about its educational 
program. More than once as members of the Church, we will need to raise our eyes 
to the hills from where wisdom and faith meet. 

The Church on all sides is having a problem of preparing a sufficient number 
of pastors and leaders. The need is ever increasing. The need for greater facilities 
and the training of the young in our schools demands the attention of the Church. 
Our Church educational institutions are not only the heart of the Church, they are 
its very life, 

The Trustees, Faculty and Administration will appreciate your prayers, your 
encouragement and your unfailing support as we face the tremendous challenge of 
the coming decade. To each of you and to our God we express our sincerest grati- 
tude for all that you have done and all that you plan to do for your Church College.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COLLEGE 
AND UNIVERSITY WORK 


This Committee conducted the census of students from congregations of Synod 
attending institutions of higher learning. From the 102 congregations in Synod, 61 
replies were received. Forty-four congregations reported a total of 433 students in 
95 different educational institutions. The names of all students Teported were sent 
both to the contact pastors of their respective schools and to the offices of the Board 
of Higher Education, ULCA. In this way the Church continues to minister to her 
youth when they leave their home churches to attend college. The fact that 40 per 
cent of the congregations sent in no report indicates that a considerable number of 
students deserving this ministry of the Church may not be receiving it.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific South- 
west, in fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions and the directives of Synod, 
held five regular meetings since the last Convention of Synod. The actions listed below 
are a summary of the assignments given to the Committee by Synod or inherent in its 
constitutionally defined duties: 

Authorized the Stewardship Committee to prepare a Stewardship Program for 
use in congregations before their organization, with suggestions for the implementing 
of the program. 

Recommended to the Board of American Missions that a more adequate Steward- 
ship Program be included in the Aids to Mission Development Manual. 

Recommended to our Seminary Board representatives that they request the Semi- 
nary Faculty to incorporate in its curriculum a course in the practical techniques of 
Stewardship and that in counseling of individual students their Stewardship be 
stressed. 

Recommended to our Seminary Board representatives they request the Seminary 
Faculty to invite the LLM for Stewardship to have a three day program at the Seminary 
each year. 

Authorized the President to appoint a committee to study the possibility of calling 
a Director of Evangelism and Stewardship for Synod, to begin work in 1959 or 1960. 

Upon recommendation of the Church Vocations Committee, we certified the students 
for the ministry and authorized aid to be given to them. 

Elected to the California Lutheran Educational Foundation Rev. John G. Simmons, 
Joel Youngquist and Wayne Pfundstein. Dr. Tambert and Dr. Gould Wickey are also 
members representing U.L.C.A. and our Synod by virtue of their several Offices. 

Authorized Pastor Charles Smith and Pastor Toivo Harjunpaa to represent us at 
the Conference on New Hymnal. 

Authorized the attendance of Pastor Franklin Schott to the Stewardship Secretaries’ 
Workshop in New York. 
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Authorized a monthly letter in 1958 to be sent from the President of Synod to 
every Church Councilman, every delegate to Synod and to every Church in Synod 
concerning their relationship to the Synod and the United Lutheran Church and its 
activities, with the request that every Church Council have a specific time to receive 
such communications. 

Authorized the holding the business session of our San Diego Convention in the 
U.S. Grant Hotel Tuesday through Thursday, May 13-15, 1958. 

Authorized that the Fidelity Bond Endorsement to cover any and all Treasurers 
of Churches, whether the Church shares in the cost or does not share. 

Authorized the following working procedure for the functioning of Committees: 


1. Each Committee should meet at least once during the year to consider the work 
assigned to it by Synod. The date and agenda for this»meeting should be cleared 
with the President well in advance of the meeting. 

2. All Committees are requested to function within the limits of the Budgeted amount 
allocated to the respective Committees. 

3. The interim work of the Committee may be carried on by correspondence and neces- 
sary meetings of its officers. 

4. If more than one complete meeting during the year is necessary, the meeting dates 
should be cleared with the President and a Budget request should be made to the 
President. 

5. All Committee expenses in addition to travel for meetings of the Committees such 
as workshops, institutes, expenses of the committee personnel, materials, (which are 
to be cleared with the President in advance as outlined above) are to be presented 
to the Executive Committee for approval. This may be done on the basis of an an- 
nual committee Budget request, or presented during the year as may be necessary. 

Authorized a study of group health plans for the Pastors of Synod. 
Authorized the attendance of Pastors Ross Hidy, Milus Bonker and E. Steigerwalt 

at the Urban Church Conference in Philadelphia May 25 to June 6, 1958. 

Authorized the sending of representatives to the California Governor's Youth 

Conference. 

Authorized that we encourage congregations to support the second Sunday after 

Easter (April 20) as Good Shepherd Sunday. 


Dr. Charles B. Foelsch was appointed as Chaplain of the Synodical Convention. 


REPORT ON THE PASTOR'S SALARY STUDY 


The President of Synod was charged by the Executive Committee upon the action 
of the 1957 Synodical Convention to make a study of the Pastor’s salaries of Synod. 
This salary schedule is confidential and your President is aware of the existing salary 
conditions in congregations and advises the Executive Committee on individual sal- 
aries when necessary. 


The President conducted such a study in the summer and fall of 1957 and presented the 
following facts to the Executive Committee at its November meeting: 


101 pastors reported in response to the questionnaires that were sent to them 
which have been held in confidence by the President of Synod. The figures 
reported showed that the mean salary “the midway point between the highest 
and the lowest’ was $4,200 basic cash salary. The average salary for the 
101 reporting was $4,531. 


90 pastors reported either the free use of parsonage or a parsonage allowance. 


nee allowances ranged from $500 per year to $2,400 or an average of 


51 pastors reported that the utilities are paid in full by the congregation. 
14 pastors reported a utility allowance with an average of $236. 

36 pastors reported no definite utility allowance. 

91 pastors reported a congregational car allowance for their use. 

10 pastors reported no car allowance. 


23 pastors reported an indeterminate car allowance while the 68 remaining 
reported car allowances varying from $60 per annum to $1,200 per annum. 
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The average car allowance for the 68 thus reporting was $625. 

There were other small items of congregational grants to pastors excluding the 
Pension of the United Lutheran Church and the Family Protection Plan which we be- 
lieve is at least 90% operative in the congregations of our Synod. 

Returning to the basic salary, we find that: 

12 salaries were under $3,500 during the first 9 months of 1957. 
20 salaries were between $3,500 and $3,800 
12 salaries were at $3,900 
22 salaries were between $4,000 and $4,500 
13 salaries were between $4,500 and $5,000 
7 salaries were between $5,000 and $6,000 
10 salaries were between $6,000 and $7,000 
5 salaries were over $7,000 

This was the picture in 1957. We are happy to report, although figures are not at 
hand, the picture has been changed considerably for 1958, especially in the lower 
brackets of salaries. It would be interesting again toward the close of this year to 
secure a Progress Salary Report for 1958. 

The figures have been helpful to the President of Synod, Mission: Supervisor, and 
the Executive Committee in suggesting to councils and congregations careful survey of 
their pastor’s salaries. 

There have been definite reports to the President of Synod and the Mission Super- 
visor that congregations of our Synod have respected the concern of the Synodical 
Convention regarding pastor's salaries.

The Report of the Committee on Parish Education was presented by the Chair- 
man, the Rev. Quentin Garman. The Committee presented a graphic sketch outlin- 
ing various activities and responsibilities of the Commitiee. 


REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


The year 1957 marked the first complete year in which a Synodical Parish Educa- 
tion Committee has functioned with a set plan of operation adopted by the 65th Annual 
Convention of Synod. 


For years the Synod has been talking about the calling of a Director of Christian 
Education to promote this vital program. This dream became a reality when the Rev. 
Stanley E. Olson began his duties in this office on July 1, 1957. 

Pastor Olson has given unique and valuable assistance in these major areas of 
service during the past months: the Synodical Luther League program; regularizing 
our participation in the Lutheran Bible Camp Association of Northern California at 
Mount Cross; working with the Yolijwa program of Southern Conference; integrating 
the field work program of visiting churches, observing the Church School, preaching 
during the worship hours, meeting with the Church School staff in the afternoon, and 
with Luther League in the evening. 


A positive, forward step was taken this year with the organization of conference 
Parish Education Committees who are now assuming the responsibilities on an area 
basis for the structure of Vacation Church School Workshops, Pre-Confirmation Rallies, 
camper gatherings, and Leadership Training Schools. 

Over 1300 parents and confirmands attended the Pre-Confirmation Rallies held in 
most of the geographical areas of Synod. 

Dr. Gustav Wiencke, Pastor Frank Klos, and Miss Catherine Juram from the ULCA 
Board of Parish Education toured our Synod in May and set up Vacation Church School 
Workshops which had a fine response. 

A very complex Synodical Camping program has been under the coordination of 
this Committee. The NLC Northern Conference Camp at Mount Cross had 204 campers 
from ULC congregations. This was 20% of its total camp registration. A special study 
committee has been working with the Mount Cross Board under a directive to bring a 
complete report to the Northern Conference in 1958 of our future participation in the 
Lutheran Bible Camp Association of Northern California. 

The Southern Conference Camp Yolijwa moved to a new site this past year and 
dedicated the first units of a completely new Camp. Over 500 persons crowded the 
Camp with its new facilities, and Camp Director Foerster reported that approximately 
250 campers were turned down because of filled camps. 

The Seventh Annual Bible Camp Yoljwa was held at Kokee, Kauai for the Ha- 
waiian Conference with 118 campers and staff in attendance. 
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The Pine Cross Lutheran Bible Camp of the Arizona Conference had a junior and 
a@ senior camp week with a total of 302 persons using the Camp facilities. 

Several conferences were set up between the Parish Education Committee and the 
Synodical Luther League officers and sponsors, Excellent progress was made in the 
area of a yearly calendar, relationship of Synodical and District Luther Leagues, and 
finances. A close liason will be maintained with the Luther League. The 1958 Holy 
Week Retreat for Senior High and College age young people at Yolijwa had its be- 
ginnings in these conferences. 

Miss Vera Karrow was appoinied Synodical Children’s Secretary and she is 
corresponding with every congregational Children’s Secretary who has been selected. 

A coming project for the summer of 1958 will be the first Summer Assembly for 
High School and College age young men on the campus of the Pacific Lutheran Theolo- 
gical Seminary at Berkeley set for July 14-21. ~ 

A Church School Worker's Institute was sponsored in the San Francisco and Los 
Angeles areas in September with the Rev. Larry Reese priming our teacher's in the 
field of youth and leadership goals. 

We stand eleventh among ULC Synods in the number of subscriptions coming to 
our teachers for the greatly improved Parish School Magazine. Encourage the giving 
of a subscription to each Church School teacher in the local parish. 

The Audio-Visual Library in the Synodical office has been enlarged and catalogued 
with a mimeographed bulletin to help you identify the title. 

Much needs to be done in child evangelism when we look at the Church School 
enrollment gain from year to year, but we feel that this Committee has made progress 
this year in many challenging areas of service.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


It has been my privilege to have served these i i 
be past nine months in the newl 
created position of Director of Christian Education for Synod. These have been moni 


of observation and of service as I have entered into th i 
: e Christian Education Programs 
of our congregations, conferences, and synod, i, 


The office of Director of Christian Education was authorized a 
: t t the 65th Annual 
Convention held in Faith Church, Phoenix. Included with the Report of the Parish 
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Education Committee at that Convention was a job analysis which I have endeavored 
to put into Practice in as many areas as possible. This study has also been used as 
a guide in evaluating the Many parish education programs, committee work, and 
camping programs of Synod. 

On a congregational level, 35 churches have been served in some direct way 
through worship services, an observation and evaluation of the Sunday School, meet- 
ings with Sunday School staff or Parish Educations committees, These visits have re- 
vealed a strong core of consecrated workers and teachers who are striving to learn 
and to do the best job possible. Some congregations are very highly organized in 
Christian Education and doing an effective job, while many are struggling with the 
problems of developing an overall Parish Education program, All congregations 
visited revealed an eagerness to re-evaluate their program and accept suggestions. 


’ Much time has been spent working with and through the Parish Education Com- 
mittees of Synod and Conference, the Synodical and Conference Luther Leagues, and 
the Yolijwa and Mt. Cross Camps, A rapidly expanding program is being developed 
by the Parish Education Committees in the areas of Vacation Church School Work- 
shops; Church Worker's Institutes; Leadership Training Schools on a congregational 
and area basis; the pre-Confirmation Rallies; and individual help to every congrega- 
tion through the Children's Secretary. New ventures during the year included the Holy 
Week Retreat for Senior High and post-High Young people held at Yolijwa, and the 


ees Assembly program July 14-20 to be held at Pacific Seminary for Senior High 
oys. 


My work with the Luther Leagues has been mest rewarding and has included 
attending the Luther League of America Convention at Lawrence, Kansas, the Synodi- 
cal Luther League Convention at Glendale, two conference conventions and many 
committee meetings. Because of strong leadership on an adult and youth level, we 
can be justly proud of the young people’s work on the territory of our Synod. 

The Camping program is rapidly expanding in all areas of Synod and many 
hours have been spent working with those charged with this responsibility. Both Yo- 
liiwa and Mt. Cross need increased support by the pastors and congregations especi- 
ally through a willingness to serve as a teacher or counselor during the camping 
season. A new Camp is being developed for the churches in the San Joaquin Valley 
and the purchase of a Camp and/or camp site is being studied in Arizona. 

The Director of Christian Education has also worked with the Committee on Church 
Vocations producing the literature and arranging for the Pulpit Exchange for Good 
Shepherd Sunday, April 20, 1958. 

Several areas of the total Parish Education Program have appeared uniformly 
weak in our congregations and need special attention in the year ahead. These in- 
clude: an effective enlistment program for our Sunday Schools; an increased number 
of Week Day Church Schools; the development of adult education classes both on 
Sunday morning and through Leadership Training Schools; an integrated Stewardship 
Program for children as well as adults; and a functioning Parish Education Committee 
in every congregation. 

These first nine months have been months of personal growth and of feeling my 
way into a new field of service. My personal thanks must be expressed for the oppor- 
tunity of serving in this position and for your patience in seeing the office develop to 
meet the needs of our Synod.

Each congregation is urged to have a delegation (General Chairman and Com- 
mittee Chairman) present at one of these meetings. 


In view of the enthusiastic response from the congregations using the Sector Plan 
the Stewardship Committee would encourage each congregation of Synod to make 
use of the Sector Program material and to use it as outlined “in the book.” The com- 
mittee would suggest that as each mission becomes an organized congregation of the 
Synod, that one of its first objectives be to institute The Secter Program. 


Furthermore, in view of the fact that the results of the Sector Program in individual 
congregation was so gratifying the Stewardship Committee would deem it advantage- 
ous for the Executive Comittee of the Synod to conduct such a program on the Synodi- 
cal level. 

In view of the thinking of the Stewardship Department of the United Lutheran 
Church in America and the results of the Annual Stewardship Conference of 1958, 
the Committee feels that no recommendation should be made at this time regarding 
"Grace Giving.” The following statement from the Committee on Stewardship is pre- 
sented to the Synod as a “Definition” for study, and not as a recommendation for 
action. 


GRACE GIVING 


Grace is the undeserved love of God for the sinner. ‘Grace Giving” is giving 
in response to that love of God. All Christian giving is therefore a response to God’s 
love through faith. Grace describes the motivation of Christian stewardship, not a 
system. We, therefore, distinguish between the term “grace giving” and any particu- 
lar system of apportionment and goals. 


Jesus consistently declared, "My meet is to do the will of Him that sent me.” 
Jesus was aware of purpose, direction and goal, His ‘Behold, we go up to Jerusalem 
and all things pertaining to the Son of Man shall come to pass” asserts His recognition 
of purpose, determination of goal, and moved in that direction which was climaxed 
on the Cross. He fulfilled this, His stewardship through love. 


Love — even the love of God—is not without discipline and guides. The true 
Christian does aspire to "rise above the law” as the Apostle Paul states. While this 
is true, the “law” is not thereby avoided, overlooked or removed. It remains as the 
“schoolmaster, as the Apostle describes the law. It serves as a discipline and guide 
for the Christian in this world, yet in his sin. We regard the need of such a discipline 
and guide in our stewardship as we grow in faith and in response to the love of God. 


We believe in the concept and use of the “Benevolence Share” as a discipline 
and guide in helping Christians practice one of Christianity’s essentials, the privilege 
of sharing and giving. Believing that giving by Christians should always have a 
spiritual quality, we would like to suggest that Synod substitute for the term ‘’Appor- 
tionment” the term ‘Benevolence Share.’’ We believe that this term is more consistent 
with the act of Worship and the true concept of Christian Stewardship. 


Because one of the functions and responsibilities of the Synod is “to encourage 
the attainment of higher levels of Christian giving” we further feel that Synod might 
propose to the congregations of Synod a ‘Benevolence Minimum Share” and a “‘Benevo- 
lence Advance Share” toward the work of the United Lutheran Church and the Synod. 


The “Benevolence Minimum Share” shall be determined in accordance with the 
basic, minimum needs for the work of the United Lutheran Church in America and the 
Synod, as the apportionment is presently determined. 


The “Benevolence Advance Share” shall offer the congregation the challenge 
to a higher level of giving for the work of the Church. To facilitate this plus effort 
in our Christian stewardship, we feel that a committee of Synod should make a 
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survey of each congregation of Synod in view of its respective growth and develop- 
ment of faith, and its local commitments, to determine the proposed ‘Benevolence 
Advance Share” for Synod and the United Luther Church in America. 


The literature of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement is still being made available 
to the congregation, This literature is intended to be of help to all congregations. The 
only way it can be useful, is if it is ordered and used. Included in this are the two 
films — The Candlemaker’ and "The Living Church.” Both are fine Stewardship 
materials and should be used by every congregation. 

The results of ihe Sector Program in congregations were so gratifying that the 
Synod's Executive Committee has decided to use the Stewardship Sector Program on 
the Synodical level. The Stewardship Committee is lending its assistance in the exe- 
cution of this program. 

The Stewardship Committee is ready to lend its assistance and help to any con- 
gregation. 

The Special Needs Program of The Pacific Southwest Synod — Midland College, 
Lutheran student work and The Home for the Aged — adopted two years ago remains 
the responsibility of The Synod, The Committee would suggest that each congregation 
review its response to these objectives. These institutions have a right to assume that 
Synod shall fulfill its pledge to them. 

LOVES WORKING ARM — Luheran World Action — strengihened by our 
support continues to say to those in need that the Lutheran Church in America 
still cares. 

The United Lutheran Church in America in its 40th Anniversary Year has set 
before its people a wonderful challenge to ‘‘double’’ what they did a year ago. A 
wonderful privilege has been given to us to serve the Lord at least twice as much as 
we have done in any previous year. The Synod has accepted this challenge and 
moves forward under the banner of The Risen Christ. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 


(1) That the congregations of Synod use The Sector Program as their Stewardship 
Program for 1959. 

(2) That the Synod encourage those congregations which did not use The Sector 
Plan for 1958 to make The Sector Program their official Stewardship Program 
for 1959. 

(3) The Synod through its Executive Committee encourage each new mission as it 
becomes organized and officially associated with the Synod to institute The 
Stewardship Sector Program as its official Stewardship Program. 

(4) That the Stewardship Committee be authorized to make its personnel available 
to newly organized congregations for the purpose of guiding the congregation 
in establishing the Stewardship Sector Program. 

(5) In view of the healthful and helpful results in the congregations where the 
Sector Program was used, the Stewardship Committee recommends that The 
Sector Program be conducted on a Synodical level. 

(6) In view of the helpful suggestions which come out of joint meetings, the 
Stewardship Committee recommends that the Synod subsidize the Stewardship 
Area meetings for the 1959 program by granting a token travel allowance. 

(7) We recommend that each congregation be encouraged to send to the Area 
meetings not only the Pastor and Sector Chairman, but also the basic Com- 
mittee Chairman and the Divisional Leaders and Captains of their Visitation 
Committee.

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The Report of the Board of Directors of the California Lutheran Home for the Aged 
was presented by the President, the Rev. John Steinhaus. A visible presentation was 
made with Mrs. William Klover, Mrs. William Pepper, Pastors Karl Kniseley, Orval 
Awerkamp, and Ralph Rangeler participating. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 


Everyone who is concerned about the lives of our aged people are aware of 
the tremendous opportunities for a Christian ministry to the aged. Your Board of 
Directors has met regularly during the past year and has considered all possible 
opportunities of providing this Christian ministry through the program of our 
California Lutheran Home for the Aged. A quick review’ of our activities and our 
plans will give some indication as to the important ministry that this program of 
Synod is able to provide. 


1. Before reviewing the past, you should know that your Board of Directors is at 
the present time mainly concerned about the future of our Home, At the present 
time we are making a thorough study on a master plan for future years. We 
are aware of the opportunities of obtaining FHA financing to expand our 
facilities without the necessity of asking for special funds from our Synod, Within 
the present year we should have completed all preliminary work for a master 
plan and should also have a schedule of expansion prepared, It is our hopes 
that the limited ministry which now provides for a relatively small number of 
our people will be doubled or tripled within the next few years. 


2. If the work of our Home is to continue reaching those of our people who are 
most in need of its ministry, it is necessary that there be close “team-work” 
between pastor and key woman. The key woman is the local congregation's 
contact to the Women’s Fellowship and is a vital link between the congrega- 
tion and the Home. The Board of Directors urges all pastors to review and 
renew this vital contact. 


3. Since April 1, 1957, our Home has been operating with the new facilities of the 
West Wing. During the year 1957, there were 32 admissions to the Home and 
12 removals. At the present time there are 51 guests registered at the Home. Of 
these, 47 are residents, 2 are in hospitals, and 2 are in rest homes. The non- 
residents expect to return to the Home after convalescence. Of the 47 residents, 
86 are women and 11 are men. There are 12 guests between the ages of 70 
and 80. There are 30 guests between the ages of 80 and 90. There are five 
guests between the ages of 90 and 101. During the year 1957, major improve- 
ments on the Home property include a complete fire sprinkling system through- 
out the West Wing, East Wing, and the Infirmary building. Other improve- 
ments were in laundry equipment, furnishings, and landscaping. The Women’s 
Fellowship completed their remodeling project in the kitchen. You are requested 
to review the Report of the Women’s Fellowship for more complete details. 


4, "Home for the Aged Sunday” is always the second Sunday in November. In 
1958 it will be on November 9, Each congregation will be contacted as to a 
possible promotional program for that Sunday. Pastors are asked to reserve that 
special day and to participate in its promotion. Congregations are also urged 
to promote "Ingathering Sunday" either on the “Home for the Aged Sunday” 
or on some other Sunday of their choice. The many gifts of food received 
through Ingathering are an important contribution to the work of the Home. 


5. The Board of Directors is proud of its very capable staff. The Rev. Ralph E. 
Rangeler, Superintendent, heads this efficient team. Our sincere gratitude is 
offered for the help of the staff, the good work of the various chapters of our 
Women's Fellowship, and the enthusiastic support and interest of thousands of 
friends who have dedicated themselves to the task of providing a Christian Home 
for the Aged that is a great credit to our Synod and to the Kingdom of God. 


6. Information about the ministry of the Home is always available from the 
Home office. Do not hesitate to request brochures, application blanks, or 
information of any kind. Superintendent Rangeler is alos available to represent 
the Home at worship services, conventions, and meetings, at your request. 
Our Home for the Aged is now taking on stature as a worthwhile program of 
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the Church. Those who are unaware of its opportunities of service owe it to them- 
selves to become better acquainted with it. Our Lord is blessing this work and 
with these blessings, the Board of Directors realizes additional responsibilities. 
Your interest and prayers are a necessity.

VOTED: That the Synod authorize the Executive Committee to set the final Ap- 
portionment per communicant member for the 1959 Minimum Budget; the amount not 
to exceed $23.50 including Lutheran World Action and that the Fall Conference dis- 
cuss the proposal of the Executive Committee. 

VOTED: To defer until the Budget for 1959 was presented to the Convention the 
consideration of the motion that the Executive Committee be authorized to carry out 
the details of the Stewardship Secor Program for he Synod, That the Executive Com- 
mittee be authorized to prepare and recommend to the next 1959 Convention a pro- 
gram in the light of the response of the congregation. 
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The Report of the Foreign Missions Committee was presented by the Chairman, 
the Rev. James Spaid and copies of the Report were distributed to the Convention. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The Foreign Missions Committee has not been active during the year, much to 
the regret of the Chairman, who is basically responsible. 

The needs of Foreign Missions, of course, were well presented, through the “'For- 
eign Missionary” and the literature, films and film strips set forth in the 1958 Epi- 
phany Appeal. 

In relation to the 1957 Epiphany Appeal, you will be happy to know that the 
teceipts available to help finance the new Lutheran Training Institute at Salayea, 
Liberia, totaled $71,915.74, of which our Synod contributed $1,323.99. 
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i r congregations ordered materials, on Church Camps in Japan, for 
the ee eae acedl. To date, Synod, through all channels, has contributed 
$538. It is hoped, that by the end of the appeal period, we will exceed our contribu. 
tion of last year. 

As a result of the action taken by the 1956 ULL.C.A. Convention, the Board of 
Foreign Missions will no longer continue the practice of conducting Epiphany Appeals 
for funds. In cooperation with the Executive Board of the U.L.C.A., The Board of 
Foreign Missions shall continue to use the Epiphany Season for intensive promotion 
for its particular cause, which will help in the overall benevolence giving to the bene- 
fit of the total work of the Church. 

Thus, in January 1959, interpretive materials on Missionary Work in Argentina 
will be prepared for distribution. Visual Aids, such as, film strips, 16mm sound films, 
and the new “Tel-It Display” will be available for the use of our congregations 
throughout the year. The subject matter of such visual aid materials will be sent to 
all congregations, as soon as this information is available. 

During the month of April, the Synodical U.L.C.A., arranged an itinerary for Miss 
Edith Eykamp, missionary from India, which included a number of our churches and 
the U.L.C.A. Convention at Asilomar. 

As of our last report, nine churches of Synod are taking advantage of the special 
opportunities for sharing in Foreign Mission work through the support of Missionaries 
in the field. They are:—

The Report of the Social Missions Committee was presented by the Chairman, the 
Rev. Franklin Koch. 


REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


During the year this Committee met twice at which times the Social Missions 
problems, needs and opportunities within the Synod were thoroughly canvassed. A 
greater appreciation of these has resulted. 

The long anticipated study of CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITY authorized 
by the UL.C.A, and Prepared under the direction of the Board of Social Missions 
became available in August 1957. This study, published in three volumes: “Existence 
Today,” “Lutheran Heritage," and "Life in Community’’ should command the atten- 
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tion of pastors and laymen. The various contributors, all specialists in their fields, 
gave of their time and ability without compensation. Their value is being recognized 
by leaders and teachers in other church groups. Through the cooperation of the 
Synodical office all pastors were appraised on the availibility of the books in 
September 1957. 


Last June two of the members of this Committee, Pastors Jack Knight and Morgan 
Edwards, attended the School on Race Relations held at Wittenberg College under 
the direction of the Board of Social Missions. Ninety-two delegates from 19 Synods 
were in attendance, Our representatives report an excellent program. 


An increasing number of the congregations of Synod are being confronted by 
changing population in their neighborhood, some involving race. Such changes 
should be considered as Christian opportunities in both evangelism and social 
action. Materials for preparation to meet such changes are available from the Board 
of Social Missions and the United Lutheran Church Women. These materials deserve 
a wide use. 


This Synod was chosen for the conducting of one of the Pilot Institutes on Faith 
and Life authorized by the 1956 Convention of the U.L.C.A. It was held at the Mira- 
mar Hotel, Santa Barbara on January 10 to 12, 1958, Twenty laymen responded to con- 
sider “The Organization Man" with special emphasis on his responsibility in this 
area as a Christian. The Board of Social Missions sent its Director and an Associate 
Director of Social Missions, the Rev. Harold C. Letts, D.D. and the Rev. Rufus Cor- 
nelsen to this Institute. They recorded their satisfaction to the response of those 
attending. 


While on the Coast, Dr, Letts conducted two one-day conferences, one of Human 
Relations at St. Philip’s, Pacoima for members of the San Fernando Valley congre- 
gations, the other in Los Angeles on Marriage and Family Life. The Rev. Cornelsen 
held a similar institute on Human Relations for all National Council churches in 
Sacramento followed by an evening session for the members of First English 
Lutheran congregation. The Synod was fortunate to have the services of these 
two men. 


The 1957 Convention of Synod referred to this Committee for whatever action it 
saw fit the following resolution: (Page 89, minutes 1957). 

“That this Synod go on record protesting the continued testing and use of the 
atomic and hydrogen devices being used as war instruments.” 

Because resolutions of a similar nature has been passed by both the National 
Council of the Churches and the Central Committee of the World Council of Churches 
at approximately the time of the Synod Convention, your Committee first tabled the 
Tesolution. At its second meeting, the Committee voted to take same from the table, 
and after further consideration voted “to refer this Resolution to the Board of Social 
Missions, U.L.C.A. for consideration and response, calling the attention of the Board 
to the actions of the NCCCUSA and WCC.” 

The increased interest in and number of Lutheran parochial schools together with 
the fact that certain denominations had made or are making studies of the social 
implications of the parochial schools, led your Committee to adopt the following 
motion: 

“Resolved that this Committee request the Board of Social Missions, U.L.C.A., 

to study the social implications of the parochial school issue including tax 

exemptions, social stratifications, and comparative educational values.” 

Your Committee feels the need of having a more accurate evaluation of the 
present activities of and future opportunities for welfare work by the Welfare Services 
on the territory of Synod, It therefore adopted the following motion: 

“Moved that this Committee request the Board of Social Missions, through 

the Division of Welfare, National Lutheran Council, to study and evaluate 

the present programs of both the Northern and Southern Lutheran Welfare 

Services with special emphasis on services now given and areas which 

should be considered for future activity.” 

The Suggested Constitution and By Laws for Evangelical Lutheran Congrega- 
tions provides (Item 8, By Laws): 

"There shall be a Committee on Christian Service having responsibility in the 
following areas: a) Membership and Evangelism; b) Social Welfare; c) Social 

Action; d) Emergency Aid.” 
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A number of congregations of the Synod now have a Social Missions Committee 
which is responsible for areas a, b and c. Some have a separate Committee on 
Evangelism. During the past two years the majority of committees or sub-committees 
on evangelism have been active due to the Lutheran Evangelism Mission Program. 
A smaller number of congregations have had committees active: in areas of Social 
Welfare (Inner Missions) and Social Action. The following motion was adopted by 
the Committee: 


"Moved that this Committee call the attention of the congregations of Synod, 

through its report to Synod or the necessity for each one to have a com- 
mittee or committees which shall study the needs and opportunities offered 
for service in the areas suggested in the Suggested Constitution and By 
Laws, and that during the coming year special attention be given the area 
of Social Action.” si 


The Committee was informed in a letter received from the Executive Secretary 
of the Board of Social Missions that “it is the policy of the Board that grants-in-aid 
are not continuing amounts from year to year, but are limited normally to a 
maximum period of five years on a schedule of annual reductions,” and that the 
Board “expects the synods to be guided by this policy in their budget planning and 
requests for grants-in-aid from the Board.” The Board of Social Missions has been 
considerate in continuing grants-in-aid for a period now exceeding five years, and 
your Committee feels that the expressed policy of the Board must be followed: 


Recommendations: 


1. That this Committee recommends the formation of study groups in each congre- 
gation of the volumes on ‘Christian Social Responsibility.” 


2. That the Conference plan for a presentation and discussion at their fall meeting 
of the Statement on Marriage and Family Life, adopted at the U.C.L.A. Convention 
in 1956, as a guide to the church, and that encouragement be given congregations 
to make use of this Statement with teen-agers, young adults as well as parents of 
youth. 


3. That congregations facing changing populations in their areas study the 
material available on Human Relations prepared by our Church and that use 
be made of the two representatives of this Synod who attended the School on 
Race reported above in preparing their congregations for receiving various 
races into their fellowship. 


4, That each congregation appoint and make use of a Committee on Christian 
Service (or Social Missions) and that during this year special attention be given 
to the area of Social Action.

VOTED: That the Social Missions Committee prepare a statement for the informa- 
tion on the taxation of Parochial Schools in the State of California to be presented to 
the Northern and Southern Conferences at their 1958 fall meetings. 


The Report of the Social Missions Committee, as a whole, was adopted. 


VOTED: That the Conferences make provision this fall f di te ti 
the work of the Welfare agencies on the field of Synod. ee ee a 
VOTED: That the Synod instruct its Committee on Social Missions to prepare and 


distribute annually through the Minutes of Synod to the Congregations of Synod a list 


of Social Mission Agencies and institutions which i i

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The Report of the Committee on Evangelism was presented by the Chairman, the 
Rev. Lloyd Jacobson. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


In an effort to carry out the Synodical objectives in Evangelism for 1958 
thirteen Lay Schools of Evangelism throughout the Synod will have been conducted 
by April 1, 1958. Two Schools were held in Hawaii; one School in Arizona and ten 
Schools in California. Every congregation in Synod had an opportunity to participate 
in a Lay School. 

The next step in the 1958 objectives includes Representatives to visit with every 
Congregation’s Evangelism Committee and Church Council. Many congregations 
have reported that this has been done in their congregation. Others should definitely 
schedule and complete these visits before Pentecost. 


Herewith Are the Additional Objectives for 1958: 
1. Strengthen the year around committee responsible for Evangelism, and include 

a self-study. 

2. Conduct a Bible Study Course in Evangelism (Materials to be ready at Easter). 

8. Develop prayer life, especially in connection with Bible Study and home 
devotions. 

4. Build an expanding prospective member file and maintain an up-to-date 
member file. 

9. Enlist and instruct a group or groups of lay visitors calling regularly on mem- 
bers and prospecis. 

6. Hold a Pastor’s Class several times a year, for prospective members especially. 

7. Improve the Ways of assimilating and sustaining members. 

The suggested Bible Study Course, ‘The Way of the Witness” by Russell F. 
Auman, can be obtained from the Publication House as can the Leader’s Guide, 
by E. Dale Click. Plan to use this study either this spring or early next fall, keeping 
in mind a Bible Study in your congregation for 1959. 

Your Synodical Committee urges every congregation to fill in the Quarterly 
Evangelism reports and send them to the Rev. Robert Wheatley regularly. This is 
our one means of taking stock of ourselves as a group of churches in our Synod 
and of determining weaknesses and strengths. Send in your Quarterly Reports. 


Objectives in Congregations for 1959: 


1. Conduct a Bible Study Course in Evangelism, enlisting each member; the entire 
public is invited. 
2. Develop further the prayer life of the congregation, in connection with Bible 
Study and family devotions. 
3. Conduct a census sometime during the year, possibly on a Synod, Conference, 
area, or community basis. 
4, Stretch to reach the inactive members, and reduce the gap between confirmed 
and communing members. 
5. Multiply lay visits to the confined. 
Include all races and classes on the prospective member life, 
7. Implement Youth Evangelism through Church School, Luther League, and Student 
Groups. 
8. Help non-resident members to transfer to a congregation in the community where 
they reside. 
9. Conduct Self-Study of Congregation. 
10. Meet with Synodical Representatives to evaluate past programs and project 
future goals.

Objectives in the Synod for 1959: 


1. Visit every congregation’s Committee and Church Council in the Synod through 
a@ representative of the Synodical Committee (but a different representative from 
that of 1958, if possible) to help the congregation with the objectives above. 


2. Promote a Bible Study course in evangelism in every congregation. 
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Conduct a lay school for congregational committees responsible for evangelism 

(all members of each committee), including at least one representative from 

each Church Council on a Conference or Area basis, as early as possible in 

1959, to help achieve objectives in 1-10 preceding. 

Enlist every congregation to make a census some time during the year. 

Mail and receive progress reports from congregations relative to achievement 

of objectives. 

Schedule Area Missions for 1959, forwarding requests as necessary to the 

ULCA Evangelism Department. 

Request the Synod to provide sufficient funds for the implementation of objec- 

tives by the Synodical Committee. 

Call, if approved by Synod and not already accomplished, through the proper 

authorities a full or part-time Synodical evangelism director; or call, if not done 

already, through the proper authorities a director in cooperation with other 

Synod(s). 

Area Mission dates should be determined as soon as possible for 1959. These 

dates have been set: 

Feb. 1-5, 1959—San Fernando Valley and San Gabriel Valley. Long Beach, Los 
Angeles and Riverside are invited to participate. 

Feb. 1-5, 1959—San Diego. This is to be all Lutheran Area Mission in addition 
to a religious census effort. 

Congregations that have not participated in an Area Mission are urged to 


participate in an Area Mission in 1958 or 1959. New congregations are also urged 
to participate in an Area Mission. 


Your Chairman has met with the special committee regarding a part or full- 


time Synodical Evangelism Director. There is no report at this time. 


In order to carry out the rest of the 1958-59 objectives, your Evangelism Com- 


mittee recommends:

That special prayers be said at this Convention for the growing spirit of Evan- 
gelism throughout the world, in the ULCA, in Synod, and in our congregations; 
that there be more faithful workers in Evangelism; that we thank God for those 
who help: direct this work in our church, and that all may redound to the 
Glory of the Evangel. 

That Sunday, January 11, 1959, be the day when Lay Schools of Evangelism 
will be held throughout Synod. 

That Evangelism Mission funds be kept in a Synodical fund. Deficits from Area 
Missions will be paid by this Synodical Fund as far as possible. Surpluses in 
this Fund be used for future Area Evangelism programs. This will apply, how- 
ever, only to congregations who have their budgets and missioners approved 
by the Synodical Evangelism Committee.

—The Executive Committee is to make a study and survey of the distri- 
bution of Sunday School Benevolences. 

—Recommends the study of the Board of Social Missions pamphlet, 
“Marriage and Family Relations,” to all churches. 

—The next conference is to include a joint Men and Women’s Banquet 
and is to be held on a week end. 

—Conference recommended to the National Lutheran Council of Arizona 
Pastors Association to study the matter of forming a state Lutheran 
Welfare organization. Dr, C. Franklin Koch was appointed to represent 
the Arizona Conference. 


Preceeding the Conference the Pastor’s met for a study of “Marriage and Family 
Affairs.’ Pastor C, Franklin Koch, leader. 


On Friday evening about 80 pastors and men met for a Layman’s Rally Banquet. 
The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D., gave the keynote address. Pastor Garrett F. Genszler, 
D.D., pinch hitting for Mr. Robert Brammer, spoke briefly on ''The Conference Brother- 
hood.” 


The Conference’s United Lutheran Church Women met in Conference at the same 
time at Faith Church, Phoenix.

During the year, the Conference committees met to plan the activities of Conference 
for the year. On January 13, 1957 the members of all committees met at St. Paul's 
Lutheran Church to share with one another the general outline of their aims for the 
year. Much planning went into the meetings and the results were encouraging, 


Camp Yolijwa (Hawaii version) was held again at Kokee on Kauai with the Rev. 
Gene Vosseler acting as Camp director. Over 100 campers and staff were present for 
the camping program. Because of extenuating circumstances the Camp had a deficit at 
the end of the year and will need additional help this year in its program. 


During the summer, Pastors Allport and Vetter were on the mainland for three 
months and the Revs. Mark Getzendaner and Oak Ebright supplied the Lihue and St. 
Paul's congregations. 


The Luther League of America sent a team of caravanners to Hawaii for two 
weeks during the summer and they were well received in all congregations. 

Representing the Hawaii Conference Luther League at Kansas was Miss Pauline 
Hormann of the Lutheran Church of Honolulu who is also the Secretary of the Confer- 
ence Luther League. Stephen Sate, President of the Hawaii Conference Luther League 
was also present at the National Convention as a representative of the Lihue Luther 
League as well as Conference. Both of these young people attended the Synodical 
Luther League Convention and returned to Hawaii full of enthusiasm. 

While on the mainland, Pastor Allport was an observer and teacher at Camp 
Nawakwa in Pennsylvania and on the staff at the Luther League of America Conven- 
tion in Kansas. 

Plans were made for the Evangelism and Sector Programs for the Hawaii Confer- 
ence on a tentative basis for the first part of 1958. 

In the fall of the year, the Rev. Norman H. Nuding, a returning Missionary to 
Japan, visited the Hawaii congregations and brought an inspiring message of the 
work in Japan. 

The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D., President of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
the Pacific Southwest represented Synod at the Conference meeting in November and 
visited all the congregations while here. His presence at our Conference meetings has 
always been the highlight and we appreciate his willingness to come. 

The Conference, among many other things, has invited the Synod to hold its 1960 
or 1961 Convention in Honolulu. 

Our hearts were saddened by the death of Dr. Arthur H. Hormann, Pastor Emeri- 
tus of The Lutheran Church of Honolulu and beloved shepherd to many families 
throughout the Territory. Following his death on May 11 and the services in Honolulu, 
his body was interred in the cemetery of The Lihue Lutheran Church on Kauau.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHERN CONFERENCE 


The Southern Conference of Synod held its Annual Convention at Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Riverside, on September 27, 1957, and at Camp Yolijwa September 28, 1957. 

During the past year many activities and committee projects were conducted 
under Conference auspices. A Councilman’'s Institute was conducted in First Lutheran 
Church, Glendale, on March 2, 1958. Also, Conference wholeheartedly helped to finish 
the initial phase of building the new Camp Yolijwa and enlarge its excellent program 
under the leadership of Pastor John D. Foerster. It was noted that the new Camp 
facilities, exclusive of the land, cost approximately $154,000.00, with a remaining 
indebtedness of $86,799.00. This indebtedness will be amortized by the churches of 
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Conference through a special apportionment of 50 cents per communing member. 


Conference approved the continuance of a plan whereby each mission church 
under development in the territory would receive as a gift a Parish Register, a six 
months’ supply of U.L.P.H. Bulletins, and some local paid publicity via newspaper, etc. 

In addition Conference continued to give strong support to the field of “Evangelism 
in the Local Congregation.” 

Through the enthusiastic support of the Men's Brotherhood, Southern Conference 
promoted a most inspirational Men’s Retreat at Camp Yolijwa June Pall, Yes, PSY Aika

REPORT OF THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


Events have moved rapidly since the last meeting of Synod at which the idea of 
the California Lutheran Educational Foundation was approved. Since that time the 
Board of Directors has been elected representing five constituent Synods, United 
Lutheran Church in America, Evangelical Lutheran Church, American Lutheran Church, 
Augustana Lutheran Church, and United Evangelical Lutheran Church. President Tam- 
bert and Dr. Gould Wickey are members of the 25 man Board by virtue of the office 
which they hold. The Rev. John G. Simmons, Mr. Joel Youngquist and Mr. Wayne 
Pfundstein were elected to represent the Synod of the Pacific Southwest, subject to the 
ratification of this Synodical Convention. Mr. Wayne Pfundstein was elected Treasurer 
of the Board. 

Dr. Orville Dahl was officially installed at First Lutheran Church in Glendale at 
three o'clock on Nov. 3, 1957, as President of the Foundation. Since that time over 
200 acres has been given by Gift Grant Annuity to serve as a site for the proposed 
4-year Liberal Arts College. The site is located in the Conejo Valley near Thousand 
Oaks. Activity is proceeding on all fronts with the tentative date for opening the 
College now set at September 1, 1961. 

As indicated in the proposed Minimum Budget, it is recommended (1) that we 
contribute our share of the operating expense, Recommendations for capital funds 
will come to the Convention. This is a thrilling experience and the Board requests the 
continued prayers and support of this project.

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REPORT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH WOMEN 


God has again richly blessed the women of the Pacific Southwest Convention as 
they have served Him in His Church through the organization of United Lutheran 
Church Women. 

For the past two years, the Synodical ULCW has deviated from its usual policy of 
holding its Annual Convention in a Church by meeting at Asilomar Conference 
Grounds, Pacific Grove, Calif. Facilities have been excellent and opportunities for fel- 
lowship unexcelled. The theme “God Calling Yet'’ was developed during the 65th 
Annual Convention, held May 7-10, 1957 and ‘Love Works Wonders,” in celebration 
of the 50th Anniversary of Lutheran Woman's Work, as the theme of the 66th Con- 
vention of ULCW held April 14-17, 1958. Mrs. Stanley Peratrovich, vice president, 
served as program chairman for both. All four conference presidents were present, the 
Synodical organization assisting the Hawaii Conference in sending its president as 
delegate. 


This Convention marks the end of a triennium during which the entire organiza- 
tion of ULCW, from the General down through the Congregational, has revised its 
Constitution and revamped its organizational structure. The work of promoting this new 
pattern, as it functions through committees, has been carried on through Synodical 
President's Conferences, work shops on every level, Convention demonsirations, 
through the pages of the ULCW Bulletin in Pacific Southwest Lutheran, through corre- 
spondance and by personal visitation to local groups in all four conferences. As of 
December 31, 1957 all but three of our ULCW groups in this Synod are following the 
Unified Plan of organization. Two congregations do not have ULCW groups: Mt. Zion, 
Yreka, and St. Paul's, Fresno. 


In August of 1957, I was sent as a visitor from the ULCW, Synod of the Pacific 
Southwest, to the Third Assembly of the Lutheran World Federation held in Minnea- 
polis, Minnesota. Eye witness accounts and colored slides were brought to three of 
the four fall Conferences: Arizona, held at Faith, Phoenix; Northern, held at St. John’s, 
Sacramento; Southern, held at Trinity, Long Beach. A total of 751 attended the four 
Conferences, Lihue being the hostess to the Hawaii Conference. 

Serving on an inter-Synodical Committee to help plan for a Post Assembly of the 
LWF was a privilege. Five over-seas guests, coming from Japan, South America, Swit- 
zerland, and Indonesia, were entertained for ten days by the women of all Synods 
working together, sharing with them the American way of life in home, Church and 
community. Two Post Assembly Rallies were held: one at First Lutheran, Glendale, 
(ULC) and one at Angelica Lutheran, Los Angeles, (AUG.) 

This has been a triennium of progress in every field of endeavor in which we are 
interested as United Lutheran Church Women. Membership has grown from 4,038 to 
5,919, with new members received at this Convention increasing it to over 6,000. New 
ULCW groups have been organized in each new mission congregation. Great increased 
are evident in all areas of Christian service: congregational, community (Church re- 
lated), Synodical and mission fields. Concern for the need for full and part-time Christian 
workers in our Church is felt, a concern that we hope will be translated into further 
action. Congregational Mission Study, with young and old participating, has been 
initiated into many congregations by ULCW groups during the trennium. 

Offerings totalling $39,458.27, almost $17,000 of it received through the use of 
Thankofferings, have been recorded in 1957. These free-will offerings represent the 
over-and-above gifts of love that we as women have given that "His Way May Be 
Known On Earth, His Saving Health Among Nations.” ‘Love Has Worked Wonders” 
and made possible these figures: $103,716.79 received in offerings during the trennium. 
$9,244.97 of this amount has been given to our Synod as AID TO MISSION CHURCHES 
IN OUR SYNOD. 

We express our appreciation for the friendship and cooperation of the pastors of 
our Synod as we have tried to be of help to the ULCW of their congregations; and to 
the President of Synod, Dr. Tambert, for his counsel and help and for the inspiration he 
has brought to Synodical conventions and conference meetings. ; 

It has been a joy and privilege to serve Our Lord and His Church as the leader 


of the United Lutheran Church Women of the Pacific Southwest during this past trien- 
nium.

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The Report of the Mission Supervisor on the Home Missions of Synod was pre- 
sented by Mission Supervisor, the Rev. H. Paul Romeis. 


REPORT OF THE MISSION SUPERVISOR 


At this writing, the Roll of Synod includes 61 Salary-Aid and 27 Loan Missions out 
of a total of 117 congregations which most certainly marks the Synod of the Pacific 
Southwest as a missionary Synod. Almost everything done in Synod in one way or 
another bears on the mission program. Hence additional information concerning this 
major activity is to be found in the reports of the Executive Committee, which functions 
also as the Home Mission Committee, of the President and of the Compiroller. This 
Report, which covers the period from the 1957 Convention of Synod to this present meet- 
ing, covers the areas of the work primarily assigned to the Mission Supervisor.

Hawaii Islands to assist in planning and financing their Church Building Programs. A 
National Lutheran Council Mission School will be held this year at Asilomar, July 
21-25, with the Rev. Merle Franke, Secretary of English Missions and Mr. Frederick 
Bowman, Administrative Assistant, Church Extension, representing our Board. During 
the weeks preceding the School, Mr. Bowman will visit missions in the interest of their 
building and financing programs, and following the School, Pastor Franke will make 
a whirlwind eight-day tour, seeing as many as possible of our missions and fields. 
Since January Dr. Richard Gerberding, former Executive Secretary, has been a guest 
professor at the Seminary and has visited several of our missions, giving valuable 
assistance from his vast experience in mission work.

REPORT OF THE NORTHERN CONFERENCE 


The Northern Conference met in First Lutheran Church, Fresno, Octcber 16, 17, 
18, 1957. The following officers were elected: 
President—The Rev. Donald E. Wagner 
Vice-President—The Rev. Lloyd Jacobson 
Secretary—The Rev. Charles A. Miley 
Treasurer—Mr. George Miksch 
Lay Members—Mr., Arthur Long, Mr. John Schmidt 


The Rev, Carl V. Tambert, D.D., Synodical President, was the featured speaker 
at the Convention Banquet. Mrs. Gwen Hansen of First Church Fresno, was con- 
gratulated for having received the Everett Mitchell Award for 1957. 


Principal actions of the Convention were the following: 


1, That we discontinue the Yolijwa week at Mt. Cross. 

2. That the Northern Conference Committee on Parish Education request the sub- 
committee on camping of the Synodical Parish Education Committee to review 
the constitution, program, purpose, curriculum and financing of the Lutheran 
Camping Association of Northern California, and present an outline of. the same 
to the Northern Conference next year, and after consultation with the Conference 
Parish Educational Committee, prepare recommendations on whether or not the 
Pacific Southwest Synod should seek official membership in the corporation 
known as the Lutheran Bible Camp Association of Northern California. In the 
meantime we recommend participation as in the past. 

3. That we promote and develop a unique program of leadership training through 
a@ summer assembly, using the facilities of the Pacific Lutheran Seminary. This 
assembly to be sponsored by the Parish Education Committee. 

4. That we authorize the organization of the United Lutheran Church Men of the 
Northern Conference. 

5. That a day be arranged at the Pacific Lutheran Seminary for a conference on 
Church Vocations for pastors of the conference and interested boys and girls of 
their congregations. 

Rules of Procedure of conference were amended to include the immediate past 
president of the conference as a member of the Executive Committee of the Conference. 

On February 9, 1958, the Northern Conference held its annual Church Council- 
men’s Rally in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, San Francisco, which brought together 

260 men and women of the congregations who shared in ten workshops in the theme, 

"Whatever You Do.” The Rev. John G. Simmons was the principal speaker at the 

banquet. 

Recommendation: 

“That the Northern Conference recommend to Synod that a constitutional amend- 
ment be proposed whereby clerical and lay members of the Executive Committee of 
Synod be eligible to succeed themselves in office no more than once, with the excep- 
tion of the President of Synod.”

After much discussion and further questions relative to the Health Program, Sec- 
tetary Simmons read the Recommendation Number 14 of the Executive Committee — 
That if a Group Health Medical Plan be adopted by the Executive Comittee before the 
end of 1958 that the cost be paid from the 1958 Operational Overage. 


VOTED: That the Proposed Budget for 1959 be adopted. 
VOTED: That the Insurance Plan Recommendation be adopted. 
VOTED: That the Report of the Executive Committee, as a whole, be adopted. 


Resolutions of the Committee on the President's Report were presented by the 
Rev. Ross Hidy: 

1. We thank our Lord for the Blessings upon His Church evidenced in the Report 
of President Carl V. Tambert. 

2. We express our apreciation for his continued leadership, guidance, and exam- 
ple and ask that this thanksgiving to God and to His servant be expressed by 
a rising vote of thanks. Rising vote of thanks! 

3. As we note our President's concern for the continuing need for full-time 
servants trained to serve in the Church, we reaffirm our belief that this need 
will be met in proportion of our fervent prayers to the Lord of the Church that 
He send forth workers. Therefore we urge our congregations to continue in 
earnest prayer that men and women might respond to Christ's call to service, 
Adopted. 

4. We gratefully recognize the role being played by our Pacific Lutheran Theolo- 
gical Seminary in preparing servants for this task and urge all congregations 
to continue to challenge their youth to full-time service. Adopted. 

5. We especially urge each congregation seek to send at least one young man 
to the July 14-20, 1958 Retreat to be held at the Seminary in Berkeley. 
Adopted. 

6. In light of many unrealized opportunities to instruct all ages in the Word of 
God, we recommend that Synod strive to double the number enrolled in our 
church schools in the year ahead. This goal should be a challenge not only 
in our Sunday programs and a vigorous enlistment program for children but 
also in creative work to enlist for Bible and Catechetical Study youth and 
adults in week day classes, evening Bible study groups, neighborhood groups 
and individual home study programs for all members especially aged and 
shutins. For this, we request the guidance of the Parish Education Committee 
and Director of Christian Education. Adopted. 

7. In light of our Synod’s favorable location in an area of explosive population 
growth, we affirm with our President that the Stewardship record of our Synod 
evidences “The Rich Blessings from our Lord.” We, therefore, recommend that 
our minimum share Apportionment Goal be considered as but a logical begin- 
ning in gratitude giving. Adopted. 

8. We recommend that in light of the concern for continuing the evangelistic out- 
reach of our Synod, it is recommended in view of the great spiritual benefits 
inherent in a preaching mission in any parish that the Synod especially uphold 
the Evangelism Committee that each congregation annually conduct a mission 
week as a normal part of its Evangelistic endeavor. Adopted. 

9. In light of a proper concern for the health of our Synodical President and also 
for the time consuming demands on him and other Synodical staff members, 
we recommend that Church Councils of our growing Synod be reminded that

many events in a congregation's life such as ground-breaking, corner-stone 
laying, fifth, tenth, or fifieth anniversaries may as jubilantly be celebrated 
with a Conference officer or Executive Committee member present as with a 
Synodical official on hand. Adopted. 

As our Synod’s growth these last years has increased the responsibilities for 
supervision and counsel, by the Synodical President and the Executive Com- 
mittee not only for the program of home mission expansion and supervision of 
home missions congregations in their formative years, but also increasingly 
for shepherding of maturing and established congregations, we recommend 
that a study be made by a Committee to be appointed by the President of 
these responsibilities with a special Synodical Committee in the area of home 
missions recognizing the proposed home mission organization in a merged 
Church, Tabled. 

Recommend that the Executive Committee be instructed to bring to the 1959 
Convention a study whereby the pastoral and lay delegates to the United 
Lutheran Church Convention be elected in part on a Conference level in future 
years. Adopted. 

We commend and salute the large majority of the youth of our communities 
whose performance can be described as juvenile decency. We salute especi- 
ally the youth activities of our Synod, Conferences, and Congregations in 
Luther Leagues, summer camps, work camps, and caravaning. Adopted, 


Noting the results of the restive spirit in the troubled and disturbed youth, we 
request the Committee on Social Missions to explore the possible assistance of 
our Synodical resources both facilities and leadership to meet the special needs 
of troubled youth as an expression of our Christian concern. Adopted, 


Noting the President's concern for the restive spirit that prevails in all of life’s 
activities, we address ourselves to the concern of many Christians of our 
Churches over continuing atomic testing. Adopted. 


We prayerfully petition our leaders in government to halt the testing of atomic 
weapons since evidence indicated the results of these tests are potentially 
dangerous to humanity. Tabled.

tive Comittee give serious consideration to the possibility of the acceptance 

of the invitation and make a recommendation to the next Convention. 
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VOTED: To refer this invitation to the Executive Committee. 


Motion that the Congregational Apportioned Benevolence Quotas, along with all 
other Synodical-assgined quotas to congregations be based on the Congregational 
Communing Memberships of two years prior and that the new method of quotas as- 
signment be first used in apportioning the 1960 Budget. 


The Lay Delegates thanked the Convention for the leadership of The Rev. F.

The Convention was closed with prayer by Chaplain Foelsch.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Dear Cco-Laborers in Christ: 


“© Magnify the Lord with me: and let us exalt His Name together”’. 
Psalm 34:3 


As we assemble for this Annual Convention of our Synod in its sixty-eighth year, 
We are exceptionally conscious of our Lord's blessings to us. We go forward only in 
His strength. In a few short years, we shall celebrate our Diamond Jubilee. God has 
granted to us tremendous opportunities and continues to lay before us additional 
privileges and responsibilities for advancing His Kingdom. This Convention of Synod 
again should be an inspiring occasion whereby we seek even more fully to magnify 
His gloricus name. 


HISTORIC ST. MARK’S — OUR HOST 


Once again we are privileged to have as the host congregation of our Synodical 
Convention, historic St. Mark’s Church, the Rev. Ross Hidy, pastor. We appreciate the 
willingness of this congregation to receive us and to assist us with the multitude of 
Convention details. Ten years ago, we were also privileged to meet at St. Mark's 
under the leadership of the Rev. Dr. George Dorn. At this time great strides were 
made toward Lutheran unity. We remember well those days when all National 
Lutheran Council bodies in the Pacific Southwest met for rallies and fellowship with 
the Presidenis of our National bodies in attendance. The picture has changed consid- 
erably in the ten years intervening — now there is merger talk on every hand. The 
Holy Spirit has been exceedingly active in our midst and we are awaiting with antici- 
pation the next few years when the merger will actually be consummated. 


_ U. L, C. A. REPRESENTATIVE 


We are especially pleased to welcome as the United Lutheran Church Represen- 
tative, the Rev. Dr. Gould Wickey, Executive Secretary of the Board of Higher Educa- 
tion. It is significant that Dr. Wickey in his Executive capacity comes to us as the United 
Luthercm Church Representative. His voice has been heard on the West Coast in a 
vital way during the past years. He is well known as one of the staunchest friends of 
‘our Seminary and his guidance and concern have played no small part in the wonder- 
ful progress we have made during these early years of the Seminary’s life. His voice 
has also been heard in the early plans for the California Lutheran College on the 
-West Coast. As early as 1952, he was a part of a Commission that studied the College 
-situation in our. area, The Commission camé up with definite recommendations that a 
Lutheran College should be planted in the Pacific Southwest. He was a member of 
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CLEF (California Lutheran Educational Foundation) and is even now a member of the 
College Board of Regents representing our Synod's activities in this regard. Inasmuch 
as both our Seminary in the expansion program and our California Lutheran College 
in its beginning days will come before our Convention for considerable study, we are 
most happy to have Dr. Wickey with us for consultation and advice. Our most cordial 
welcome is extended to him. He, will present the work of the United Lutheran Church 
in two half-hour periods and will be called upon for a very important statement during 
the presentation of the California Lutheran College Report on Wednesday afternoon. 


THE PAST YEAR : 


We can easily rate the past Synodical year as outstanding in our history. A 
number of developments could call for pages of comment. Our Synod continues to 
carry forward an extensive program of Evangelism. Almost every major area of our 
Synod has either had a special Evangelism Mission (Phoenix, San Diego, Fresno, Les 
Angeles, Hawaii) or is planning such a Mission in the very near future (Northern 
Conference). In addition to this, our Evangelism Committee is planning a very special 
retreat in the early fall of 1959 for the purpose of added stimulation and inspiration in 
the Evangelism Program. 


In apportioned benevolences, the year was also a marked one. Spurred on by the 
40th Anniversary Appeal of our United Lutheran Church, we received and disbursed 
a record amount of apportioned benevolences. We met our double gift to the United 
Lutheran Church in full. In remitting the final check for the 100% goal, your President 
wrote to Dr. Fry “During this year of strikes, layoffs, and fluctuation, money was not 
easily given. Nevertheless our people permitted their gratitude to God to prevail above 
the economic stress. We know, of course, that this is only as it should be”. The Sector 
Program for Stewardship on the Synodical level which was carried out by the Steward- 
ship Committee of Synod proved invaluable in answering the perennial question 
"Where does the Benevolence Dollar go?” This information has to be given annually 
to our congregations as we Note the increasing congregational membership, the 
changes in the church council personnel, and the addition of new pastors on the 
territory of Synod. 


Not to be overlooked is the work of our Synod in Parish Education. Under the 
leadership of the Parish Education Committee, the Luther League Committee and the 
Director of Christian Education, Pastor Stanley Olson, we can point with satisfaction 
to the progress that has been made. By far a majority of our congregations have used 
the services of the Parish Education Program, Furthermore, we now have a point of 
contact for help in the individual congregations Parish Education work. We have paid 
more attention to our youth through the Luther League program under the leadership 
of Pastor Hartzheim and the Luther League Committee. Retreats, Summer Assemblies, 
Rallies for both children and youth have been a source of great delight as we plan 
the building of the Church for the future. 


Your President would certainly commend the faithful work of the other standing 
committees of Synod. The new Service Book and Hymnal was introduced to the pastors 
and congregations of our Synod in a most wonderful manner. We are already begin- 
ning to feel very much at home with the new settings and we would remind our con- 
gregations that additional help for those who need it is still available through our 
Worship Committee, the Rev. Charles Smith, chairman. The Social Missions Committee 
is ever active. The Committee on Church Vocations, in addition to the duties of certifica- 
tion of students for the ministry and others planned a most fruitful conference on Church 
Vocations in. cooperation with the Board of Higher Education. We commend our 


fie for this intense interest in the program and enrichment of the life of the 
ynod. 


And what can we say about the glorious progress of our Seminary? The new 
Library is under construction. It should be visited by the delegation of Synods while in 
the Bay area. Dedication Day will be held in September. The administration, the 
faculty, the student body is ever strong and sure and in cooperation with our sister 
Synod, the Pacific Synod, co-benefactors of the Seminary, we are realizing progress 
undreamed of. We must remember that our particular share of the Library cost has 
not as yet been fully met. This will continue to be a matter of vital concern on the

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THE MERGER 


The American Evangelical Lutheran Church, the Augustana Synod, the Suomi 
Synod, and the United Lutheran Church in America have made great advances during 
the year on the matter of our Lutheran merger. The Constitution has already been 
reviewed by the Joint Commission on Lutheran Unity and will be ready for presenta- 
tion at the next Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America. Merger 
plans at the present call for a national merger Convention sometime in 1961. The 
Synodical Convention mergers occur in 1962. It looks very much as though the happy 
day is rapidly approaching. 


OUR MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN 


The Major Medical Plan of Synod put into effect by the Executive Committee under 
direction from Synod on November 1 has proved to be a great blessing in many of 
the pastors homes of our Synod, Letters and verbal expressions of gratitude for the 
help in emergency cases, as well as in fatal illnesses have been received by this 
office. We understand that the United Lutheran Church is making an intensive nation- 
wide survey on Medical Plans and may suggest at its next Convention a nation-wide 
arrangement for all the pastors and parsonage families in the United Lutheran Church, 
Until such a plan, if feasible, is effective, your President would strongly recommend 
that we continue the Major Medical Plan as we have adopted it in Synod in order that 
adequate protection might be granted to our pastors and their families, The Executive 
Board of the United Lutheran Church has requested that our Synod, along with several 
others review their Plans for Major Medical Service and we would pass on this 
information, as well as the request of our National Board to the Committee on Presi- 
dent's Report for consideration.

SHORTAGE OF PASTORS 


We are happy to report that the number of pulpit vacancies in our Synod has 
decreased during the past year. We have been blessed with the coming of several 
new pastors to our Synodical territory and with the Senior Seminarians who will be 
available for call, we should find ourselves in a rather enviable position. The greatest 
need will be for Mission Developers to enter new fields which have been allocated to 
us but we are confident that the Board of American Missions will assist us in filling 
the strategic fields that are now ready for occupancy. 


CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


We would call attention to all our clerical and lay delegates to the very important 
item of Synod’s agenda for Wednesday afternoon, May 20. This is the hour we have 
set aside for full discussion of the California Lutheran College. We hope that this report 
and discussion and presentation will be the springboard for intensive concern and 
activity on the part of our congregations in the interest of the California Lutheran Col- 
lege at Thousand Oaks, California. It is an exciting adventure but full of grave respon- 
sibility and we must, as a Synod, be aware of our responsibilities and opportunities 
in this matter. 


THE SYNODICAL STAFF 


A word should be said on behalf of our dedicated Synodical staff. Pastors Romeis 
and Olson, together with Comptroller Wayne Pfundstein put in long hours and even 
longer trips in fulfilling their duties in the interest of our congregations, They cover the 
waterfront in a most real fashion. Everyone carries a multitude of responsibilities that 
almost stagger the imagination. Our office secretaries, Peggy Klingensmith, Mary Hill, 
and Edna Borgeson, do not know the meaning of ‘quitting time’. Extra evening hours, 
extra days and intensive work the whole week long mark their schedule. We simply 
could not get along in our office without the type of dedication that is exhibited on 
every hand. We are most grateful as a Synod to all of those who thus work in the 
administrative and office positions of the Synod. 


ELECTION OF A PRESIDENT 


Every five years the Synod is faced with the decision to choose a President. Your 
President has been grateful for the opportunity of serving during this past five years 
and wishes to express his appreciation to Synod. Synod will elect a President at this 
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Convention, We should choose one to whom the Lord leads us. Under the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit let us make our decision. The election of a President is for a five-year 
term but we should be mindful that merger plans may curtail the term to a three-year 
period. 


I close by expressing my deep appreciation to the Executive Committee of Synod. 


The concern of these men for the Church is evidenced at every meeting we have. God 
has richly blessed us with laymen and pastors who serve in this capacity. The Church 
goes forward upon the sacrifices of men of God blessed by our Lord Jesus Christ.

December 31, 1958 


Fellow Workers in Christ: 

*- Byer on the march, Pacific Southwest Synod steadily moved forward in its growth 
this year. Communicant membership reached 32,143. There was a net increase of 
2,115: communicant members. Only about 5 other synods in the U.L.C.A. show more 
gain and they are all much larger than our Synod. 

The year 1958 was a year of economic recession that seemed to slow up the 
number of accessions to church membership. My feeling is that people hesitated about 
taking on any more financial responsibility which would be entailed in uniting with a 
church,

and tiple it in twelve years. Apportionment has tripled in six years and total ex- 
penditures almost doubled in five years. Property value went up more than one and 
one-half million dollars, but indebtedness increased only $60,000.

This was an average growth per congregation 
of only six.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific South- 
west in fulfilling its Constitutionally assigned functions and the directives of Synod, 
held four regular meetings since the last Convention of Synod. The actions listed below 
are a summary of the assignment given to the Committee by Synod or inherent in its 
constitutionally defined: duties.: 

Authorized a study of the expenditures of Synod for the past five years upon a 


communicant membership basis. Said study to cover all the departments of our Synodi- 
cal Budget. 


Authorized the President of Synod to confer with the Committee of Presidents 
relative to the possible election of delegates to the ULCA Convention with nominations 
from, the Conferences. 


Authorized the President of Synod to appoint a Committee to study and recom- 
mend a personnel priority and job description for the Synodical office personnel. 


Reccomended the employment of an administrative assistant to the President of 
Synod when funds and the approval of the Synodical Convention are realized. 


Held meeting with Augustana Church-California District representatives, President 
Carl Segerhammar and Pastor John Bruneer for the purpose of discussing items con- 
cerning the merger. : 


Met with Executive Committee of the Augustana Synod-California Conference 
at Wawona, Yosemite National Park September 3-5, 1958. 


Authorized the procuring of Key Insurance for President of Synod Tambert, Mission 
Supervisor Romeis, Christian Education Director Olson and Comptroller Pfundstein. 


Certified students for the ministry and. authorized aid for the same upon the 
recommendation of the Church Vocations Committee’of Synod. 
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Authorized the placing of a request before the Board of Christian Higher Educa- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church on behalf of the CLEF to assist our Synod in reach- 
ing its fair-share goal of the California Lutheran College Project. (United Lutheran 
Church in Convention placed $150,000 for each of the two years 1960 and 1961 before 
the Allocations Commission of those two years as a high priority need). 

Received the report of the committees responsible for the 1958 Young Men's Re- 
treat and urged the Parish Education Committee and the Church Vocations Committee 
of Synod to consider both a Young Men's and Young Women’s Retreat for the summer 
of 1959. 

By Synod's authorization placed a Group Major Medical Plan with the Occidental 
Life Insurance Company to be put into operation as soon as practicable. Said Plan 
went into effect on November 1, 1958. 

Looked with favor upon the suggestion for a Pilot Project of three months pastoral 
leadership for the Mt. Cross Camp fer the summer of 1959. 

Authorized a minimum travel subsidy for pastors of Synod to the Theological 
Conference Lectures at the Pacific Lutheran Seminary, January 21-22, 1959. 

Received the statement of policy of the Synod’s Stewardship Committee responsi- 
bilities. 

Requested from each standing committee chairman of Synod a statement of re- 
sponsibilities and activities in the light of the Constitution and By Laws of Synod. 

Urged that the President of Synod seek to arrange a Pastoral Retreat for all the 
pastors in Synod during the Labor Day week of 1959. 

Appointed a committee of three laymen and three pastors to investigate the 
availability and qualifications of professional consulting organizations to study the 
Synod structure. 

Authorized the Finance Committee of the Executive Committee to study ways and 
means to finance our Synodical share of the California Lutheran College Project. 

Authorized the present Camp Yolijwa Committee of Southern Conference to serve 
as representatives of Synod with responsibilities as outlined in the Minutes of the 1958 
Convention, This Committee to be continued as an interim committee of the Parish 
Education Committee of Synod until such time as action is completed to bring the 
Camping program into line with the procedure as adopted by the 1956 Convention. 

Authorized that allocations from the Special Needs funds for 1958 be on a per- 
centage basis. Revised the 1959 Budget of Synod as per Synodical Convention instruc- 
tions for presentation at the 1959 Convention. 

Adopted a revised financing and amortization schedule for Camp Yolijwa. 


Approved in principal the proposed expansion of the California Lutheran Home 
for the Aged in Alhambra.

REPORT ON THE PASTOR'S SALARY STUDY 


The President of Synod was charged by the Executive Committee upon the action 
of the 1958 Synodical Convention to make a further study of the Pastor’s Salaries of 
Synod. 


The President conducted such a study in the early months of 1959 and presented 
the following facts to the Executive Committe at its April meeting: 
101 Pastors reported in response to the questionnaire that was sent to them. 


The figures reported show that the mean salary “the midway point between the 
highest and the lowest’ was $4,550 basic cash salary. (1947 mean $4,200), The average 
salary for the 101 reporting was $4,700 (1957 average $4,530). This does not include 
Parsonage utilities or car allowance. 


97 Pastors reported either free use of parsonage or a parsonage allowance. 
(1957 figure was 90 pastors). 


75 Pastors reported that utilities are paid in full by congations or included in 
housing allowances. (1957 figure—5S1 pastors). There were noticeable in- 
creases in the amounts granted by congregations for this item also. 
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Returning to the basic salary schedule, we find that: 
16 salaries were under $3,800 during the current year. (1957—32 salaries) 
8 salaries were at $3,900 (1957—12 salaries) 
23 salaries were between $4,000 and $4,500 (1957—22 salaries) 
25 salaries were between $4,500 and $5,000 (1957—13 salaries) 
13 salaries were between $5,000 and $6,000 (1957—7 salaries) 
19 salaries were between $6,000 and $7,000 (1957—same) 
6 salaries were over $7,000 (19575 salaries) 

The report definitely indicated a concern on the part of our congregations toward 
pastor's sciaries and allewances. We feel that the emphasis should be continued and 
respectfully request that this itemized report be placed before all the Councils and 
Congregations of Synod.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


Within the next two or three decades, every person in the United States is certain 
to be personally and immediately involved in higher education in this country, thus 
eae an influence on national life and the Church that can hardly be overesti- 
mated. 

About two generations ago, in 1900, the number of men and women of college 
age (18-21) who were actually in college amounted to hardly one in 25 the country 
over — and in large areas of the South, the Southwest and the West, the figure was 
nearer one in 100. Small children in those regions gaped at young men and women 
who, it was said, were college students. 

Things changed with the ending of the First World War. But even as late as 1940, 
only about one in 10 Americans of college age were really in college — today the 
ratio is one in three Americans of college age in college. They number about 3,600,000 
students today and will number four and a half to five million in college by 1965. 

To keep up with the number of students is going to cost money — oceans of 
money — for salaries of professors, buildings, laboratories, equipment and upkeep. 


Student Body 


We opened the academic year with 492 students in the day session, another 
record enrollment, and 161 in the evening session, or a total of 653. Seventy-nine 
percent of the students regularly enrolled are members of the Lutheran Church. The 
increase in the number of Lutheran students over the last five years is most encourag- 


ing. In the student body there are 86 i 
ae young men and women preparing for church

We cannot look to the future without paying our respect and gratitude to the 
achievements of the past. Midland College can only build and grow in the future be- 
cause she was fortunate in having careful, wise guidance from the past. We con- 
tinually rely today, as always, on the Lutheran Chucch to send us material in the 
form of young people so we can continue building and maintaining high standards of 
spiritual value and academic achievements in a competitive field. To the Pastors who 
recommend Midland College to their young people, we shall always be most grateful. 


Service Programs 


We continue to serve many church and community groups through our facilities 
and programs. We were particularly glad again to welcome the Central States Luther 
League and the United Lutheran Church Women of the Northeast Conference, and will 
be glad to welcome the Presbyterian Senior High Conference, this summer, and the 
Central States United Lutheran Church Women, this fall. 


Auxiliaries 


We are indebted, as always, to the unselfish devotion of the Midland Women and 
the Men of Midland. Both auxiliaries of the College have made great strides forward 
and have contributed much of their time and support toward various projects, including 
the furnishing of four rooms in the women’s dormitory, new chancel furnishings, cur- 
tains and drapes for the chapel, air-conditioning of the library and new tables and 
chairs in the dining room. Their current projects include the replacement of the stoves 
in the Kitchen-Commons and new beds, springs and mattresses in the men’s dormitory, 


The Alumni Association 


The Alumni Association contributed sufficient funds to replace all of the seats in 
the chapel and add other valuable equipment to various academic departments of the 
College, for which we are most appreciative. Their goal for the current year is to 
match the funds that have been contributed by the student body toward a more ade- 
quate Student Union. 


Representatives 


We are grateful for the loyal and sustained interest of the President of Synod and 
his elected representative. Their concern and influence in the operation of the College 
has been encouraging and helpful to the College administration. A word of gratitude 
must also be expressed to Dr. Gould Wickey, who over these many years as Executive 
Secretary of the Board of Higher Education has rendered a most significant service to 
Midland College and her administrators. 


Finances 


For the fifth successive year, Midland College balanced her budget. This was due, 
of course, very largely to the continued help of the Church west cf the Missouri River. 
We are most grateful for this generous support. With careful management we antici- 
pated a balanced budget this year also, this despite the fact that inflation, constantly 
increasing costs and services and the added expense of campus expansion have added 
to our financial burden. 


Our most pressing problems are faculty salaries and the replacement of the 
present classroom-administration building. There is no dodging the fact that, with the 
impending increase in college enrollment in this country, it will become increasingly 
difficult to secure and retain strong faculties. We face competition from industry, 
government, agencies of one sort or another, public schools, and other colleges. We 
particularly face competition from tax supported colleges, whose resources are limited 
only by the willingness of state legislatures to grant funds. 


Our faculty is relatively strong. Our problem is to keep it strong. We can never 
compete, dollar-wise, with industry or with the wealtier institutions, but we must pay 
reasonable salaries. 

It is just a truism to say that a strong faculty is of antecedent importance. 


Equally important to good teaching are adequate and not antequated classrooms. 
For 30 years Midland College has known the need for replacing the administration- 
classroom building. The Nebraska State Fire Marshal also recognizes the need for a 
replacement of this building, for a reason other than inadequacy. 
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The President of the College strongly recommends that every encouragement be 
given each congregation and individual to assume their full share of responsibility in 
the Midland Appeal, that the replacement of this building may become a reality before 
other powers take action forcing us into a most embarrassing situation. 

Obviously large sums of money are involved, but so are large numbers of our 
church youth, whom we cannot afford to neglect if we are to accomplish our educa- 
tional missionary objectives. 

A simplified report, as of the closing of our fiscal year, follows. It will be noted 
that this is a large size budget to balance and without the aid of our many friends 
within the Church, it would not be possible. < 

Again we express our very great gratitude for the interest the Pacific Southwest 
Synod has taken in the College and the support it has provided.

THE LUTHERAN is still “America’s Largest Weekly Protestant News Magazine”. 
When a congregation has arranged to send our ULCA official publication into every 
home, it has taken a big step toward the important responsibility of keeping its mem- 
bers well informed. 

When a congregation subscribes for every family, the cost is only $1.86 per sub- 
scription per year instead of the $3.50 which is the rate for individual subscription. It 
costs less than a 4c postage stamp each week to send this attractive and news-packed 
magazine into the individual home. Among the many benefits is the weekly reminder 
to your people that they are members of your congregation. 

Subscription totals for our Synod in recent years show that in 1951 we had 1,745 
which increased to 7,010 in 1958. 

A letter dated January 13, 1959, received from the Circulation Manager indicated 
that nearly 4,000 had been received thus far for 1959. 

This year promotion for subscriptions was handled in a different way. The first 
approach was through your ‘Desk Book”. It appears that a number of Pastors did not _ 
note the order blanks for materials there. The Chairman of this Committee admits that 
he was depending to a great extent upon this direct approach from the Circulation 
Department. A letter of reminder was mailed to all Pastors, but it seems that additional 
reminders at an earlier date would have been helpful to some congregations.

The 
Buckeye state, strong center of United Lutheranism, made a favorable impression with 
its beautiful weather and colorful fall landscape. 


Synod was represented for the first time by a delegation numbering 22, an in- 
crease of 2 due to membership gains. All the regularly elected delegates attended, 
except L. C. Burns whose place was taken by the first clerical alternate, Rev. Karl 
Kniseley and Joe Basconcills, Hawaii delegate was replaced by alternate Ben O'Brien. 
Numbers of our pastors and laymen attended the sessions as visitors. 


The observance of the 40th Anniversary of the United Lutheran Church in America 
and the prospect of union with three sister Lutheran bodies seemed to set the atmo- 
sphere for this Convention. This was clearly indicated in the opening communion serv- 
ice when Dr, Oscar A. Benson, president of the Augustana Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, preached the sermon. Merger planning and anticipation greatly influenced the 
spirit and action of the assembly throughout the meeting. Hence, the report of the 
Joint Commission on Lutheran Unity received particular attention. 


Elections included that of Dr. Edmund F. Wagner, faithful ULCA treasurer, to con- 
tinue in the office for a six-year term. Dr, C. Elson Ruff was re-elected editor of The 
Lutheran by an almost unanimous vote. 


We received three elections to National Boards and Agencies at the United 
Lutheran Church Convention. Mr. Gilbert Olson was re-elected to the Board of 
American Missions. Mr. Gene Heckathorn was re-elected to the Executive Committee 
of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement. Dr. Carl V. Tambert was elected to the Board 
of Foreign Missions. We also have members from our Synod on the following Boards 
in the Church: 


The Executive Board of the ULCA—The Rev. Charles Foelsch, Ph.D., D.D. 
The Board of Publication—The Rev. H. Paul Romeis, D.D. 

ss The Board of Higher Education—The Rev. Frank Clutz, D.D. 
The Board of Social Missions—The Rev. John Stump 


Major items of business included a revision of the Calendar of Causes which will 
be placed in the annual minutes of the Synod, the call for more men for the ministry 
and other church vocations with provision being made for a new film on the Lutheran 
ministry, a decision after much discussion to authorize the loan of eight million dollars 
for the program of American Missions, and the adoption of a budget of $12,380,160.00 
for 1960 and $14,216,400.00 for 1961. 


Of special interest to Synod was the proposal by the Board of Higher Education 
that $150,000 in 1960 and again in 1961 be granted the California Lutheran College. 
The Convention approved the request with the provision that it be placed before the 
Allocation Commission of those years as a high priority need. This is the first time that 
such a major grant has been made to a synodical education institution. 


Thrilling reports were given by the Board of Foreign Missions, the Board of Parish 
Education, the Board of Deaconess Work. The Board of Social Missions presented its 
report in the form of an impressive drama in the gymnasium at Wittenberg College, 
Springfield, Ohio, where the Convention was invited to spend Sunday. 


The 40th Anniversary banquet sponsored by the Lutheran Laymen's Movement 
was one of the highlights of the Convention. Music by Roger Williams, remarks by 
Miss Helen Knubel, and an inspiring address by Dr. Fry made this a glorious event for 
more than 1000 persons. 

The 1960 Convention is to be in the Convention Hall in Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
October 13-20, An invitation was received from Rochester, New York, for the 1962 
Convention, but planning will depend on the progress of the merger negotiations.

Another Synodical Convention is upon us, and, as we assemble to confer upon 
the work which the Lord of the Church has given us to do, we realize that our ranks 
have been reduced by the transference of four of our Pastors from the Church Militant 
to the Church Triumphant. We pause, in the midst of our activities, to pay tribute to 
the memory of our Departed Brethren: 


MISS VERA KARROW: 


Miss Vera Karrow, a native of Illinois, born in 1917, completed her training as @ 
Parish Worker, at the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary, and served the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of California, making surveys for many of the mission fields of 
Synod and then working under the Board of American Missions as a Parish Worker in 
several of the Mission Congregations. She was a member of Our Saviour’s Lutheran 
aaa Tucson, Arizona. She was called to her Eternal Home on October 26th, 1958. 

e Services were conducted by her Pastor, The Rev. George A. Spindt. 


THE REVEREND CLARENCE E. NAUGLE: 


The Rev. Clarence E. Naugle was born on September 30, 1893, near Windber, 
Somerset County, Pennsylvania. He graduated from Susquehanna University in. 1921 
with the Bachelor of Arts Degree. Continuing his studies at Susquehanna Seminary he 
received the Degree of Bachelor of Divinity in 1924. He was ordained to the Lutheran 
Ministry by the Allegheny Synod of the United Lutheran Church on May 24, 1924, in 
Clearfield, Pennsylvania. He faithfully served three Churches in the Luthersburg Parish 
of Clearfield County, Pennsylvania, from September 1, 1924 to May 1, 1928. At that 
time he became Pastor of St. Luke’s Lutheran Church, Roaring Spring, Blair County, 
Pennsylvania, where he served until January 1, 1943. Holy Trinity Lutheran Church, 
at Beaver, in Beaver County, Pennsylvania, became his next responsibility. He served 
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this Congregation until September 30, 1948. He moved to Huntington Park, California, 
late in that year. He served as the organizer of St. Andrew's Lutheran Church, Van 
Nuys, California, in 1949. He has been greatly used by our Synod as a supply pastor. 
On October 16, 1953, he accepted the call to become Assistant Pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran Church of Long Beach, where he served until October 30, 1958. Death called 
him to his Eternal Home on December 29, 1958. Pastor Naugle is survived by his wife, 
Nancy; a daughter, Mrs. Pauline Johnson; 2 sons, Alvin J., and Henry B, Naugle; two 
brothers, four sisters, and three grandsons. . 


Memorial Services were conducted by The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D., President 
of Synod and his Pastor, The Rev. Orval A. Awerkamp, at Trinity Lutheran Church of 
a Beach, on December 31, 1958. Interment was at Mausoleum, Inglewood, Calli- 
ornia. 


THE REVEREND ERWIN T. MAY: 


The Rev. Erwin T. May was born in Lincoln, Nebraska, on November 24, 1903. He 
received his education at Wittenberg College, Springfield, Ohio; and Hamma Divinity 
School, Springfield. He was ordained by the former California Synod in 1931, at Holly- 
wood Lutheran Church. On August 31, 1931, he claimed as his bride the former Miss 
Dorothy Mildred Moul, of Springfield, Ohio. He has been a member of our Synod for 
his entire period of service, although his duties have led him into many parts of the 
world. He served Hollywood Lutheran Church as assistant pastor from 1931 to 1932; 
Pastor of Christ Lutheran Church, Alameda, California, from 1932 to 1934; Pastor of 
Grace Lutheran Church, Santa Barbara, from 1934 to 1940. He was District Chaplain 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps, Pocatello, Idaho, in 1941. He was called into the 
Army Chaplains’ Corps in 1941 and served with the 18th Engineers on the Alcan High- 
way Construction work, and in the Aleutian Islands Campaign, Other military duties 
included: Group Chaplain, 408th F. A. Group; Staff Chaplain, 14th and 32nd Hq. and 
Hq. Det. Spec. Trs., Fourth Army, Camp Polk, Louisiana; Ass’t Army Chaplain, Hq. 
Fourth Army, Fort Sam Houston, Texas; member of the Chaplain Board; Director of 
Extension Department, Chaplain School; Depot Chaplain, Chaplains’ Supply, Columbus 
General Depot, Ohio; Staff Chaplain, Mq. 2nd Logistical Command, Korea; Division 
Chaplain, Hq. 8rd Infantry Division, Korea; Port Chaplain, Hq. SFPE., Fort Mason, 
California; and Post Chaplain, Dugway Proving Ground, Utah. He retired from the 
regular Army in 1957. During his military service he was honored with a Presidential 
Unit Citation for his work as Task Force Chaplain in the Aleutian Islands Campaign; 
a Bronze Star in the Korean Campaign; and the Republic of Korea Presidential Citation. 
Following his retirement from active military duty, he resumed his work as a civilian 
Pastor in 1958 where he served St. James Lutheran Church, Central Valley, California, 
until his death on January 15, 1959. He passed away in his home on that date in 
Redding, California, a victim of Coronary Occlusion. The funeral service was held in 
Redding by the Rev. Doctor Carl V. Tambert, President of Synod, and the Rev. John 
Zeltin, Pastor of the Redding Congregation, Burial was with military honors at the 
Golden Gate National Cemetery, San Bruno, California, with the Chaplain of Fort 
Mason and the Chaplain of the Presidio, San Francisco, assisting. The Rev. Doctor J. 
George Dorn officiated. 


THE REVEREND HEINRICH W. FALK, Ph.D.: 


The Rev. Heinrich W. Falk, 56, Pastor of the Church of the Resurrection, Caracas, 
Venezuela, and pioneer in multilingual work of the Lutheran World Federation in 
South America, died January 20th, 1959, at Caracas following a brain thrombosis. 
Born in Hamburg, Germany, he was educated at the Universities of Giessen and Ber- 
lin. Following World War I, he was an exchange student of theology in the United 
States and received his Master's Degree from Hartford Seminary, Connecticut. He 
served Pastorates in Germany from 1932 to 1947, when he returned to America for a 
long-term speaking tour for Lutheran World Action. He received a Doctor of Philosophy 
Degree from the University of Southern California in 1951. He was assigned as the first 
pastor of the Caracas congregation in 1952. During his residence in California he was 
Teceived into the Pacific Southwest Synod. He is survived by his wife, the former 
Janet Prentice; a daughter, Mrs. Jack Krim; and three sons, George, Thomas, and 
Richard. Memorial Services were held on January 21st at Caracas by Pastors Alfreds 
Gulbis, George Posfay and Hilding Hasselmyr, co-pastors of the Church of the Resurec- 
tion, Burial was at San Diego, California. 
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THE REVEREND J. HENRY MEYER: 


The Rev. J. Henry Meyer, Pastor of St. Andrew’s Lutheran Church, San Mateo, 
California, ae, aati the morning of February 13, 1959. Born on August 22, 1903, 
to the Rev. John Henry Meyer, D.D., and his wife Ella Bender Meyer, in Glen Gardner, 
New Jersey; he attended Gettysburg College and Seminary in Gettysburg, Pennsyl- 
vania. Prior to coming to California, he served St. Paul's Lutheran Church, Elizabeth, 
New Jersey. He was active in the CHEY program of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. At the time of the Korean trouble, he was called to re-activate the Lutheran 
Service Center in San Francisco. He was called by St. Andrew's Lutheran Church, San 
Mateo, in 1953 where he served faithfully until his death. He.preached his last sermon 
the day before he entered the hospital where he was met by the summons to “come 
up higher” on the following Friday. Funeral services were held on February 16; the 
Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., the Rev. Conrad Reisch, D.D., and the Rev. Edgar Doering 
officiated. Interment was at Evergreen Cemetery, Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. Surviving 
are his wife, the former Merle Zarfoss, and two sisters and one brother. 


MRS. MARIE SCHMIDT: 


Mrs. Marie Schmidt, nee Schley, 85, wife of the Rev. Henry Schmidt, died on April 
7th, 1959. A native of Germany, Mrs. Schmidt came to America in 1892 with her first 
husband, The Rev. Ludwig Von Grauenhorst, who died in 1926. She later married The 
Rev. Henry Schmidt, a member of our Synod. Surviving Mrs. Schmidt in addition to her 
husband are a son and three daughters. Funeral services were conducted at Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Long Beach, by Pastor Orval A. Awerkamp, assisted by Mrs. 
Schmidt's grandson, The Rev. Harold Schluniz. Burial was at Forest Lawn Cemetery, 
Glendale, California, on April 10th. 


MRS. EDNA M. ANSPACH: 


Mrs. Edna M. Anspach, beloved wife of The Rev. Howard A. Anspach, D.D., was 
called home during the 68th Convention of our Synod, on the morning of May 20th, 
1959.

Together they served pastor- 
ates in Waterloo, Iowa; Fairfield, lowa; then as Missionary Superintendent of the 
Rocky Mountains Synod for two years; two years at Messiah Lutheran Church, Denver, 
Colorado; six years at North Platte, Nebraska; nine years at Grace Lutheran Church, 
Phoenix, Arizona; eight years at Trinity Lutheran Church, Pasadena, California; then, 
for several years, under the Direction of Our Synod, on several mission fields including 
St. Peter's, San Diego; Grace, Santa Barbara; Azusa, California, where he organized 
the Congregation; then at St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, where they served 
from 1952 until his retirement in 1957.

Additional funds of $1100 from the Bay Area and Valley chapters are on hand to 
furnish a staff dining room and supply additional refrigerators for the guests. 


The Fellowship Director has attended the annual meetings of the chapters and 
many other meetings held by the groups. With the changes in the constitution of the 
California Lutheran Home and the setting up of a Co-ordinating Council for the chap- 
ters a greater sense of unity co-operation prevails. 


We wish to express our thanks to all who have in any way contributed to the 
success of the Women’s Fellowship. Especially do we thank Mrs. Nels C. Rostad, 
Burbank, and her committee for the time they spent in planning and carrying out the 
refurbishing of the east wing of the Home.

The Report of the Committee on Constitutions was presented by The Rev. Charles 
Miley. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONS 


The Committee on Constitutions report that required changes have been made by 
St. Peter’s By The Sea congregation (San Diego) and their Constitution is now in proper 
order. 

St. John’s Lutheran Church in Oakland, Rev. Eugene Perry Pastor, have submitted 
a proper Constitution and By Law which is recommended for approval by Synod. 

Changes in the Constitution and By Laws of the United Lutheran Church Women of 
Synod have been examined, They are in accord with Synod’s requirements and ap- 
proval is recommended. 

Advice has been given to several pastors who were either reviewing their con- 
stitutions or contemplating some alterations or changes. 

The Constitution for Christ Lutheran Church at Burlingame has been studied. It is 
in proper order with the exception of the inclusion of the clause limiting voting on 
legal matters to those of legal voting age in the State, and provision for the 25% of 
active members of legal voting age signing recall petitions, They have been informed 
of these items and it is understood that steps are being taken to rectify these defici- 
encies. 

We recommend for approval the new Constitution and By Laws submitted by St. 
John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Gardena, California. 
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In keeping with the action of Synod in 1958 it is recommended that each con- 
gregation take steps to amend its constitution, ARTICLE V, Section 3 by adding after 
the first sentence "MEETING FOR THIS PURPOSE MAY BE CALLED ONLY UPON THE 
WRITTEN REQUEST OF TWENTY-FIVE PERCENT (25%) OR MORE OF THE ACTIVE 
MEMBERS OF VOTING AGE.” (This recommendation is based on the Model Constitu- 
tion; for congregations having other forms of constitutions this requirement should be 
incorporated at an equivalent position.)

2c. After the first ballot, those qualifying as clerical nominees for the remaining 
delegate vacancies to the U.L.C.A. Convention be listed alphabetically. 

2d. The initial ballot for lay delegates to the U.L.C.A. Convention will be mimeo- 
graphed listing names alphabetically. After the first ballot those laymen 
qualifying as nominees for the remaining delegate vacancies will be listed 
alphabetically. 

2e. If further ballots are required, clergy and lay nominees may be listed on the 
same ballot. 

2. In the election of delegates to the U.L.C.A. Convention, the alternates’ rank 
shall be determined by the reverse order of their elimination. 

2g. Blank ballots do not count in the total vote cast. 

Para. 3 changed to ‘3 a” (left as is with additions) 


3a, A nomination committee may be appointed for nomination of all officers, all 
delegates and board membership. These nominations to appear in the Pre- 
print and to be sent to the congregation by the first of the month of the Con- 
gregation by the first of the month of the Convention date.

Professor George Muedeking and Professor Paul E. Morentz are serving half- 
time, and The Rev. Toivo Harjunpaa is serving as an Instructor, At this writing the 
Board of Directors is hoping for the acceptance of the Seminary’s call to Professor 
Muedeking to become full-time professor of Functional Theology beginning with the 
fall of 1959. We note the visit of Dr. Bachmann to teach in South America at the San 
Peopouldo Seminary in Brazil until Thanksgiving and Dr. Gold's summer visit to 
Berlin.

LAY TRAINING 


is no small part of the Seminary’s ministry in the West. Not only do faculty members 
visit special conferences, conventions and bring their insights to special groups of lay 
leaders, but the campus has been used a number of times for training times for selected 
groups of leaders. The campus exists to serve the total Church and the Faculty gladly 
coordinates the activities when free time is available between undergraduate terms. 


THE CAMPUS 


continues to draw praise from the hundreds who inspect the site and see the increasing 
facilities. On January 20 the Library Cornerstone was laid by William Scheehl, faith- 
ful layman of the Pacific Southwest Synod and former Synod Treasurer for years. The 
gathering of the Theological Lectures provided a goodly representation of both Synods. 
Formal Dedication is now planned for Founder's Day, September 16. The Library, 
costing $175,000, will provide a vital educational center for the campus. Pastors will 
find it most convenient to visit this helpful study center in their parish planning. Funds 
for the Library are coming chiefly through the two Synodical channels. Faith for the 
future is evidenced by the growing fund for the Chapel which now totals $23,000 in 
cash with some additional pledges. 


THE WOMEN’S AUXILIARY 


has continued its helpful concern and in 1958 they presented a generous gift for 
$2500 for the furnishing of the new library. Their full report is included as a part of 
the Seminary Report. 


THE SEVENTH COMMENCEMENT 


is scheduled for the evening of May 7 at First Lutheran Church in Oakland, The ad- 
dress is to be given by Dr. Ruth Wick of the Department of Theology of the Lutheran 
World Federation. Miss Ruth Harper will receive the first degree of Master of Arts in 
Christian Education to be granted. Ten men are expected to be graduated with one 
special graduate, also. 


THE FUTURE 


seems very bright, especially as we contemplate our “merger-associates” of Augus- 
tana, Suomi and the AELC. Informal consultations are being held with them. Already 
we find the graduates of the Seminary serving as faithful pastors and missionaries in 
‘western mission fields, in Canada and overseas, Without the Seminary our present 
situation would have become desperate; with it the future looks promising. But only 
if we continue our prayerful support, encouraging our finest young men and women to 
offer their energies to the Lord in service in His Church.

Rev. Charles Smith, who spoke briefly concerning the Report. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WORSHIP 


The Committee on Worship has had an unusually active year, stimulated in 
part by the introduction of the new Service Book and Hymnal. The Chairman of the 
Committee was a member of the inter-synodical committee responsible for introducing 
the new book in this area and several members of the Committee were active in the 
preparation for and conducting of workshops in their areas. 

The Committee was also responsible for arranging the synodical worship services 
at the 1958 Convention of Synod, which was done in consultation with the President of 
Synod and the Chaplain of the Convention as provided for in the By Laws of the 
Synod. 

In September of 1958, a liturgical conference, primarily for pastors, but with a 
number of organists, choir directors, etc., in attendance, was held at St. Luke’s Lutheran 
Church, Huntington Park. This conference was arranged by the inter-synodical com- 
mittee, which had carried on the introduction of the new hymnal, with the co-operation 
of our synodical committee. A similar conference was held in Oakland in November, 
and Pastor Toivo Harjunpaa of our Synodical Committee was in charge of the arrange- 
ments there. 

In November, 1958, the Synodical Committee published the first issue of the NEWS- 
LETTER in the field of Worship and Art, edited by the Chairman of the Committee. The 
first issue was mailed to all pastors of Synod and included a questionaire re the 
extent and ways in which the new Service Book and Hymnal was being used through- 
out Synod. The report on the results of the questionnaire was made in the second 
number of the NEWSLETTER which came out in March of 1959. The second issue was 
mailed to organists, choir masters, chairmen of music committees, etc., whose names 
and addresses had been supplied by their pastors. The Committee is eager to keep 
this mailing list of church musicians and others interested in the field of worship and 
art up to date. We request that pastors would advise us of change of address, new 
personnel or changes in personnel, etc. 

The entire committee met in Los Angeles on February 14, 1959 with the Rev. 
Dr. Edgar S. Brown ,Director of the Department of Worship of the United Lutheran 
Church, as its guest. 


The following recommendations were adopted by the Committee at this meeting: 


I. In connection with the synodical service of Holy Communion we recom- 
mend that : 

(a) In accordance with good liturgical practice and long tradition the 
entire liturgy be said or sung by one minister as celebrant; , 

(b) It would be in good church order for the President of Synod to be the 
celebrant as well as the preacher, thus preserving the unity of the Word and the 
Sacrament; 

(c) The President of Synod may be assisted by two ministers, such as the 
Secretary of Synod and the Pastor Loci, who may read the lessons. The Presidents 
of Conferences may assist in administering the bread and wine; 

(a) For the sake of the symbolism of the “one cup”, the chalice, if it be 


placed on the altar at all, be used at least by the ministers celebrating and assist- 
ing in the service; : : i 
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(e) The alternative settings of the liturgy found in the Service Book and 
Hymnal (First and Second) be used at the synodical communion service in alter- 
nate years; Z 

(f) The matter of intoning the minister’s part of the liturgy be left to the 
discretion of the celebrant. 


II. In connection with the services used at Confirmation Rallies, Luther League 
Rallies and Convention, and other synodically sponsored meetings, the Committee 
requests the privilege of consulting with those in charge of arranging these affairs 
with a view to encouraging the use of regular Orders of the Church wherever 
advisable. 


These recommendations were given to the Executive Committee of Synod, which 
received them as information. 


The Committee also agreed to sponsor a series of workshops or conferences to be 
held in various centers throughout Synod, in the fall of 1959. These conferences will 
be for ministers, church musicians, etc., for the purpose of acquainting them with the 
use of the Service Book and Hymnal, providing information regarding choir and organ 
Tepertory, and other things directed toward bettering the music of the Church. Mem- 
bers of the Committee will be in charge of the workshops in their areas. It is the hope 
and expectation of the Committee that we will have the cooperation of the California 
Conference of the Augustana Synod in these workshops. 


During the year there has been an unusually large number of inquiries regard- 
ing vestments, organs, etc., and the Committee is aware of an increasing interest 
among our churches in securing pipe organs, along with a disposition to vest the choir 
according to accepted Lutheran custom and tradition. 

The members of the Committee serving this year are as follows: The Rev. Charles 
P. Smith, chairman; Mr. Robert Brammer, The Rev. Toivo Harjunpaa, Mrs. Ruth Kuhl, 
Mr. Burt R. Norlen, The Rev. Edward Olander, The Rev. Henry Reenstjerna, The Rev. 
Edward Valbracht, Mr. Jerry Witt. 

Pastor Toivo Harjunpaa of the Committee has resumed his teaching activities at 
Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary, and is serving as a member of the consulting 
committee of the Department of Worship of the United Lutheran Church.

Report of the Committee on the Luther League. The Rev. Kenneth Hartzheim 
presented the Report. A delegation of Luther Leaguers was present. A visual presen- 
tation highlighted the Report. The Rev. Stanley Olson, Director of Christian Education, 
spoke. Charles Gillet of the Luther League of Northern Conference and the Synod 
Luther League was introduced and spoke to the Convention. The various programs of 
the Luther League were presented. Marilyn Hidy, Peggy De Long, Martha Gorman, 
and Charles Gillet of the POSSE Program participated. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LUTHER LEAGUE 


The Luther League Committee is primarily responsible for the policy of the League 
program, with the actual program carried out by the young people elected and ap- 
pointed to the Luther League executive committee. To the high credit of the young 
people, they have been able and willing to carry out the youth program of Synod 
through their own efforts. 

During the course of this year, the Committee on the Luther League has studied 
and recommended action in several areas of activity — all of which have been re- 
ceived and executed by the Luther League Executive Committee, or supported by them 
where the responsibility was that of the Committee. 

1. The Committee recommended the cancellation of the annual President's Confer- 
ence. This was primarily in recognition of the high costs of travel and the small 
amount of training possible on a week end. In its place will be developed a summer 
"leadership program”. See below. 

2. The annual Convention of the Luther League was held at the College of the 
Pacific in Stockton, California with 468 Leaguers registered. This first venture on a 
college campus proved so effective that a decision was made to have future Conven- 
tions also on campus. 

3. A “service project” of $400 was raised by Leaguers in gifts from local Leagues. 
It was presented as a special surprise to the congregation of Christ Lutheran Church, 
Burlingame, California. 

4, The Deputations Program — or “the Posse’ — was instituted and has already 
served this winter. This program is administered by the Rev. Stanley Olson, and is 
directed at Leaguers helping Leaguers to develop stronger local programming. 

5. The League adopted a “proportionate’’ budget. Under this plan, proceeds re- 
ceived are disbursed as follows: 

50%—Luther League of America 
10%—Service Project 
40%—Synodical Current Expenses ; 

This means that 60% of Synodical League receipts are used for benevolence 
purposes. 

It has been found that the “grace” system of giving to Synodical Luther League 
programs has not been receiving the support it should from local parishes. Still too 
many are not giving anything to the Synodical League program. 

6. Projects expected for 1959 are: 

a. The National Convention of the Luther League of America, at Cornell Uni- 
versity, August 17-22. We expect that two busses will go from our Synod. 
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b. Leadership Training program, August 4-7, at the campus of the University 
of Redlands. This program is limited to two Leaguers per parish, and is 
aimed especially at future leaders. This is for 9th and 10th grade Leaguers. 
Pastor Stan Olson is in charge. 

c. The Deputations Training Program — the "Posse’’ — will be August 4-7, 
at the University of Redlands, simultaneous to the Leadership Program. 
Participation in this program is by application and acceptance by the com- 
mittee. Pastor Jerry Pederson and Mrs. Gwen Hansen are in charge. 

d. The annual Convention of the Synodical League, August 8 and 9, at the 
University of Redlands. Pastor Ken Hartzheim in charge.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 


The Examining Committee met at Berkeley, California, in connection with the 1959 
Theclogical Conference January 20-22. Students affiliated with the Pacific Southwest 
Synod were interviewed, counseled, and examined. Out of this meeting came several 
significant decisions. 

The following resolution was addressed to the Executive Committee of Synod: “In 
examining the students of our Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary, we have been 
disturbed over the theological confusion which seems to exist in the minds of our stu- 
dents, especially the juniors and middlers. We are disturbed that these young men 
not only are vague in their comprehension of the historic doctrinal position of the 
Lutheran Church but express doubts that they can ever accept this position without 
compromising reservations. We, therefore, respectfully suggest that serious consider- 
ation be given to adding a course in elementary dogmatics in the curriculum of the 
Seminary as a prescribed study for first year students.” 

It was decided also to initiate action toward amending the Constitution of Synod 
(Article 7, Section 1, Paragraph 1) to make it possible for a member of the Examining 
Committee to service two consecutive terms of three years each instead of only one. 
With the Seminary course increased from 3 years to 4 by the addition of an intern 
year, this change in constitution would make it possible for some members of the 
Committee to follow a student through his entire seminary career. 

A complete report of men interviewed and recommended for reception into Synod 
will be presented at the San Francisco Convention.

The Report of the Committee on Social Missions was presented by The Rev. C. 
Franklin Koch, Chairman. 


REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


This Committee held but one meeting during the year, on February 17, 1959. 
The Board of Social Missions, ULCA, offered this Committee $250 to use in insti- 
tutes on Human Relations within the Synod. (The official statement of the ULCA is 


printed on pp 1122-1124 Minutes 1956 Convention.) The Committee assigned members 
to work out a plan for holding such institutes in a strategic center in each of the 
Northern, Southern, and Arizona Conferences, and report to a special meeting of the 
Committee at this Convention of the Synod. 


The 1958 Convention of the Church approved the holding of conferences on 
Christian Social Responsibility by the Board of Social Missions across the Church 
during 1959 and 1960. The Board has offered to assist in a conference or series of 
conferences within the Synod. The length of these conferences as now planned is three 
days (Tuesday noon through Thursday noon.) An approach has been made to the 
President of the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Berkeley for possible inclusion 
during the Theological Institute in January 1961. The same is now under advisement. 
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An evaluation of the programs of the Lutheran Welfare Services of Northern and 
Southern California requested of the Division of Welfare, National Lutheran Council 
through the Board of Social Missions has been received, The staff member making the 
study expressed approval of much of the work being done by both Welfare Services, 
but also pointed out certain lacks which should be remedied in the near future, These 
Societies have been supplied with copies of these evaluations along with an offer of 
the Committee to counsel with them in meeting these expressed needs. 

Your Committee studied a recommendation of the Committee-on President's Report 
approved by the 1958 Convention. (See recommendation #13 pp 94, 1958 Synod 
Minutes.) As far as the Committee was able to determine this recommendation was 
based on the sermon by the President to the Convention at its opening session. No 
copy of this sermon was available to your Committee, As a consequence, it felt that 
it was unable to ascertain the intent or meaning of the recommendation and, therefore, 
could not act without further clarification by the Synod, if that is desired. 

In accordance to an action of Synod in 1958 (see action at bottom of pp 80) the 
Committee voted provisional recognition for one year to the Lutheran Welfare Service 
of Southern California and the Lutheran Welfare Service of Northern California in the 
hope that certain strenghtening of their programs may be accomplished. 


Recommendations: 


1. That in these times of rapidly changing social conditions and tensions, congre- 
gations give special attention to the needs within their communities and make use of 
the materials and persons available in our ULCA and locally to better understand 
conditions and allay tensions. 


2. That each congregation again be urged to form groups within itself to study the 
volumes CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITY — an authorized, scholarly report to 
the Church.

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Attention is called especially to two significant new aids which cannot be sam- 
pled in regular portfolios: (1) A new Bible study course, “Great Doctrines of Our 
Faith,’ with accompanying teacher’s guide, written by Dr. Robert W. Stackel, and on 
sale at the ULPH display. (2) The new Turnover Chart, ‘Christ is the Good News,” 
with leader's guide, designed to provide a permanent tool for the instruction of lay 
visitors in the congregation. The Chart and Guide may be ordered from the ULCA 
Department of Evangelism at a cost of $15.00 plus postage. 


Pertinent Actions of the ULCA and the ULCA Board of Social Missions 


At the Dayton Convention the ULCA confirmed a previous action of the Executive 
Board of the Church, which reaffirmed church polity in regard to evangelism, to wit: 
"That the primary responsibility for field work in Evangelism within the structure of the 
ULCA should rest on the synods.” The Executice Board took further action, which has 
the effect of reducing the ULCA field staff by 50% in 1960. In November 1958 the Board 
of Social Missions responded to these actions by taking the following administrative 
actions: 


1. Discontinuing subsidies to synods for evangelism, as of the end of 1959. 

2. Discontinuing sudsidies for Area and Individual missions, as of the end of 1959. 

3. Providing for an indeterminate budgetary amount to be used as emergency grants 
in the above categories in cases of acute hardship. 


This polity and the concomitant actions have the effect of challenging our Synod 
to: (1) Exert the utmost effort to provide adequate leadership in evangelism for its 
congregations. (2) Provide adequate funds to allow for the promotion of evangelism on 
its territory and to underwrite the maximum of field work consistent with its leadership 
resources. (3) Establish a policy of underwriting area evangelism missions, preferably 
with a revolving fund created for the purpose. (4) Authorize the proper person or com- 
mittee to apply to the B.S.M. for an emergency grant-in-aid to underwrite such ULCA 
sponsored evangelism programs as the synod is unable to provide.

Achievement of 1958 Objectives: 

The 1958 Evangelism Guide for Synods, prepared by the Department of Evan- 
gelism Objectives in our congregations. 

These objectives were discussed in the main at the Lay Schools, after which the 
Congregational Evangelism Committees set out in earnest to achieve them with the 
help and guidance of the Holy Spirit. Quarterly Progress Reports were made by the 
congregations in order to provide the Evanwelism Committee of Synod with an analy- 
sis of weak and strong points in the total witness throughout the year; and to plug any 
gaps which might appear. Herewith is the final report for 1958. It will be evident that 
not all congregations were able tosubmit their reports in time to meet our deadline for 
these figures. However the trends, totals, and averages will serve to provide material 
for discussion and future planning.

4. The Hawaii Conference asks that when Board Secretaries visit the territory of 
Synod that the Pacific Southwest Synod include the Hawaii Conference in their 
itinerary. 
5. That the Hawaii Conference is sympathetic to the report ‘valid criticisms of 
apportionment’’ and recommends that this be brought to the attention of Synod 
in this report.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COLLEGE AND 
UNIVERSITY WORK 


The Committee conducted the annual census of students from congregations of 
Synod attending institutions of higher learning, From the 125 congregations and 
missions in Synod to which blanks were sent 67 replies were received (53 per cent). 
Fifteen congregations reported no students. Fifty-two congregations reported a total 
of 440 students in 95 different non-Lutheran educational institutions in addition to a 
number attending Lutheran Schools. It is quite possible that a similar number of youth 
from the 58 congregations that failed to report are attending colleges and universities. 
The names of all students reported were sent both to the contact pastors of their re- 
spective schools and to the offices of the Board of Higher Education, ULCA. The 
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Church's ministry to students, with its emphasis on Evangelism and education, reaches 
many others who are not yet members of the Church. Thus the work is not only that 
of conservation, but also that of recruitment. 

The Committee met in the office of Synod on January 10, 1959 to make the study 
of its purpose and function as directed by Synod at the last Convention. The Com- 
mittee feels that a clarification and re-definition of its nature and responsibilities is 
necessary. It suggests that these might be developed along the following lines: 

A. Serve as a Representative of Synod 
1. In securing the annual student census in co-operation with the Board of Higher 
Education of the ULCA. ~ 
2. As an avenue of contact with representatives of other synodical (NLC) bodies, 
3. In other capacities as directed by the Executive Committee of Synod. 
B. Interpret Campus Pastors to Synod 

1. Through the Annual report at Convention, when Executive Directors of Founda- 

tions or other Campus Pastors may be heard. 

2. By serving as a center of information about the ministry to students on the 

territory of Synod (i.e. personnel and facilities). 

3. Interpret to Synod its financial responsibilities for this ministry (i.e. information 

for budget needs, etc.). 
C. Serve as a Voice of Synod to Foundations, Pastors to Students, and Counsellors 

1. Through contact with Synod’s representatives on Foundation Boards of Direc- 

tors. 

2. By standing ready to interpret Synod’s policy to Foundations, 

D. Interpret Campus Pastors to Pastors and Congregations 

]. Through the Annual Student Census, 

2. By encouraging and assisting Pastors in making use of the Church's ministry 

to Students. 


RECOMMENDATION: That Synod approve in principle the above description and 
authorize the Committee to proceed along these lines.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 


This has been an exciting year for all who believe in our ministry to our older 
loved ones, The members of your Board of Directors of the California Lutheran Home 
have been especially aware of this, The Board met regularly during the year and in 
many special sessions as well. The following information is but a summary of the 
challenging work that has been ours ... and yours: 


THE HOME FAMILY 


The guests at "the Home” are happy guests! Life is Christian life i 

‘aa Pde : . « « life is funiaae 
life is full... life is. worthwhile! The wonder of it all is this . . . even though the 
guests have left familiar homes and families to take up their new residence, the new 
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home and the new family is every bit as rewarding. In many cases it is better than 
anything that could have been expected. It's really a wonderful home where there is 
love and care and concern. 

During 1958, we ministered to 66 men and women between the ages of 73 and 102. 
There were 5 men and 12 women as new arrivals during the year. Because of death, 
serious illness, or other reasons, 14 guests left the Home, On December 31, 1958, our 
family was at its capacity in number, the total being 52 with 12 men and 40 women. 


CONGREGATIONAL COOPERATION 


Even though our Home is filled to capacity and there is a waiting list, members 
of our churches should be aware of the fact that there is a constant turn-over and those 
who are members of our churches get priority consideration by the Admission Com- 
mittee. It is also important to remember that close “‘team-work” is necessary between 
pastor and key woman and congregation so that this important ministry can always be 
fresh in the minds of our people and that all concerned will be constantly well 
informed. 


CALIFORNIA HOME SUNDAY 


“California Home Sunday” is always the second Sunday in November, In 1959 
it will be on November 8. Each congregation will be contacted as to a possible pro- 
motional program for that Sunday. Actually the date is flexible, and if another date 
in the month is more appropriate in a given congregation situation, use that date 
rather than the 8th. Many congregations prefer to have the date closer to Thanks- 
giving and then promote a ‘Harvest Festival’ or ‘Thanksgiving Ingathering’’ when 
“food offerings” are placed before the altar. These offerings, when turned over to the 
Home, make up a large portion of foodstuffs used by the guests of the Home. What a 
wonderful way to let all the people of the church share in this important ministry! 


THE STAFF & AUXILIARY 


The Board of Directors is proud of its very capable staff. The Rev. Ralph E. 
Rangeler, Superintendent, heads this efficient team. The dedication, the spirit, and the 
good work of these people go far in determining the wonderful, friendly, spiritual at- 
mosphere of the Home. The various chapters of our Synodical Women’s Fellowship 
have also demonstrated their devotion to our ministry. The details of their report pre- 
sented to the Synod Convention deserves our study and will certainly cause a spon- 
taneous prayer of thanks for their leadership and stewardship. To these servants of 
the Lord and to the thousands of other friends of the Home throughout our Synod, the 
Board of Directors gives their sincere appreciation. 


HOME FREE OF DEBT 


It's with great satisfaction that we can report that the Home at this time is com- 
pletely free of all indebtedness. The new West Wing and all improvements are paid 
for through the thoughtful support of friends of the Home and members of the Synod 
who have contributed through their Benevolence offerings. The completion of this mark 
of progress enables us to look with gratitude and confidence to future expansions. 


EXPANSION PLANS 


No doubt the most thrilling work of your Board of Directors these past months has 
been that which promises an expanded ministry of our Home . . . a real expansion 
that brings joy to the hearts of those who want more of our senior members to know 
the love and concern of the church. Plans to increase our capacity from the present 
52 to approximately 200 guests! There will be apartments for senior couples, there will 
be occupational therapy, hobby rooms, and infirmary care for those who become ill. 
“Pensioners” as well as those of more means will be accommodated, there will be 
“month-to-month” care, “endowment” care or “‘life’’ care. Much study and research 
have gone into this conviction that our Home should be expanded to become a model 
Home for the Church. Other denominations have led the way, but we too can begin 
to do our part if we go ahead now. Once our proposed plans for the Home in Alhambra 
are completed, it is our hope that very soon the program can extend to the other areas 
of our Synod territory where more Homes of similar pupose can represent our ministry. 
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FINANCING 


There has never been any doubt in our minds that we must increase the scope of 
our program for our senior members, The practical problem has always been... 
how can such a program be financed? The answer was provided when the congress 
of our United States, aware of the increased need for Elderly Housing, put into a law 
a program to be administered through the Federal Housing Administration, under 
Section 207. Through this program, our Home will be able to borrow approximately 
90% of the money needed to construct our proposed facilities. The remaining 10% can 
be covered with the entrance fees received from guests. The loan will, of course, be 
amortized by the receipts from the guests who use the facilities through the years. 
Your Board has studied this program at great length and is convinced that it is a 
"God-send” which will enable us to construct facilities costing approximately $1,500,- 
000 without any special Synodical appeal for funds. 


ADDITIONAL GROUND > 


To make the above plans more completely feasible, your Board of Directors has 
negotiated for the “Jebbia property” (1% acres of land adjoining the front and north 
borders of our present property) and have agreed to purchase the same for $73,500. 
Plans are to include a major portion of this purchase price in the loan being arranged 
through the Federal Housing Administration for the major expansion building program. 


INFORMATION ABOUT THE HOME 


Your Board of Directors is eager to share with all concerned any additional in- 
formation about the program and plans for our Home. Do not hesitate to request 
brochures, application blanks, or information of any kind. Superintendent Rangeler is 
also available to represent the Home at worship services, conventions and church 
meetings at your request. The more informed you become... the closer you become 
to this wonderful ministry . . . the more you will thank God for the church and its 
ministry to our aged. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Because the purchase of the “Jebbia property” will enable the California Lutheran 
Home for the Aged to increase its facilities and improve its present assets, it is 
recommended that Synod approve the purchase of that property. 

2. Because the Expansion Program made feasible under the program of the Federal 
Housing Administration will enable the California Lutheran Home for the Aged 
to make maximum use of its facilities, and because the ministry of the Home will 
thus become more adequate to meet its challenge, and because the program 
involving construction costs of approximately $1,500,000 can be mainly financed 
through the Federal Housing Administration. It is recommended that the Synod 
approve such plans as the Board has presented.

Even though the Synod of the Pacific Southwest as one of three Synods which paid 
their Benevolent Share to The United Lutheran Church in America in full, a review of 
S,nod’s receipts would indicate that not everybody thought the same. 


The ‘Sector Program” conducted on the Synodical level proved valuable in pre- 
senting the work of the Synod within the framework of those congregations which 
invited visitors into their midst. It would appear that the more we can learn about our 
Synod and The United Lutheran Church in America, the more enthusiastic the individ- 
uals become for the total program of the Lord through His Church. 


The Synodical Stewardship Committee would like to pay a special note of tribute 
and appreciation to one of its members who was called to his heavenly home this past 
year. Mr. Mark Meyer of Hayward, California, a member of the Epiphany San Leandro 
Lutheran Church was a faithful, ardent co-worker, His presence, energy and faithful 
devotion to the Saviour will be greatly missed. 

The Committee sought to put forth every effort to do that which would have lent 
assistance and to help cultivate the total scope of Christian Stewardship throughout 
the Synod. The Committee realizes that much more could have been done, but as is in 
the case of every committee, only a certain amount of Stewardship Advancement could 
be accomplished in any one year. That which was accomplished was only achieved 
because of the help and copperation of the churches on the territory of our Synod. 

The Committee would like to point out the action of Synod at its Convention of a 
year ago, calling attention to the fact that every newly organized congregation should 
be visited by a member or members of the Stewardship Committee with the intent that 
"The Sector Program’ become the basic outline for the new congregation's Steward- 
ship Program. 

Many statements have been made regarding Christian tithing. Space does not 
permit re-printing such views. Your Committee would like to encourage each congre- 
gation to stress Christian Tithing and Proportionate Giving. Proportionate Giving might 
well be the starting point of the expression of one’s gratitude to God for his “loving 
grace” and “manifold material gifts.” 

Again, the Stewardship Committee would encourage any congregation who has 
not used "The Sector Program” as its basis for its Stewardship program to consider 
using it for its 1960 Venture for Christ and His Kingdom. Furthermore, to call attention 
to the fact that in using ‘The Sector Program” special emphases should be placed 
upon the cultivation and the training of the workers, It is essential that people are 
properly informed about the channels through which God's Kingdom works and Every-

Member visitors properly trained and oriented in what is being done for Christ and 
the advancement of His Kingdom. One soon finds that mechanics are forgotten and 
Christ and His work is being presented more and more. 

There are many other items which come under the direction of the Committee on 
Stewardship of the Synod. Lutheran World Action is seeking to project the arms of 
loving individuals to encompass the entire world, We must never forget this is a part 
of our Christian Stewardship. Individual reactions and commitments in serving the 
Lord through the various agencies and channels of their own congregations, the Synod 
and The United Lutheran Church in America, is another avenue which must be con- 
stantly held before those who name the name of Christ as their Saviour. Whatever can 
be done to bring individuals to give their lives totally and wholly to the Lord in what- 
ever walk of life they choose must be a part of our Stewardship efforts. 

The United Lutheran Church in America has established a Foundation which re- 
ceives bequests from individuals and congregations to be used for The United Lutheran 
Church and any of its constitutuent parts or congregations, One of the emphases of the 
Foundation is the Christian Will.” Each of us should be concerned about what will be 
done with the portion of material blessings once we no longer need it. We ought to 
encourage individuals to provide in their long-range program ways of helping to ad- 
vance God's Kingdom. This we can do through the encouraging of setting up a “Chris- 
tian Will.” More information can be secured from Chester Myrom, Executive Director 
of The United Lutherom Church Foundation with headquarters in New York City.

Special Order for the California Lutheran College. 


REPORT OF THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


The "California Lutheran College”, a four-year Liberal Arts College is moving 
toward reality, Your representatives have spent long hours in the past years in many 
meetings of the Committee and the Board of the California Lutheran Educational 
Foundation. President Tambert serves on the Executive Committee; Wayne Pfundstein 
as Treasurer and Chairman of the Finance and Investment Committee; Joel Youngquist 
on the Curriculum Committee and Secretary Pastor Simmons, the Committee of De- 
velopment. 


Five Synods, UELC, ELC, ALC, AUG, and ULCA have nationally approved each 
and every major action of the Foundation. There are 206 acres now owned by the 
College through the financial support of the cooperating Synods. After drafts and 
revisions of the Articles of Incorporation for the California Lutheran College, we now 
have a Corporation to replace CLEF. This is a singular achievement in Lutheranism. 


The Board of Regents of the College will consist of not more than 30 members of 
which not less than 20 members shall be the elected representatives of the Synods. 
Five of the 20 members shall be the Presidents of the Synods. The power is vested in 
the Board of Regents. ; 


The Architects, Daniel, Mann, Johnsen, and Mendenhall, have developed a Master 
Plan with Dr. Orville Dahl and the Committee on Buildings and Grounds. The Ranch 
has been developed and the fruit harvested. The Development and Administrative 
Offices have been built along with picnic facilities for visitors. 


The Committee on Curriculum has been working on books for the Library, Faculty, 
and preparing to have a catalogue to invite enrollment for the proposed opening in 
September 1961. 
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The financing of the College is proceeding through the Program of THE FELLOWS. 
This Program seeks to enlist 1000 or more persons to contribute $1,000,000 over a five- 
year period. The National Church Bodies have made a pledge of support including 
the $300,000 hoped for from the ULCA Allocations. 


Our own Synod will have the responsibility of raising our share during the next 
three to five years and the Convention will be presented with our Executive Commit- 
tee’s Recommendation for consideration. : 


The Public Relations Program of interpretation is being developed under the Rev. 
Wm. Hanson, Director, The Journal has been sent to the churches for distribution, Our 
Pacific Southwest Lutheran has kept the congregations informed. The Conferences have 
had presentations by the President of the Synod. 


This College Project is an exicting venture. Your representatives are appreciative 
of the opportunity to serve.

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


During the month of February, ‘59, an itinerary was arranged for the Rev. and 
Mrs. Melvin Langeland, missionaries from Liberia, Africa. Thirty-nine congregations 
requested a visit by the Langelands, and all were placed on the schedule. 

A request was granted by the Board of Foreign Missions for a missionary to visit 
on the territory of Synod during January of 1960. The missionary will be chosen later. 

Hospitality centers were re-established in the Los Angeles and San Francisco 
areas for missionaries traveling to and from their fields overseas. A center in Hawaii 
has been active for some time. 

Steps were taken to build a library of Foreign Mission films and film strips to be 
distributed through the Synod office free of charge to congregations. 

In the future, this Committee will be expanded to include an official representative 
from the Synodical ULCW for the purpose of coordinating the Foreign Missions pro- 
gram. 
The Committee urges that all pastors and congregations of Synod recapture and 
expand the foreign missions spirit and support, upon which our own spiritual health 
depends and which is now more clearly than ever in accord with the will of our Lord. 
Toward this end we offer the following suggestions: 

1. Read the ‘Foreign Missionary” magazine, making several copies available to 
your people, 

Employ wise distribution of literature. 

Schedule two Foreign Missions presentations each year for the entire congre- 
gation (including a missionary visit). 

Use the Audio-Visual Aids in the Synodical library in programs for both the 
congregation and auxiliaries. 

Support a missionary under one of the following: a. Unit Plan, b, Co-Partner 
Plan, c. Missionary-for-a-Day Plan. 

6. Encourage special prayers for Foreign Missions.

Number 15 and 16 of the Supplementary Report of the Executive Committee have been 
decided upon by the Convention. 


Recommendation Number 15 of the Supplementary Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee was presented by Mr, Robert Cummings, a member of the Executive Committee. 


Recommendation Number 15 reads: That inasmuch as the work of Synod has grown 
to the extent that it calls for careful staff expansion, the Executive Committee recom- 
mends to the Synod the engaging of a Management Consulting Firm to be reviewed and 
make recommendations concerning the total operations of the Synod and that provision 
be made in the revised 1959 and 1960 Budgets to implement the recommendations of the 
study and that the Executive Committee be given the responsibility to receive, evaluate, 
and carry out these recommendations.

REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Slowly but surely during 1958-1959, the Parish Education Committee of Synod, has 
seen a total plan evolve along set patterns of development in various areas of parish 
education life. 

Due mainly to the fact, that we are fortunate to have one of the twelve full-time 
synodical directors of Parish Education in the person of the Rev. Stanley E, Olson, we 
have seen our work grow and flower this year to the point of being able to watch and 
participate in the harvest. 

Two conferences have formed rather strong Parish Education Committees which 
have handled the responsibility for the Church-School Worker's Institute, Vacation 
Church School Workshops, and Leadership Training Schools in an acceptable manner. 

2300 parents and confirmands attended Pre.Confirmation Rallies in 14 areas of 
the Synod. 
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Vacation Church School Workshops were held in 15 strategic locations through- 
out the Synod. ‘ 

In cooperation with the ULCA Board of Parish Education, three Church School 
Worker's Institutes were arranged with over 300 in attendance. 

This Committee continues its attempt to coordinate the camping programs on the 
territory of Synod, To make this more effective, we are suggesting that every fall, 
around December 1, there be a meeting held in Los Angeles of all ULCA leaders of 
the various camps on the territory of Synod with representatives of our Parish Educa- 
tion Committee. Then we can go forward with a better understanding of the various 
camps and the relation of the Parish Education Committee to them. 

During the 1958 camping season the following statistics resulted: Yolijwa, 10 
weeks, 486 campers with 841 individuals using the Camp; Mt. Cross, 10 weeks, over 
900 campers and staff; Pinecross, Prescott, Arizona, 2 weeks, 252 campers and staff; 
Yolijwa of Hawaii, 10 days, 112 campers and staff. 

Although the National Lutheran Council Camp Sierra in the Fresno area has no 
official relationship with our Committee yet, it should be noted that their July camp 
had 222 campers and staff in attendance. 

Assistance was given by study committees to complete the official membership 
of the Northern Conference in the Lutheran Bible Camp Association of Northern Calli- 
fornia with their camp at Mt. Cross. 

A special word of gratitude is given to Pastor John D. Foerster for his eight years 
of faithful service as the Director of Camp Yolijwa. He is now in a full-time ministry 
as the Pastor of First Lutheran, Redlands. Camp Yolijwa will operate under the South- 
ern Conference Camp Committee with the Rev. Charles F. Smith, Chairman. 


The Young Men’s Retreat had its first week last July with 26 young men thinking 
about Christian Vocations while enjoying the atmosphere of the Seminary. Our pro- 
gram expands this summer to include a Young Women’s Retreat from July 27-August 2. 
Young Men will have their week from July 20-26. Brochures are available for registra- 
tion and information. 


Our Memorial concerning a period of emphasis with assignment of dates for 
Church School Enlistment from Synod to the ULCA Convention in Dayton, Ohio, was 
presented to the Convention but not passed. Although there is great concern in this 
area as we study Church School statistics, the Church felt that, with the pressure on 
the Board of Parish Education with the preparation of the Long-Range Program and 


the coming merger, it would be unwise to launch this Church School enlistment pro- 
gram now. 


Audio-Visual list of films and film strips, available through the Synodical office, 
have been mailed to each Pastor and congregation. We recommend this new film strip 
and recording: "Meet Bill Hayden,” Director of Christian Education. Another which 
will be ready soon is ‘Stewart the Steward” and "The Magis Offering Plate.” 

Our hearts were touched in the fall of 1958 when we learned that the Children's 
Secretary of Synod, Miss Vera Karrow, entered Life Triumphant. Miss Karrow had 
given conscientious, faithful and dedicated service to her Lord. We hope that we can 
present to you the new Children’s Secretary for Synod at this Convention. 

Following are some areas in which your Commitiee is currently working: En- 
couraging Church Schools to give The Parish School magazine to every teacher; de- 
velopment of a Parish Education Column in The Pacific Southwest Lutheran; integrating 
youth into The Evangelism program; increased motivation to set up leadership training 
courses each year in every parish; a Synod-wide program for Church School enlist- 
ment, and the need for a pamphlet or book on proper precedures to follow in starting 
a Church School. 

The Board of Parish Education of the ULCA has been most helpful in working out 


Church School Workshops which have been set in eight -

The Report of the Director of Christian Education was presented by the Director, 
The Rev. Stanley Olson. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Lutheran Church has always prided itself in being a "teaching church.’ The 
ministry of Christian instruction is inseparable from the ministry of the Sacraments. 
Neither can be neglected in the proclamation of the Gospel or in the solid growth of 
the Church. I am trully grateful for the high privilege of serving to strenghten this 
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teaching ministry of the Church, and am daily humbled by the magnitude of this 
calling. In this second report to the Synod since assuming this position, I am doubly 
aware of the endless potential of the office and of the very small beginnings that have 


been made. 


Parish Education Trends: Our congregations reveal a healthy restlessness over the 
status quo of their Parish Education programs. New ventures are being explored in 
the area of family worship services. Likewise, a rethinking of the hours of the Sunday 
church school and worship services for a more effective parish program is common. 
Parish Education committees are gaining in effectiveness and in a recognized appreci- 
ation of their vital importance. Adult work is being re-examined with many congrega- 
tions finding the answers to a strong adult department. Pastors express a common 
concern over the inadequacy of current catechetical materials. Seven congregations 
have added staff in the field of Parish Education. There is a commendable use of the 
Parish School Magazine and a decrease in the number of schools with a pot-luck 
assortment of lesson materials. Some slight progress has appeared in Church School 
enlistment efforts, and the construction of many Parish Education units point to a 
better day in the near future. Vacation Church Schools are popular and growing: 
Weekday Church Schools are few and far between. 


The Work of the Director: Sixty-eight congregations have been served in a direct 
way through the office of the Director. A sincere effort has been made to answer every 
request for a personal visit to evaluate the Parish Education program, or to meet with 
church school staff. Addresses or presentations were made at three regional Church 
Worker's Institutes, seven Vacation Church School Workshops, three Congregational 
Retreats, and one regional Leadership Training School. Seventy sermons have been 
preached and seven banquet speeches:given. Three Luther League retreats have been 
planned and attended, Eighteen congregations have been served through the Luther 
League Posse Program directed by this office. Many Luther League meetings, LL. 
committees, conventions and rallies have been attended. Regular meetings have been 
attended of the Conference and Synod Parish Education Committees, a Youth Rally on 
Evangelism planned and promoted, as well as the fourteen Pre-Confirmation Rallies. I 
have met with other committees when invited, such as the Synodical Committees on 
Evangelism and Church Vocation. Every effort has been made to give coordination 
and help to the camping programs in Synod through attendance at board meetings 
and a teaching responsibility at Yolijwa and Pinecross. A careful study was made of 
Mt. Cross leading to the conference action of official participation. A similar study is 
now under way for Sierra Lutheran Camp. 


In inter-Lutheran and interdenominational work, 1 have attended a retreat for 
parish workers of the N.L.C. churches in California, visited the leadership training 
school for Luther Leaguers of the Augustana Lutheran Church, attended meetings of 
the Youth Commission of the Southern California Council of Churches, and the annual 
meeting of the Division of Christian Education of the NCCCUSA in Omaha, Nebraska. 


The Future: The fall itinerary of the two staff members from the Board of Parish 
Education, together with the Director, will help in the effective use of the Christian 
Growth Materials. A Parish Education News letter is being planned for the benefit of 
superintendent's, children’s secretaries, and other charged with education responsi- 
bilities. The Leadership Training School for Leaguers, and the Deputation Posse pro- 
gram will strengthen the youth work. It is likewise my hope that Luther League advisor 
retreats can be held in the fall and winter. The Director and the Parish Education 
Committees are likewise hoping to encourage regional leadership training schools 
throughout Synod. Common planning and oversight is being sought in the field of 
camping to control and support the seven separate camping programs that will serve 
our youth this summer, offering a total of thirty-two weeks of camping. 


Commendation and Thanks: My grateful thanks is extended to the President of our 
Synod and to the Executive Committee for their guidance and counsel; to the Synod 
and Conference Parish Education Committees, without whom nothing would have been

REPORT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH WOMEN 


This is my first opportunity to bring to the Convention of the Pacific Southwest 
Synod a report from United Lutheran Church Women, and I deem it a high privilege 
as this organization’s president to do so. The past year our ULCW has continued to 
strive for the goal of helping the women of the congregations to grow in knowledge of 
the work of the Church in all phases; to grow in support of Kingdom work in all ways; 
to grow in dedicated service to God through the avenues of the Church. We appreciate 
and value most highly the support and encouragement received from parish pastors 
and we are confident our unified program has been proven of inestimable benefit to 
the growth and life of the congregations they serve. We are most humbly grateful, 
also, for the good counsel and inspiration from Synod President Tambert. 


The correlation of women’s activities in ULCW through four functional committees 
has become well established in most areas and is proving a very effective method to 
support existing Church programs. The membership committee's task directly relates to 
Evangelism ... gains in ULCW membership mean gains in active Church members. 
The Education committee plans programs covering every facet of the work of the ULCA 
making better informed Church members, more useful teachers and workers in the 
Christian Education program of the congregation. Careful nurturing of the devotional 
life of ULCW members is reflected in everything we do. The Offerings Committee not 
only personalizes the ULCW budget, but through information and zealous promotion 
builds high ideals of Christian Stewardship for all. The Christian Service Committee 
stands ready to put into action any and all service projects requested by the pastor 
and the congregation, as well as continually seeks out new avenues of service to 
community, Synod, National, and World-wide fields. This past year we have conducted 
Sharing Sessions on a small-area basis in order to give specific directions to local 
groups on this committee work, It is interesting to note that some pastors attended 
these sessions and concurred with our estimate on the great value of this type of 
workshop. 


A delegation of 14 from this Synod attended the Triennial Convention of ULCW 
in Toronto, Canada in September. New ideas, new concerns, plus a first-hand contact 
with leaders of all the Board of the ULCA in addition to personal encounters with 
missionaries from all fields will, through these delegates, continue to spark our ULCW 
program in Synod. Mrs. Clarence Crouser of San Jose was re-elected to the General 
Board and we are indeed honored to be represented so ably. 


Statistically speaking, our ULCW membership remains around the 6000 mark in 
some 110 organizations. There have been a few significant decreases on the rolls: 
some instances reflect the transfer of large groups to new missions where ULCW 
membership does not immediately show in the new congregation; other instances 
indicate a more careful analysis of membership — paring down the roll to list only 
active, participating members. On the average, however, a continuing and steady 
growth is indicated in local groups. 
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The 1958 Budget of $40,000 was not quite reached. Although there was some de- 
crease in total offerings, it is‘encouraging to note an increase of over $500 in Thank- 
offering. We have supported one missionary, Miss Theodora Neudoerffer in India. 
Among other items, we note especially a contribution of over $2000 to aid mission 
churches in this Synod. 


Our 67th Annual Convention“will be held April 14-17 at Faith Lutheran Church in 
Arizona. The theme, ‘This is a Desert Road’ promises a rich experience for all. 


United Lutheran Church Women of the Pacific Southwest Synod pledge anew our 
support to our church that we may, each one, individually and collectively be channels 
of God’s wondrous love to all mankind. .

The Committee on the President’s Report presented the following Report: 


Under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, Synod has re-elected The Rev. Carl V. Tam- 
bert, D.D., to the Office of President of Synod. We have indeed been richly blessed 
by his labor of love during these past five years. We, therefore, express our appreci- 
ation for his continued leadership and guidance, as well as his Christian example; 
and ask that this be evidenced by a rising vote of thanks and prayer by the Chap- 
lain of the Convention. 


As our Synod continues to carry forward an extensive program of Evangelism, 
there is evidence of marked progress along Spiritual lines. We urge that every 
Pastor and congregation encourage the planned retreat early this Fall, and that 
they make provision for future individual and area mission along with their con- 
certed year-around Evangelism effort. 


Again, we lift our hearts in gratitude to God for helping us as a Synod to meet our 
1958 double gift to the United Lutheran Church in full. The Sector Program for 
Stewardship on the Synodical level, which was carried out by a special committee 
in connection with the Executive Committee and the Stewardship Committee of 
Synod, proved invaluable in answering the question, “Where does the Benevolence 
Dollar go?’’ We commend the continued use and advantage of the Sector Plan for 
Stewardship for both our congregations and Synod during this coming year. 


Many hitherto under-developed resources in our congregations have been tapped 
by both the sincere efforts of our Synodical Director of Christian Education, The Rev. 
Stanley Olson, the Parish Education Committee, and the Luther League Committee. 
This has resulted in a larger recognition of our youth and their vast potential for 


leadership. In addition, the individual congregations have been able to receive 
valuable assistance in the development of their Parish Education program. We urge 
that all congregations make their needs known in these fields of Christian witness 
and that they do all that is possible to encourage attendance at the many planned 
retreats and conventions throughout the territory of Synod. 


The other standing committees of Synod, such as_ those of Worship, Social 
Missions, Church Vocations, and others, are to be highly commended for making 
advancement along all lines. Of chief concern should be the need for more men and 
women who will consecrate their lives for the service of the Church. We urge that 
Pastors, Sunday Church School Teachers, and leaders of youth be ever mindful of 
their role in this tremendous challenge. 

With the inauguration of our financial program for our share in the construction of 
the California Lutheran College at Thousand Oaks, our Synod is ready for an excit- 
ing adventure, as well as grave responsibilities. We would urge that each Pastor 
and Delegate go back to his congregation and tell this story of Spiritual opportunity 
and ask their prayers and earnest efforts, Included in this must be a realization of 
the responsibility for the meeting of the rest of the cost of the Library of the Pacific 
Lutheran Theological Seminary and considering its place in this complete picture of 
Lutheran Higher Seminary and considering its place in this complete picture of 
Lutheran Higher Education on the West Coast.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Dear Brethern: 
"Let us not grow weary in well doing, for in due season we shall reap, 
if we do not lose heart.’ Galations 9:6 


These are heartening words. They sound the desires of earnest people. At the 
same time they recognize the intense burdens which these hopes place upon God's 
children. It is not easy to accomplish all that comes within the focus of a spirit inspired 
vision. Neither is it impossible. There is a “due season” for every God conceived ob- 
jective even though at present they may appear as an insane plunge. They likewise 
sound the warning that progress in the Christian faith and life is accomplished one 
step at a time provided the step is actually taken and is great enough to furnish 
the Church with a witness with which to confront the world. 


ONE STEP AT A TIME — STEWARDSHIP 

The increasing demands are only too well known to all of us. In 1955, Synod 
adopted an Apportionment minimum of $17.75 per communing member, Seven years 
later (1961) the proposed budget indicates an Apportionment figures of $26.50 per 
communing member. This is an $8.75 per communing member increase over the seven 
years or an average of $1.10 increase per annum. Does this seem like an exaggerated 
step? In 1955, Synod’s minimum request to the United Lutheran Church was $106,000 
or $4.27 per communing member. In 1961, the request is $371,000 or $10.92 per com- 
muning member. We rejoice in our opportunity to share increasingly in the larger work 
of the Church throughout the world. It seems to be a great advance in giving but 
actually when we consider all factors, is it? Have we taken such large steps as to 
classify them as oppressive or impossible? 

We could be in danger as a Synod of reducing our benevolent love for our Lord 
from a sense of gratitude to that of “taxation”, ‘dues’, or even “a bill to Synod”. The 
blessings of our Lord are bestowed upon us in direct ratio as we exercise a benevolent 
heart. We are not merchandising the Kingdom. We are gratefully responding to His 
grace. This alone must be the standard of our zeal and effort. 


ONE STEP AT A TIME — EVANGELISM 

No one can estimate the number of man hours in planning and visitation nor the 
tremendous faithful efforts that have been exercised by our congregations during the 
past year in the cause of Evangelism. If we were to rely on figures alone, however, 
we would begin to wonder and speculate at what we are doing. The gains in com- 
muning membership number 2355; the net losses in communing membership 1214 or 
a net gain for 1959 of 1141. This is gain of 9 per congregation, The confirmed member- 
ship increased 1319, the baptized membership 1877. These meager figures give us 
cause for serious reflection. The world, the flesh, and the devil are with us. These are 
great opponents. Increased devotion must be one of the answers. 

In commenting about the numerical results, someone remarked "Evangelism 
Missions and Campaigns temporarily activated a good bit of the so called ‘dead wood’. 
Now the ‘dead wood’ is slipping again’. Another opinion indicated that "Evangelism 
Missions should be held continually to keep the borderline persons in the fold”. What- 
ever the opinion or conclusion may be, one thing is also certain — we have a real 
task on our hands which calls for the best that is in us and a constant seeking of the 


power of the Holy Spirit. It will not do to lose heart. We are confident that a season of 
reaping lies ahead. 


OUR HOST CHURCH 

It is a joy to meet for our Convention Sessions in St. John’s Lutheran Church of 
Sacramento, the Rev. Robert Romeis, pastor and the Rev. Philip Bergstresser, assistant 
pastor. St. John’s was organized in 1867 — fully twenty-four years before the organiza- 
tion of the Synod of the Pacific Southwest (formerly the California Synod). What a 
thrilling history this congregation has had! Served by some of the giants of the faith 
as pastors, it has now emerged into a leading congregation in the Synod in many 
aspects. We are grateful to St. John’s for hosting our 1960 Convention of Synod. 


U.L.C.A. REPRESENTATIVE 
We are grateful to our United Lutheran Church for sending to us as our U.L.C.A. 
representative, the Rev. Dr. George Berkheimer, Executive Secretary of the Board of 
Pensions. Your President has been exceedingly grateful to Dr. Berheimer for the under- 
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standing manner in which he has dealt with the emergency situations confronting 
our retired pastors and pastor’s widows. Emergency assistance is seldom, if ever, 
denied once it is recommended by our Synod in favor of one of our aged clerical 
members. The Synod welcomes Dr. Berkheimer and looks forward with anticipation to 
his presentations on the work of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


MERGER DATE — JANUARY 1, 1963 


The way has been cleared for four Lutheran Church bodies; namely, the American 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, the Augustana Lutheran Church, the Finnish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, and the United Lutheran Church in America to take the first con- 
stitutional steps leading toward merger for a new continent-wide Church of more than 
3,000,000 baptized members. The Joint Commission on Lutheran Unity (JCLU) has 
approved the final draft so that the Constitution and By Laws for the new Church and 
the suggested constitutions for Synod and congregations which the four Church bodies 
may act upon them at their 1960 Conventions. 

Under the time table adopted by the JCLU, concluding Conventions of the four 
churches and the constituting Convention of the new Church will be held by June 30, 
1962. The new Church will begin operations January 1, 1963. The name of the new 
Church is the LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA. Headquarters will be in New York 
City. The Board of American Missions will be in Chicago and the Board of Pensions 
will be located in Minneapolis, Minnesota. The Boards of Publication and Parish Edu- 
cation will be located in Philadelphia. The Commission on Youth Activities, the Luther 
League and the Lutheran Church Women will likewise have their headquarters in 
Philadelphia. Headquarters for all the other Boards and Commissions will be in New 
York City. 

The JCLU has also given provisional approval to tentative names for the Synods 
of the new Church, merely for the purposes of identification. These are subject to 
change later by the Synods if desirable. Thirty Synods will comprise the Church. The 
territory now served by the California Conference of the Augustana Synod and the 
Pacific Southwest Synod will remain intact with the inclusion also of the State of 
Utah. The provisional name for the Synod covering this territory is the Pacific South- 
west Synod. 

Delegates to the United Lutheran Church Convention at Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
October 13-20, 1960 will have the added responsibility of adopting the National Con- 
stitution and the suggested Constitution for Synods and congregations. The Pacific 
Southwest Synod is entitled to 22 delegates; 11 lay and 11 clergy for the 1960 Con- 
vention of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT IN ADMINISTRATION 


The new staff position created by the Executive Committee upon the recommen- 
dation of the Management Consultant Firm is the “Assistant to the President in Admin- 
istration”. Mr. Howard Logan, Executive Secretary of the United Lutheran Church Men, 
has been elected and has accepted the invitation of the Synod to fill this post. He will 
begin his duties in the Synodical office on July 1. Elsewhere in these Minutes under the 
Report of the Executive Committee, a rather extended summary of the Report of the 
Management Consultant Firm can be found. A bound volume of the total report is in 
the files of the Synodical office. It has been a penetrating experience to have had this 
study of the Synodical office and its staff and we feel that it will increase our efficiency 
and helpfulness in the total Synod program. 


CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


At this Convention of Synod, we will elect, for the first time, representatives to the 
governing body of the California Lutheran College. We will elect 24 Convocators who 
as our representatives will meet with the Convocators elected by the four other partici- 
pating bodies to constitute the convocation of the College and its corporation. The 
Convocators thus assembled will elect from among themselves 20 members of the 
Board of Regents (directors) of which seven will be members of our Synod. For further 
details relative to the college, see the Report in the ensuing pages. 


PASTORAL VACANCIES 


Pastoral vacancies in our congregations continue to present themselves in our 
Synodical life as well as throughout the United Lutheran Church in America. In 
October of 1959, it appeared as though we were in an enviable position and that with 
the exception of two congregations, all were blessed with pastoral leadership. By the 
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first of January 1960, ten vacancies appeared in the ranks of the pastoral leadership 
of Synod. We again express the hope that by the first of June following the Synodical 
Convention all of our ranks will again be full and that we will be able to have the 
Synod at full strength once again. The fine class of Senior Seminarians available for 
pastoral calls will assist us greatly in providing leadership for our congregations. 


RETIRED PASTORS 


By the action of the 1958 Convention of the United Lutheran Church and subse- 
quent work by the Executive Board of the Church and Dr. Franklin Clark Fry it is now 
possible for us to present our retired pastors with a ‘‘Certificate of Appreciation” 
signed by the President of the Church and the President of ite Synod. These Certifi- 
cates are now available and will be presented to our pastors at the Synodical Con- 
vention. This is a significant way to honor and respect our pastoral brethren who have 
given long years of dedicated service to the cause of our Saviour. 


INTO THE FUTURE 


The past year has been a year in which both the Executive Committee and the 
Synodical staffhas been engaged in extensive study relative to the program and the 
effectiveness of Synod. Under the guidance of the Report of the Management Consult- 
ant Firm, it is definitely hoped that we will find new avenues and effective ways of 
correlating our program and inspiring our people to a larger vision. The rapport of 
Synod so necessary to effective work continues to be our main source of strength in 
administering the Lord’s business. The leaders of Synod, as well as the congregational 
memberships should be constantly in prayer and should keep themselves ever open to 
the directives and promptings of the Holy Spirit. 


APPRECIATION 


Again your President expresses his deep appreciation for the loyal concern of the 
Executive Committee of Synod, the Chairmen and members of the appointed Commit- 
tees. He also recognizes the deep devotion of the Synodical staff and office secretaries. 
Much is done through the devotion of the Synodical office which is beyond the call of 
mere duty.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 


DECEMBER 31, 1959 
Fellow Workers in Christ: 


The Pacific Southwest Synod moves steadily and relentlessly forward. The pace, 
this year, slowed down, but did not stop by any means. The communing membership 
reached a total of 33,085 plus 199 in newly organized missions (or 33,284). 


The plush days of easy accessions to membership are rapidly fading away. It is 
becoming hard work in most fields of Synods. The current revival of interest in religion 
is like the Arabs — silently folding their tents and stealing away. The religious 
revival has apparently reached its peak and is slowing down. Members are stealthily 
falling away, some seem a litile bit noisily; their interest, attendance and support dying 
out. This can be seen in that 81 churches showed a net communicant gain of 2,355 
while 36 showed net losses totaling 1,156, with 4 churches showing no net gain or 
loss. The net gain for Synod of communicants was therefore 1,199. This was a good 
gain in comparison to other Synods and other Lutheran groups around us who were 
barely breaking even. This gain, although close to one-half of the previous years, 
reflects the able leadership of pastors and laymen in our Pacific Southwest Synod 
when other Lutheran groups are not faring as well. 


There was evidence of quite a bit of cutting of rolls — back to what is probably 
more accurate figuring. Only 120 more members were added to the confirmed rolls 
than were added to the communicant rolls; 1,319 net gain. A surprisingly small net 
gain in baptized children was shown — 622. Of this net gain, 235 were from new 
missions! Thus, 117 congregations showed a net gain of 387 baptized children — only 
an average of 3 plus per congregation! The average gain in confirmed members was 
8; in communing members was 10. It took 28 communicant members to gain one new 
communicant in 1959 and 43 confirmed members to gain a net of one member outside 
of the new missions. 


The 40 largest churches of the Synod in 1959 showed a NET LOSS of 128! The 
largest 50 churches broke even with an equal number of gains and losses balancing 
off each other. 


As we turn our attention to the Sunday School, we see 23,313 pupils and 116 
churches showed an increase of ONE pupil!!! The four new missions gained 282 pupils. 


Thus, the 116 churches with Sunday Schools came up with a net loss of 281 
pupils! Is the fading of the religious revival having its first effect upon our Sunday 
Schools in the falling away of non-member’s children? 


Financially, our picture is improving every step. Property valuation increased 
2% million dollars to $18,207,628. Total expenditures increased 9% to $3,752,535. 
These were 4% times and 3% times what they were 10 years ago. The percentage of 
confirmed members communing during 1959 showed a slight incrase from 77.18 to 
Vil.

May we suggest to you to have your annual Congregational meetings earlier in 
January so that your Parochial Reports can be completed and returned to our office 
by the deadline in January. 

May God grant to each of you and the Synod as a whole a greater spiritual 
growth in the year ahead.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific South- 
west in fulfilling its constitutionally assigned functions and the directives of Synod, 
held four regular meetings since the last Convention of Synod. The actions listed below 
are a summary of the assignment given to the Committee by Synod or inherent in its 
constitutionally defined duties. 

Appointment of all committees for Synod, including the appointment of Chaplain 
and Convention Committees. 

Approved the printed Minutes of the 1959 Convention. 

Authorized the engagement of Booz, Allen, and Hamilton to make the Management 
Consultant Survey. 

Approved certification and renewal of all ministerial students. 

Received the Hawaii Conference Report and made adequate descisions regarding 
the recommendations of the Conference. 

Authorized the ratification of all corporate documents. 
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Selected St. John's Lutheran Church of Sacramento as the 1960 Convention site. 

Authorized the Call to Convention and adopted the Convention Program. 

Invited the official representatives of other Synods with whom we are merging 
to send fraternal delegates to Convention. 

Began explorations of a Convention with the Synods with whom we are merging 
following our 196] Convention. 

Authorized a new format for the Budget presentation to the Convention. 

Requested the Board of Publication to have a bookstore exhibit at our Convention. 

Issued provisional Calls to Chaplains at the request of the President of the 
Church. 

Approved grants from the Shepherding Fund authorized by the last Syndical Con- 
vention. 

Engaged Ernst and Ernst as auditors. 

Authorized the Rev. Morgan Edwards to attend the National Lutheran Council 
Welfare Conference in Minneapolis. 

Authorized the Executive Committee to serve as Allocations Committee. ’ 

Authorized a study to be made of Capital Funds financing of related agencies 
and institutions in which our Synod or its congregations are involved. 

Authorized the President to appoint a Sub-committee of the Executive Committee 
to study the needs for home mission development. 

Authorized a special meeting of the Executive Committee with Executive Secretary 
of the Board of American Missions, the Division of Church Extension and the Depart- 
ment of Urban Church Planning. Invited all pastors of Synod whose congregations 
have programs with the Board to meet in consultation at the Synodical office with the 
aforementioned Board members. 


Authorized and made a review of all the mission congregations as to loans, 
equity, and future development programs. 

Endorsed the request of First Lutheran Church, San Diego and the anticipated 
action of the Board of American Missions to call Mr. Frank Gunn, Senior Seminarian, 
as Assistant Pastor of First Lutheran Church, San Diego, California. 

Endorsed the request of First English Lutheran Church, Sacramento and the antici- 
pated action of the Board of American Missions to call Mr. John Frykman, Senior 
Seminarian, at Lutheran Seminary in Philadelphia as Assistant Pastor of First 
English Lutheran Church, Sacramento, California. 

Invited the Executive Secretary of the Board of American Missions, Dr. Donald 
Houser and Dr. Karl Henry, Division of Survey and Research, of the Board as special 
guests at Executive Committee meetings during the year. 


Received the invitation of Trinity Lutheran Church, Pasadena, to hold the 1961 
Synodical Convention in their Church.

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WHEREAS, he gave himself with complete abandon and zeal to the cause of home 
missions which resulted in the planting of fifty congregations to serve the growing 
population needs of the Pacific Southwest, and 


WHERAS, his compassion for the elderly Christians inspired the founding of the 
California Lutheran Home for the Aged. 

BE IT RESOLVED, that we humbly express thanksgiving to our Heavenly Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ for the life of Dr. Beasom and for his years of self-sacrificing 
service to the Synod of the Pacific Southwest and countless other Kingdom causes, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this Resolution be spread upon the 
oe of THE LUTHERAN, The Pacific Southwest Lutheran, and the Minutes of the 

ynod. 

As a living Memorial to our former President, the Executive Committee voted to 
establish the James P. Beasom, Jr., Memorial Scholarship Fund on behalf of students 
attending the Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary. It is the intent of the Committee 
to encourage gifts from congregations and individuals for this Fund so that it might 
be sizable and thus of definite help to ministerial students in need of financial assist- 
ance. The Fund is to be administered by the Seminary administration and the faculty. 
Contributions should be sent to the Synod office, 3119 W. Sixth St., Los Angeles 5, 
Calif. It is hoped that all of our congregations realizing the blessing that Dr. Beasom 
was to them will find it possible to have a part in the creation of this Scholarship Fund. 


REPORT OF THE PASTOR'S SALARY STUDY 


The President of Synod was charged by the Executive Committee upon the action 
of the 1959 Synodical Convention to make a further study of the Pastor’s Salaries of 
Synod. 

The President conducted such a study in the early months of 1960 and presented 
the following facts to the Executive Committee at its April meeting: 


109 Pastors responded to the questionnaire sent to them. 


The figures show that the mean salary proposed for 1960 “the midway point 
between the highest and the lowest’’ is $4,800 basic cash salary. (1959 mean was 
$4,550). The average salary for 1960 for the 109 reporting is $5,146. (1959 average 
$4,700). This does not include parsonage, utilities, or car allowance. 

104 Pastors report either free use of parsonage or a parsonage allowance. 

(1959 figure was 97 pastors) 

80 Pastors report that utilities are paid in full by congregations or included in 
housing allowances (1959 figure 75 pastors). There were noticeable increases 
in utility allowances granted by congregations. 

101 Pastors report a congregation car allowance for their use. There are increases 

in the amounts granted by congregations for this item also. 


Returning to the basic salary schedule, excluding allowances, we find that:

2 salaries are under $3,800 during 1960 (1959 16 salaries) 
8 salaries are $3,900 (1959 8 salaries) 
23 salaries are between $4,000 and $4,500 (1959 23 salaries) 
34 salaries are between $4,500 and $5,000 (1959 25 salaries) 
14 salaries are between $5,000 and $6,000 (1959 13 salaries) 
15 salaries are between $6,000 and $7,000 (1959 10 salaries) 
8 salaries are between $7,000 and $8,000 (1959 6 salaries) 
5 salaries are over $8,000 (1959 2 salaries) 


The report definitely indicated a continuing concern on the part of our congrega- 
tions toward pastor’s salaries and allowances. We feel that the emphasis should be 
continued and respectfully request that this itemized report be placed before all the 
councils and congregations of Synod.

THE ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF THE SYNOD OFFICE AS SURVEYED BY 
BOOZ, ALLEN, AND HAMILTON, MANAGEMENT CONSULTANTS 


You will recall that Synod in Convention last May adopted the Executive Commit- 
tee’s recommendation authorizing the Committee to undertake a Management Study of 
our Synodical office and to employ a management consulting firm. After investigation 
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and consultation with other church bodies, the Executive Committee interviewed two 
of the most highly recommended of these groups and reached the conclusion that the 
firm of Booz, Allen, and Hamilton could most efficiently and thoroughly make a wise 
study. : 

The formal report has been submitted and accepted by the Executive Committee 
with minor variations. Its presentation is contained within a bound volume of thirty- 
seven pages. The reproduction of the report intoto would be an excessively costly 
undertaking and, therefore, the Committee has asked me to write you indicating the 
highlights of the Study and share with you the recommendations resulting therefrom. 
Of course, the entire report is available for your study and can be read in the Synodi- 
cal office, unfortunately we do not have sufficient copies to permit distribution. 


I would like to begin this Report to you with the following quotation from the 
Report:— ‘Because the present plan of organization also has many sound features, it 
should be possible to make needed improvements with a minimum of disruption”. 
Most of the recommendations have been executed, the remaining few are in the process 
of implementation. You received news of Mr. Howard Logan's decision to accept our 
invitation to become Assistant to the President in Administration and this accomplishes 
the fulfillment of the key recommendation of the Study. Let's take a look at the com- 
plete Report. 


The consultants reported ‘Two broad problems face the Pacific Southwest Synod 
currently and in the near future. These problems are concerned with: 


1. Continuation of an effective Synodical program during the period when 
details of the merger are being worked out. 


2. Establishment of a sound organizational framework for the Synod office 
so the Synod can adjust rapidly to whatever plans are approved under 
the National merger plans”. 


Of course, at the time of the Study there was very little known about the policies 
or the organizational plans which would be proposed under the new merged Church 
and because of this our instructions to the Consultants were:—review our operation 
and make recommendations to us that would be sound and progressive and also 
consistent with the traditional relationships of our Synod to the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 


Certain characteristics and relationships of our Synod had to be considered in 
evaluating the organization and the operation of its office. These considerations were 
adherence to a congregational policy, requirements of the ULCA, cooperating relation- 
ships with Lutheran groups of various types and with diverse programs, the Con- 
vention of Synod serving as the top governing authority, the broad and significant 
responsibilities of the Executive Committee under the Constitution, the broad and 
significant responsibilities of the President of Synod under the Constitution, the high 
proportion of congregations having some degree of mission status, the relatively 
limited number of pastors and lay leaders having long years of experience in the 
Synod, the geographical area included within the Synod boundaries, the extremely 
rapid rate of growth experienced throughout the Synod in the past decade, the exten- 
sive use of Committees by the Synod in furthering Synodical programs, the relatively 
limited experience of the Synod in utilizing a full-time paid staff, the lack of experience 
in decentralizing Synodical programs to organizational levels other than the Synod 


office, and the relatively limited availability of adequate administrative facilities such 
as office space. 


In considering the overall plan of organization and in light of the foregoing char- 
acteristics, it was recommended that “the Executive Committee should be continued as 
the one group responsible for the overall coordination of Synod programs”. In dis- 
cussing the activities of the Executive Committee, ‘‘-BA&H’ underline the above recom- 
mendation by suggesting that the Executive Committee continue its efforts to present 
to the Convention a total well-balanced Synod program of activities. They went on 
further to say that other groups created by the Synod, to advise the Convention, should 
continue to do so directly but that such groups should furnish copies of all their recom- 
mendations to the Executive Committee so that the Committee might make its position 
known on these recommendations when the proposals are discussed in Convention. 


In discussing our Convention, they recommended that “any significant program 
Proposals arising on the floor of the Convention should be referred by the Convention 
to the Executive Committee or to another Committee for study and recommendation 
before any action is taken on the floor’. Such items referred to committees other than 
the Executive Committee should only be referred if the subject matter is not within the 
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Constitutional jurisdiction of the Executive Committee, and then after consideration any 
committee recommendations to be submitted to the Convention should also be sub- 
titted to the Executive Committee for appraisal. 


An item of particular interest to many of you will be the recommendation that the 
“Executive Committee should for the foreseeable future continue to formulate and 
direct the mission program”. Consideration was given by “BA&H” to the feasibility of 
establishing a mission committee but their recommendation was based on the following 
determinates: : 


1. Over eighty of the more than 120 congregations have a mission status of 
some type. 


2. Many mission activities require contact with (and usually approval of) the 
Board of American Missions. 


3. Selection of mission areas for development is done by an inter-Lutheran 
group that reviews the Synod’s capacity to develop an area. 


4, Missioners and new pastors are in extremely limited supply and their 
strategic placement affects the future development of the entire Church. 


5. Mission problems are generally construed to include a wide-range of 
problems that new congregations or ones not wholly self-supporting are 
attempting to resolve. 


Several suggestions were made to the Executive Committee in the Report which 
will aid them in achieving even greater effectiveness in our great Home Mission en- 
deavor. The Executive Committee is prohibited by Constitution from creating sub- 
committees from other than its own members, however, it was recommended that the 
Committee should consider itself free, and indeed avail itself, of every opportunity to 
consult with individuals, or use small advisory groups in analyzing potential mission 
fields. 


Further they suggested that the Executive Committee might wish to create a 
“Mission-Aid Sub-Committee”. This Committee is to consider separately the bulk of 
the mission aid requests and segregate for Executive discussion only the more im- 
portant or controversial requests. 


“For the purpose of carrying out Synod programs, the Executive Committee should 
consider the President of Synod as its Executive Officer”. With this statement, we 
are reminded to view the President of Synod as the Chief Executive Officer of the 
programs entrusted to the Executive Committee for execution and that as a part of this 
responsibility we should also expect the President of Synod to serve as its principal 
full-time paid professional advisor in analyzing and recommending actions concerning 
programs that may be under the primary jurisdiction of other Synod Committees. 


It was found that the most effective coordination of our Synodical program is 
advisable and most economical at the Synod-level. Therefore, a program of decentral- 
ized responsibility and execution of activities should be established as a long-range 
goal but one which is not yet practicable in our Synod. However, as the Report prog- 
ressed there were recommendations that the President of Synod delegate certain of his 
responsibilities to Conference officers and that such a program should be adequate 
until the details of the National merger are known. 


In order to insure that all the essential functions of our Synodical objectives are 
performed and to avoid undesirable duplication, it was strongly urged that the Execu- 
tive Committee should continue in its effort to clarify the duties and the responsibilities 
of all of the Committees of Synod. It should bear in mind that the existence of a Com- 
mittee at the time of merger may create a precedence for its continuance and that 
while continuance of a Committee may be desirable and essential, the merger should 
create an opportunity for the Synod to make a broad and objective appraisal of the 
need for, and the specific determination of the functions of each Committee of Synod. 


The foregoing paragraphs reviewed some of the more important items bearing on 
the organization and operation of the Synod office. The Report continued on discussing 
the organization of the Synodical office as follows:— It made recommendations which 
if effective should permit the Synod office leadership to spend more time in working 
with the pastors and congregations in resolving the problems before the issue arise 
and become critical. These recommendations were made to clarify the assignments of 
responsibility and to improve the internal operations. In the Study it developed that 

the following should receive our attention: 
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4, 


5. 


The President of Synod carries a burden of ecclesiastical duties, detailed 
administrative activities, and other duties that limit his availability for 
his basic pastoral function. 

The Mission Supervisor performs a variety of routine tasks that should be 
handled by a person skilled in administrative review. 

Part-time officers of the Synod perform certain routine administrative 
tasks that should be carried out under the direction of the President of 
Synod and is a part of the President's basic responsibilities. 

Reporting lines within the office and among members of the staff in the 
Synod need clarification. 

The staff in some instances lacks depth in numbers in securing adequate 
coverage of the responsibilities entrusted to it. = 


An Organization Chart was developed and accepted by the Executive Committee 
and is included for your review. The title of Mission Supervisor has been changed to 
read ‘Assistant to the President in Home Missions”, the title of our Director of Christian 
Education has been changed to ‘Assistant to the President in Christian Education”, 
and the Committee adopted the studies suggestion to establish the position of “Assist- 
ant to the President in Administration”.

The creation of the new position in Administration permits the redelegation of 
some of the duties now performed by staff members and also permits extensions of 
other functions of the Synod office which should tend to release our ordained staff 
members from the details of office operation and thus free them for more effective 
service in the area of their call. The duties of the Assistant in Administration have 
been outlined as follows:— 


Serve as general assistant to the President on all business-type matters. 

Supervise and direct the office staff, as shown in Exhibit 1. 

Read and screen all correspondence for proper handling and answer 

directly routine inquiries. 

Formulate office routines and assignments of responsibility to clerical 

personnel. 

Assist the President in developing a coordinated calendar of denomina- 

tional and inter-Synod activities. 

Coordinate travel plans to insure effective and economical utilization of 

the staff as the members travel throughout the Synod. 

7. Review, edit, and prepare for publication written material and particularly 
minutes of various types. 

8. Assist in the preparation of a ‘‘President’s Column’’ to appear regularly 
in the Synod newspaper. 

9. Aid the President in formulating public relation policies and perform the 
actual work in determining, securing, and distributing publicity material. 

10. Formulate annual and special budgets including method of presentation 
and the format to be followed in assembling data. 

11. Other duties which relate to the internal function of the office were enu- 

merated to be, recommending personnel policies and procedures, serve as 

the purchasing agent for the Synod, direct and control the building opera- 

tions and maintenance, aid in the indoctrination and entertainment of new 

and visiting pastors and interested laymen at the Synod office, to formu- 

late and maintain an organization and policy manual. 


Worthy of note, was the recommendation that “the Editor of the PACIFIC SOUTH- 
WEST LUTHERAN be a member of the Synod office staff and the President of Synod 
be held responsible for the paper”. This recommendation as all others cited in my 
report was adopted by the Executive Committee and is under consideration by them 
at this time. 

“It was recommended that the President of Synod severely limit his direct partici- 
pation in institutional programs such as Homes for the Aged, Educational Institutions, 
and similar activities”, rather he should construe his responsibility as making certain 
that the Synod provides effective leadership to such institutions and that the basic 
policies and programs are clearly formulated, but he should not normally substitute 
himself for other leadership necessary to such institutions, even though our President 
is particularly well qualified in all of these areas. Another far-reaching suggestion 
adopted by the Executive Committee was that the President delegate certain of his 
ecclesiastical duties to qualified officers of the Executive Committee and officers of 
the various Conferences. It was noted that many pastors and congregations seek the 
presence of the President of Synod at memorable occasions but that it should be 
recognized that the current size of the Synod and the great distance involved should 
demonstrate the impracticability of any significant participation in these activities by 
the President without limiting his usefulness elsewhere. Observing this suggestion 
would not only lighten his work load but, of course, would conserve his time and 
strength for many of the more important responsibilities placed upon him. 

“The Assistant in Home Missions should formulate basic plans concerning the 
extensions of the work, participate in selecting future areas of work, and concentrate 
on helping missioners and mission congregations establish and maintain effective 
programs”. 

With the addition of the Assistant in Administration much of the work load in the 
office now carried by our Assistant in Missions can be redelegated to the Administra- 
tor by the President since no theological training or pastoral experience is required 
to do such work. On the organizational chart, you have undoubtedly noticed the 
provision for the establishment of the position of ‘Mission Assistant’’, however, it was 
the feeling of the consultants that this position be filled only in the event that the work 
load proves to be greater than currently anticipated, and that the position should be 
given the lowest priority of any new position recommended. 
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"The Assistant in Christian Education should be concerned with the total Christian 
Education program of the Synod, as well as with Parish Education”. To quote the 
Report “It is suggested that Christian Education be considered in the broadest aspects 
and be construed to include higher education in denominational colleges and 
theological education”. Our Synodical program in all phases of education makes this 
broader definition more appropriate; and as our activities increase in the field of 
Education, it becomes less possible for our President to personally attend to all of the 
responsibilities consistent with such expansion. 

There are about ten pages of the Report dealing with such problems as personnel 
administration within the office, suggestions as to the preparation of a “table of or 
ganization”, preparation of written position description (it is interesting to note the 
comment that such descriptions should be brief and that the current plan of operations 
for the Director of Christion Education is far too detailed and that such detailed descrip- 
tions more than likely, among professional type employees, hampers their choice among 
desirable action alternatives). 


Ranges as to clerical salaries, annual rating of each incumbent in the Synodical 
office, a comparison of the office hours to those of other establishments in the area, 
fire protection for archival material and basic documents were definitely recommended. 


The Synod will be interested in the suggestion that the format of our Budget pro- 
posal to Convention be changed and this will be followed at our forthcoming Conven- 
tion in Sacramento. Also this year an audit of the Synodical books will be made by a 
professional firm who will be guided by the criteria recommended by the Comptroller to 
the President of Synod and the Executive Committee. 


Some of us were surprised to find the recommendation that the Synod should not 
at this time commit itself to build or buy an office building adequate for the purposes 
of our staff and that while the space we now occupy does not lend itself to the optimum 
functional designs, it nevertheless is available to us at a very reasonable rate, and 
nee the merger close at hand, it is impossible to anticipate other than our immediate 
needs. 

One of their concluding recommendations is that a simplified chart be prepared 
which would permit the congregations to determine at a glance the basic organization 
of the Synod and that such a chart should be the responsibility of the Administrative 
Assistant and be distributed to each of our congregations. Of course, this entails a 
considerable amount of study and preparation but we anticipate that the chart will be 
aes not too long after the Assistant in Administration arrives on the territory of 

nod. 

As briefly as possible then, this has been a review of some of the major recom- 
mendations by Booz, Allen, and Hamilton to your Executive Committee. We have found 
the Report to be comprehensive in its study and background material and that as a 
result of such thorough investigation all of the recommendations appear to be logical, 
operative, and feasible from the standpoint of immediate execution without undue 
interruption of our fulfillment of Synodical responsibilities. Again, may I invite you to 
avail yourselves of the opportunity of reading the Report at the Synod office or referring 
to any particular section mentioned which is of particular interest to you. 

Report was received at Synod shortly after October 5. A Sub-Committee made a 
study of the Report, determined the agreement of staff with the Report's basic philoso- 
phy of management, and recommended to the Executive Committee that the Report be 
adopted with very few and minor changes mosi of which dealt with terminology. Adop- 
tion by the Executive Committee was accomplished in November and the Committee, 
together with the President of Synod has been operating under the Report and institut- 
ing the changes recommended as expeditiously as possible. The acceptance of Mr. 
Logan of our invitation to become Assistant to the President in Administration is one of 
the major moves to translate the entire Study from paper to a reality.

The Rev. George Berkheimer, ULCA representative, was introduced by the Rev. 
Frank Clutz. Representative Berkheimer presented the first part of his report on 
the work of the Church at large to the Convention. 
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The Report of Midland College Trustees was presented by the Rev. George 
Flora. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


The constituting convention of. the Lutheran Church in America will coincide 
with the seventy-fifth anniversary of Midland College. In trust that this is indeed 
the leading of God, Midland College enters upon a new era confident that the 
Church has much to give to the College and the College much to give to the 
Church. Without doubt the merger of the churches will have a profound effect upon 
the College and we may well assess anew the College's place in the Church. 


Actually, Midland’s place will be no different from what it has always been. 
Midland was founded by the Church, yet the Church established the College with 
its own separate corporation. And this has a two-fold significance. 


Midland College is a Church College. Its corporation consists of members elected 
by the Church who, in turn, establish the policies that govern the College. The 
Church has faith in the College as is shown by her prayers, her interest and support 
both of the current fund and the expansion fund. 


In turn the College has expressed its relation to ths Church in its stated objectives, 
namely, the education of individual men and women through an integrated program 
of spiritual, mental and physical development; by helping to supply the Church with 
consecrated and enlightened leadership, both ordained and lay, in every field of 
Christian service; to serve society by fostering Christian ideals of patriotism and 
world citizenship. 


The College aims to help the student to grow in grace and the knowledge of 
Jesus Christ; appreciate the place of the Bible in education and life; establish habits 
of conduct based on Christian ethical principles; cultivate the virtues requisite to 
Christian stewardship; be loyal to the highest ideals of achievement. To take an 
active part in the building of the Church; respond to the call for men and women to 
devote full time to its service; worship regularly; increase in knowledge of all that 
honors the Christian message. 


Several interesting developments have taken place at the College the past year. 
We shall mention some of these briefly. 


The total enrollment of 718 students shows a seven per cent increase over that 
of last year, and marks the all-time high for the College (526 in the day session, 192 
in the evening session). Seventy-three per cent of these young people are Lutheran. 
This means that our alumni and friends in the churches have helped send these 
students to Midland, and we are deeply indebted to them. The importance of student 
solicitation cannot be over-estimated because it is the best of our Church’s young 
people we want for our Church colleges. The students this year have come from 
twenty-three states and three foreign countries, with the largest number coming from 
Nebraska (365); then Iowa (30), California and Hawaii (35), Kansas (23), Colorado 
(20), Washington (9), Oregon (5), New Mexico (4), Oklahoma (3), Texas (3), etc. Central 
States (211), Rocky Mountain (20), Pacific Southwest (28), Pacific (16), Texas-Louisiana (2). 

The success of Midland is determined by the product it turns out. During the past 
five years two students have received appointments as Woodrow Wilson scholars; 
one Danforth student scholar and a faculty Danforth scholar; four Fulbright scholars 
and two Rockefeller scholars. This list continues to grow with each passing year as 
more students qualify academically, all of which speaks well for our highly com- 
petent faculty members and their commitment to the task of Christian education. 
Here is a religious and academic climate characterized by earnestness and serious 
purpose. 

As costs increase it becomes necessary also to increase our student aid. Last 
year all-told in scholarships, grants, part-time work, two in a family, and clergy 
dependents, student aid totaled $50,299. More than 50% of the students receive such 
aid. With the initiation of the National Defense Student Loan Fund a new incentive 
has been given to borrowing money for a college education. For the first two years 
Midland College has received from the government for this special loan program 
$28,727. To this the College adds $3,198 as its share, making a total of $31,925. The 
College's own student loan fund totals $7,497. Thus the student loan office is rapidly 
becoming a banking operation. Credit has been used on a large scale for practically 
everything but a college education. It may be an encouraging development that 
students pay for their education on an installment basis. In a society accustomed to 
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installment financing an institution demanding cash seems to be at a competitive 


disadvantage. It may very well become even more important that students can pay 
on an installment basis. 


Midland still needs your best personal recommendation to the best students in 
your community; your best personal support to help us to attract and hold the best 
teachers, and to help able but needy students, and to provide fully adequate facilities 
for housing and instruction. : 


The past decade has been an expanding one at Midland, and from all indica- 
tions the 1960-70 decade will be even more exciting. During the past six years the 
student body has increased 60 per cent and a library and girls’ dormitory were 
erected. At this time a new dining and kitchen facility, as well as another men’s 
dormitory are under construction, with the expectation that they will be in use in 
September. At this writing it is hoped that ground will be broken this year for a 
much needed new classroom building. Without the help of Fremont citizens and our 
church constituency this expansion program would not have been possible. Our 
sincerest gratitude to each individual and congregation that gave wholeheartedly to 
this program. 

At the same time it is desirous and necessary that we express our heartfelt 
thanks to the Synod for their generous support of the College through the benevolence 
program. This support has made it possible for the College to operate with a small 
surplus for the past six consecutive years and from all indications it appears as if 
we will accomplish the same feat again this year. 


From 1919 to 1954 the various presidents of Midland College, six in number, 
lived in an apartment on the second floor of the Administration-Classroom Building. 
In 1954 these quarters were converted into a student union, snack bar and dispensary. 
A second enlargement of this facility is contemplated. When the erection of the new 
dining facility is completed, the present kitchen-dining room will then be converted 
into a student union, providing triple the space now given for this purpose. The funds 
for this project will be provided from fees paid by students and a sizeable contribu- 
tion from the Alumni Association, who last year made this their prime project. 


It has been our privilege again this past year to serve a number of church and 
community groups on campus. Included among those using our facilities were the 
United Lutheran Church Women of the Central States Synod, the Midland Assembly, 
the conferences on Evangelism and Social Missions, the Presbyterian Senior High 
Conference, Midland Women, Men of Midland and many individual congregational 
Luther Leagues, Brotherhoods, confirmation classes and Sunday School classes. 


It is always a delight to have our constituency visit the campus and make use 
of our facilities. 

Our hearty thanks are again extended to our auxiliaries—the Midland Women 
and the Men of Midland. Both organizations have made great strides forward and 
have contributed much of their time and support during the past decade toward 
various projects. Recent projects include the furnishing of four rooms in Beegle Hall, 
new chancel furnishings, drapes and curtains in the chapel, the air conditioning of 
the library, new tables and chairs in the dining room, new stoves in the kitchen, and 
new beds, springs and mattresses in the men’s dormitory. 

More and more I have been impressed with the integrity of the College. And 
this impression has grown as we prepare for the Diamond Jubilee of the College. A 
study of this College’s history must impress anyone with the spirit of integrity from 
the beginning. The churchmen who founded this College established it upon the 
basis of a thorough education and sound doctrine. Nothing was to be “shoddy” or 
false. 

Midland College has strengths of which we can be proud. And the appraisal of 
others, the prestige and standing among colleges, attest to the integrity of the institu- 
tion and of its offerings. Christian education must always retain its integrity. 

In conclusion, may we extend to the Synod the sincere thanks of the faculty and 
students for the support given to the College by you and by the Board of Trustees 
and express our gratitude to the Lord of the Church for the privilege of service in 
Christian education.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON “THE LUTHERAN” 


Subscriptions to THE LUTHERAN” in our Synod have been declining for the past 
two years. In 1951, the Synod subscription total was 1,745. This increased to 7,127 in 
1957. Then came the drop for two years with 1959 showing a total of 6,716. This 
trend seems very strange in view of the fact that our United Lutheran Church In 
America has increasingly supported ‘THE LUTHERAN” each year. Thus far in 1960 
subscriptions to ‘THE LUTHERAN” are 5,629 with some 33 congregations yet to be 
heard from. It is possible to again pass the 7,000 mark but it will mean additional 
subscriptions coming from the congregations already in plus a goodly number from 
the 33 not in. In 1959 there were 17 congregations in the Synod who reported NO 
subscriptions to ‘‘THE LUTHERAN.” 

The above figures are disturbing to the Committee since one can hardly say the 
cost for THE LUTHERAN” is prohibitive. Even a single subscription is most reasonable 
at $3.50 (about 7c per week). When we consider that 15 or more subscriptions coming 
from one congregation can be secured for only $2.00 each (about 4c per week) and 
that should ALL active families in a congregation subscribe (100%) it costs a mere 
$1.86 (about 3c per week)}—"THE LUTHERAN” becomes about the most inexpensive 
magazine in print. Your Committee must also emphasize that “THE LUTHERAN” is re- 
ferred to as “America’s Leading Protestant Magazine.” 

Your Committee urges every Pastor and layman reading this report to make every 
effort in the home congregation to encourage member families to subscribe to ‘'THE 
LUTHERAN.” It is a wise and future-looking congregation which will include a 100% 
subscription to “THE LUTHERAN” in its annual budget. Write to your Committee Chair- 
man or directly to ‘THE LUTHERAN” office at 2900 Queen Lane, Philadelphia 29, Pa. 
for promotional literature and advice.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH VOCATIONS 


During the past year it has been the privilege of this Committee to bring about 
the formal certification of fifteen more young men, who are now officially listed as 
Ministerial Students of the Pacific Southwest Synod. With these additions and with 
adjustments made for those who have either graduated from the Seminary or, as in 
several cases, have changed their plans, our Synodical records now list a total of 73 
young men, in high school, college or seminary, preparing for the Gospel Ministry 
of the Lutheran Church. 


Provided. that these students follow through and successfully complete the 
various requirements before them, we would see these classes becoming candidates 
for ordination from our own Synod: 


1960 - 15 LO622e = 7. 1964 - 12 1966 - 4 1968 - 4 
196), = 96 1963 - 10 1965 - 7 19 6/4: 1969 - 1 


This, of course, is based only on those listed as Ministerial Students at the 
present time. It does point out the fact that if we are to assist in providing a steady 
flow of pastors in the years to come, the basic ground work must be done now. The 
latter half of this decade could be lean indeed if we take too much for granted and 
assume that someone else will speak to the younger men regarding Christ’s call for 
pastors. 


All pastors and delegates are again urged and reminded to bring the names of 
young men who have expressed an interest in the ministry to the attention of this 
Committee in order that the Church, through this Committee, may lend encourage- 
ment and assistance in whatever way possible. 


It should be noted that as a secondary phase of its responsibilities, the Com- 
mittee has answered requests for financial assistance from certified students and has, 
on the basis of proven need, and with Executive Committee approval, distributed 
$3,575.00 of the benevolence funds of the Church to some twenty-six students on the 
college and seminary level during 1959. 


Of the 73 certified students on our lists, 72 are men. One young woman from 
our Synod is enrolled in the Pacific Lutheran Seminary, taking a Christian Education 
Course for one year. Even though we currently have five Deaconesses serying on the 
territory of our Synod and four other requests for Deaconesses are before the Board 
of Deaconess Work, we have none of our young women in training, nor have we 
immediate prospects of any. This Committee would be most happy to learn of any 
of our young women who are contemplating preparation for the diaconate and would 
reaffirm its desire to assist such young women in every possible way. 


We are grateful to those who continue to challenge the youth of the Church to 
listen for Christ's call for pastors and other laborers for His Vineyard; to every 
pastor, Sunday School teacher and other laymen, our Parish Education Committee, 
Director of Christian Education, President of the Synod, the President and faculty and 
staff of the Seminary and to any others who join with the multitudes of the larger 
Church in continuing to seek out and encourage our finest youth to give their best 
for the Master, to all of these we express our gratitude.

The Executive Committee of the Arizona Conference met together three times 
during the year 1959, on February 12, August 16, and October 16. 


“Together for Christ’ was the theme of the Church Councilmen’s Rally, held at 
Grace Lutheran Church, Phoenix, on Sunday, April 26, The Rev. David Hartman, host 
pastor. Conference Committee meetings were included on the agenda while the 
Councilmen participated in a series of "buzz" sessions. ; 


At the Spring meeting of Conferences—held at the Hotel Whitcomb, San Fran- 
cisco, on May 19, during the Convention of Synod—the following new pastors were 
welcomed into Conference: The Rev. William Rizer, mission developer, northeast 
Phoenix; The Rev. Frank L. Starkey, St. John’s Lutheran Church, Glendale, Arizona. 


When The Rev. Franklin Schott resigned as president in July to accept a call to 
the Lutheran Church of the Foothills, La Canada, California, The Rev. E. Ellsworth 
Campbell, vice-president, assumed the office of president. 


The Sixth Annual Fall Rally and Convention was held on Thursday and Friday, 
October 15-16, at Faith Lutheran Church, Yuma, Arizona, The Rev. George E. Steffens, 
host pastor. The United Lutheran Church Women of the Arizona Conference also held 
their Sixth Annual Convention at Faith, Yuma, on these same dates. The combined 
Conventions proved to be so satisfactory that the pattern established by this first joint 
venture will be continued. Portions of the program in which the two Conventions were 
combined included: Service of Holy Communion, administered by Pastors Steffens, 
Starkey and Rizer, with Pastor Campbell delivering the message; Synod President's 
Hour, with The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, D.D.; Banquet, with The Rev. David Hartman 
as Master of Ceremonies, and The Rev. Richard M. Bennett as speaker; Bible Study, 
The Rev. Lyle C. Burns, D.D.; and Installation of officers of the two groups, The Rev. 
Carl V. Tambert, D.D. Separate sessions of the Conference included: Report from the 
Joint Commission on Lutheran Unity, Mr. Gilbert E. Olson; Panel Discussion on Home 
Missions in Arizona, moderated by The Rev. Frank H. Clutz, D.D. Separate sessions 
of the ULCW included: Mission Study by Mrs. E. E. Campbell, with emphasis on 
Africa; Workshops on the various phases of the ULCW program, by the four com- 
mittee chairmen of the Conference ULCW, Miss Vicky Tannous (Christian Service), 
Mrs. E. E. Campbell (Education), Mrs. Donald C. Mack (Membership), Mrs. H. C.

THE REVEREND JAMES PRINCE BEASOM, JR., D.D.: 


The Rev. James Prince Beasom, Jr., D.D., interim pastor of the Lutheran Church 
of the Cross, Rialto, California, and former President of The Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of the Pacific Southwest, passed into Life Eternal Saturday, November 28, 1959, 
in Rialto. He was sixty years of age. Funeral services were held on December 2, at 
the First Lutheran Church in Glendale, California, with interment at Forest Lawn 
Cemetery, Glendale. 

Dr. Beasom was born February 1, 1899 in St. Paul, Minnesota. He received his 
AB Degree from Muhlenberg College in 1920 and was graduated from the Pacific 
Seminary at Seattle, Washington, in 1924. He received his MA Degree from the Uni- 
versity of Washington in 1929. In 1943 Midland College bestowed the honorary Degree 
of Doctor of Divinity upon him. 

Ordained in 1923 by the Pacific Synod at St. James’ Lutheran Church of Seattle, 
Washington, he served that congregation from 1924 to 1926. During the following 
years, he was professor at Glendale College and gave liberally of his time in supply 
work over the week-ends. In 1937 he was called to the Pastorate of the First Lutheran 
Church of Glendale, which congregation he served until 1945 when he was called as 
full-time president of the California Synod (now the Pacific Southwest Synod). He 
served as President of the Synod until 1954 when he retired because of ill health. 
Following his retirement, he served as interim Pastor of the Congregation at Rialto 
bringing this parish to organization and the subsequent building of their first unit

Glen were brought into being. He was also one of the dynamic leaders in co-operat: 
ing with the Pacific Synod in the founding of the Pacific Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary at Berkeley. 

From 1946 to 1958, Dr. Beasom was a member of the Board of American Missions 
of the United Lutheran Church in America. He was primarily responsible for drawing 
the attention of the Church to the great mission opportunities in the West following 
the second World War. On October 11, 1921, Dr. Beasom was united in marriage to 
Helga Olive Kirkerod. He is survived by his wife, as well as his twin sons, James 
Prince III and Ralph Denis, both of whom are doctors of medicine. 


Officiants at the funeral services included Dr. Carl V. Tambert, President of 
Synod; the Rev. Karl Kniseley, President of the Southern Conference of Synod and 
Pastor of First Church, Glendale; the Rev. John G. Simmons, Secretary of Synod, and 
the Rev. H. Paul Romeis, D.D., Mission Supervisor of Synod. The Reverends Quentin 
Garman and Karl Kniseley brought tributes while the sermon was delivered by 
President Tambert. 


MRS. GEORGE H. HILLERMAN: 


Mrs. George H. Hillerman, widow of the former pastor of a number of Congrega- 
tions in. our Synod entered into Rest on December 1, 1959, in Pasadena. Together 
with her husband, Mrs. Hillerman served her Lord faithfully in Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Riverside; First Lutheran Church, Redlands; First Lutheran Church, San 
Diego; First Lutheran Church, Oakland; as Superintendent of Home Missions, West- 
ern Division of the United Lutheran Church in America; and Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Pasadena. Upon his retirement, they made their home in that city until death called 
them. Mrs. Hillerman was active in her own right also. She served as President of 
the Woman’s Missionary Society of the former California Synod in 1908-1909; 1913- 
1917; and 1927-1929. She is survived by three daughters, Mrs. Pauline Johnston, of 
Duluth, Minnesota; Mrs. Cotta Horn, of Fresno, California; and Miss Leora Hillerman, 
of Pasadena; two sons, the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, of Seattle, Washington; and 
Mr. Fred Hillerman, of San Diego; and eleven grandchildren and seven great-grand- 
children. Funeral service was conducted by the Rev. Carl Moyer of Trinity Church, 
Pasadena on December 5.

REPORT OF THE PACIFIC LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Pacific Lutheran Theological Seminary is growing up! It is now eight years old 
and is showing surprising strength and magnificent promise. On May 5 of this year 
the eighth class, consisting of sixteen seniors, was graduated, with each of the young 
men receiving the Degree of Bachelor of Divinity. This is the largest class to date. 
Twelve of the graduates are under the wing of the Pacific Southwest Synod and the 
majority of them will go into home mission work. One member of the class, Joseph 
Barndt, Jr., was honored with the 1960 Lutheran Brotherhood Scholarship of $1,000, 
and is planning to do post graduate work at an European university beginning next 
Fall. There are now seventy-five active alumni in service in various part of the world. 


STUDENTS 


The total number of students during the 1959-60 academic year was eighty. The 
enrollment has grown steadily year by year. Present applications for the class begin- 
ning this Fall, however, indicate it will not be as large as that matriculated in 1959. 
Continued efforts are needed on the part of congregations and pastors to present to 
capable young men the call of the ministry. Certainly the ‘fields are white to the 


harvest” and the church must not fail for lack of individuals who will labor in the 
Lord's vineyard.

FACULTY 


All regular members of the faculty are on duty at present. The Board hopes 
that within a few months the vacancy in the chair of Systematic Theology will have 
been filled. It should go without saying that the Seminary in its total teaching con- 
tinues to be true to the Word of God and the convictions of the Lutheran Church. 


GRADUATE PROGRAM 


Thirty-five pastors were enrolled in the 1959 summer session. It is hoped that 
1960 will see an increase. The three week sessions which will begin June 27, 1960 
will offer four courses, each earning three credits (for qualified candidates) towards 
the Masters Degree in Theology. This Beard desires to emphasize to all congregations 
and delegates to the Synodical Convention that all pastors be allowed, encouraged 
and urged to participate in the summer session of graduate study, at least every 
third year. The demands of our age require a ministry whose intellect is sharpened 
through theological study and whose awareness is made keen to human needs. 


SEMINARY LIBRARY 
The Seminary Library is daily proving to be a most important building on the 
campus. Thanks to the provision and gifts made by our Synod and congregations in 
the West the sum needed to meet the full cost of the building, $175,000, is steadily 
being raised. 


FINANCES 
The budgetary provisions of the two Synods plus the modest current expense 
grant of the Board of Higher Education have made it possible for the Seminary to 
maintain an excellent financial status. There is no indebtedness other than the money 
still owing on the new Library. 


GROWING NEED FOR NEW CHAPEL 

An adequate place of worship and a centre around which Seminary life could 
revolve is certainly a pressing need. The fund for a new chapel is gradually growing 
due to the untiring efforts of President Foelsch and the generosity of many friends of 
the Seminary, particularly those in the East and in the South. At present approxi- 
mately $40,000 is on hand. 

A new chapel would also free room in Sawyer Hall for necessary expansion of 
dining and kitchen facilities. The new chapel is a must and one that must not be 
delayed too long. 


PROGRAM FOR WOMEN 
The training of women for service in the Church is being carried on at the Sem- 
inary on a somewhat experimental basis, but it promises much good for the future. 
Here too the chief need is for qualified students. 


LOOKING TO THE FUTURE 


Our Seminary has been blessed beyond our dreams in its eight years of life but 
there is a tomorrow coming, and if we are to meet adequately the demands of the 
Lutheran Church in the West it will have to be strengthened and its facilities ex- 
panded in all directions. With two great mergers of two general Lutheran bodies 
rapidly approaching the Seminary’s potential as a training school in the West is 
growing steadily. As things now stand it is expected that Pacific Lutheran Theological 
Seminary will be the Seminary of the Lutheran Church in America for the states of 
Hawaii, Alaska, Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, Arizona, California, Utah and 
for Western Montana. There is also the growing hope of an affiliation with the newly- 
merged American Lutheran Church. 

Other denominations are sensing the need for accelerated work in the growing 
West. The Southern Baptists are investing $10,000,000 in the Golden Gate Seminary. 
The Presbyterians are now raising $4,000,000 (total goal $10,000,000) for their San 
Francisco Theological Seminary and Missouri Synod Lutherans are buying a site close 
to our own and building a $10,000,000 seminary here. ee

REPORT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH MEN 


At the meeting of Synod in San Francisco a year ago, announcement was made 
that “a Provisional Committee for the formation of a Synodical United Lutheran 
Church Men has been formed” consisting of 3 laymen from the Northern Conference 
ULCM, 3 laymen from the Southern Conference ULCM, and liaison members (1 each) 
from Arizona and Hawaii, with the Rev. Kenneth Senft as Synodical Representative. 


Actual formation of such a Synodical unit of United Lutheran Church Men was 
accomplished at a meeting of the Committee at Synod office, Los Angeles, Sept. 20, 
1959, with Synod President Tambert and Executive Secretary of the international 
ULCM, Mr. Howard Logan, also in attendance. Officers were elected and a constitution 
adopted and this new synodical auxiliary was launched at a banquet hosted by the 
Southern Conference ULCM at First English, Los Angeles, that same evening, with 
Mr. Logan as speaker for the occasion. 


The months which have followed have seen chairmen appointments made in the 
areas of Evangelism, Stewardship, Scouting, Honorary Life memberships, Lutheran 
Men” magazine subscriptions, etc. Applications for charter membership in the interna- 
tional ULCM are currently being solicited in the hope that this year may see at least 
one half of the estimated 50 men’s groups in our local congregations so affiliated. By 
correspondence and personal contact the interest and response of the officers of each 
local men’s unit is being encouraged. Working in and through the two organized 
Conference ULCM’s (Northern Conference and Southern Conference) the program and 
Conv. emphases of the international ULCM is being introduced and promoted. This 
is basicly of an educational nature since adoption of any specific project will of neces- 
sity have to await the holding of the first convention, tentatively slated for the Los 
Angeles area sometime in September 1960. 

Pastors are urged to cooperate in these early stages of the establishment of a 
synodical men’s organization by interesting their congregational men’s group in con- 
tacting the synodical ULCM officers and chairmen for information and assistance. 
The Synodical and Conference ULCM’s exist to serve the local units in many ways 
but we need the opportunity to serve which can only come through your invitation 
and your request. ie Se 

for the day when Conference ULCM’s may be forme

The Report of the Luther League Committee was presented by the Chairman, 
the Rev. Ray Hansen. 


Pastor Hansen illustrated the report by an audio-visual presentation with the 
Rev. Stanley Olson and some Luther Leaguers. The Luther League Convention dates 
are August 26-28 at the University of California in Santa Barbara with a theme 
“Our Compass Is Christ”. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LUTHER LEAGUE 


Under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, the Committee on Luther League expe- 
rienced an active and stimulating year. A fine teamwork is evident among the com- 
mittee members, and with the Luther League Executive Committee of young leaders, 
in planning and carrying out events to encourage youth participation and service in 
the church on local, conference, synodical and international levels. 


This Synod Committee concerns itself chiefly in the areas of policy and training 
of youth. Final decisions and conducting of actual events are entirely in the hands of 
the young people. This they do with the zest, intelligence and high-minded goals that 
rival those of their adult leaders. 


Working with a team that sparkles with eager youths and experienced pastoral 
advisors, the Committee on Luther League explores, discusses and recommends nu- 
merous steps to further youth activities in the Synod. All of these suggestions are 
cheerfully received by the youthful executives, given a new twist or two and ampli- 
fied with originality such as can come only from the young, then carried brilliantly 
to completion. Look at what has taken place within the last year: 


1. Before your present chairman took over his responsibilities, the 13th Annual 
Convention of the Luther League of Synod was successfully staged August 8 and 9, 
1959, at the University of Redlands at Redlands, California. Pastor Kenneth E. Hartz- 
heim was in charge of the Convention, Pastor Stanley E. Olson in charge of Leader- 
ship Training and Pastor Elvin S. Hansen handling Deputation ("Posse") Training. 
Represented at the Convention were 73 churches compared with 58 churches at the 
1958 Convention. Attending at Redlands were a total of 469 including 235 girls, 180 
boys and 54 adults. This compares with 468 registrants in 1958 at College of the 
Pacific at Stockton, California, including 234 girls, 177 boys and 57 adults. Pastor 


Donald E. Wagner inspired the Redlands gathering with the theme presentation on 
'The Cross—Your Key to the Future.” 
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2. The Posse Training Program, under the advisorship of Pastor Elvin Hansen, 
has fulfilled some two dozen requests for visits to local Leagues by the Posse teams. 
Twenty-two of these trained Leaguers give generously of their time in helping the 
local Leagues on programming, organizing and rebuilding. 

8. The Missions Project for 1959 saw offerings totaling $231.25 coming from local 
Leagues. This was sent to aid the Lutheran kindergarten program in Japan, 


4. The Synodical League again has adopted a budget which reflects the teach- 
ing of Jesus, “It is more blessed to give than to receive.” Of all that is received from 
local Leagues toward the $5,000 budget, 60% is used for benevolence purposes, with 
50% going to the Luther League of America and 10% for the Mission Project. The 
remaining 40% is for Synodical League current expenses. Offerings coming from 
local Leagues are on the increase, and the 1960 Stewardship record is heading for 
vast improvement over 1959. More local Leagues now send in offerings monthly to 
the Synodical League. This is encouraging! 

5. Some 40 Leaguers attended the LLA Convention at Cornell University, Ithica, 
N. Y., with Pastor Olson and Mr. Sid Bennett serving as advisors. We were pleased 
to have Carolyn Brown representing Hawaii at Cornell and at Posse Training and 
the Redlands Convention. 


Events and projects for 1960 include: 

1. The Holy Week Retreat April 11, 12, 13 at Camp Yolijwa for High School and 
Post-High youths, with Pastor Olson in charge. 

2. The Leadership Training School will be held August 23-26 at Grace Lutheran 
Church at Santa Barbara immediately preceding the 14th Annual Convention at the 
University of California at Santa Barbara. The Santa Barbara Church, with Pastor 
Edwin E. Ray as host pastor, will house the youths and provide meals. Training 
sessions will be offered in the new church building under direction of Pastor Olson, 
Two selected younger Leaguers, one boy and one girl from each church, preferably 
9th and 10th graders, are eligible for this training. 

3. The Convention will be held on the Santa Barbara Campus on Friday, Satur- 
day, Sunday, August 26, 27, 28. Pastor William Dion will be the featured speaker 
on the theme, “Our Compass Is Christ.” Discussion groups and Workshops for ad- 
visors and youths are in charge of Pastor Kenneth Baumhoff. Pastor Andrew Gresko 
is Convention Chaplain in charge of arrangements for all devotions and worship 
services. The Holy Communion Service on Sunday morning will feature Pastor Carl 
V. Tambert, Synod President, preaching. Officiants will include Pastors Olson, Hansen, 
Hartzheim, Gresko, Baumhoff and Ray. Convention Chairman is Norman Knoll of 
Alhambra, California. ‘ 

4. Posse Training for 1960 will be held Nov. 11, 12, 13, by invitation, in the Los 
Angeles area. Assistance for travel will be offered for those from the Northern and 
Arizona Conferences. Pastors Elvin Hansen and Olson will be in charge. 

5. The Mission Project this year has a $500 goal for purchase of an item of 
church furnishing for St. Philip's Lutheran Church at Pacoima, California. 

6. The Eager Leaguer, mimeographed newspaper of the Synodical League, is 
proving an outstanding way of building communications with local Leagues. It is 
published periodically under the able editorship of Leaguer Fay Needham of San 
Diego, with the valuable guidance from Synodical League President John Koskinen Jr. 
of San Diego and Secretary Nancy Petersen of Culver City.

Synodical appropriations or subsidies amounted to between $1200 & $1300 
and were applied as follows: Evangelism Committee, Training Sessions for 
Area Chairmen, Visitations to Congregations and Lay Schools. 


D. Committee personnel was involved in the following conferences on evangel- 
ism: Leadership training school for evangelism and in conjunction with 
Stewardship Committee personnel at Camp Yolijwa, September 7, 8 & 9, 1959, 
and Synod’s committee had representation at the Mid-Continent Evangelism 
Conference in Omaha, January 19-21, 1960.

Early in 1960, New Life Missions were scheduled for Sierra Madre and Glen- 
dale. In the fall of 1960 N. L. Missions are scheduled for the Los Angeles 
area. Phoenix congregations, six L.A. congregations and others are planned 
for the spring of 1961.

VI. Conclusion

2. School Staffs will be responsible for presentations at the schools covering the 
co-ordinated areas of evangelism, stewardship and parish education. 


3. Resource leaders are those who may be called upon to help in congregations 
where help is wanted in the above listed areas. 

4. Unit Co-ordinators—(1 for 3) will attempt to be set up on a one person-church 
co-ordinate with three other persons-churches basis. 

New pastors coming into Synod are urged to acquaint themselves with the various 

programs and seek specific assistance. Synod’s committee will do all they can 

to bring the various emphases to these new men. 

The power of the Evangel by the Holy Spirit has been at work in this Synod, 

and we bow in thanks to this Most High God. 

In behalf of the Committee, all thanks goes to ULCA’s Department of Evangelism, 

Director Weaver, and special thanks to Associate Director Housewright, Synodical 

officers and staff, Area Chairmen, Congregation’s Chairmen and to all others 

who have helped in 1959 and have agreed to help in the future.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WORSHIP 


The Committee on Worship has had no special meeting since the last Conven- 
tion of Synod. There was not enough new business to warrant such a meeting. We 
have, therefore, directed such funds as we have requested toward carrying on some 
of the activities noted as planned in our report of a year ago. 


Workshops in Church Music and Worship were planned early in 1960 for six 
areas of Synod in cooperation with the corresponding committee of the California 
Conference, Augustana Synod. Three were actually held, Fresno, Los Angeles, and 
San Diego. The other three had to be set back for a later time, but we hope to con- 
tinue this program. 

Several additional issues of the Worship and Arts Newsletter have been sent out 
and have been well received. Copies of this letter were distributed by the Depart- 
ment of Worship, ULCA, to similar committees in the other Synods, and as a result 
we are now mailing to quite a long list of folks who have requested it, in addition 
to pastors, organists, choirmasters, etc., of our own Synod. We appreciate the cooper- 
ation of the pastors in helping us keep our mailing list up to date. 

As is the case every year, we have had many requests for information, advice 
and counsel regarding church music, choir vestments, organs, etc., over the past 
year. We welcome such requests and will try to answer all of them. We would 
suggest that inquiries in the northern part of Synod be directed to the Rev. Toivo 
Harjunpaa, and in the south, to the Chairman of the Committee. 


We would appreciate very much any suggestions or requests from Synod or the 
pastors as to ways in which we can be of help. We appreciate also the privilege of 
serving the Church in connection with worship, which is the heart and soul of the 
life of Christ’s Body.

The Rev. Toivo Harjunpaa of the Consulting Committee on Worship, ULCA, spoke 
briefly. 

It was voted that Synod request the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church 
to encourage the Board of Publication of the ULC to produce the Word Edition of 
the Service Book and Hymnal with all possible dispatch with the hope also thus 
of accelerating the appearance of the new book of Occasional Services. 


Pastor Smith presented the following Statement on the Use of the Liturgy: 


The Committee on Worship accepts whole-heartedly the historic contention of 
the Lutheran Church that rites and ceremonies of worship are adiaphora, and that 
it is not necessary to the unity of the Church that rites and ceremonies be every- 
where the same (Conf. Aug. Art. VII). Nevertheless, we would remind the ministers 
of Synod and others responsible for the ordering of public worship that ours is an 
historic church. The Worship and devotion of Lutheranism is securely grounded in 
the liturgical tradition of Western Christendom. In this tradition the chief service of 
Word and Sacrament, the Eucharist, is an organic whole. Whoever so mutilates 
this service as to destroy its organic wholeness thereby reveals his sectarian lean- 
ings; whoever, exercising the ample liberty secured by the rubrics, retains the or- 
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anic wholeness of the Eucharistic service, makes himself known as a Churchman, 
. the historic tradition not only of Lutheranism but of the ONE, Holy, Catholic and 
Apostolic Church. 


The framers of the Service Book of the Lutheran Church in America have not 
only provided enough alternative uses to satisfy any but the most completely un- 
reconstructed of non-conformists, but have so ordered the rubrics that, when time 
or perhaps the limited abilities of the worshippers and their leaders requires, a 
congregation can, by confining itself to the essential items (marked by the use of 
the word "shall in the rubrics), have a simple service which yet retains every 
essential element of the historic liturgy. By exercising the’ prerogative of choice 
among the “may” rubrics, the service may so be enriched as to satisfy the most en- 
thusiastic of liturgical esthetes. Yet either type of service will be within the liturgical 
tradition of the Church. 


In addition to the above considerations, a proper concern for the cure of souls 
requires that we offer to our people a form of worship which is sufficiently familiar 
that wherever they visit among our churches they may feel at home in their Father's 
House. To this end we would encourage our pastors and leaders of worship to seek 
to follow, in the main, such customs and practices as have found general acceptance 
in our churches. This too is part of a sound, conservative and Lutheran approach to 
the use of the liturgy. 


The Report and the Statement on the Use of the Liturgy were accepted.

Simmons. 


CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


California Lutheran College will welcome its first student body in September 1961. 


All our work, in the past and in the next eighteen months, is to this end. The cor- 
poration of the College has now been determined and its governing body will be the 
Convocation, a body of eighty members of the five participating constituent units. The 
Convocation will elect the Board of Regents when it meets in October 1960. 


The courses of study are being organized and by October 1960 the majority of 
the members of the Faculty and Administrative Staff will be appointed. Most of these 
appointees will plan to arrive in June and July 1961 to prepare for the opening of the 
College. 

Application forms, view books, entrance requirements and the schedule of costs 
and expenses are being determined and will soon be ready for publication and dis- 
tribution. The young men and women of our four hundred participating congregations 
will soon be able to indicate whether or not they prefer to attend this institution. We 
will soon know the extent to which this institution is needed — and desired. 

Laboratories, music studios, classrooms, library, offices, book store, cafeteria, 
kitchens, dormitories, parking areas, roads, walks, utilities, and all that is involved in 
a physical education plant are now pouring off the drawing boards. The work has 
started and will increase in tempo as each month passes. 

The Planning Commission of Ventura County has now approved the plans for 
Mountclef Village, faculty village, and the temporary campus on the south portion of 
the site. Fields and groves will now begin to give way to streets, academic buildings, 
playing fields, and lawns. Yet, in all of this we will still only be starting this great 
enterprise. Our students and teachers will join our family to continue to build in 
“Love of God, Truth, and Freedom.” 

All of this planning and activity has its roots in our congregations. Each of the 
participating church bodies has its goal set squarely before it. Here at the College we 
a pride sure in the faith that these goals will be reached. To that end, I commend

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


During the month of January, 1960, an itinerary was conducted by Miss Helene 
Harder, missionary in Japan. Twenty-one congregations requested a visit by Miss 
Harder, and all were placed on the schedule along with the Lutheran Student Asso- 
ciation, Santa Barbara. 
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Two of the latest film strips have been placed in the Synodical office library 
since last November and are available free to any congregation requesting them: 
SOKO OF THE AFRICAN BUSH is the life story of a young Lutheran layman in 
Liberia who is specializing in the field of elementary education here in the U.S. 
during 1959-60 (consisting of 88 frames). BOOK MAKING TOWN IN LIBERIA is the 
thrilling story of the development of the Loma language at Wozi, Liberia, by Dr. and 
Mrs. Wesley Sadler (66 frames). 

Each month the Pacific Southwest Lutheran has publicized helpful information on 
Foreign Missions. a 

Hospitality Centers are maintained in Los Angeles, San Francisco and Hawaii, 
for the accommodation of missionaries traveling through these cities. 

In continuing to urge that all pastors and congregations of Synod expand the 
foreign missions spirit and support, the Committee offers the following suggestions: 

1, Read the "Foreign Missionary” magazine, making several copies available to 
your people. 

2. Employ wise distribution of literature. 

3. Schedule two Foreign Missions presentations each year for the entire congre- 
gation (including a missionary visit). Suggested ways of making presenta- 
tions: 

a. An entire day: whole family participates in activities where food, decora- 
tions, and program contribute to an understanding of a particular mission 
field. 

b. Weekly presentation: following mid-week services during Lent. Several 
leaders present study in panel discussion. 

c. Panel meeting for the congregation: use of nationals (students in the area) 
ond Americans in discussion of culture, educational factors, religious, etc. 
of the field. 

4. Use the Audio-Visual Aids in the Synodical library in programs for both the 
congregation and auxiliaries. 

5. Support a missionary under one of the following: a. Unit Plan, b. Co-Partner 
Plan, c. Missionary-for-a-Day Plan. 


6. Encourage special prayers for specific missionaries and Foreign Missions.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COLLEGE AND 
UNIVERSITY WORK 


The Committee held its regular meeting on January 15-16 in Los Angeles. The 
session on the evening of January 15 was a joint meeting with the California Con- 
ference Commission on Educational Missions (Augustana). This session was devoted 
to becoming familiar with the functions of the respective committees and to the dis- 
cussion of a paper on ‘The Structure of the Campus Ministry.” A similar joint meeting 
is being planned again this year to which representatives of the AELC and the Suomi 
Synod will also be invited. 


A sub-committee made a study of the program, needs and proposed budgets of 
the three area Foundations and transmitted to the Executive Committee of Synod 
information regarding the budget needs of the Foundations. 

A responsibility of this Committee is the annual census of students from congre- 
gations of Synod attending colleges and universities. From the 125 congregations and 
missions of Synod to which blanks were sent 63 replies were received (about 48 per 
cent). Eleven of these congregations reported no students. Fifty-two congregations re- 
ported a total of 401 young people attending 95 different educational institutions. It 
would seem likely that a similar proportion of students may be attending colleges and 
universities from the 52 per cent of the congregations that failed to report. The names 
of all students reported were sent both to the contact pastors of their respective schools 
and to the offices of the Board of Higher Education, ULCA, so that proper follow-up 
may be made. 

The importance of the Church’s ministry to the non-Lutheran campus is dramatized 
by the fact that of the 401 students reported from our Synod, about 93 per cent are 
attending non-Lutheran institutions! But, our responsibility is not only one of conser- 
vation, it is also one of recruitment. The University campus provides the Church with 
a@ unique and tremendously important evangelistic opportunity and responsibility. The 
campus ministry is one of witness, counselling and education. For this work staffs 
must be augmented, budgets must be increased, and prayers must ascend to the throne 
of grace. 

To effectively carry on the Church’s ministry to her students and to the campuses 
requires the dedicated service of a surprisingly large number of people. This Com- 
mittee would express our appreciation to all who represent Synod on Foundation 
Boards of Directors, to the Executive Directors and staffs of the Foundations, and to the 
numerous Pastors who minister, under appointment of the NLC Division of College and 
University Work, to the students and campuses which are located within the bounds 
of their parishes.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 


The Committee met at the Seminary October 5 and 6, 1959, interviewed all thirty 
of the Pacific Southwest Synod students. The brief conferences enabled the Commit- 
tee to become acquainted with the junior students upon enrollment, confer with the 
middler students returning from their interne year and to bring all files up to date. 
The Committee was most favorably impressed with the high caliber of the students. 

The Committee met with the faculty to discuss the relationship of the Committee 
and the faculty and to learn more of the curriculum and general approach to the 
departments of study. It was a most helpful experience. 

The second meeting of the Committee was held on January 18, 1960, preceding 
the annual Theological Conference. Senior students were interviewed in anticipation 
of their calls and examination for ordination. 

In May, a one-hour oral examination will be given each graduating senior antici- 
pating a call io the Synod of the Pacific Southwest and requesting ordination. A brief 
meeting will be held at this time also with the middlers beginning their interne year. 

A report on all men interviewed and recommended for reception into the min- 
isterium of the Synod will be given at the Sacramento Convention.

REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


This has been another exciting year as individually and collectively we have 
sought to express our gratitude to the Almighty God for His love, His blessings and 
His guidance. What has been done, can only be attributed to God’s love working 
through us and our Congregations. 

However, lest our vision be blurred, the excitement of accomplishments must be 
tempered with the fact that, as in 1958, the year 1959 also fell short of its anticipated 
efforts. The Synodical program was curtailed in its efforts through the lack of 100 
per cent backing both talent-wise and money-wise. There is little doubt that this 
same condition must have been true in the individual congregation. 

Although the Synod paid its responsibility “in full” to The United Lutheran 
Church yet in doing so a portion of its own program, of necessity, had to suffer, since 
not all congregations fulfilled their desires. Perhaps 1960 will relieve this condition. 

The Committees program for 1959 included the promotion of the Lutheran Lay- 
men’s program P.L.A.N., ‘Parish Life Advance Now” as a most worthwhile and time 
tested program: out of a report from 52 Congregations, 11 reported using the P.L.A.N. 
in full, 25 in part, 10 who didn’t use it and 6 didn’t state one way or the other; a 
visitation to the Congregations of Synod in the interest of Evangelism, California Lu- 
theran College, and Stewardship; conducted the “Area Training Schools’’ in coopera- 
tion with the Evangelism Committee; attempted to lend assistance to congregations 


whenever called upon to do so. 
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To better coordinate the work of Evangelism and Stewardship the two Com- 
mittees (Evangelism and Stewardship) met for a two-day work-shop retreat, in order 
to better understand each other’s program and to cooperatively plan its work Synod- 
wise and Congregationally. It is the hope of these two Committees that duplications 
might be eliminated and areas of co-operation enhanced, making congregational 
activities more palitable. 

The result of the Study of The Resolution adopted at the Synodical Convention— 
"That the Stewardship Committee make a study of the reporting of Benevolence on 
a proportionate basis rather than on a apportioned basis.’’ Since the system of allocat- 
ing Benevolence is established on a stipulated figure, baséd on the communing 
membership, it appears to the Committee that there can be no other way of reporting 
benevolent giving at the present time. 

Several areas which the Committee feels could be enlarged upon are Lutheran 
World Action, the arms of love encircling the world. The hope that we will not be- 
come weary in well doing as we seek to help our brethern and fellowmen through 
this special program. Another area which needs to come to the forefront is ‘‘Christian 
Wills.” The Church should be concerned about offering opportunities to its members, 
giving them the privilege of sharing in God's work in a continuing way. Mr. Chester 
Myrom offers his services whenever needed. In helping the Congregation plan and 
fulfill its Stewardship programs, the Committee feels that smaller group workshops 
and sharing sessions would provide opportunity for detail planning and helping 
which just can't come from a large group. 

Proportionate giving should be encouraged for every Christian. Giving should be 
a result of one’s gratitude to God. It should be the giving of the “first fruits’ of his 
life. Tithing becomes a good place to start. 

1959 found 18 Congregations paying under 50% of their benevolence. 

1959 found 19 Congregations paying between 50-75% of their benevolence. 

1959 found 79 Congregations paying between 75-100% of their benevolence. 

1959 found 12 Congregations paying over 100% of their benevolence. 

A detailed report can be found elsewhere in the Synodical Minutes. 

The Committee furthermore is planning to study areas such as: Church School 
Stewardship, percentage giving and a stewardship glossary. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1) That the Congregations of Synod continue to use the basic outlines of the P.L.A.N. 
as their Stewardship programs and that Congregations who have not used it 
give every consideration to making it their Stewardship program for the 1961 
Stewardship venture. 


2) That the Congregations of Synod under the direction of the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, through prayer, to continue to make every effort possible to meet 
at least their minimum obligation to work of the Church-at-large (which includes 
the work of the United Lutheran Church and the work of the Synod of the 
Pacific Southwest) and to their local program.

REPORT OF THE PARISH EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Two general committee and two sub-committee meetings were held during this 
past year with programs of help to congregations in the following areas: Leadership 


Tr : : 7 
Ekg rice Visuals, Vacation Church School, Seminary Retreats, and Confirma- 
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The appointment of a Synodical Children’s Secretary in the name of Sister Grace 
Boehling will enhance the service to congregations in the division of Children’s work. 
Pastor Ray Hansen, Luther League representative, is a member of the Committee 
ex-officio. Once each year, Parish Education Committee chairmen of the Conferences 
meet with the Committee. 


Over five hundred Church School workers attended the fall workshops through- 
out our Synod. Miss Eleanore Gillstrom, and Sister Sophie Damme Tepresented the 
Board of Parish Education. Miss Virginia Butt of our own Synod substituted for Miss 
Gillstrom when the latter was called home because of the death of her father. The 
Synod’s Parish Education Director, the Rev. Stanley Olson, was a member of the 
team throughout the Pacific Synod’s itinerary as well as our own. The team’s report 
at the conclusion of their itinerary revealed that “this Synod has some very fine 
leaders in the field of Christian education” and"... training classes . . . should be 
top emphasis of the Synod’s work in Christian Education.” It was noted that Augu- 
stana participated in some localities. 


A Directory of Audio-Visuals can be obtained from the Synod office. One of the 
popular newer filmstrips is ‘Stewart the Steward and the Magic Offering Plate," a 
cartoon filmstrip good for both adults and children. 

Fourteen pre-confirmation rallies were scheduled throughout Synod, the fourth 
Sunday in Lent. The Southern Conference P. E. Committee, the Rev. Charles Endter, 
chairman, directed the rallies. This year’s rallies were slanted toward the senior 
class and parents. Augustana participated in many areas. 


The formation of the Camp Coordinating Council under the Parish Education 
Committee has proved to be very helpful. Pastors and lay people responsible for 
camping in the various camps throughout our Synod will meet annually hereafter 
for mutual sharing and reporting under the Parish Education Committee. 


Vacation Church School Workshops were held throughout our Synod under the 
direction of the Conference Committees. j 


One of the great contributions toward a finer Parish Education program will 
come next fall when workshops and retreats for leaders of Parish Education will be 
held in six places throughout our Synod. The program will be geared to serve the 
needs of pastors, DRE’s, Parish Education Committee Chairmen, Church School Gen- 
eral and Departmental Superintendents. The sites and dates are as follows: 


Phoenix — Sept. 22 Fresno — Sept. 27 
Yolijwa — Sept. 23, 24 Sacramento — Sept. 28 
San Diego — Sept. 25 Mt. Cross — Sept. 30, Oct. 1 


The Committee’s present concerns are enlistment, wider use of ‘Resource’ maga- 
zine, and a unified curriculum throughout our Synod.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT 
IN CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The term ‘Christian Education’ means many things to many people. Some have 
an impoverished view where it is hardly more than teaching a few Bible stories to 
children for thirty minutes on Sunday mornings. Others find it impossible to exhaust the 
depths of the encounter and response were God meets man. For the latter group, 
‘Christian Education’ is a total experience touching every area of life. It will always 
be a ‘long-range program’. 

The work of the Director of Christian Education this past year has been one of 
seeking to strengthen the existing programs on the parish, conference, and synod level 
and to lay the groundwork for the quiet revolution that must take place if we are to 
meet the changing needs of our day and of the years to come. For the privilege of 
serving in this field, 1 am humbly grateful. 


The camping programs continue to grow, demanding the time and talents of more 
and more laymen and pastors. It is becoming more necessary than ever that every 
pastor carry a part of this load by giving one or more weeks of time as a teacher or 
counselor. Church Councils and congregations should expect their pastor to serve as a 
normal part of the summer schedule. Camp Yolijwa, under the able direction of 
Charles Smith and the entire Yolijwa Committee, continues to grow and serve the 
needs in Southern California. Additional land has been purchased through the coopera- 
tion of the Augustana California Conference, and a record attendance is expected this 
summer during a ten-week camping season. Mt. Cross, in Northern California, experi- 
enced one of its finest years, due in no small measure to the able leadership of 
Werner Welchert as Chairman of the Board. Ten weeks of camping will be held in 
1960. Pinecross in Arizona, Sierra Lutheran serving the San Joaquin Valley and Camp 
Yolijwa of Hawaii also served our youth with two, four and one weeks of camping 
respectively. 


The year-around use of the camping facilities has taken on major proportions as 
congregations and organizations hold retreats and workshops. The numbers using the 
camps during the “off season” dwarfs the summer time attendance. 


During September and October an extensive itinerary was held covering the 
Pacific and Pacific Southwest Synods. Sister Sophie Damme and Miss Eleanore Gill- 
strom, representing the Board of Parish Education, together with the Synodical Director 
held 30 afternoon or evening meetings in 16 different cities in five Western states. Miss 
Virginia Butt substituted ably when Miss Gillstrom was called home due to a death 
in her family. Some impressions of this trip are: appreciation for the fine leaders and 
workers in Christian Education we met daily; considerable attention being given to 
leadership training; evidence of considerable mixture of curriculum materials in many 
congregations; great interest in the long-range program of the Board of Parish Educa- 
tion; little knowledge of the role of children’s secretary; stimultaneous Sunday School 
classes and worship services without creative thought to overcome the weaknesses 
that develop in a decrease in enrollment above the junior department and in non- 


attendance of children at worship; and, creative work being done by many Parish 
Education committees. 


The Young Men's and Young Women’s Retreats at Pacific Lutheran Seminary have 
proven worthy of note by interested leaders throughout the U.L.C.A. Pastor Quentin 
Garman served as director of both retreats last year. These retreats are not just for 
those considering a church occupation but are open to top-level young people inter- 
ested in serious Christian thought in theology and life. 


Youth work continues to occupy a large segment of my time. The Holy Week 
Retreat, Conference Rallies, the Luther League Leadership School, Synodical Luther 
League Convention, and the 5700 mile bus ride to and from the LLA Convention at 
Cornell University and the numerous committee meetings that preceed these events 
all take their share of time and preparation. Two Luther League Advisor's Workshops 
were conducted and more will be held this coming year. The ‘'Youth Worker's Audio 
Visual Kit", a recent addition to the Synodical Audio Visual Library, should be men- 
tioned as an excellent aid for local workers with youth. 


The Statistician’s Report clearly shows that there has been no growth in Sunday 
School enrollment this past year. This is hard to explain. With the many building 
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programs under way there should be every reason to expect an increase in the year 
1960. Particularly noteworthy in our educational work are the many fine Parish Educa- 
tion committees I have met with in the congregations. Every congregation will profit 
when the day arrives that the Parish Education Committees are of like stature as the 
Stewardship and Evangelism Committees in congregational life. 


My special thanks is expressed to Sister Grace Boehling, Synodical Children's 
Secretary; Harry Durkee, Parish Education Committee Chairman; Ray Hansen, Luther 
League Committee Chairman; and to Pete Kurce, past president and John Koskinen, 
president of the Synodical Luther League.

The Report of the Committee on Social Missions was presented by the Chair- 
man, the Rev. Morgan Edwards. 


REPORT OF THE SOCIAL MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


This Committee held one two-day meeting during the year, on December 15-16, 
1959. 

Most of the two days were devoted to a study of current welfare and social 
action concerns. Some of the items studied were: Chaplaincy Service in Hospitals, 
New Concepts and Trends in Caring for Older People, Religion and Presidency, The 
National Council of Churches Program for Peace, problems regarding the growing 
Public Welfare and the programs of voluntary agencies such as the churches. The 
Committee does not feel qualified to make recommendations regarding these prob- 
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lems, but strongly urges that pastors and laymen in our congregations familiarize 
themselves with and then use for study the materials made available by the ULCA 
Board of Social Missions and the Division of Welfare of the National Lutheran Council. 


The Manual For the Guidance of Synodical Committees on Social Missions pre- 
pared by the ULCA Board of Social Missions was studied. The one recommendation 
of the Committee is the result of the study of this Manual. 

The Committee believes that one of its major responsibilities is to study and 
report on the health and welfare agencies which use the name “Lutheran” in their 
work on the territory of Synod. Some of the agencies conform to the “Representative 
Principle’ of the United Lutheran Church and are recognized as official agencies. 
Others do not conform to the “Representative Principle’ and have no official relation- 
ship to the Synod. In most instances Synod may be considered to have a fraternal 
interest in the work of the agency, but not an official relationship to it. 

The members of the Committee were asked to bring to the meeting all available 
information regarding health and welfare agencies using the name “Lutheran” and 
operating in their areas. This information was pooled and studied by the Committee. 
The listing of these agencies is the result, and it is the hope of the Committee that 
such a list will serve the purpose of clarifying the relationship of the agency to 
Synod. 

The following is the listing of agencies, with available information regarding 
the governing board of each agency, and a statement whether it has an official rela- 
tionship to the Synod. 


1. The California Lutheran Home for the Aged in Alhambra, owned by the Synod, 
administered by a Board of Directors elected by the Synod, and responsible to 
the Synod. It is an official agency of the Synod. 


2. Lutheran Welfare Services of Northern California and Lutheran Welfare Services 
of Southern California, both are inter-Lutheran agencies which report to the 
Division of Welfare of the National Lutheran Council and to the constituent con- 
gregations, and are administered by Boards of Directors on which the Synod is 
represented by appointees of the Synod. Both of these agencies conform to the 
"Representative Principle” of the ULCA and are recognized officially by Synod. 


3. There is a congregational program of Welfare Service conducted by Our Saviour’s 
Lutheran Church, Tucson, Arizona which works with the students of the State 
School for the Deaf and Blind, rendering counselling, Christian Education and 
limited Chaplaincy service. Some work is done with older people and Chaplaincy 
Service is provided at the Veteran’s Hospital in Tucson. This work is supported, 
in part, by a grant from the Board of Social Missions of the ULCA. It is approved 
by Synod and thus qualifies for the grant-in-aid from the Board of Social Missions. 


4.There are two homes for older people on the territory of Synod operated by 
local groups. 


a. The Carlsbad Home For the Aged, operated by The Lutheran Services Incor- 
porated of San Diego, on which there are no official representatives of Synod. 
b. The Pleasant Ridge Home of Sacramento, operated by The Lutheran Redevelop- 
On POGBY of Sacramento, on which there are no official representatives of 
nod. 


Synod may be considered to have a fraternal interest in the work of these 
homes, but not an official relationship to them. 


5. There are a number of hospitals commonly known as, or using the name “Lu- 
theran Hospital” on Synod territory. 


a.The California Hospital of Los Angeles and the Santa Monica Hospital of 
Santa Monica are owned and operated by The Lutheran Hospital Society of 
Southern California. 

b. The Donald N. Sharp Memorial Community Hospital of San Diego is operated 
by the Lutheran Hospital Society of Southern California. 


c. The Pacoima Memorial Lutheran Hospital is owned and operated by The San 
Fernando Valley Lutheran Hospital Association. 


d.The East Bay Lutheran Hospital Association has received private and gov- 


ernment funds to build the San Leandro Memorial Hospital, with completion 


date in the spring of 1960, and has another hospital for the San Jose area in 
the blue print stage. 
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There are no official representatives of the Synod on the Governing Boards 
of any of these hospital agencies. Synod may be considered to have a fra- 
ternal interest in their work, but not an official relationship to them. 


Recommendation: 


1.The Committee recommends to the Executive Committee of Synod that the reports 
of all Welfare Agencies and Institutions on the territory of Synod be included in 
the report of the Social Missions Committee. The purpose of this recommendation 
is to enable the Social Missions Committee to carry out its responsibility to the 
Synod in accordance with the guidance provided in the new manual of the ULCA 
Board of Social Missions, and in accordance with action taken by the United 
Lutheran Church in various past conventions.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOMES 


Fourteen years of experience have given our California Lutheran Home in Alham- 
bra the solid reputation of an efficient and progressive ministry to our Senior Citizens. 
The Board of Directors has kept a busy schedule and has put in many man-hours of 
hard work to assure Synod that our best possible ministry is being given in this area 
of responsibility. Because of the expansion plans that are now in progress, it has been 
necessary that the Board meet almost every month during the past year. We want to 
report that both the present operation and the expansion program are well under 
control. The presentation and the supplemental report which will accompany this 
report is designed to give more complete information and to win your approval of the 
work being accomplished. 


THE CHALLENGE 


The need of our particular ministry has never been greater. In the next decade it 
will be phenomenal. Senior Citizens by the thousands are coming to the territory of 
our Synod. They are looking to their church for leadership and programs which will 
preserve their active Christian lives. Fortunately, our type of ministry is designed to 
promote the abundant Christian life. We are not offering programs which appeal to 
families who want their senior members to be “‘out of their way.’ What we do offer is 
a program that appeals to the Senior folks themselves .. . a program that gives them 
more reason than ever to look forward to happy, secure and fun-filled years sur- 
rounded by Christian love as long as they live. We are convinced that our Lord Jesus 
Christ wants us to provide such a ministry. If we are to live up to this responsibility, 
we must have much faith and expand our ministry now. Now is the time when our 
society is most willing to respond. Now is the time when help is most available. We 
pray that you sincerely join us in accepting this challenge. 

OUR PRESENT OPERATION 

At the present time we are operating facilities in our Alhambra Home that have a 

capacity for 52 guests. During 1959 there was a turn-over of 13 so that we actually 


ministered to 65 guests during the year. The staff operating the Alhambra Home is 
under the direction of the Rev. Ralph E. Rangeler, Superintendent. The Board is parti- 
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ly proud of the wonderful dedication and Christian spirit that is so evident among 
recat as of the staff. We are grateful also for the fine job that the Women's Fellow- 
ship, under the leadership of Synodical Director, Mrs. Wm. Klover, has done in con- 
tributing time, talent and means to the program. The cost of operation is reduced 
considerably because of their help. We call your attention to the report of the Fellow- 
ship that appears elsewhere in this booklet. 


CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN HOME SUNDAY 


"California Lutheran Home Sunday” is always the second Sunday in November. 
In 1960 it will be on November 13. Each congregation will be contacted as to a possi- 
ble promotional program for that Sunday. Actually the date is flexible, and if another 
date in the month is more appropriate in a given congregation’s situation, use that 
date rather than the 13th. Many congregations prefer to have the date closer to 
Thanksgiving Day and then they promote a ‘Harvest Festival’ or a “Thanksgiving 
Ingathering” when “food offerings” are placed before the altar. These offerings, when 
turned over to the Home, make up a large portion of foodstuffs used by the guests of 
the Home. What a wonderful way to let all the people of the church share in this 
important ministry! 


ALHAMBRA EXPANSION 


Almost two years of planning have already gone into our proposed expansion 
program at Alhambra, California. Professional consultants, various government agen- 
cies and church departments have guided our work. When construction is completed, 
we will be able to minister to approximately 200 guests. Facilities are designed to 
appeal to those Senior Citizens who desire comfortable “Southern California’ living. 
Every modern convenience will be provided at the lowest possible cost. This is the 
first in what we plan to be a series of Homes that will offer our complete ministry to 
Senior Citizens. Complete information about this particular project will be given in our 
supplemental report. 


SAN FRANCISCO EXPANSION 


The second Home being planned for our ministry is the project being proposed 
for down-town San Francisco. It is the Board’s conviction that these plans are most 
feasible and that a need will be met in this Home that cannot be provided in any 
other Home on the territory of Synod. Many of our Senior Citizens do not want to leave 
the busy urban life which they have grown to love. No other city in our territory can 
offer the advantages of San Francisco in this respect. This project will provide facilities 
for another 200 guests. We are working in close cooperation with the congregation of 
St. Mark's Lutheran Church in San Francisco, California, and plan to have this be a 
joint project with this congregation. Again, more complete information will be given 
in the supplemental report at this Convention. 


APPLICATIONS BEING RECEIVED 


Because time is of the essence and because members of our own congregations 
will be given priority, it is important that interested prospects contact the office of our 
Executive Director as soon as possible. Pastors particularly are urged to assume 
responsibility for the Senior members of their own congregations and direct all inter- 
ested parties to contact our office. We anticipate an avalanche of interest from people 


all over the country but we want to give our own people first chance to contract for 
the choicest facilities. 


SUBSIDIZING GUESTS 


Because our Homes are non-profit charitable institutions of the church and because 
we are interested in ministering where the needs are the greatest, we invite the. 
members of our congregations to support to whatever extent possible as many guests 
as possible. Our operations must continue on a sound financial basis and therefore, 
since we will not have excess profits from high charges, we must depend upon Synod 
to provided the “charity” which it would want provided. It is our plan that various 
means of subsidizing guests will be arranged with the help of the congregations of 
Synod and under the guidance of the Executive Committee of Synod. It is also the 
plan of the Board that future Homes will be built on the territory of Synod and that 
these Homes will be for lower income groups. This, of course, will be more feasible 
after reserves from our Alhambra Home and our San Francisco Home become available. 
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NEW EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


The Board of Directors recently called the Rev. John R. Steinhaus to serve as the 
Executive Director of the entire program of California Lutheran Homes. He has been 
charged to provide as complete a ministry to our Senior Citizens as it is possible for 
our church to provide. He serves the members and the Congregations of Synod. Do 
not hesitate to use his services whenever possible. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1, That Synod approve the recommended amendments to the By-laws and Articles of 
Incorporation of the Home. 


2. That Synod approve the program of expansion into San Francisco and that Synod 
recommend to the Board of Directors that they, the Board of Directors, pursue this 
goal by the best means possible and that the Executive Committee of Synod be 
empowered to give such assistance to the program as it, the Executive Committee 
may deem advisable.

REPORT OF UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH WOMEN 


The past year has been a busy time of service and education for the United 
Lutheran Church Women of the Pacific Southwest. We have remained committed to 
our purpose of helping every woman in the local congregation learn to know the 
needs of the church throughout the world and to discover how she can help meet 
these needs with the gift of herself through offerings of love and.service and treasures. 
The programs offered by ULCW are designed specifically to keep us informed on 
the work of each of the Boards of the United Lutheran Church in America and we 
find these topics stimulate us toward more positive support by means of special 
service projects, undergirding with prayer, or definite financial assistance. Although 
our membership does not show spectacular gains (somewhat over 6000 are reported 
for 1959), we still see indications of growth in understanding and awareness by the 
increase in offerings. Well over $34,000 was sent to the General ULCW to remit 
directly to the Boards of the church. We are aiming during 1960 to increase our 
Thankoffering by 50% over the 1959 receipts which would also be channeled directly 
to the work of the church at large. These gifts given daily with prayer prove the 
most “spectacular” in the way they are used around the world to bring the message 
of Christ to those who yet hunger for His saving grace. In addition to this contribu- 
tion to the larger enterprise, several thousand dollars were given to be used in our 
own Pacific Southwest Synod, including $2000 for various items needed by the 
mission churches just getting established in this vast mission field. 


We continue to enjoy the support and encouragement of the parish pastors and 
express particular appreciation to our President of Synod, The Rev. Carl V. Tambert, 
D.D. Pastors have been a source of real inspiration and help as we have met 
locally, in Conference meetings, area sharing sessions, and annually at the Synodi- 
cal Convention. Our aim will continue to be to help them in every possible way to 
make our congregations living, vital witnesses to our Lord, and to ever increase the 
circle of participating, dedicated women who will share the responsibility of doing 
the Church's business. 

Last Fall, three of the Conferences enjoyed a visit from Sister Louise Burroughs 
from the Board of Deaconess Work, who brought us information concerning the AIDS 
program. We hope to help women from this Synod discover this excellent doorway 
to service in the Church. The three mainland Conferences also appreciated the op- 
portunity to meet and hear Helene Harder, missionary to Japan, whose itinerary 
through the territory was arranged by the Foreign Missions Committee of Synod. The 
ULCW stands ready to assist in arrangements for future itineraries of missionaries 
so that even more of our church people become informed in this first-hand way of 
the work we are doing together in other lands. The Hawaii Conference has had a 
number of special contacts with ULCW representatives from the mainland which, 
together with correspondence, has helped maintain a close relationship with the 
women of Hawaii. 

The Synodical ULCW Convention is to be held this year May 17-20 at the 
Wilton Hotel in Long Beach with the ULCW of Trinity Lutheran Church serving as 
hostesses. The theme selected to stimulate our thinking is, “HERE WE STAND.” This 
affords us opportunity to think anew the clear call to service in our Church and to 
plan together how we can as United Lutheran Church Women be the most effective 
witnesses to Christ in the Pacific Southwest Synod. 


Recommendation #1 that official ULCW representation be invited to Synod 
Boards and Committees wherever possible, the expenses incurred in such participa- 
tion to be assumed by the Synodical ULCW organization.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT 
IN HOME MISSIONS 


This report covers the period from the 1959 Convention to this present meeting 
and outlines the work in these areas primarily assigned to the Mission Supervisor. 
With sixty salary-aid missions and thirty-four loan missions on the Roll of Synod, it 
becomes apparent that the mission program is the major activity of Synod, and this is 
reflected in almost every report, especially in those of the Executive Committee, which 
is Synod’s Home Mission Committee, of the President, and of the Comptroller. 


THE TWO MAJOR EMPHASES 


During the past year, the Board of American Missions of the United Lutheran 
Church has had two major emphases:— the building of first units for temporarily 
housed missions and the urban church program. Quite naturally Synod’s program has 
revolved around these emphases. 


In church building, a record thirteen “starts of construction”, almost twice as 
many as any other Synod, were authorized by the Board in 1959; several of these first 
units are already completed and in use. We still have thirty-four organized missions 
in need of first units or additional buildings. As of February 1, eleven of these were in 
the Ultimate Building Plot Plan stage; four in the preliminary drawing stage, and three 
in the constructian drawing or bid stage. It is entirely possible that these missions 
could receive authorization to build this year, making an unprecedented eighteen 
“starts” in 1960. This is the aim and hope of your staff, as well as the Board. All this 
building activity means a constantly increasing flow of P.S.P. forms and architects 
drawings back and forth through Synod office between the missions and the Board. 
A real vital factor in this building program has been the superb work of the fund- 
raising staff of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement, particularly that of our two resident 
directors, Adrian Amstutz and Paul Karlstrom. Every week throughout the year, with 
only rare exceptions, these men have been somewhere in Synod conducting cam- 
paigns to raise the congregation's share of the building program financing; their com- 
mitments already stretch into 1961. A sincere salute to these two members of Synod 
and through them to the whole staff of the LLM Fund Raising Service. 


The Urban Church program is just getting underway in Synod; this program con- 
cerns itself primarily with the downtown, center-city church and the inter-racial con- 
gregation. So far five of our missions have been designated as under this program. 
Special assistance in programming, services, staff, and finances has been given under 
the direction of Pastor Carroll Charles of the Board. Pastor Orval Hartman has been 
called and will begin his work April 1 as secretary of the Division of Urban Work of 
the Board. Three parish workers and two assistant pastors have been assigned to our 
urban congregations, together with limited financial grants to make possible an ex- 
panded program. The need for assistance will grow as more of our congregations face 
the problems of the changing neighborhood and the downtown church. 


SIX MISSIONS REACH SELF-SUPPORT 


For the second straight year six missions achieved self-support as to salary. All of 
Synod extends sincere commendation to pastor and members on this significant step 
in mission progress.

It was voted to adopt the Synodical Constitution Amendment Article IX — 
Paragraph 9 by the addition of two sentences reading ‘A minister awaiting a call 
to a new field of labor shall be given no more than two extensions of one year 
each of the original action recognizing him in that category. To assure that this 
last rule will be waived only under the most unusual circumstances, exceptions to it 
shall be made only by 2/3 vote of the Synod.” 


The Report of the Executive Committee was continued and the following Rec- 
ommendations were adopted: 


Recommendation #2—That Synod express appreciation to the LLM for its Fund 
Raising Counselling and Stewardship Service to newly or- 
ganized congregations on the territory of our Synod. 


Recommendation #3—That congregations be reminded of their primary responsi- 
bility in paying their Apportionment to Synod as set up in 
Article X, Section 2 of the Constitution and that all congrega- 
tions be encouraged to adopt the eleven-month payment on 
Synodical Apportionment. 


Recommendation #4—That Synod authorize the Executive Committee to request of 
the pastors a Salary Report for the year 1961. 


Recommendation #6—That Synod request of the Executive Committee, if possible, 
to arrange the 1961 Convention of the Pacific Southwest Synod 
both as to date and area in consultation with the officers and 
Executive Board of the California Conference of the Augustana 
Lutheran Church with a view to having simultaneous Con- 
vention highlighted by evening rallies, communion service, 
and banquet. 


Recommendation #7—That the Executive Committee in fulfilling its responsibility to 
coordinate the work and policy of the agencies of the Synod 
be required by Synod to receive and review all Minutes of 
Committees and Boards under Synodical ownership and spon- 
sorship and that the commitment of Capital Funds shall not 
be made without the approval of the Executive Committee.

That we express our appreciation to members of our Synod who have served 
in key places and now retire from those particular responsibilities: The 
Rev. Frank Clutz, six years on the Executive Committee of Synod; the Rev. 
Carl Moyer, Home for the Aged; Mr. Robert Brorby, Board of Directors, Pa- 
cific Lutheran Theological Seminary. 


That the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Pacific Southwest of the United 
Lutheran Church in America in Convention at Sacramento, California, May

The Report, as a whole, was adopted. 
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The Chairman of the Publicity Committee, the Rev. Richard Bennett, reported that 
the widest possible coverage was given to the Convention and presented the follow- 
ing Report: 


REPORT OF THE SYNOD CONVENTION PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 


For the first time a Synodical Convention was covered by all media of mass 
communication. Careful planning resulted in the following: 


1. Daily photographs and news coverage in the local newspapers (some re- 
leases were put on the wire and appeared in cther cities). 


2. Daily spot-announcements on the local radio stations. 


3. Coverage by three television news-cast programs; one of them, on Monday 
evening, appeared at the top family-viewing hour (6:30) and gave entensive 
glimpses of the registration lines, displays, and of the Synod President re- 
ceiving the lei from the Hawaiian delegation. Two others covered the Con- 
vention Banquet, and interview with the speaker, Bishop Pike. 


In accomplishing what totaled thousands of dollars in publicity and free ‘‘ad- 
vertising’’, the Committee spent less than $25, 


Partly responsible for the excellent radio-television communications was the rep- 
resentatives of our Synod on the Northern California-Nevada Council of Churches 
Department of Radio-Television, in the persons of the Rev. David Romeis and the Rev. 
Kenneth Senft. Advance meetings were held with the Chairman, the Rev. Emory 
Johnson, in San Francisco, and he, in turn, made contacts in our behalf in Sacra- 
mento, in person. Your Committee Chairman also made advance contacts with the 
local press, radio and television, in person, three days before the opening of Synod. 


The happy results of this effort underscore the need to bring the concerns of the 
Church to the mass audience in the community. Our experience in Sacramento 
points up the need for a careful study of the mass communications structure in all 
conferences of Synod, so that adequate reporting of the Church's life and action 
may always be assured. With this in mind, our Synod should be personally repre- 
sented in all united Protestant efforts in this area, and should provide increased 
financial support of such programs, it is the consensus of this Committee.
